and chaſed away the frowardneſs of his Diſeaſe. 
Whereupon in ſome ſort, having ſoon recovered his 
health, he diſcharged his Phiſi tians with theſe words: 
A 2 Feaſt 
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The Epiſtle 
Feaſt me no mort with Galen and Hippocrates, ſith all their 
skil could not aſſwage my fickneſs, bus welfare Quintus Cur- 
tius,that did help me ſo ſoon to my health. 

By this example may be gathered(Right Worſhipful) 
kow neceſlary it is (oftentimes) to read Hiſtories, which 
n the judgement of the wile, are eſteemed as healthfull 
to the minde, as Phiſick is accounted wholeſome ſor the 
body; yea, oftentimes more, for that the ſudden inward 
conceit of delight (wherwith Hiſtories are plentifully in- 
riched) may ſooner break and qualthe the extremity of a 
painful diſeaſe, than the long and labourſome applying of 
Phiſical Receipts. Yet, not tocondemn the one, nor ex- 
tol the other, more than it deſerveth,] allow of both ve- 
ry well : but I muſt needs thus confeſs with «Ariſtotle, 
that Hiſtorv is the School miſtreſs of Princes,and the on- 
ly Trumpet that ſoundeth in the ears of all noble per- 
lonages, the famous deeds of their worthy Progenitors. 

Plato likewiſe affirmeth, that the name of Hiſtory was 
given to this end, that by recording matters of antiquity, 
our fleeting memories might be ſtayed, that otherwiſe 
would ſoon be loſt and retain little, 

Seeing then, that Hiſtories carry ſuch credit among the 
learned ſort, and have not been a little eſteemed of both 
Emperours, Kings, and famous Potentates : As a teſti-

Kept to them, whohaving ſaluted them very courteouſly, deli⸗ 
vered hig uiud after this oweer.

ter ward turning to his E ſquire, he anfweved him in this oꝛder. 
My Friend, you may go and aſſure: pour Maler of the Jutt. 
Mhile the ſquire was bulle in ſpech to thepiince Florendos, 
Floraman, no ſonet perceived him to retutu to his Mater, but 
he deſired Horendos that he would grant him the Tombate, & 
gainſt the Knight that kept the paſſage, which requeſt he would 
not deny him: whereupon Floraman gave the ſms to his 
hoꝛſe, and ran couragiouſly againſt the Knight of the Wincelle

this Country, named Ridamac, wherefoze the Lady and her 
Daughter have couſented with this Gentleman, to go untoa 
Caſtle of his own, where they will ſecretly knit up their des 
terminate purpoſe, and deceive the long and labourſome erpect- 
ation of Feliſtor.

panions, as A cannot at this time ffay ts make pou any _ 
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anſwer,and ſo he poaſtep to obertake Fel iſtor, which the Ktange 
Knight perctiving, pyeſently entre into thele ſyentheg. Alas 
fond fol, thou makeſt overmuch haſte to entertain thine own 
mil koꝛtune, in that the ſimpleſt of them beloze ther, is able, 
ſufficient to teach the and thy fellow your duties, but J wich 
that ſo ſen as my Companions have given due chaſtiſement'to 
the pꝛide where with thou art kondly accompanied, thy Hozſe 
map fall to my ſhare, as well to teach the what thun oughteſt to 
have done at my courteous requeſt,as alſo that I may diſcharge 
my pꝛomiſe made to my fried?. 1 44. 

The Ruight of the liger has attained ſuch length of ground,

Tiger, who ſaluted Feliſtor with ſuch a friendly blow on the 
head,as he cleft it down to his rs, and addzefſing himſelf 
to the other knights, hee behaved himſelf with moft marvellous 
pꝛoweſſe.

I \& well ſir knight, that both vertue x magnauimity ſhine 
in pour Noble heart, and J would that my poꝛ power were of 
ſufficiency to requite your Pꝛincelp bounty ; Nevertheleſſe, J 
truſt that God will repay your god deſerts, which J am far un 
able to do at this pzefent,yet will J remain all my life time du- 
tifull in quod will, to ſdew what acceptable thanks J can, at pour 
noble commandment. : 

Thus the Lady concluding her ſpeches, the knight of the Ti- 
ger, Silvian, and the Lady rode on which way they judged the da- 
moſel had taken, but they journeyed all that day, and moſt part 
of the night, pet were they never the nearer their purpoſe; and 
it is not to be marvelled why ſhe ſhould ſtray ſo far,foz the fear 
ſhee had leſt her honour ſhould be impeached, cauſed her to take 
thoſe occaſions upon her, which in her judgement might beſt 
pꝛeſer ve it.

And let it 
not ſ&@m in pour ears, as an unadviſed ſpeech, which at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent of neceſſity J muſk diſcloſe, becauſe mine epe and mp heart 
have taſted both on a fiery Planet, but rather let it obtain ſuch 
an acceptable opinion of a belef in pour modeſt thoughts, as J 
remaining captive, and at your mercy J map find -you as ready 
to pity mee, as pour beauty was to wound me. Upon theſe ſpe. 
ches the Hermit tet octa ſion to begin thus:

Father (ſaid the Pꝛince) beauty is ſo familiarly welcome in- 
to the eyes of all men, as pou ſ they have no power to eſcape 
from her. aud her delights ſo agreeable in their hearts likewiſe, 
as were they of flint, ſhe would move affection , even ſo, if you 
did but contemplate the heavenly grace of this beautiful Da⸗ 
moſel, vou could not otherwiſe chuſe, but offer your ſelf as her 
humble ſervant , which ik you did refuſe to do, J ſhould per⸗ 
ſwade my ſelf, that god nature had altogether foaſaken pou , 
as alſo J might judge him very cold in kindneſſe, that could not 
be moved by ſuch a fozcible motion.

of Love, would take mer ko an Peretick: but it is god that J| 
argue, to ſhew my folly, and that you allow not, tovectkare-Pour 
wiſdome, Mell (quoth the Hermit) J will betake mp felf to 
my Oratory, and you to ydur pouthtul and wozldly pleaſure,;the 
deſert whereof will (no doubt) in the end reward pou, And lo 
he went into his Cell, making ſuch ſp&ed,till he hadſhutthe do2 
after him, as if the Gyant Brocaion had ben alive again, and 
had p44 him: whereat the Knight bf the Savage man laugh.

Mozthy Sir (anſwer⸗ 
ed the Damoſe l) I cannot be ſo much ingratekul fox pour great 
god will, in defending mer, when J was in greateſt diſtcelle, 
but that (to mp power) I mult witneſf? ſome ſhew of a thank⸗ 
ful mind: in mean time, J delire to have pour company koz 
theſe two oz tha vates, till J ve out of theſe places of ſo great 
danger, and then all J.account myſelf the moze highly behols 
ding to pou. | | 

Lady ( quoth he) J receive ſo great pleaſure in your courte⸗ 
ous ant wer, as J think my ſelf the happieſt man alive to attain 
ſuch bounty: whereWith he pzeſently tok his hozſe, cauſing his 
Eſquire to mount the Damoſel, who by the wap recounted 
to Pꝛince Florian, how by a tempeſt of the Sea,ſhe was caſt on 
the coaſt of lrelan i, comming from Denmark, aud carrying Let⸗ 
ters of credit to Bazilia the Empꝛeſſe of Allemaigne, And when 
JT perceived (quoth ſher) that J was in this Country, where mp 
Couſius (the daughters of the Marqueſle HSI (apo : 
J intended to beſtow a little labour in ling them, but my koz⸗ 
tune was ſo hard, as J met with the Giant Brocalon, who not 
contented with murthering my two Eſquires that bare me com. 
pany,purſued me, to have his villainous will on me; ſo it was 
your. cad hap to bee my reſcue, fo2 which J think my ſelf moze 
be holding to pou than J cart expzeſſe. The Pꝛince taking her by 
the hand, returned this anſwer ;

At thefe woꝛds the Pzince ſuddenly ſtarted up, and when he 
had put himſelf in god regard kon his enemy, he advanced him 
ſelf nearer unto him and ſ#ing his Tiquires walking their 
Hozſes, and their Paſter lying under a Tre in great griekok 
mind, he ſkaped himſelf in ſecret a while, when he heard him 
bzeak fo2th info theſe ſpæches. 

J ſe it is great folly foz me to repole any credit in the Gods, 
who either want power, oz elſe are wilkullp bent, to overthzow 
bim that hath moſt truſted them, and god cauſe have J to think 
ſo, my bzethzen being vanquiſhed by one only Rt, they make lo 
ſmall eſtimation of mee in their favour, as they will not ſuffer 
mee to meet with him, that J might either bear my bzethzen 
company, oz take that revenge which both my grief, and nature 
compelleth me, Foz how can J chuſe but blaſphewe pour 
names, and deny to give you the honour J have doue, in that you

Theſe heavy complaints cauſed the Pꝛince to judge, that he 
was Balvato, the Bꝛother to the Gpant Brocalon, who having 
intelligence of his Pꝛothers death, fought to find him that had 
done the ded, this god hap was very acceptable to tbe Prince, 
in that he found him without any of his Knights to aid him, ſo 
walking aſive, Balcato at laſt had eſpyed him, who made him to 
arile with theſe ſpeches. That is he that dare imagine himſelf 
{o hardy, as to trouble me tn my ſilent purpotes - J aſſure the, 
that thou art but little beholding to Foztune, who is the utter 
enemy in conducting the hither, eſyccially in the time of my 
fury, Which thou wilt find moze grievous then thou art able to 
endure.

Balcato (anſwered the Pꝛinte) referve theſe thzeatnings 
foʒ thoſe that are afraid of the, and pꝛepare thyſelf to deal 
with him, whom neither thy Wozds noz Weapon can terrifis, 
as fo2 the Damoſel, aſſure thpſclf, that J will not onely de- 
fend her, but J will alſo humble that pzoud mind, which makes 
the think none ſo god as thy ſelf, ſo ſhalt thou learn how to uſe 
thy betters, and deal moze courteoufly with the people of this 
Countrey. And becauſe J will move thy malioe the greater a: 
gainſt me, thou Halt underſtand that J am he; that hath flain 
Calturnien,and Brocalon thy Bꝛethꝛen, and have guwdhope to 
ſend the after them: Wherefoze put thy ſelf in a readincſſe 
to entertain m&, ko J as much diſdain to have any advantage 
of the, as thou pꝛoudly t hinkeſt mee unable to deal with the. 

The Spant (extreamly moved to hear the bzave language 
of the Prince) began to rage after this manner. Thou cruel 
deſtroyer of my blod, thou mayeſtaſlare thy ſelf to have in thy 
p2efence, thy greateſt enemy in the Mold: and therefoze ſhew 
the uttermoſt of thy man-hwd, koꝛ J carry that hope with mer,

How the Knights, which belonged to the Gyants Brocalos and 
Baleato, (urrendred the Caſtles, unto the noble Knight of the 
Sad ige man: And of what happened to Prince Flerendos, al- 
ter he arrived at the Caſtle of the Gyant Almarel, where re- 
mained the fair Princeſſe iragarda. 


()? the next day following, the Knights, (which belonged 
to the Gyants) had now intelligence of theveath ot their 
Lozds, whereupon they pzeſently determined with th:mlelves, 
to go ſe if the Knight of the Savage man would entertain them 
into his favour, fo2 ſince they had no refuge oz defence left 
them, wherein they might repoſe any. hope of aſſurance, they 
concluded to ſurrender up the Caſtles into his hmds, knowing 
themſelves far unable to with⸗ hold them krom him. In this 
determination they came to the Hermits Cell, where they found 
the Knight of the Savage man lying on his bed; fo2 that he was 
not very well diſpoſed, they comparing his poung pears with 
the nobleneſſe of his exploits, received great: nauſe ot avinira- 
tion, at laſt he that fudged himſelf, to ve , the/Hardiclt er cou⸗ 
rage amongſt them, ſuddenly entredints theſe ſpeches. .:

bought to utter confuſion ;therefoze' this remaintthas a cho⸗ 
len argument, that he. not onely hath called you into the dig⸗ 
nity of her favour, but alſo, that ſhe maintaineth her affection 
towards You with ineſtimable bounty; let not any then ſæm ſo 
hardy, as to offer a check oz tepꝛok to pour valour, foz that their 
beſt Foꝛztune is unlike to be equal with yours, but let them ra⸗ 
ther imagine themſelves happy, ik they mey deſerve the god 
countenance of ſo wozthy a Champion. 

The due conſi5eration hereof, hath conſtrained us to enter 
into ſuch hardinefle, as to come and pzeſent our ſelves to pour 
noble mercy, this god opinion guided us, that he which hath ſo 

| _ wozthily 
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woꝛthily overcome, and remaineth in the honour of a famous 
conquerour, will not ſtatn that laudable title, by offering dil⸗ 
courtefie to thoſe, who humble themſelves as obedient [ſervants 
in ſign whereof, receive at our hands the kepes of the Caſtles, 
which our Lozs ſometime enjoyed z and withall, receive the 
hearty gov will and affegion of them; wharemain only at your 
noble commandment ; to which courteous wozds the P2tnce 
returned this anſwer, 

Your ſpeches are ſo honeft; and ſo well replicated with civil 
Thdurtefle; as Nam ſorry that mypꝛeſent caſe will not ſuffer mee 
ta let prwunderſtand,how-thankfully J accept your great gette 
tleneſſe: Þut pou-fhall bear me company to the Court of Eng- 
land, where J will cauſe the King my Gzand-father to ſatisfic 
that, which my diſability will not ſuffer, me. Then took he the 
kep:s of the Caſtlos, where with he was very much contented, 
ſwing the ſue (o koztunate, where the beginn ing ſxmed ſo 
doubtkulw“l. 

The Knights ſtill kept the Pzince companp.in reſpect of the 
honoura ble pꝛomiſe he bad made them, whereof they were not 
a littte glad, in that they hoped ts gain god favour in the Court 
of Eug un, where the repozt of this noble Conqueſt in ſhoxt 
time was ſo blazed, as it moved a general conſent of gladneſſe, 
not ſo much koꝛ the recovery of the Caſtles, as that they were 
won by the-pzowefle of the Pꝛince Florian. 

The god Ring Ftederick, foz joy of this god haps ent Sir 
Pridos the Duke of Galles, in all ſped that might be, to ſe 
ik he could meet with his noble Nephew ; who taking a Salley 
pꝛelent ly, in ſhozt time arrived in the Coaſt of Ireland, not ves 
ry far from the Hermits Cell.

ceived him to be thoꝛowlp recoverev, 1 1110, 
The King of England did very hondurably entertain the 
Knights wylch came with his Rephew, and that he would how 
he made eſtimation of them, he accepted them into Offices(ac: 
copding to their degrees) in his Court, fox which great bounty, 
they witneſſed thomſelves not unthankkul, but ſo be haved them 
ſelves, as they did great credit to the King iu his Court. 
Pꝛince Florian being in god eſtate of health, news came un⸗ 
to the Engliſh Court, of the impziſonment of Ring Polendos 
and his company, in the Court of the great Turke, which un- 
happy tydings moved the King, and his whole Court to great 
grief, conſidering withal the eſtate ok ſoꝛrow, wherein the Em⸗ 
perour of Conftantinople remained: andthe moze extream did 
they take the cauſe, in reſpert of the ſmalt hope was to be had of 
their liberty, in that the great Tur ke had wozu to put them all 
to death, except the Emperour would ſend him the Knight who 
boldly carried away his Daughter P2incefſe Targiana. Theſe 
neus coming to the ears of P)ince Florian, he began to fall in- 
to thefe ſpeeches, Far better it is fo2 mee to go render my ſelf, 
and ſuffer the extream rigour of that cruel Inſtdel, then thaf(fo2 
me) ſo many god Knights ſhould live in danger: foꝛ ſœ ing by 
my octallon the cauſe did fir ſt arile, no better mean to ſalve it 
up again then my elk. :e „ d 31 
J tannot be lœve (ſatd Pꝛinte Don Edoard) that the Turke 
is lo foꝛgetful ot himſelf, as to ſœk the death of ſe many foꝛ ſo 
ſmall a matter, by reaſon Albayzer, (one of his own kindzed) 
ſhould then find in hazard of his life: but if it be as the repaʒt 
goeth, the Emperozonght to be careful in the Rrrping ot Al- 
bayer to the end, che ſaferugry of his lite might * d⸗ 
er 
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ther their liberty: whereto Pꝛince Florian thus replyed, Jam 
perſwaded gov Father, that the Turk will hardly be removed 
from his determination, which maketh mer to mil⸗doubt the 
ſafefy of thoſe Knights; the abſence of whom (Jam aſſured) ſo 
grievouſly oflendeth the god Emperoz that J am perfectly re. 
ſolved tg go and comfozt him: conſidering it is a part of duty 
on mp behalf, not to be fo far from him at this time, ſ&ing he 
is depzived of them that ſhould defend him, The aged Ring 
Frederick, his Father Don Edoard, no2 his Mother the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Flerida, could diſſwade him from his determination, but 
contrary to their wills he departed from the Court, taking his 
journey toward Conſtant inople, veing Armed after his accuſts- 
med manner, and bearing in his Shield his uſual deviſe. To 
the happy fucceſſe which may fall to him, -at this time wee in- 
tend to leave him, becauſe we will return to Pzince Florendos, 
who by this time is near the Caſtle of the Gyant Almarol hav: 
ing in his journey done many noble devs deſerving commenda⸗ 
tion, but being rehearſed in the Engliſh Chzonicles, it would 
ſem impertinent to rehearſe them here: nevertheleſſe, J muff 
needs tell pe, that Floraman Pꝛince of Sardignia, in this jour⸗ 
ny atchieved very great reno wn, and ſo continued, till their arri⸗ 
val at the city oł Rioclato which at this pꝛeſent is called Tamar. 

Florendos ſœiug himſelt᷑ ſo ner the place: where he hadſpent 
a great time in languiſhing afflig ions, entred into a thouſand i⸗ 
maginations with himſelk, firſt, concerning the begining of his 
love, and then the happp continuance thereof, enfozcedhim to a 
number of ſad conjectures, wherein he paſſed that night as qui- 
etly as he could. 

In the mozningthey rid toward the Caſtle of Almarol, when 
Aibayzer began to uſe ſome doubt of his entertainment, in that 
hee judged women were but ſlenderly acquainted with pitty, e- 
ſpecially he loked fo2 (mal favo2 of Pzinceſſe Miragarda, wha 
was not lo cruel to ſtrangers, as to her deareſt and beſt beloved 
friends. Florendos had no ſ@ner diſcovered the Tres , which 
were planted about the River Iheſin, anv the walls sf the Ca- 
ſtle of Almarol, but his heart was immeaſurably touched. with 


ſudden fear, remembzing how many ſtozms he had tudurcd, ano 
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the perils whereto her muſt now render himſelf afreſh, a ſpecta-' 
cle certainly of wonderful grief, wherein he ſome chat bare the 
Prince Albayzer company, who remembying that he was van- 
quiſhed, knew no other remedy foz himſelf, but to abide the mer- 
cy of Miragarda. 

When thep were come to the Caſtle, they found all the gates 
faſt locked, wherupon they went to the Tree where the Shields 
were hanging, where well beholding them all, Florendos at laſt 
eſpyed his own, at ſight whereof he ſecretly ſighed and imagi⸗ 
ned how he might bee ſufficiently thankfulto his Eſquire Ar- 
mello, who had (fince his departure) ſo well guarded it: But in 
ſoth her was not ſo much beholding to his Gſquire.as' hee did.e- 
fem himſelf. becauſe Armello was faln amozous of Lardemia, 
the Damoſel attending on the Pꝛinceſſe Mitagarda, and ſtayed 
in that place focontemplafe the beauty of his beloved Mitſtreſſe , 
rather thanfoz any care her had of his Maſters ſhield and Armoꝛ, 
foz hee was gone ſo far over-thoes in Love, as hit had no other 
pleaſure than the remembzance of the damoſel, who tek great 
delight to ler him ſo grievouſly attatched fo} love. 

Arme lo was ſo ſet on fire in affectton, as he could not know 
his Lozd and Maſter, and ſome other cauſe there was to hinder 
him, in that he was diſguiſed in black Armoz, but when hee per⸗ 
ceived Pꝛince Floraman and had ſen the Shield ok the Puin⸗ 
celle Miragar ſa, he pꝛeſently conjectured, the black Kt. was his 
Lozd Pꝛince Florendos, to whom he reycrently dꝛew ner, uſing 
theſe ſperches: 

T hope (my god Lozd) pou have no occaſion to hide pour ſelf 
from him, who hath ſuch earneft affection to do you ſervice, and 
{vecially having recovered ſo rare a Jewel, as'ts the Shield of 
fair Miragarda, at whoſe command pot de par ted from this place 
and weil wozthy is ſhe to be impeached ok high ingratitude, if 
ſhe ſhoͤuld not nowfavoeurably entertain port, who have ſo nably 
and Woꝛthily deſerved, 

Florendos being not able to conceal himſelf any longer, open. 
ed his helmet, and then imbꝛaced his Eſquire Armello, and de- 
livered him the chield of Miragacdag to let in the place where it 


uſed to ſtand, befoze Pꝛince Alvayzer fo diſcourteonfly twk it a» 
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wap, and bade him alſo take the ſbield of TI argiava, and ſet it at 
the fet of the pourtraicture of M:cagarda, which did grieve Al. 
bayzer to behold. 

At length came koꝛth of the Caftle the Siant Almarol, verp 
well armed, and gallantly mounted on a white Courſer, ſuppo- 
ſing theſe Pꝛinces came to demand the Juſt, but when he behela 
the ſhield of Miragarda, in the place where it was wont to be , 
being ſuddenly abaſhed, he knew not well what to ſay, At laſt 
he knew the Pꝛince Florcudos, by reaſon that he had lifted up 
the beaver of his Pelmet, whereupon he caſt his Lance to the 
ground, and with ſtretched out arms came and embzaced the 
Pꝛince Florendusentertaining him with theſe Moꝛds. 

J did alwaies perſwade my ſelf ( wozthily and renowned 
Pꝛince Florendos)that pou would bing to end that honourable 
exploit, which J now perceive pou have happily atchieved,a de« 
ſert ſo laudable and Rnightly, as the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda cane 
not otherwiſe chuſe, but requite pou with better entertamment, 
then the hath done heretokoze. And if ſhe continue her fozmer 
obſtinacy, and uſe not that gracious acceptation towards pou , 
which your nobleneſſe doth wozthily merit, and her duty coms 
mandeth the ſhould favour pou withal, J will ſo ſhake the hono2 
of her name with ſpeches of impeꝛtance, that the Woz1d ſhall 
be acquainted with her monſtrous unkindneſſe,whoJ hope will 
bear me company in juſtly condemning her, that can affozd ſuch 
great diſloyalty to ſo god a Knight. | 

Thus bzeaking off his ſpeches, and without ſtaping to hesr 
the anſwer of the Pzince, he pzeſently ran into the Caſtle , 
where he declared to the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda, the noble and 
knightly return of her loyal Servant Florendos, which news 
enflamed her heart with unſpeakable joy, nevertheleſſe ſhe dil⸗ 
ſembled the matter in ſuch ſo2t- as though ſhe had made no ac- 
count thereof, which the Gpant perceiving, both how flendcr e- 
ſtimation ſhe ſæmed to have of Florendos, as alſo of the wozthp 
bringing back again her Shield, being not able to with-hold 
his choller any longer, he began to touch her very highly with 
the Pꝛincely ſervice of Florendos, how to her univerſal pꝛaiſe 


and his own renown, he had wituclſed the true teſtimony of an 
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invincible mind, which ſhe countenancing with ſo ſmall regard, 
did notoziouflp tmpeach her ſelk of ingratitude, and to in» 
jurioufly requite him that had deſerved ſo well, | 

All theſe wozds did ſem nothing ts move her reſolute will, 
but with a hardy countenance ſhe gave ſhow to the Gpant, that 
ſhe was th Lady and $.ftreſle of a ſelf-willed conceit, albeit 
within her ſelf, ſhe remained greatly affectionate at the Pꝛin⸗ 
ces return, but becauſe her modeſt ſhamekaſtneſſe ſhould. not be 
diſcovered to the Gyant, ſhe made the matter to him of no re⸗ 
card at all. 0 5 

The Spant being not a little vered, in a great fury flun 
koꝛth of her pꝛeſence, very much accuſing her obſtinate mind, and 
coming to the Pꝛince Fiorcndos , hee could not hide the great 
diſcourteſie of Miragarda, which the Pꝛinte contented himfelf 
withal, becauſe he was wont to have no other entertainment, 
but in that he would diſpatch the cauſe of Albayzer, he defired 
Almarol to go again to his Lady, and to know her pleaſure as 
concerning him that carried away her Shield, whom he had 
bꝛought back again. 

The Gyant pꝛeſently returned to the Pꝛinceſſe giving her to 
underſtand, that the Knight which had carryed . hie ld 
was bꝛought thither back again by the noble Pzince Florendos, 
who deſired to know her will, what ſhonka be done with him⸗ 
Mtragarda taking a little pauſe, at laſt commanded that Albay- 
zar ſhould be bought into her pꝛeſence, and that Florendos 
ſhould abide without. 0 

When Albayzer was come befoze her, ſhe ffraitly charged 
him to go yield himſelf P2iſoner unto the Ring Recinde her 
eſpecial god Lozd, and that he ſhouldnot fail to go thither, be⸗ 
cauſe he ſhould remain there as pꝛiſoner, until the great Turk 
had ſet at liberty the Ring Polendos with all his Knights. She 
receiving his oath, that he would not fail to do as the had com- 
manded him, willed him to depart, when he! giving her humble 
thanks fo2 favouring him ſo much,conſivering his offence deſer- 
ved greater puniſhment) offered gently to kiſle her hand, but ſhe 
would net ſuffer him, and ſo he departed krom her. 

When he was come fo2th again, from. the Caftle, —_ his 
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leave of PzinceFJoxendos, he caſt his eyes on the ÞPo2traiture 
of P2inceſſe. I argiana; not without many a bleeding ſigh from 
his heart, and ſuch countenance in geſture, as bewzayed the ex ⸗ 
tremity of his ſudden paſſions, 

A great while he ſtwb rehearfing to himſclf, thoſe amozous 
conceits wherewith he was marvailouſly charged at laſt he dell⸗ 
red Almatol to do him ſo much favour, as to intreat Pꝛinceſſe 
Miragarda, that it might ſtand with her pleaſure, not to ſuffer 
the ſhield of his beſt beloved rargiana, to hang in the ranck as 
mong thoſe that were conquered, in reſpec ſhe had deſerved no 
ſuch dignity . But in no caſe would ſhe agree to this requeſt, 
lo highly did ſhe eſtem her ſelf in ſuperiozity, above all other 
Ladies, whereof Albayzer being certified, he departed in chol⸗ 
ler and extream melancholly, and the thirteenth day after his 
departure from the Caffe of Almarol, he arrived in the Court 
of Recinde Ring of Spain, who received him with very Pꝛince⸗ 
ly courteſie. | 

And after he under ſtod who had ſent him, and fo2 what cauſe, 
he was not a little pleaſed thereat, becauſe by him, Ring Po- 
lendos might have liberty again, as alſo his Son,who was pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner amongſt the other Knights: of theſe news he pꝛeſently 
cauſed the Emperoꝛ of Conſtantinople to be advertiſed, that he 
ſhould now ſet his fozmer grief apart and rejoyce, in that he had 
in his cuſtody ſuch a one, as ſhould bzing home again all the 
Knights that were Pꝛiſoners to the Turk. The Emperoz 
greatly commended the policy of Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda, and

t che Combate that the Prince Florendos fought, the ſecond 
day after he had enterprized to guard the Slucld of the Prin- 
c:flc Miragarda. 


VV Hen the Pꝛince Floreudos had paſſed one day befoze 
the Caſtle of Almarol, without aup friendly counte- 
nance of his Lady, oz once comming into her pzeſence, he be- 
gan to commune with himſelf of his bard koꝛtune, and what lit- 
tle hope he had to gain his deſired jop, becauſe her frowardneſſe 
caſt into contempt his baithful ſervice, On the ſecond day, foex» 
nel the heavy thoughts where with he was ſo grievoufly charg- 
ed, he came to the place befoze the ſhield of his miſtreſſe, which 
when he had adviſedly beheld, he uttered his complaints after 
this manner, 

A know certainly (ſ\wet-Lady) that he which beſtoweth his 
time in pour ſervice, receiveth a verp great recompence,by hav: 
ing the means to behold pour fair Image in this poztraiture , 
which is of power ſufficient to bzing into hisſubjection,the heart 
as hard as Adamant, if the Goddeſſe would affozd thoſe favou⸗ 
rable woꝛds unto it, which ſometimes the did to the Image made 
by Pigmalcon, how highly (in ſo doing) might ſhe manifeſt her 
courteſie, and what a pzecious Jewel were he enriched withal, 
that gaineth ſo great an honour, 

But J ſe well that pou have pzevented ſuch a happy cauſe , 
in that this remaineth as a Net, to entangle the minds of them, 
which live fre from ſuch thzaldome , in which extremity, the 
party ſo inveigled deſireth, as well to be comfozted by pour 
gracious ſpœch, as fo be graciouſly tozmented by pour ſilent 
counterfeit, fo2 that it dep2iveth him of his fozmer felicity, As 
foz mee, ſœing there is no other remedy, I muſt fed mine eyes 
with this enticing ſhadow, and ſatisfle my fancy in midf> of my 
Gadow, in that J behold the thing with mine eye, which as a 

dagger 
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dagger ſlabbeth mer to t, and leaveth mir depzived of 
auy mean, which might eaſe to mp mil foꝛtune. But 
al beit your poztrait is dumb and ſenſelefſe, and cannot, (as 3 
would it could) percetve my heavy af flicions, yet ſo fond is mp 
conceit, that it maketh m& weary of my wzetched life, having 
plaped the Miſtreſle thereof ſo devoutly in my thoughts, as in 
ſtead of the perſon, J reverence her picure, think then how du⸗ 
tiful I would be to pour ſelf, that am ſo fozward in eſteming 
pour ſhadow, 

And this fozefaid content ſhould be very welcome to mee, if 
I were perſwaded that you tok delight therein, which hardly J 
can bele&ve in that mp long abſence in pour ſer vice, and my pe - 
ſence now to offer you my duty, is not wozthy to be once loked 
on, this maketh mee think, that you have committed mee to fo2- 
cetfulnefſe'; therefozeq account it as vaiu to mourn any longer 
ſing the affection J have alwates ſo faithfully bozn pou, is re- 
warded with ſuch an unkind recompence. While Pꝛince Flo- 
rendos continued this ſad diſcourſe, the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda ſes 
cretlp beheld him at a chinck in the Window, foz it was her 
wont to ariſe very early in the moznings, to hear the pleaſant 
notes of the pzetty chirping birds, that would come and ſing in 
the Trees planted by the Riverseſide, 

And when the perceived that his grievous lameutations pꝛo⸗ 
ceded from the depth of his heart, ſhe was ſomewhat abaſhed 
thereat, but yet in ſuch ſozt, as ſhe did never the moze pity his 
dol0zous eſtate : for ſuch a pꝛoud opinion ſhee held of her ſelf , 
that the greateſt deſerts in the wozld were not ſufficient to an- 
ſwer her beauty, neither that Florendos could endure to much 
grief fo2 her, ſuch was her mercileſſe judgement of the paſſions 
of love. The careful Pꝛince abiding in his wonted moans; on a

The two koꝛemoſt Knights came ſinging. very pleaſantly , 
that the Pꝛince Florendos toł great de light? to hear them, and 
they accoꝛded in ſuch god muũck together, as the Pꝛinte Flo» 
raman (who was very well ſen in that Art) cammended it as 
bove all that ever he heard in his like; ſo ſweetly: did their voy⸗ 
ces conſent togetlier; beſide, the eccho of the River, the Trees 
and the Pountair,did anſwer their noteg ſo familiar lh, that it 
was almoſt as commendable as an inſtrument,  which'the:-Pzint- 
celſe Miragarda (ftanding in her Window) twk great pleaſure 
to hear, and it did very much comkozt the fad mind of Pjzince 
Florendcs, 22 8 1% „17881 

But the Pꝛince of Sardignia, being ſomewhat acquainted 
with the Song, twk a knife and engraved the ſame on the bark 
of a Tre, that fo2 the wozthineſle thereof, it might there re- 


main fill time had conſumed the Tre, and as the Tree grew in

The thz> knights had no ſoner eſpyev Pzince Florendos, 
walking befoze the Caſtle of Almarol, but they pꝛeſently left 
their ſinging;aud pulled down the Bevers of their helmets, be⸗ 
eatſe they doubted that they ſhould be known: and when they 
came befoze' the Tre& where the ſhields hanged, they began ö 
greatly to commend his valoz,whoſe nobleneſle had ed .

The Second part f the Hiſtory 
bꝛave pꝛizes, at length the Knight in the green Armoz, ftedfaſt- 
ty beholding the pourtraic of fair Miragarda, began byavely 
to ule his language as thus : 

The beauty of that heavenly face which this Picture repꝛe⸗ 
ſents, is of authozity ſufficient to bzing to her obeyſance, the 
heart that never thought ts love;yea, of the wozthieft knight in 
the whole wozld, albeit my mind was far otherwiſe, befoze I 
law that with mine eye, which hath ben-daily commended ſo 
much in mine ears, Nevertheleſle if any of thoſe Rts. which 
have enterpꝛized to defend ſo rich a treaſure, dare bee ſo hardy 
as to bꝛeak a couple of Lautes with mec. J will do my indevour 
as becometh a god knight, on condition hee pzovoke mee not to 
do him moze injury than willingly'J would; becauſe J fear the 
Lady which oweth this fair picture,would very ſeverely puniſh 
me,fo2 offering offence to any of her knights, as contrariwile, 
He will entertain them with ſpeciall favour, that take upon 
them to enter thecombate fo2 her: to whom Pzince Floren- 
dos, thus replyed: 1 25 

It were pitty Sir, to put pou koꝛth of ſo god a mind, ſœing 
your ſtomach ſerveth pou lo well fo2 the purpoſe, and becauſe A 
am ready pꝛovided fo2 the Juſt, I care not greatly to beſtow the 
bzeaking of a Lance oꝛ two on pou, and therefoze take the field 
at peur pleaſure, J will ſatisfie you in this requeſt. ' 

Mith theſe moꝛds they parted to fetch their courſe, and met 
together with ſuch fozce, that their Lances flew-up into the 
ape in pæces. and ſo paſſed on bzavely,not being any thing ſha- 
ken at the firſt encounter. The Gyant Almarol ſeing them de⸗ 
ſtitute of Lances, cauſed ſome fo be bzought foꝛth of the caſtle, 


and being delivered to their Eſquires. they went and ſerved | 


their Loꝛds, who valiantly met again to-bzeaktheir Lances the 
ſccond time; but their encounter was ſo forcible, that Pzince 
Florendos loft one of his ſtirrops, on Which five hee was in ſome 
danger, to have faln beſides his Hozſe, Nevertheleſſe, the Kt. 
in green armoz meaſured his length on the ground, but he re- 
covered himſelf again quickly. and being out of meaſure diſpleas 
ſed at his fall,dzew his Swoꝛd, with theſe woꝛds: 

Sir knight, though 7 ſummoned you to Jutt, * — 

apnet 
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hapneth to mer, yet J am not offended ther eat, ſo that now pon 
will honour me ſo much, as to let us try one another with our 
Swoꝛds, and if in the end it be your god hap to vanquilh mee, 
your: Ualour ſhall have the larger eſtimation. J know not (an- 
ſwered Pꝛince Florendos) how theſe Gentlemen in your com- 
pany eſtem of your requeſt, becauſe I ſe them pꝛeparing them⸗ 
ſelves to offer me the Jult ; therefoze let my intreaty at this 
time perſwade you from this deſire, in that wee ſhall have time 
enough to try our man-hod together, when you ſhall not think 
pour ſelf greatly advantaged, no2 J find my ſelf overmuch in- 
fured, 
Thus concluding, he gave the ſpurs to his Hoꝛſe, and ran cou- 
ragiouſſy againſt the knight in the white armoz, mingled with 
Azure, who received him very bzavely, breaking their Lances 
with ſo great foꝛce, that Pꝛince Flore ndos loft both his ſtirops, 
but pet recoveredhimſelf well enough from the fall; as fo2 the 
other knight, the ſtrokes of the Pꝛince was ſo roughly given, 
that his Hozſe and Hee fell down both together, and his Yozſe 
tumbling upon him. did ſomewhat hurt one of his leggs. 
When Florendos had pꝛovided himlelf of another Lance, he 
gave a ſign to the third Knight to encounter with him, which he 
perceiving, and being ſomewhat moved at the miſ-foztune of 
His companions, failed not to put himſelf upon the adventure, 
but ſuch was the courteous regard he had ok bis fellows, at the 
firſt offer they miſſed in their meting, whereupon they tok the 
ſecond carier ſo woꝛthily againſt each other. as they bꝛake their 
Lances bꝛavely, and paſſed on to a third encounter, Pꝛince Flo- 
raman and Almarol made great eſtimation of the noble beha- 
viour of theſe thz& Knights, and likewiſe Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda 
did verp much commend the noble erploits, which Florendos 
and the other Knights ſhewed in her p2eſence, but the Knight 
being defirous to try the end of his foꝛtune, began to advance 
himſelf fozward, the like did Pꝛince Florendos, when they met 
together ſo couragiouſly that the Knight was diſmounted to the 
earth, the Pꝛinte Florendos being in little better cafe bz had 
he not caught hold on the main of his Hoꝛſe he had been fozced 


to bear him company, but he 3 the fall very well, and be-

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ing mounted again, the Knight with whom he had firſt Juſted, 
came unto him with theſe woꝛds. 

Such is my earneſt deſire(ſir Rnight)to try my foztune once 
moze againſt you, as J find my [elf very much agreeved, till J 
have felt as much by your ſwo2d,as J have done py pour Lance, 
therefoꝛe as You are a Gentleman that hath wozthily deſerved 
your Knight-hod, let mæ gatnſo much favour at pour hands, 
as to ſatizfic my requeſt ; Florens ſhaped him this anſwer, 

Your language is accompanied with ſuch great Honeſty and 
cour teſie, and befide J ds eſteem thereof ſo well, as it would be 
a great bleib to mine honoz if J ſhoulddeny pour Rnightly 
veſire, ſo lighting from his hozſe, he dzew his Swoꝛd to enter 
the Combatk; but the Knight which bare in his ſhield the de⸗ 
vice of Apollo, ſteped between them after this ſozt.

not make anyſhew thereof (being deſirous my ſelf. to bee un⸗ 
known) to the end that the fair Pzinceſſe Miragardamight pet 
once moze behold your Rnightly valour, and then to eſtem of 
vou accoꝛding to pour noble deſerts, _ | 5 ä 
Pꝛince Florendos twk off his Helmet, and coming to the Sage 
Aliart, did embzace him very courteouſly , giving them to un⸗ 
derſtand, he was heartilp ſozry he had Juſted againſt his bzother, 
and his other two dear friends, whom he ſpared not to entertain 
very graciouſly, and the like did Pꝛince F loraman Fo} that thep 
had witneſſed their friendſhip to him in divers places, ſo they 


fitting down all together, paſſed away the greateſt part of the 
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day, in rehearſing their manifold and knightly adventures, 
which they lengthened with large diſcourſe, becauſe thy would 
gladly get a ſight of the PztnceſteMiragarda, who was ſo dainty 
in ſhe wing her ſelf, as very ſeldome would fhe come to the open 
CUindow, but lok fozth at ſome ſecret place; fo2 her greateſt 
kelicity was, when ſhe ſaw the field dyed with the blod of thoſe, 
who came to contend foz her ſingular beauty, in tryal whereof, 

he was not a little pꝛoud that the vico2y returned alwates fo 

her, which made her take the greater delight, when ſhe percei⸗

| INagainf the Pyince Florendos, did not linger oz loyter in 


t hey 
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they met with Leonarda the Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace, being woz⸗ 
thily guarded by many noble Gentlemen, ſome that employes 
themſelves in Knightly ſervice, to gain the god opinion of the 
Pꝛinceſſe, and others that uttered many amozous conceits, to 
inveigle her fancy towards them in marriage, and ſo they paſſed 
away the time till they arrived at Conſtantinople, where the 
Pzinceſſe was entertained with marvailous great honour, but 
becauſe the Hiſtozy doth make mention hereafter of her Royal 
receiving into the City, J will now ſpeak no moze thereof, but 
return again to Pꝛince Florendos who walking along the Ri- 
vers ſide to take the freſh air (the next day after the thy Kts. 
departed from him) he eſpped two Boats well furniſhed with 
Dares, in the fozemoſt whereof ſate four Damoſels, attyzed in 
very ſumptuous apparrel, and ſitting about the pop end of the 
Boat, ſounding and tuning their Lutes, whereto their voyces 
delivered ſuch pleaſant ditties, as they might well have ben 
compared with the thze Knights that had taken their way to 
Conſtantinople, if they had ſtayed ſtill at the Caſtle of Alma-

Then thepdzew near to the Caſtle, the men beſtirred their

ing befoze him bzoken in peces, and the Knight himſelf ſ&@m- 
ed as a man altogether vanquiſhed and overcome, foz that the 
Damoſel advanced her ſelf above him. | 

The Marriners were bzavely decked with the colours of 
their Lady, whereof (J may ſay to you) they were not alittle 
pꝛoud, fo2 that in behaviour they ſeemed ſo pleaſant, as no acci- 
dent whatſoever could have power to change them : aud in theſe 
great ſhe ws of delight, they bzought their boats to the ſive of 
the Caſtle» continuing this [wet harmony, which by the Eccho 
of the water gave an acceptable noyſe to their ears, who at the 
Windows of the Caſtle ſtod to behold them. | 

The two Pꝛinces, Florendos and Floraman, thought the 
time to long, till they might have further knowledge of theſe 
Ladies, but eſpecially the Pꝛince Florendos, who being earneſt 
in defire to know the Knight in the Boat, caſting his arms toge⸗

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fend you, ſhe will return from whence cher came; To whioh 
wo2ds the Pꝛinceſle thus replyed, 1, 2: 
Fair Damoſel,your requeſt is honeſt and commendable, and 
koꝛ my part J eſtæm very well thereof, but it lyeth not in mee 
to grant your Ladies requeſt-which is no {mal grief to me: and 
J aſſure vou, the coming of-thePziveclle of Navar is as accepe 
table to me, as the greateſt god Foztune in the wozld beſſive, 
that might happen to me:but as concerning her friendly deſire, 
truſt me, the cuſtome of this Caſtle is flatly againſt it, in that 
the entrance is as well defended againſt women (whole compa-

knoweth not how to uſe, therekoze, i he will have it, bio htm 
be ſo god as to ketch it himſelk.

And becauſe you ſhall carry a ſound meſſage unto him, I pzap 
you do me ſo much favour as to let him underſtand, that Þ will 
at this time take the matter ſo hardily upon me, as to defend 
the Shield againſt the uttermoſthe can do, when ik his Foztune 
ſerveth him lo well as to conquer me, the Shield alk with- 
out further trouble be delivered him: and if he pꝛobe ſo happy, 
as to carry away the Shield by his pꝛawelle, J hall eſtem my 
ſelf the moſt koztunate man alive, fox that when J loſe it, Þ 
all loſe my lite, and then will mn wonderful unkoztunate race 
have a final end. e. | 

Nevertheleſſe, you muſt let him underſtand, that ſe ing her 
doth eſteem ſo well of his Lady,as(fo2 her ſake) he will intrude 
himſelf into deſperate adventures, it is nec eſlary he bꝛing ſome 
witneſſe oz teffimony of her gracious favaur,; which may be pla.

Albcit this judgement ol Pꝛinteſſe Miragarda was ſomewhat 
ſharpe and rigorous pet the Knight would not gain: ſay her de⸗ 
termination: fo cauſing ſome regard to be uſed in his wounds, 
the next day he departed thence very ſozrowful, to think in 
what diſpleaſure the'Pyzincefſe Ar nahe ſo ſuddenty went away, 

The Pꝛince Florendos remained a while at the curing of 
his wounds, and ifi the mean time Pꝛince Floraman maintained 
the cuſtome accompliſhing many haughty and noble needs onely 
to move the affection of Pꝛincelle Miragarda, in moze amiable 
and gentle manner to the god and hardy Knight Florendos: but 
the (fo2 all this) would uſe no eſtimation of the great pains 
which the Pzince did daily ſuffer ko; her ſake, 


CHAP. X. 

Here is declared what; and who the Knight was, that came in 
the company of Princeſſc Arxalte, lo what cauſe he and ſhe 
travelled to the Caſtle of Almarel. oc the great entertain- 
ment which was made in the 1 the Emperour Palme- 


rin, at the arrival of Leonarda, Pfnceſſe of Thrace. 


HE* it hall not be much amiiſe 1 let you under tand, who 
the Knight was, that came in companp of Arnalte the 
zinceſſe of Nayarte, for that (it occa ſion ſer ve) you map _ 
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the better knowledge of him hereafter, 

It is repozted fore in the firſt part of this Diſtozy, that 
Darpos the Dukeof ormandy, the Sen of Friſol King of 
Hungaria, had to iſſue two ſons, whereof one was named Fritol 
after his G2and-father, of whom mention is made many times 
inthe Hiſtozp, and the other was called Dragolant, who (fo; 
that it is long time ſince he was repozted a Knight at arms) is 
now the farther out of remcembzance, This Dragolant being a 
gallant young Gentleman, aud metly endued with ſtreugth to 
bear Armoz, beſide, the great fame of the noble exploits of his 
Father and Gzand⸗father, did ſo imbolden him in ccuragious 
de ſire, as he loathed to ſpend his life in caſe oz ſloathful idlenels 
whereupon he left the place where he had ben nour iſhed and 
bzought up addicting his mind to the ſearch of Knightly adven- 
tures, foꝛgetting the Court of the Emperoz Palmcrin, where 
firſt the renown of his derds, might have given the greater grace 
to his perſon, 

In this haughty deſire, accompanied with oneTſquire to bear 
his Shield and Helmet, he twk his voyage towards the Realm 
of Spaine, being very earneſt in affection, to find the Caſtle of 
the Giant Almarol, that he might appꝛope his valour againſt 
the Knight that kept the Pꝛinceſſe Miragardacs Shield, but 
as he journied thither ward, he was conſtrained to paſſe thꝛougb 
the Realmof Navarrc, where by chance he happened to the pal⸗ 
lage, which was guarded by the Pꝛinceſſe Arnalte's Rnights » 
whereof two were vanquiſhed by his noble valour. 

Pzincefſe Arnalte well noting his wozthy behaviour as al 
that he was a bꝛave and luſty young gallant,ſhe uſed ſuch friend- 
ly perſwaſion to him, that he went with her into the Caſtle, 
where ſhe entertained him with ſuch honour, as ſhe was accu⸗ 
ſtomed to uſe todas them who reſembled Dragolan in bouns 


ty and pꝛoweſſe. 

This young Pꝛince heholding Arnalte inriched with ſo great 
beauty, and underſtayying that her dowzy was to bee Queen of 
Navarre, began to Ware marvailous amoꝛous of her, being in« 


veigled with her love, he judged in his own opinion that in her 


conſiſted the detriment of his 9 and dignitp of his honour, *

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At length it lo fell dut, that the Lady and Miſtreſſe of his du⸗ 
tikul thoughts, was mat vai lous deſirous to go ſie the fait Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Miragarda, which being a mean fo2 him to lifter his ear 
neſt affection, he made a reverent offer to bear her company in 
her journey, fo2 that he well knew, the moze he did entertain 
himſelf into her company, he might in the moze familiar man⸗ 
ner p20c&din his love. The Pꝛinceſſe Arnalte was not curi⸗ 
ous, in accepting his gentleneſle, in that his pꝛeſence did rather 
add an eſtimation of honour of her then impeach her of any une 
decent cauſe, wherekoze all things being in a readineſlſe, with 
as much convenient ſp&d as might be, ſhe ſet foxward towards 
the Caſtle of Almarol, accompanied with the Ladies and Da- 
moſels, and ſixe Eſquites ; as pou have heard befoze as alſo with 
this noble and adventurous Prince Dragolant, who to witneſs 
the intire love he bare to the Pzincefle, many times by the wap 
aſſayed very Knight ly occaſions, wherein Fo2tune did ſtill affozy 
him the victozy, 

The Pꝛinceſſe received no ſmall pleaſure at his happy chan⸗ 
ces, in that ſhe eſteemed ſo well thereof,as ſhe thought him wozs 
thy to peſſeſſe her love, which Dragolant adviſedly pondering, 
frequented the Pzinceſſe with verp amiable conditions, ſo that 
in ſhoꝛt time they came to a City, ſtanding on the bancks of the 
River Theſin, which was two leagues from the. Caftle of the 
Gpant Almarol, where they 'ſtaped till they had pꝛovided two 
Boats topaſle along the Niver, wherein they came to the Ca- 
ffle of Almaro], ard Dragolatrt had the entertainment as you 
have heard bekoze, by the noble and valiant Prince Florendos, 
whoſe valour did move ſuch a hatred in the Pzinceſſe Arnaltc, 
towards her affectionate and lopal friend Dragolant, that ſhe an. 
gerly departedfrom the Caſtle of Alwarol, towards her vwn 
place of abode in Navarre, intending never to ſæ him again. 

But it is not to be doubt ed, but that this ſudden choller would 
take as ſudden a coling, in that, as ſhe could be cafily intreated 
to anger, againſt them whos had but little offended Her, even ſo 
could ſhe be as eaſtiy won, to foꝛget het veſlre of waathful'ven- 
geante, her unffayednefſe was ſuch, und her gyd will to love ſo 
great, Ju this manner ft chanted, Dragolam. who a: 

his 
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his affection to the Pzinceſſe Arnalte, in the end was ſo foztU- 
nate, as he obtained her god will in marriage, ſhe making him 
Lozdof her ſelf, and Ring of Navar : theyefoze we ought not 
tadeſpair of that which is in the hand of Fo2tune to give us, a5 
pou map perceive in the courſe of this Hiſtozy, which here leav⸗ 
eth Dragolam and his Queen together, returning to Leonarda 
the Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace, who being ready to depart the Realm 
of Thrace,foz the deſire ſhe had to be in the Court of the Empe⸗ 
r02 Palmerin, the Queen Cu melia her Gzandmother, lent her 
away woꝛthily accompanied with Ladies and Gentlewomen , 
foz the better government of her in her journey ; beſide ſhe gave 
charge to the Lozvs and gentlemen, that went with her, in no 
caſe they ſhould depart from her, until they had pzcſented her 
to the Emperour. 

In this oꝛder the let foz ward toward Conſtantinople, being 
met divers times on the way by many bzave gallants, who un- 
derſtanding her ſeting fo2th, did honour her with their dutikul 
attendance, until ſhe came to the Emperours Court, where was 
allembled together ſo manyb2ave Knights, ſo richly Armed, 
and carrying ſuch fine devices as one would have. judged, that 
they did rather pzepare to incamp themſelves fo2 ar, then 
to hew Rnightly diſpozts to delight the Emperoz. Many came 
thither to behold the bzavery of others, to do the Pꝛinceſſe Le- 
onarda ſervice, aud ſome beſide who had god hope to win her in 
marriage, each one did ſtrive who ſhould behave himſclk moſt 
gallant, and who might witnelle the greateſt title of Knight⸗ 
hod, as well to pleaſe the eye of the young Pyinceſſe, as to de- 
lerve the eſtimation of the whole Court, their honourable e- 
fates ſerving them very well ſo todo, | 

The Pꝛince Sracian, Berolde, the Sage Aliart, Platir, and di: 
vers other Knights of the @mperozs Court, going in the com⸗ 
pany of the aged Emperoz himſelf, went to meet the Pzinceſſe 
twoleagues from the City, who being advertiſed of their com⸗ 
ming (by reaſon of the Pꝛince Primaicon with other Pzinces, 
rid ſomewhat befoze the ref) didp2eſently leave her Coach, and 
mounted on a godly white Palfrey, whoſe harneſle was verp 
rich and coftip to behold ; the Princeſſe her ſelf, was b1avely ate 
ty2ed 


The Second part of the Hiſtory 
ty2ed in the Greekilh faſhion, that ſhe might the better delight 
the eyes of them which did behold her, hex robe was ol catna- 
tion Uelvet,very fairly imbzoidered with parchment Lace of 
Gold, her Cloak was ok Scarlet, cloſed befoze with lumptu⸗ 
ous Diamonds, which were placed very thick in manner of but⸗ 
tons, and all the compaſſe of the Cloak was likewiſe garniſhed 
with Diamonds, having between every Diamond, a rank of ve⸗ 
ry glozious Ozient pearl, which chined in the Sun ſo gallantly, 
as they did mar vailouſly deck and ſet fozth her coſtly Ueſture, 
and beſides the glimple of them ſo \weetly dazeled in her face, 
as the pouthful Knights, whole thoughts Were free befoze from 
the aſlaults of love, were now ſuddenly entrapped with her ſin⸗ 
cular beauty, | 
The Emperoz albeit he was far in years, pet he did atty2e 
himſelf very pouthfully, to give the greater grace to the poung 
Pꝛinces that bare him company.ſo coming to the Pꝛinceſle Le- 
ouarda, he entertained her with very ſtately and accuſtomed ho- 
nour, afterward he gave place to the Pꝛince Primalcoa his 
Son, who kiſſed her hand in very gentle manner, and ſo did all 
the other Pꝛinces that came with the Emperoz, whole p2eſence 
witneſſing ſo great eſtate , did much content the mind of the 
young Pzinceſſe, who was no ſmall deal abaſhed at the great ho- 
nour, which the Emperoꝛ did ſo nobly afkozd her, as to grant 
her licence to remain in his Court, in remembzance of which 
courteſie, ſhe would have ſtoped down to kiſſe the Emperozs 
hand, but he remembzing how his Court was gracioufly hos 
noured by her pꝛeſence, would not ſuffer her to humble her ſelf 
ſo much, giving her to underſtaͤnd in very friendly ſpech, that 
in her coming to abide in his Court, he did accept it as a thing 
of noſmall contentation to him. Then ſetting fozward on their 
way, that they might the ſoner enter the City, the Emperoꝛ on 
àa ſudden eſpped an occaſion, which 'with-dzew his mind from 
thinking on the beauty of the Pꝛincelle Leonarda, for hi ſaw 
a pꝛetty ſpace from the City of Couſtam inople, under an Oke 
ſtending near to the Hermitage of St. Lois, which was a little 
et of th2 commen-way, a Knight armed in carnation coloured 
Armoꝛ, ſo thick beſet with little rubs of Gold, as the = 
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of PALMA of England. 
Armoz was gallantly ſet fozth therewith, his helmet likewiſe 
after the ſame manner, and in his ſhield he bare fox his device, 
in a field of Azure; a Cipꝛeſle tree; very thick hung with nuts of 
Gold, | 

This Knight was mounted on a luſty bay courſer, having at⸗ 
tending on him two Eſquires, one of them carrying a Shield 
covered over with cloath, ſo that the device thereof could not be 
diſcerned,theRnight having eſpped the@mperoz, feat pꝛeſently 
one of his Eſquires unto him, who being come befoze the Ems 
pero, reigued his Palfrep, e began to ſalute him in this oz: er, 

My gracious Lozd, the Knight whom your be hold under yon- 
derDake, is ſutpꝛized with a warva:lous earneſt deſire to try e- 
gainſt theſe knights of your Court,the renowned 'valour, which 
bath been ſo much repozted-of them thzough the whole To2ld, 
and he willed me to certifie you, that it is à long time ſinte he 
bare Armoz, oz followed any Rnightly adventure, therefoze he

would now gladly make p2wf of the god opinion he holdeth of 


himſelf, and becauſe he might the better ſped in his purpoſe, 
and not be denped in his honeſt requeſt, he is determined this 
day to guard this paſſage, not doubting but he ſhall defend him⸗ 
ſelf ſufficiently, againſt any that dare judge ſo great hardineſſe 
in themſelves,as to paſſe by without his licence. Mherekoze he 
humbly deſireth pour Majeſty, that you would command pour 
Knights to Juſt with him, foz he hathpꝛomiſed to refuſe none 
of them, except the Pzince Primalcon your Son againſt whom 
he will never conſent to bear Arms. | 
The Emperoz was ſo joyful at theſe tydings, as might bee, 
and the rather he would conſent to the Knights regueſt,foz that 
it was a mean whereby the Pzinceſſe Leonarda might receive 
ſome pleaſure : conſidered alſo, that it did verp well like him, 
becauſe ſhe ſhould perceive the noble valoz and pzoweſſe of the 
Knights that remained with him in his Court, and having opi- 
nion, that the Knight which had enterp2ized to guard the af. 
ſage, was one well ſen in haughty exerciſes, he returned the 
Elquire this anſwer, 6 
My fiend, ſay unto the Knight thy Maſter from mer that 5 
frely give him leave to pꝛoced in his honeſt requeſt, and am 
R partly 
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partly ſozry, that my aged pears will not ſuſfer me to bee one 
in number of thoſe, who (J am ſure) will hazard their honsz , 
to get liberty ol thy Maſter fox the ; Leonardacs paſ; 
lage, and in her company J pꝛomile thee will Jabide, till either 
they have won it valiantly, oz loft it unfoxtunately. Then came 
he again to the Pzinceſſe Lconatrda, (the Eſquire being de par. 
ted with this anſwer ta his Maſter) aud to her he began with 
theſe ſpxches.

Dcautly had the Emperoz conciuded his intent, when Rec- 
camon, who in his Court was efteemed fo2 « god and hardy Kt.

bis foztune was fo far contrary, as he was pꝛeſently difmouuted. 


from his Dojle: havinguathing of x8 moved the Knight that 
kept the Paſſage : whereupon Friſoll touched his Lance againſt 


the ſtrange Knight, who cauſed him to bear Reccamon compa- 
ny, Then galloped he his Yozſe ts fetch another Lance: fo2 
that he had bzoken his other upon Friſoll, whereat Gractan bes 
ing offended, advanced himſelf againſt the Knight, who meting 
him in the midſt of the wap, gave him ſuch a kozcible ffroke, as 
he was conſtrained to fall to the earth: by means whereof Be-

The Empersz was overcome with extream grief, to le his 
Knights beaten down ſo faſt by the valour of one Knight, ſs that 
he knew not well what to ſay, and the Pꝛince P:1malcon was 
as greatly moved as the Smporoz his Father, becauſe. he ſu⸗ 
ſpetted that the Knight unknown was ſhe: noble and vailiant 
Pꝛinte Palmetio of England; whoſe welle was wozthily e- 
ſtæmed in all Pꝛinces Courts in Chriſtendome: but he never 
remembzed oz judged this range Knight to be the redoubted 
Pꝛince Flot ian of the Forreſt, becauſe ſpeches were given a- 
b20ad, that he remained in the King ok Englands Court. | 

In bziek, the famous behaviour of this unknown Knight 
made them ſtand in their dumps, lo that they knew not well

in. No ſaner had Pompidesuttered his mind but he gave the 
ſpurs to his hozſe againſt the ſtrange Knight, who in foth com⸗ 
pelled both him and Blaudidon, to ſpæd as the other Raights 
had done befoze, 

Then when he lam, that all the Knights of the Emperours 
Court were vanquiſhed, he ifted up his Pelmet, and came unto 
the Emperoꝛz, befoze whom he fell on his knees to kiſſe his Ma⸗ 
je ſties hand: but when the @mperoz perceived, that the Racght 
who had ſo hardilp kept the paſſage , was his Nephew Pzince 
Florian of the Forteſt, he was then as joyful of his happy vic o- 
ry, as befsze he was agreved to ſ& his Knights ſo vanquiſhep ; 
yea, themſelves did thinkit no diſhonour to them. to be over- 
come by the noble Pꝛince Florian, who having kiſſed the hands 
of the E-mpero2 and Pcimaleon, offered to do the like to the 
Pꝛinceſſe Leonarda , but ſhe (eing a Pzince of (uch young 
pears, to be accompanied with ſuch ſingular pzoweſle,could not 
ſo much account thereofzas in her eye ſbe did imagine it woꝛthy 
her great god Mill, which ſuddenly (at this inſtant) ſhe gave 
in ſecret to the hardy Pzince Florian, whereas (until this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent) his heart could never faithkully make any certain eſtima- 
tion of love, but even foz the pzeſent humour (as you have heard

How the Emperour with his noble company, entred the City 
of Conſt ant inople, and of the gracious entertainment which 
was made to Leonarda, Princeſſe of. Thr acegat her arrival 


A Fter the Juſts were ended, which the noble and valiant 
Pꝛince Florian had enterp2ized in guarding the paſſage, 
the Emperour deſirous to make known to the Pzinceſſe Leo- 
narda,the magnificent entertainment he could affazd her in his 
Court, ſet foz wards on his way towards Conſtantinople, the 
Pꝛinces, Primaleon and Florian of the Forteſt, leading the way 
very bzavelp, as hardy Champions to reſiſt any dangercus ad: 
venture, that might koꝛ bid them the entrance into the City. 
Mhen they were come into the Citp, thep were received by 
the people marvellous triumphantly, who had pꝛepared Scaf- 
kolds, and Theatres, whereon was p2eſented many ſtrange Pi⸗ 
ſfozies and rare inventions, foꝛ the entertainment of the young. 
Pzinceſſe of Thrace,as alſo to delight the aged Emperoz, which 
albeit he was indifferentlp contented withall. yet there.remai- 
ned an eſpecial cauſe of grief on his ſtomach, to wit. the impꝛi⸗ 
ſoument of Ring Polendos, and the noble Pꝛinces in his come 
pany, Belgar, and divers other app2ove> Knights at Arms. rid. 
on haſtilyto the Palace, to advertiſe the Empꝛeſſe, the Pꝛin⸗ 
teſles Gridonĩa and Polirfarda, of the coming of Lconarda the 
Pꝛinceſle ot Thrace, who came on fot a pꝛetty way from the 
Palace, where they met the Pꝛinceſſe, whom they failed not to 
entertain with gracious courteſie, whereat the Pꝛincelle 
received great contentation; thinking that they which received 
her with ſuch great estimation at her firſt arrival, would conti⸗ 


mite her in favourable Judgement while the ſtayed there, 
R 3 After. 
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After the Empyeſſe and Gridonia had ended their loving fa- 
latations, P2inceſſe Polinarda din next advance her ſelf, ew: 
ing very Pꝛincely and amiable geſtures of tourteſie towards 
Pꝛinceſſe Leonarda, whoſe beauty the judged woꝛthy of great 
commendation: fo2 I aflure pou, whoſoever did indifferently be. 
hold theſe two Ladies together, could hardly judge which ſur. 
mounted the other in beauty, 

The Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda, adviſedly marking the divine face 
of fair Lconatda, began to grow in great opinion of favour to. 
wards Pꝛ. Palmerw, commending marvellouſly his ſtayedneſſe 
and juſtneſſe in fidelity, in that he would not foyget his loyalty 
to her, having offered him ſuch an eſpeciall Treaſure, as was 
the Pyinceſſe Leonarda, and fo2 whom he had ſuffered ſo great 
=_ and travell, yet tould not be perſwaded to accept her in 
choyce. 

Theſe two fair and beautiful Ladies, holding one another fa: 
miliarly by the hand,followed the Empꝛeſſe into her Chamber, 
where her lelk, Gridonia, and the other Ladies ſate down, to 
contemplate the ſweet and delicate faces of theſe two Pꝛincel⸗ 
ſes. Florian was no ſoner entred into the Chamber, but he hum: 
bled himſelf to kille the Empꝛelles hand, who embꝛaced him ve⸗

ceſſe Gridonia, offering the lame manner of honour, as befo2e 
he had done to the Empꝛeſſe, but ſhe would not ſuffer him to re⸗ 
gard her ſo much, wherefoze ſher caſt her armes a bout his neck, 
giving him ſuch woꝛthy entertainment, as ſo noble a Prince des 
er ved to have. From her her went to the place where Pyinceſſe 
Polinarda (ate,befoze whom kneeling upon one knee hes offered 
her the ſame conrteſie that he had befo2e uſed to the Gmpyeſſe, 
and the Pꝛinteſle Gridonia, but ſh very maidenly and modeſt * 
ly did interrupt him, and taking him by the hand, began thus to 
parley with him; 
I {> now Sir Florian)at this preſent you come to make fa- 
tisfaction 
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tisfagtion, £oz the offence which pou have this day given to the 
Pꝛinteſſe Leonarda,bp hiudzing her of the liberty of the TUay, 
wherefozeJ my ſelf would adjudge you fir to be pyniſhed, foz 
offering ſuch diſcourteſie,ify did not perſwade my ſelt, that pou 
are able to make her recompence divers wapes, by pour Knight« 
ly ſervice, ko the unſufferable fault which you have this dap 
committed: To which wozds, the Pꝛince thus replped. 

J would that Foztune would make ſo god account of mee, as 
that the Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace would abaſe her ſelf ſo much, to 
take in god part my ſimple ſervice,if I might attain to ſo great 
happineſle, that any ded in me, might deſerve the god liking 
of ſuch a gracious Pzinceſſe, J ſhould think my ſelf the moſt 
Foztunate undex Heaven,aud that no hazard could be (o dange⸗ 
rous, as I would not fo her ſake eaſily overcome. 

Ulherefoze (fair Madam, ) JA heartily deſire pou, that you 
would perſwave the Pꝛinceſſe Le-narda, ts accept me as her 
Knightly ſervant, which honour if ſhe do affozy me, the eſti⸗ 
mation J ſhould account of mp ſelf would be ſuch, as (my heart 
heing encouraged by ſuch a laudable cauſe) J ſhould wozthily 
finiſh any adventure,which might like her to employ ma in: the 
Vyiuceſſe Po ĩnarda, returned him this anſwer, | 

Wozthy Sir, the Pꝛinceſſe Leonarda ſhall purchaſe to her 
ſelf great honour (by pour noble Raightly behaviour in enters 
taining pou feꝝ her vowed Servant and Champion, and J per- 
[wade mp ſelf, that long circumſtance ned not to be uſed, ſhe 
will ſo gladly accept pour honeſt offer: Wherefoze if you doubt 
that ſhe will not ſa much abaſe her ſelf, as to receive your 
friendly motion» J dare take the hazard here upon mp ſelf, ſo 
that J imagine,ſhe will uot cauſe mee tobe deceived, Therefo1e 
in fign of pour permanent lopalty, which hall bee to her, and 
none elle but her think not ſcoꝛne to go kille her pyincely hand, 
which Gall be as the ſealof a perpetual bond, that you hall be⸗ 
ſkow your Rnightly ſervice on her, and ſhe likewiſc Hall admit 
pou Her continual favoz, 

The Pꝛinceſlſe I coarda ſwætly bluching to hear Polinar- 
da, ſo pleaſant in diſcourſe, turned to her with this affable an- 
wer, Madam, you cannot wiſh oz command mee the thing, that 
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I would be ſo fozgetful of my ſelf, as to make refuſal of, and 
Jeſtem my ſelf greatly honoured, to receive the Pzince Flori- 
an, fo2 my Knight and Champion, in that J underſtand, he is 
Bꝛother to the Noble Palmerin of England, to whom J am ſo 
highly bound and indebted,as comparing wy regard of him, with 
the god opinion J conceive (knowing Floriau to be pour be lob. 
ed kinlman ) J will not repoꝛt the ſumm of my thought, but de⸗ 
lire J map be able torequite pour kindneſle, 

Pulinarda contentedher ſelf very well with the Gentle an⸗ 
wer of the fair Pzinceſſe Leonarda. as well to be reſolved of 
the ſpecial entertainment, which the gave to her noble Couzen 
Florian, as alſs to remove the ſuſpition ſhe had of her —— 
beauty, fearing leaſt her moſt favoured friend Pꝛince Palme» 
rin of England, ſhculd fall in any liking to match with her, be- 
caule the reſerved him altogether fo2 her ſeemly ſelf, 

The Pꝛince Florian was not a little pzoud of his gad koz⸗ 
tune, and the Emperoz would have called him to him, but that 
he ſa w how familiar the two Pꝛinceſſes were in talk with him, 
whereupon he determined (if god hap would permit) to make 
a marriage between him and the Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace, whom he 
gave as a bed-fellow to his Reece Polinarda, aſſuring you, that 
theſe two vertuons Ladies lived and loved ſo entirely together, 
as the one could never be without the others compauy , and 
what occaſions of ſecret ſozxrow ſoever hapned, the one would 
not make dainty of the other, in revealing their clole conceits, 
fo2 thep were of this mind that it could not bee called firm and 
faithful friendſhip, when all kind of ſuch cauſes ſhould not paſſe 
common between them, | a 

At length the Emperoꝛ (accompanied with Pꝛince Florian) 
with dꝛew himſelk to his Chamber, where hee queſtioned with 
him about the pꝛoſperous eſtates of the King of England his 
Gand. father, and his Father the Pꝛince Don Edoard, not foꝛ- 
getting his dear Daughter, the fair Pꝛinceſle Ferida, whom he 
deſired (if it might be poſſible) to ſ& befoze he dyed⸗ and after 
he had communed with him about many matters, he cauſed the 
Pꝛince to be bzought into his Chamber, where the god Knight 
could not paſſe the night ſo quietly as he was „ the

beauty of the Pꝛinceſſe Leonarda was ſo earneft in his 
PRESS he toſſed and fumbled, but could not enjoy any wiſh⸗ 
ed reſt. 

On the next dap in the mozning, when the Emperoꝛz had been 
at the Chappel to hear divine Service, the Table was covered 
in the Pꝛincelle Fleridacs Chamber, where he dined in the com- 
pany of the Empꝛeſle, Gridonia, Polinarda, and the fair P2in- 
celle of Thrace ; but after that the Tables were withdrawn, 
and they had litten a pzetty while talking together, there en⸗ 
tred a Damoſel attpꝛed all in black, with two ſemly Eſquires 
attending on her, ſhe humbled her ſelf befoze the Emperoz ; 
with kiſſing his hand, and did the like to the Empzeſſe, Grido- 
nia and Polinarda, who very gently embzaced the Damaſel, fo2 
that the knewher to be one of the Waiting Gentle women upon 
the Pzincefſe Targiana, at ſuch time as ſhe was there abiding 
in the Empero2s Court, and befoze the Empzeſle the ſtayed 
ſtill, when the Emperoz having knowledge of her, came and 
demanded of her, as concerning theewelfare of her Lady and 
Miſtreſſe: to which words ſhe anſwered in this mauner. Dꝛead 
Pꝛince, and my moſt gracious Lozd, J deſire pou, that pou will 
not receive any diſpleaſure, fo2 that you ſe me rather inclined 
to the Empzelle then to your ercellency, becauſe the Pꝛince ſle 
Tatgiana commanded mee to addzeſſe my ſelf unto her High⸗ 
neſle, as to one whom ſhe unkainedty regardeth ; but pour grece 
deſiring to underſtand, how the Pznceſſe my god Lady fareth, 
it is ſo, that ſhe never came kozth of her Chamber, ſince the day 
that the Pꝛince Polendos,your Son, and the other Pꝛinces and 
Knights were committed to Pꝛiſon, during all which time, ſhe 
hath not ceaſed moſt grievouſlp to weep and lament, inſomuch 
as her fair beauty is marvailouflp altered and changed, yet hath 
the Turke her Father laboured as much as may be, to dillwade 
her from this mournful kind of life, but all in vain he waſteth 
his endeavour, foꝛ ſhe tok her oath in his pꝛeſence that ſhe would 
never give over vexing her felf with continual Wailing, until 
pour Kuights enſoped as fre liberty, as they had when they 
came with her from Conſtantinople. 

The Turke her father f n Ta her ſxfream grief, would 
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be a cauſe of ſhoꝛtning her youthful time, hath pzomiſed fo tee 
ſtoze them fox the liberty of the Pzince Albayzer, whom they 
of Babylon have requeſted of him, that they may enjoy him as 
mong them again: fo2 thiscauſe the great Turke hath ſent hi 
ther an Ambaſſads2,who will be here either this day ox to mo2- 
row mozning, when pour Highneſſe ſhall underſtand the lumm 
of the matter. ; 

And foꝛ that the Pzinceſſe Targiana feareth leaſt you ſhould 
deny to grant what he requireth, which may move ſuch an incons 
venience, as your Majeſty would repent the great honour pon 
beſtowed on her in pour Court,ſhe put mee faithfully in truſt, to 
bzing theſe tydings unte the Empzeſle, in whoſe pzeſence 3 
have made pou acquainted with that J had in charge, becauſe 
it toucheth yon moꝛe than it doth any other perſon. Mozeover , 
the carefully pondering every cauſe with her ſelf, and doubting 
leaſt the malice which her Father beareth to the Pzinces of 
Your Court, will ſ&ka ſecret revenge ſome wap as treaſon in- 
tended bet wen him and his Ambaſſadour, towards pour High- 
neſfe, to pꝛevent the wozft that may happen, ſhe deſireth you to 
returne her Father god wozds, but not fo206e the Pzince Al- 
bayzcr (whom pou know her lawful Hus band) befoze firft your 
Knights be fo2th of her Fathers power, aud that they have at. 
tained ſuch a place of aſſurance, as(all devices notmithflanding) 
no harme may come unto them, but if after their liberty fach 
miskoztune happen them, (as he weuld be very loath)pour Ma⸗ 
mY may (as you ſe cauſe) find your ſelf agrieved with the of: 

enders, 

Fair Damoſel (auſwered the @mperour) FJ accept verp 
grateful the god advice of the Pzfucefſe T argiana, and 7 ſ ve. 
ry well, that the honour ſhe received in my Court (albeit it was 
but (mall) is now double and double re warden: aud perlwade 
pour ſelf, that J am determined to follow pour counſel. The 
Emperoꝛ cencluding his mind, the Damoſel came again to the 
Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda, to pꝛeſent her With the gratious oommen⸗ 
dations of the fair Targiana: but when ſhe beheld the rate and 
fingular beauty of the Pzinceſſe of Thrace, which late by her, 
the Oamolel tak the hardineſſe to demand and ik that Lady 
were 
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were not the Pzinceſſe Miragarda, fo whom and by whom) the 
unce Albayzer was vanquithed, . 

In ſwth fair Damoſel (antwered Polinarda) this is not the 
Pꝛinteſle Miragarda, but it is Leonarda Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace, 
whom the noble Palmerin of England delivered out of the eu · 
chantment, wherein ſhe remained a long and tedions time: At 
theſe woꝛds the Damoſel tok occaſion to begin thus. 

By pour favour Madam, I know now who this Lady is, be- 
cauſe J have not foꝛgotten the ſtrange adventure of the Cup, 
which was bꝛought by a Damoſel into this Court: and J aſs 
ſure you that Palmerin of England was of a very ſtrange na⸗ 
ture, that he could both make ſo ſmall account of ſuch a fair 
Pꝛinceſle, as alſo in refufing the Gately government of the 
Kingdome of Ihrace. Polinarda, deſirous to move the Damo⸗ 
lel from talking on that matter, willed that ſhee would repozt 
to her the welfare of theP1zinceſſe Targiana,that had ſo friend- 
Iy given them to underſtand befoze, of the tydings which were 
bought thither by the Ambaſſavour ; Tho being arrived af 
Conſtantinople, the Emperoꝛ ſent the chiekeſt Pꝛinces and 
Knights of his Court, to receive him with very friendly and 
courteous entertainment : but when the Damoſel heard that 
the Ambaſſadour was come, ſhe pzeſently departed thence ts- 
wards Spain, to go find out the Prince Albayzer, pzomiſing the 
Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda to return by Conſtantinople, befoze ſhe 
made her return infs Turkie. | 

The Empero? deſired the Damoſel, topzeſent the meſſage 
of his god will to Ring Recinde, as allo to Pzince Albayzer, 
and after that he had beſtowed: divers rich and coftly gifts on 
her, che betok her ſelk to travel, being very glad that ſhe was 
eſpyed by none of them which came with the Ambaſſadour, who 
(as I have already declared) was received in very Pꝛincely 02- 
der, not as he were an enemp, but as became beſt the eſtate of 
him, to whom he was ſent,who in ſoth was of ſuch a noble and 
vertuous mind as when he ſhould deal roughly and extreamly 
with his enemies, he would entertain them as his vowed any 
p2ofeſſed friends, and luch was his caurteſie to this Ambaſſadoꝛ. 
To the Emperoꝛs Palace 1 * ws conducted very vane

riding among the chiekeſt Princes and Knights of the Court, 
and the Emperoꝛ himſelk (to do him the greater honour) came 
and received him at the Gate ok his Palace: but the pꝛoud Turk 
would not once vouchſafe to vail his bonnet, oz offer any honou⸗ 
rable ſign to the Emperoz, ſuch was his malicious ſtomack to⸗ 
wards him, who had in no caſe offendev the T urke his Lozd, 

The Emperoz perceived well the mall regard hee had cf 
bim, by the wozds which the Pꝛinceſſe 1 argiana had ſent him 
by her Damoſel, but yet he ſuffered him to do what he thought 
beſt,uſing ſtill ſo great courteſie unto him, as at laſt he was con- 
ſtrained to ſhew moꝛe decent jeſture, when he pꝛeſented the Em⸗ 
pero2 with a Letter from his Lozd the Turke, the ſeal thereof 
was of pure gold, and faſtned about with a ſumptuous Chain, 
The Emperoz receivedit at his hand very gractoufly, and hav- 
iug viewed the tenour thereof, he deſired the 1 ure to go take 
his reſt in his Chamber, and the next day he would ſatisfte him 
in the occaſion of his Amballage. 

A deſire your grace (anſwered the Turkc)that it may ſo ſtand 
with pour pleaſure, as to make me p2eſently anſwer, without 
deferring any further time, which when J have received, J 
will go reſt my ſelf in mine own Tents, which J have com- 
manded to be p2ovided foz mee without the TUalls of your City, 
fo2 if J ould do other wiſe, the great Turke (my gracious 
L 02d) weuld find himſelf much offended with mee: the Empe⸗ 
ro repiped in this faſhion, 

You ſhatl do what pou imagine convenient in your own cons 
ceit, nevertheleſſe, J ſhould not be any whit agrieved ik mp 
Am baſſadour did lodge in the Palace of the great Turke, that 
he might the better fulfil his duty in the charge committed to 
him. J beſ&ch your grace(ſaid the Turkce) to let theſe needleſle 
ſpecches go and remember pour ſelf of the hundzed Knights of 
pour Court, which are held as pziſoners by my Loꝛd the Turkc, 
and le that pou make ſome pꝛoviſton fox them, foz mp Lo2d 
having them in his power (to revenge divers injuries, which he 
hath received by ſome of pour Subjects) he determined to put 
them to death: but to witneſſe His gracious and noble nature, 
he is content (at the earneſt entreaty ok his Daughter, the fair 
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PW2inceſſe Targiana) to give them their lives, and te reſtoze 
them in change foz the Pꝛince Albayzer, who is kept Pꝛiſoner 
in the Court of the Ring of Spain, by the commandment of the 
Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda. | 

But truſt me, you are to think pour ſelf in no ſmall favour 
with the Pꝛinceſſe Targiana, whoſe tears were of ſuch power, 
as to ſave the lives of pour Knights, whom my Lo2d the Turke 
had determined you ſhould never ſæ again untill pour Yighneſs 
bad ſent him the Knight ef the Savage man, that he might re⸗— 
venge the injury which he (to fozgetkul of himſelf) committed, 
in carrying away by Sea his Daughter T argizaa, a ded truly 
wozthy of ſharpe puniſhment;the Turke there pauſing, the Em⸗ 
peroz.twk occaſion to begin thus, | 

Certainly J conkeſſe my ſelf greatly beund to the P2inceſſe 
Fargiana, but far moe to the fair Pꝛinceſſe Miraga da, in that 
(had not her wile fo2e:ſight ben the greater) my Raights had 
luffered the extream rigour of death: but this J aſſure pouſthat 
lince cruel Foztune hath ſo thzown the Dyce on mer, J rather 
would have loft twice ſo many moze as they are, then to ſend 
your Loꝛd the Turke my Knight of the Savage man, in the pꝛe⸗ 
lence of whom, here J faithfully pzomiſe to deliver the Prince 
Albayzer, pzovided alwaies, that you make me ſufficient al- 
furance of them, whom the Turke holdeth in unkind ſervitude, 
whereof how J map be certainly anſwered, J pꝛap pott vouch- 
ſafe me the knowledge, how and in what manner the cauſe 
muſt be ozdered. 

The courſe which pou mult take in this matter (anſwered 
the Turk) is thus, your Majeſty muſt ſend unte my Soveraigu 
and Lozd,the Pꝛince Albayzer, upon his inviolable Oath, which 
by (me) he voweth to you, and which you may account of ſo great 
aud ſufficient truth, aud he will not fail (by ſo great a bond) to 
ſend you the Pꝛince Polendos pour Son, With the other Pyin: 
ces and Knights that are in his company, and this pou may be 
bold of, that mp Lozd moze willingly would loſe his life, then 
fallifie his faith towards your excellency. 

The Emperoz leaning upon his arme, and noting well the 
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any anſwer» which the Prince Florian perceiving , being bet- 
ter acquainted with the infidelity of the lurkes, then the Em⸗ 
pero; was: and fearing leaſt he Would have given credit to this 
ſubtle aſſurance, pꝛeſently ſtarted up, and began as thus, 

Moſt wozthy Emperog, if pon but conſider the cauſe why the 
great Turke detaineth pour Knights in p2iſon, you (hall well 
perceive the ſmall truſt pon dught to repoſe in him, in that the 
occaſion was ſo little, æ the aſſurance of his troth is much leſſe. 

Again, if vou ſuffer the Prince Albayzer to eſcape upon his 
wozd, pou map chance (ſoner then you would) ts repent pour 
ſelf ; Fog if pou remember his unfaithful dealing to the Gyant 
Dramultand, in the time he kept the Shield of the P2inceſſe 
Miragarda, how (contrary to his vowed pꝛomiſe) he brought it 
from the Ce le of Almarol in the night, and coming with it 
into the Court, did bzavely give it koꝛth in ſpeeches, that he had 
won it by his Knightly endeavoz, which dil⸗honozable dealing 
he found in the end to coſtly, 

Therefoze it is very neceſſary, that the Ring Recinde re: 
card him moꝛe carefully then hitherto he hath done, in that the 
liberty of his perſon, will be the cauſe of ſending home again 
pour Knights. And if this Amballadour will take upon him to 
maintain that this Meſlage which he pzeſenteth pou from the 
Turke his Soveraign; is onely with regard of Nopal clemen⸗ 
cy, J will defend the.contrary againſt him, yea, aud J will ens 
foxcehim to confeſſe, that this pzocevethon the earneſt inſtance 
made by the Subjects of the Pꝛince Albay zer, who are impozs 
tune in ſute, to have their Lozz and Governo! at liberty: fox 
ifit ſo fall out, that the Turke do not ſatisfie this their conti⸗ 
nual requeſt, he ſhall be conſtrained to guard himſelkkrom them, 
who were wont to defend him with their eſpecial aid. Knight 
(anſweredthe Ambaſſadour) thou ſhalt aſluredly underffand , 
and J pꝛomiſe thee, by the anthozity of my Ambaſſage , which 
alloweth mee to enter into Arms againſt thee, that J will not 
fail to make the know, with what reverence thou cughteſt to 
entertain the unrepzoveable wow of my Loꝛd and Soveraign , 
and J doubt not beſide; but to give due recompence ts thy dil. 
lopal and unſemly dealing: whereto the Prince Florian thus 
replped. It 
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It is the molt acceptable thing J make account of, foz the 
to enter the Combate with me, in reſpect of god incouragement 
JT have thereto, and of the [mall honour that will fall to thy 
ſhare.The Emperoz perceiving hisMephewin ſo great choller, 
touched him with the Scepter which he held in his hand, to the 
end he ſhoxld p2oced no further, and he was ſomewhat inwardly 
offended, that he gave ſuch hard and rough ſpeeches; but never: 
theleſſe,he eſtemed well of his god counſel, which to maintain 
he came to the Ambaſſadoz in this manner: Nou ought not tg 
be offended, when my Knights aſſiſt me with their god advice, 
and eſpecially fo2 Pꝛince Florian mp Nephew, who is not igno* 
rant of the cuſkome and manners of the Turks Court. And ko; 
the great Turk himſelf, J have that opinion of his faith & p20s 
mile. as he hath himſelf, beleving well, that he would not fo2 
all the honour hee pꝛokeſleth, violate oz bzeak his woꝛd in any 
thing: but pet J dare not build, oz aſſure my ſelf thereon, leaft 
they (who now are pꝛiloners) take occaſion to complain of my 
fond dealing, remembying the hard uſage they have all this 
while ſuffered, Wozeover,if Iſhould pꝛeſume to venture co raſh 
ly, King Recinde (J know) would not ſo wil lingty conſent with 
me, whole Son is amouglt the Pzinces as a pꝛiſoner, and till 
he have him in his own cuſtodp,he will not grant liberty to P}. 
Albayzer: Mherefoze you may give your Lozd to underſtand, 
that if he will ſend me home my impꝛiſoned knights, J will not 
fail fo ſend him P;. Albayzer, this requeſt is but lawful, and J 
pꝛomiſe on my honoꝛ to per foꝛm it. But if he doubt sf faithfull 
dealing herein, J will give him a pledge of aſſurance, his own 
Daughter Pzincelſe Targiana, who J am ſure, will mike an- 
ſwer fox me,as well foz the perfeq knowledge the hath of my ſt⸗ 
delity, a8 alto the deſire ſhe hath to recover home her husband: 
the Ambaſſadoz ſtanding a while muling, at laſt replyed thus ts 
the Emperoz. 

Ide well that by the knowledge ok ill doing, men attain fo 
follow that which is god and lawkull and ſs J take my leave of 
your Excellency alluring you that the Pzinceſſe Targiana will 
adventure her like, upon pour wozd and p2omiſe * in that port 
with-hold him wha is her only felicity, and who hath done ſuch 
noble 
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noble ſervice to my Lozd her Father. In ſo doing ſaid the Em⸗ 
peroz) he will very highly pleaſe mer, and fox the god will I 
bear her, J pzap vou(on my behalt, and withmyhearty commen⸗ 
dations to kille her Pzincely hand, koꝛ ſuch is the estimation J 
have to her, as (he hath power to diſpoſe ok me, in any thing ſhe 
taketh pleaſure to impl@y me. 

The Ambaſladoz b. ee to fulfil his commands, when 
(with a courteous obepfance)heWſis leave and departed from 
the Empero2,who(after his departure) ſate and conferred with 
his knights, commending greatly the wildome of the Pꝛincelle 
Miragarda, in ſending pzince Albayzer to Ring Recinde, fo2 
whom (it would ſo come to paſſe) that he ſhould again recover 
his Son Polcados, and the other knights, 


; CHAP. XH. 
Of an Adventure that hapned in the Court of the Emperour 
Palmerin, and what followed attrerward. 


He next day, after the Ambaſladour from the great Turk 
was departed the Cmperozs Court, the ſame day in the af- 
ternen, as the Emperoz ſate accompanyed with divers and lun⸗ 
d2y of his Pꝛinces, Lozds and Knights, he perceived to enter the 
great Hall, a big and godly aged man, ſo much weakned and o⸗ 
ver⸗ſpent with pears, as it ſœmed her was ready to fall to the 
earth, The Emperoz judged him a perſon of ſome anthozity, 
by reaſon of his godly gray locks) and his fair long milk · white 
board, foꝛ he thought that ſuch a ſemlp and Father⸗ like mau, 
would not deceive the wozld with falſhodand diſlembling. 
The poꝛinces and others that kept the Emperour company, 
defired very earneſtly to tinderffand what her would dap, often- 
times beholding him adviſedly, who when hee was come befoze 
the Cmperoz, offered to twp down to kiſſe his Dixhngſe hand, 
but he taking pitty on him, would not ſuffer him lo to vo, then he 
made ſuch humble ſalutations as he could, then the Empetour

am ſuddainly bzought, Theſe heavy and ſadd ſpæches, he ac⸗ 
companied with ſuch abundance of tears, as hee moved the 
heart of the Emperoz to great compaſſion » Then pauſing a 
p2etty ſpate, with a deep and dolozous ſigh, be began thus, J 
molt humbly'beſ&ch pour Majeſty, that you would at this time 
comkoꝛt mat with pour gracious aid, to revenge the injury that is 
ertreamly offered mee, which in ſoth is ſo great and ont 
and committed by ſuch perſonages, as J cannot repozt 
ſumm thereof without excteding ſoꝛrow, which might much ok⸗ 
fend pour Pighnelle. Mherefoze, I pzay you to beſtow on me 
luch a Knight, on whoſe god Foztune J map live in ſome hope 
of eaſe, and J will bzing him into the place where he may ats 
chieve ſuch rare Renown, as in all his life timehe can never 
attain the like: to which wozds the Emperoz replped thus. 

Albeit in ſuch perillous affairs, it is not neceſlary to ſend a 
Knight, without 4 were ſtrſt acquainted with the caule, pet ſuch 
is the great and excediug pitty, which J take to ſ& pour grie⸗ 
vous ſighs and manifold tears, as J mult needs conſent to pour 
requeſt ; but it were a great diſcredit to you, that ina man of 
ſuch an ancient and godly time(as pou are)there ſhould be found 
Foꝛgetp oz deceitful dealing, which my god opinion will not 
ſuffer mer to judge ſo of pou, And this Knight which you ſee 
ſanding by me is called the Prince Florian of the Forreſt: al- 
beit ſome name him the hardy Knight of the Savage man, he 
is my Nephew and one in whom J put the greateſt truſt. to 
ive aid anvſurconr in a matter of ſuch impoꝛtance, and J ſe he 
p2eparethhtmCelf to fozſake the Court, and to alliſt pou with 
his noble and appzoved valoz, in any cauſe that pon hall have 
need to ule him. | 

The aged man;\#ing the marvailous courteſie of the Empe⸗ 
ro fell down befoze him on his knees, and after he had kiſſed 
his * It is nat in vain Je (moſt ka⸗ 
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mous Empers2) that both young and old fo thunder your ſur» 


paſſing Bounty, koz the occaſion which my ſelf receiveth at this 
time, giveth mie god cauſe to think, that the-uttermoſt J have 
heard in pour noble commendation, hath rather ben ſparing 
ſpæch, than ſufficient to compꝛehend pour Heroical deſerts, and 
J ſhall think my ſelf the moſt happieſt alive, having ſ&n that 
with mine eyes, which hath ben lo often bzuited in mine ears. 
The Knight of the Savage man advanced himſelf to kiſſe t he 
Emperoꝛs hand, in ſatisfacionof the honourable ſptech he uſed 
of him to the aged man, who was ſtill ſo earneſt in his ſuite, as 


e Pꝛince Florian was conſtrained do name himſelk pꝛeſentlp, 
ðdeparted from the Court in ſuch great haſte as he had not 


e leiſure to take leave of the Empzeſſe and his other friends, 
The Emperoz fell into queſtioning with the Knights ol his 
Court, if any of them did know that ancient man, in whole com⸗ 
pany his Nephew Florian was ſo ſuddainly gone, but not one 
of them all could repoꝛt of whence, oꝛ what he was, Primaleon 
was very much offended that the Emperoz his Father would

When the Empero? ſaw his Court left deſolate (in a man- 
ner) of the noble Knights that was wont to keep him company 
he found himſelf very grievouſly perturbed in mind, fearing 
leaſt ſome ſiniſter chance ſhould happen to hisNephew Florian, 
who rode on ſtill in the companyof his aged guide, without reft- 
ing in any place, till the next day in the mozning, when of ne- 
ceſſity they muſt ſtay to give refreſhing to their Hozſes , and 
when they hadſuffered them to feed indifferently, they mounted 
again on hozſeback, and reſted not all that day likewiſe, till 
they were come within the fight of a fair Caſtle, which ſtod on 
the top of a fair Rock, a Foztreſſe very delecable in che * of 
em 
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them that did behold it, at the fot whereof a godly River had 
bis courſe, ſodæꝶ and dangerous, as they that went unto the Cao 
ſtle, were conſtrained to paſſe over in a very (mail Boat, where- 
in two men could hardly paſſe at one time, The aged man be- 
ing very Weary with riding and deſirous to have a little caſe, 
alightedfrom his Pozſe, ufing his language in this manner to 
the Pzince Florian. 

This is the danger (Sir Knight) wherein wee muſt hazard 
our lives, if we be ſo bold as to venture our ſelves both toge- 
ther in this little Boat: wherefoze J pꝛay you that pou will as 
ligbt, and pou (fo2 the moſt ſecurity ) ſhall paſſe over alone, 
then your Eſquire and J will come one after another, becauſe 
we will bzing over with us the Hozles, Pou reaſon well (an- 
ſwered the Pꝛinte Florian)in reſpect of your aged and unweldp 
years, as alſo in wiſhingme fo2 my beſt avail, therefoze J in- 
tend to follow your counſel, fo that J ſe neceſſity compelleth 
us to do as you lay, At thele wozds he diſmouvted from his 
Yozſe, and entred into the little Boat, commanding him, that 
had the eharge thereof, to paſſe over, but ſcantly had he attain- 
ed the middle of the Mater, when ſuddenly ſuch a black and ug - 
ly cloud overſhadowed him, as the aged man and the Eſquire 
(being on land) had loft the ſight of him, which when the Eſ⸗ 
quire perceivev, he was about to leap into the Mater to follow

was of ſo great and huge ſtature as a Gyant, albeit ſhe was in⸗ 
deeda Woman, and not paſt ſixteen years of age, a very gentle 
and mild natured perſon, who twk the Prince Florian by the 
hand, and leadhim with her into another fair Hall, which was 
hanged with Tapiſtry of ineſtimable value. | 

The Punce being rome into the place where it pleaſed the 
Damoſelto bzing him, he then tak off his Helmet, when his

Madam(anſwered the knight ot the Savage man) A imagine 
with my ſelf how deeply Jam indebted koz this exceving kavoz, 
and how much J am bound to him that conducted mee hither, 
where J rejoyce that it is my god foztune to do you any ſervice 
which Jaccount ot ſo qt eatchoudur, as were my life of greater 
va lut than it is, J would hazard it in anp extream perill, which 
your Exte llency did think well of to command m. 
The Damoſel (who was not accuſtomed to bee entertained 
with ſuch Courtly language) pꝛeſently retuynedhim this reply. 
J thank you Sir foꝛ pour friendly offer, and J pꝛay pou make a 
god ſupper to night. that You may in better quietneſle of minde 
take your reſt, and to moꝛrow mo2ning we will piſconrſe of what 
J have occaſion to uſe pour aid in, and fox this time J bid port 
-heartily god night, thenſhee tak leave in ſuch (wet and gar ci⸗ 
ous manner, as her ſecret intent of treaſon could bæ no way dif*

The knight of the Savage man remained greatly contented 
hoping ts ſped ſo well in the favour of the Damolel, as further 
cauſes of friendſhip ſhould ariſe: bet wen them, it may ber her 
thought to ſperd fo well with her, as her did with the Damoſel 
which the Hermit rebuked him foꝛ, but what have J to do with 
hir leeret intent: The pꝛinte in his chamber ſate down to ſup⸗ 
per aud is very wozthily ſevved by the Damoſels that gave him 
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be ſt o her that waited with the Cup, koꝛ that ſhie was very well 
adomed with perfec beauty, which made him foꝛget dis fozmer 
affection. to the Lady of the Caſtte, ſuch (vou may perceive) was 
bis inconſtancp in love. Mell (in biet) he began very queintly 
to jeſt with this Damoſel, and thee Ukewiſe moved conceit with 
her companions, the Prince glanced at her in amozous toying, 
and cher jibed with him in double conſtruing, but Supper being

cir, was lo faint and f&ble, that he fell down to the ground be 
foze him, then Platit taking his helmet from him, truck off his 
head, and Hewed it to Collambra as the ſate in the window. 
Mhen ſhe ſawthat Foztune was thus fully bent againſt her, 
ſhe pzeſently hut the window, and weeping bitterly fo2 this pi- 
teous ſight, ſhe pulled and rent her hair very cruelly, which the 
Giant — that he delpaired of his vid oꝛp, and would not 
vouchſafe him any longer her countenance,he determined to (ell 
his life as dearly as he could, to him that labozed to take it from 
him. and then begau toaſtil the Pzince very fur ioully: but her 
perceiving the Giauts fozte could not indure long, lo hackt and 
he wed his armoz in p2ces, as at laſt he cut out great collops of 
his fleſh and coloured all the graſle with the blood of the Giant 
uvantabſe, 
The Raight of the Tiger Loking aſide, eſpyed the Cauz ins of

02 willingly would ſhe receive chaſtiſement at your hands foz 
her offences, but not fall intq the peoples hands, that are void of 
reafon in their revenge. th > 
The Kt. ok the Tiger, fearing he ſhould not cone ſon enough 
to her ſucco2, ſpake to his thzie friends in this manner. J deſire 
vou my bzethzen and friends, to go and aſſiſt Collambra, becauſe 
the people ſeek to put her to death, The thzee knights willing to 
ſatisfie the Pꝛinces requeſt, began to thzuſt though the pꝛelle, 
and p2evailed ſo much by their ſtrength, that at laſt they attain* 
ed the C:ffle gate, that was defended by Collambra's knights, 
one of them being flain, and the other two ready to yeld them- 
ſelvcs, when the Knight of the Tiger and his companions were 
come to the place where this great hurly burly was: which her 
being deſirons to pacifp, thzuft Collambra s knights into the 
Caſtle, and turning his face to the people deſired them to depart 
to their houſcs,and he aſſured them he would not fail to ſet them 
in 
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in ſucha ſure ſtate of liberty, as they ſhould not be moleſted with

The people conceived ſuch contentment by the wozds of 02.

Paince Platir ſing how Collambra moaned and made fuch a 
pitikul and heavp noyle, began thus to ſpeak unts the Knight of 
the Tiger. 

I think it god, and ſo do my two friends and Companions 
that this Caſtle remain unto us as our own fo2 ever, nd to 
chaſe hence this cruel n o caule her to be bꝛought into

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ſome ſuch plate, where her malice may have no power to endati« 
ger us, 02 put any other god mind in fear. Friend Platir (ſaid 
P.\merin) J will agræ to whatſoever yout think expedient, but 
J pay you do not pꝛavoke me to do Collambra any outrage , 
no pet bzing her into mp company, foz J cannot endure to bes 
hold one ſo full of grief agſhe is. 01 

Theſe thꝛee Knights perceiving that the ſight ok this cruel 
Spanteſſe, did much offend P2zince Palmerin, they concluded 
to have her bꝛought where the Ship lay at Anchozto carry her 
with them ts Coultantinople, becauſe the Emperoz ſhould diſ- 
poſe of her as he thought meet ; and they ſtayed not long to put 
their intent in execution, but cauſed her to be conveyed in a Cha⸗ 
riot, to the Pot where their Dhip.rode, leaving her there in 
the company of the Sage Aliart, until they had determined fur 
ther foz the eftate of the Alland.

C fo fell out (as the Hifto2y repozteth) that Collambra( ober- 
come with exceeding grief and anguiſh of mind) was bzought 
in luch a weak and feble eſtate, as ſhe fell on the ground in a 
france, being no other wiſe reputed then fo2 a dead body. Then 
Vince Platir, who deſired the ruine of her Pꝛogenp, comman⸗ 
bed his Eſquire to take her up but ſhe was ſo heavy and weigh- 
ty, as they (having no other help)could ſcantly lift her, ſo bzing- 
ing her down the fairs, conveped her info a Chariot, with cers 
tain Damoſels that attended on her, and ſo ſhe was carryed 8- 
Way from her Caſtle, to the ſhip, being followed all that wap bp 
a number of Pen and Women on fot, who made ſuch woeful 
and bitter lamentations,as it movedthem to pity, who had been 

greatly infured by her cruelty, e 
When they were come to the ſhip, they conveyed her there- 
into, and two Damoſels of hers, that would by no means depart 
from her. but determined to bear her company, and take partof 
the ill foztune that might happen to her, ſuch and ſogreat ay 
ths 
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the amity they bars unto Collambra, who ſtring her ſelf in the 
Hip, and in thecultody of them that were her enemies, being 
depuved of all hope to come back again. ſhe determined to caft 
der ſelf into the Sea, judging that to be the onely way to end 
her fozrows;and'ſo to be free from the pzactiſes of her foes, Be- 
rolde, Platir, and the Sage Aliart, being in the ſhip with her, 
(but Palmerin by no means would come where ſhe was) endea- 
voured to comfozt her as much as they could, but ſhe made no 
account of their perſwaſions, fo2 ſhe ſaid, without the might ſ& 
her Daughter Arlencea again, ſhe ſhould never give over her 
ſozrowful wailing, which he continued in the company of thoſe 
Knights, who knew very well, that nothing was ſuch a ſove- 
raign remedy to deſperate folks as death it ſelf ; cheretoze thep 
concluded to leave her in the company of the Sage Aliart, to pꝛe- 
vent any cruelty ſhe might offer to her ſelf,as fo Platir and Be- 
rolde, they went on ſhoze and coming again to the City, they 
found the Pzince Palmerin among the people, who deſired him 
to accept their faithful homage, as to their onely Pzince and ſos 
veraign, in reſped of the great andinſuppoztable tyꝛanny, from 
whtrh they were delivered by his noble pꝛoweſſe. 
Palmerin received their conrteſie in very gracious and gen⸗ 
tle manner, but in no caſe would he accept the government of 
the Ille, uy that (quoth he)it appertaineth to my Bꝛother Flo- 
rian of the Forreſt, otherwiſe called the Knight of the Savages 
man, he having adventured his life to deffrop thoſe tyzannous 
Rulers, that ſometime did poſſeſſe the ſame, as foz me, and 
thele my friends, we came hither only to find him.

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The pꝛincipal Lozds of the Alland (that were there pꝛeſent 
befoze the Pꝛince) made anſwer, that they would in all things 
fulfil his commandment, as thoſe that honozed him with un- 
fained reverence, in ſign thereof ,. they refigned up to him all 
their Caſtles and foztreſſes, the keyes thereof they humbly de- 
livered him, | 
Palmerin having viſited their Caſtles, and ſet all things in 
due aud neceſſary ozder, fo the better encouragement of the in: 
habitants of the J{land;he gave the kozts and Caſtles into their 
hands that had the cuſtodp of them befoze, commanding them 
to be very careful and reſpective in well guarding and ozdering 
them, untill ſuch time as his B2other arrived there. 
PꝛincePalmerin was entertained by the people of this Ille, 
very hono} ably, and he cauſed the treaſures which belonged to 


Coliambes to be locked up within her Caſtle, that it might be 
delivered to his Bꝛother Florian: but as he Was about to aps 
point a Poꝛter, at the place of moſt aſſurance in this Caſtle, he 
perceived Silvian to enter, accompanied with the ancient Kt.

Do you think my Loꝛd, ſatd Argentao, which was the name 
of this ancient Knight, that the people hers, will admit any os 
ther Governoz than your ſelf Pea trulp, quoth Palmerin, fo2 
he that is Lozd hereof, is my Pꝛother, to whom this Ifland 
doth appertain by duty. J fear me. my Lond. ſaid Argenta e, that 
ſome harm hath hapned to him, by them of the ſtock and lineage 
of the Giant Bravorant; but ſince it ſtandeth with pour graci- 
ous pleaſure,to call me ,unwozthy w2etch, to ſo great credit aud 
honour (which J know it is pour will I ſhould not refuſe) Je. 
ſtem mp ſelf the moſt happy man alive, deſiring you toknow the 
will ol the people, fox if they do not think well of my pzefcr- 
ment, it were better foz me to content my ſelf with mine own 
po} houle, where it liked pou to accept a lodging, whereof J 
pꝛay pon to diſpoſe as your own, at command, and to think of me 
who (during mp like) vow my ſelf pour humble Uaſlail,and obe- 
dient Subject. | 

The people hearing the woꝛds of Argentao that was a Chzi- 
ſtian knight, one of very god life, and al waies a great Enemp to 
the Giants, did very well allow to accept him foz their Gover⸗ 
noz,pzomiling generally bekoze the Pꝛince, that they would ho⸗ 
nour him with dutiful love and obedience. 

Pꝛince Palmerin ſent to cal the Sage Aliatt commanding Sil- 
vian to ſtay the while in the Ship, who being come thither, and 
entred into the ſhip,he was pzeſently taken with exceding fear, 
when he. beheld the ugly frowning countenance of Co!Jambra, 
that he judged it as ill favoured, as the repozt went of El pou- 
vantable her Bother, that the people of that Country thought 
to be invincible, befoze they ſaw him {s nobly conquered by the 
Ualiant Pa inerin of England. 

Silvian having declared the pleaſure of his Lozd,the Sage A- 
liart pʒeſently veparted to the City, and being come to theÞ4in- 
ces his friends, he found them deter mining to ſend to Conſtan- 
tinople the Eſquire of N. Berolde, that was named Albanis, de- 
ſiring him to depart thence with the Ship to pꝛeſent the Em⸗ 
pero of Greece with the news of his happy victozp in that J. 
land, al ſo to deliver to his Majeſty the Giantefft' Collambra. 

When they had concluded on the Eſquires meſſage, her de⸗ 
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partev from them to the Ship, to Collambra; when the Plot 
hopſed ſayl,and the wind ſerving gallantly, they rode on at plea» 
ſure,and cut —.— with marvellous expedition. But Pꝛinte 
palmerin perceiving his thꝛe friends had wyitten their minds 
to them eſt thought on, he was ſozry he had not done as 
much; Nevertheleſſe, he thought it not fit he {hould venture ſo 
— — to commit his ſecrets to any oue elle, ſave only his friend 
IIVian, | 

Then to dzive phancies out of his minde, he deſired his thꝛer 
friends to bear him company in viſiting the Alle, whereto they 
willingly conſented; And Argeritao cauſed two of the Giants 
Foylts to be put in a readineſſe, wherein hee andthe Pꝛinci⸗ 
— Lo2vs of the Ffland bare them companp, in rising about the 
Ifland. 

After they had len the moſt part of the Profound Ile, they 
came to another, which was called the Perillous Iſle, being ve- 
ry well peopled, and foztifyed with a number of godly. Towns, 
and Caſtles of no ſmall Riches, that the Nobleft Pzince in the 
wo2ld could not Wiſh fo2 a moze ſtately Government, Argentao 
who was very well acquainted with the cuffoms and manners 
of that J{land, gave them to underſtand the rare ſingulitities 
thereof, deſiring them not to think it ſtrange ! that they ſaw the 
people ſo ſcant, and they that were there, ſo fearkull, fo2 it was 
the extream cruelty of the Giant Bravorant, that made them 
fozſake their houſes, loking every hour when they ſhou ld be put 
ta the Swoꝛd. + 0 | 

Thefe Knights received great pleaſure in beholding theſe 
two Jſlands and ſo they rowed about till the next daymozning, 
when they came to the place (as you may read in the firff part 
of this Hiſtoꝛy) where Palmerin went on ſhoze to end a ſtrange 
adventure; there they Landed, and mounted on their Dozſes to 
get upon the high Rock, but th? wey was fo narrow, and the 
Rock ſo ſt&p,as they were fain to alight again, and giving their 
bozfes fs their Eſquires, thep went up the Rockon kot, after 
one another. | 25 

But befoze they were come to the place where Palmerin 
found the Monnment, with thefe Letters engraven : 
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Take heed thou paſſe no further: they were ſo weary as they 
were glad to mount on their H E ogely and ſo in ſhozt time 
they attained the top ol' the Rock, where they reſted themſelvas, 
being abalhed to ler ſuch a huge Mountain. But when Argen- 
tao and the thace Rnights were come to the Fountain, they had 
then a greater cauſe of aſtoniſhment, then any they had ſen as 
pet, fax there they ſam mouſtrupus huge Beaſts like unto them 
which Palmerin flew, when they would not ſuffer him to dzink 
ok the Mater: and J aſſure you, that theſe Beaſts were lo cun- 
ningly and artificially framed, as one would have judged them 


to be alive, they made ſuch a vigozous and fearful ſhew, being 


chained by the necks with the ſelfſame chains as they were, 
whom Palmerin by his noble valour diſcomfited, This rare and 
ingenious figure declared, what great ſtudy and pꝛactiſe Ulrgan- 
da compaſſed, to leave ſuch a ſtrange evifice in remembzance of 
her knowledge. 

Palmerin ſ&ing this rare monument to ſurpaſſe all that ever 
he had ſeen betaze, ſuſpected that the Sage Aliatt had done it by 
his Art, tocayſe them wonder at it. Mherefoze he deſired that 
he would (atisſie him whether it be ſo oz no, the Sage Aliart 
made him this anſwer, 

DyLozd ſhe which invented the adventure ol this Fountain, 
did will, that he which was lo happy to atchieve the honour 
thereof, ſhould be recompencedaccoping to his wozthy deſerts : 
and to leave to ail. poſterities a perpetual remembzance of him, 
ſhe oꝛdained that theſe cruel beaſts which are framedin the nas 
tural ſhapes of them which you flew, ould remain (kill in this 
place, to the ead that they which chance to come into this i ſland, 
map render continual laud and commendation to pour wozthy 
P20welke, Pet thinking this not ſufficient enough to pour 
pꝛaiſe, ſhe cauſed to be ereced the poꝛtraitures of thoſe knights 
which belonged to the Enchantrefſe Eutropa, aud wham poit 


woꝛthily bzought under pour obeyſance, they being livelycary- 


ed in Marble, of the ſame height and pꝛopoztiou as they were: 
aud here they are figured defending their Shields, which pott 
may pet be hanging on their ſeveral Pillars, even in the ſame 
manner as they were, when pou kdught fo2 them befoze this 
Illand was conquered, And 
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And foz the Illand it ſelf it ſometime belonged to the Sage 
Urganda,to whom you muſt think your ſelf greatly beholding,

ſeing that by her means, your noble deebs remain regtftred foz 


' perpetual memozy, 


Certainly (anſwered Pcrolde) J cannot deny but he muſt 
needs judge himſelf well favoured of her, yet ought we to regard 
him the moze, who had the power fo end ſuch a perillous advens- 
ture:and J mayſay to vou, that ſome Would make them as fear⸗ 
ful as theſe Beaſts made by Art, becauſe they give ſhe w of ſuch 
2 cruelty, as they would of them which were once here 
alive, 

Do vou not ſee (ſaid Platit) the poeſie engraven on this Pil. 
ler, which doth invite us to dzink at this kountain: And then the 
letters which are within, commandeth us to dekend our ſelves- 
truſt mee, ſince the danger is warranted by the Pꝛince Palme- 
rin, I will yet ſe further into this adventure. Mith theſe wozds 
he appꝛoached to the fountain, and having dzunk of the water, 
commended the ſwetneſle thereof above all other Waters, 

Argentao.and they of the Profound Iſle, did greatly marvel 
to ſe ſuch ſtrange ſights ; in like manner did Platir and Berolde, 
albeit they were god and hardy Knights, pet did they admire 
with the other fo2 company,extolling his haughty and noble pꝛo⸗ 
weſſe, who (by his famous conqueſt) bought the Ffland to ber 
inhabited, 

After they had a long time diſcourſe of the fingularity of this 
Fountain, they twk their way to the Caſfle, where hard by the 
Rivers ſive, ſtod four fair Jaſper Pillars, whereon hanged four 
ſhields, like unto them which Palmerin won from the four 
Knights and there ſtod the images of the Knights in Columbs 
of Marble, having the like Armoz and Shields as the living 
Knights had, and ſtanding as though they uſed regard to their 
ſhields, whereon their leveral names were Whitten in letters 
of gold. 

Pal met in was as greatly amazed at the ſight hereok, as he was 
the ſame day he appꝛoved the adventure, and while the knights 
tok plecſure to behold this ſtrarge Monument, he perceived 
to come over the Bzidge an Eſquire, who was ſent thither by

eum of England. 
Satraford the Governo? of the Caſtle: the Eſquire had no ſoner 
ſ@n the Rt. of theTiger,but he pzeſently returned into the Ca⸗ 
ſtle, to give his Maſter ts underſtand that the Loꝛd of the I fland 
was arrived there: whereupon, dSarra{ord came foꝛth to receive 
him, and with humility conducted him into the Caſtle, wherein 
they were no laner entred, but Platir began akter this manner. 

Mer thinks the ſtrange ſights of this Countrey, is far con- 
trary to them in all other parts of the Wozld, in that theſe mo» 
tions ſhew the great danger of the adventures paſſed, and the 
bzavery of this Caſtle doth evidently witneſle,that the skill and 
knowledge of the S. ge Urganda, ought to be eſtœmed above 
all other, Pꝛince Platir could not chuſe but marvel very much, 
ſing the ſundzy rare monuments , which the Sage Urganda 
had ereced in that place, where ſhe made her coutinual abiding, 
becauſe ſhe would alwaies aid thoſe whom ſhe made account of 
fo2 her ſpecial friends, as you may read at large in the bok of 
the valiant Amadis of Gaule. But to come again to our fozmer

ratgnty of her name) J returned vickoz: wherefoze, I pzay tha 
refrain thy tears, and perſwade thy ſelf aſſurevly , that the ear- 
neſt deſire J have to do ſervice tomy Lady, encouraged me in 
all my trave!ls, 

Then he left Silvian- and came again to his friends and com- 
panions, ſpeaking to them in this ozder, # pzay you mp friends 
to foꝛſake this place. which doth nothing elſe but trouble pour 
thoughts with ſilent verations' of grief, thinking on things of 
ſo ſmall impoztance : fo2 me thinks Satraford ſaith, it is time 
that we go to ſupper. 

At theſe wozds the Knights departed thence» commendin 
highly the valour of the Knight of the Tiger, and Satratot 
bꝛougbt them into a fair great Chamber, the Windows there. 
of being over a fair Garden very thick beſet with tres, and a 
pzetty ſmall River taking his courſe thozow it. In this place 
the Knights were ſet at ſupper, being ſerved with ſuch great 
pompe and ſtake, as there wanted nothing that could be deviſed, 
and Satraford being deſirous to witneſſe their great welcome 
into the Perilous Iſle, ſhe wes himſelf aſſing bountiful; and 
beſive, he was ſo glad of the p2eſence of the noble Palmerin of

into all the neceſſary Romes in the Caftle ; this Ciſterne was 
incloſed round about with Chꝛiſtal, and bound with bars of ſil⸗ 
ver, marvellouſlp beautifull, Theſe Knights could nat ſufs 
ficiently content their eyes with the diverſity of bzave deviſes as 
bout the Caffle, and ſo long they walked till a meſſenger came 
and called them to dinner, when, though they were loath to go 
ſo ſon in again, yet (remembzing their courteous Moſt) they 
went pꝛeſently. The reſt of the day they ſpent in their fozmer 
exerciſe, until the night came ſtealing on them, and everyman 
being in his lodging, could not intend to flep, they were ſo bu⸗ 
ſie in praiſing the deeds of the Sage Urganda. | 
When Aurora had ſaluted the —_— with her amiable 
countenance at their Windows,Satraford came into their cham: 
bers, to give them the mazuings courteſte, and comming to 
Pzince Palmerin, he began touſe theſe ſpeeches. As it ſemeth 
to me (wozthy ſir) the novelties of this Jfland is continually 
T 2 changing 
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changing, and they appear moze ſtrange every houre than ofher z 
fo2 in the Szœn where pou were peſternight, is now ſtanding a 
godly Lodging, invented and builded, me thinks, very ingent- 
ouſly, as it commeth to paſſe, it excedeth all the occaſions you 
have yet ſen; fo2,as J made an offer to enter into it, J was 
foxcibly kept back by two monſtrous Giants, who will not ſuffer 
any to come in at the doz. Therefoze J think it god that you 
try their courtefie, fo2 J am perſwaded the reward that is due 
to pour knightly travels, beſtowed in conquering this Ile, un 
doubtedly is within that place. 

This news did ſo amaze the Knights, that they ſtarted up 
pꝛeſently, and armed themſelves, and coming into the Garden, 
they found in the midſt thereof, the ſtately Lodging that Satra- 
ford had declared to them, The wozkmanſhip whereof femed 
miraculous,the walls being of Marble, and ſo ingenionſly built, 
as it is unpoſlible to find the like, 

The coverture of the houſe was of Azure ſtone, that with the 
glimpſe of the Sun did fhine ſo bꝛavely, as greatly delighted the

ries figured in gold on it, that the Knights could not lok fo much 
as they liked, which made Platir to ſpeak thus: It ſhould ſem 
Urganda made this her ſtudy, and delighted to deck it ſo bꝛave⸗ 
ly without, no doubt ſhe hath made it far moꝛe ſumptuous with: 
in; wherefoze J think it god that we try the cruelty of the Gi⸗ 
ants; and ik Foztune do accept us in her favour, we ſhall —_

may be the firſt in pꝛoving the Adventure, it ſo be Pꝛince Pal- 
merin like well of it, fox A would be loath to go againſt his will 
in m m. DS cee 05hs 

Why do vou not pzoced in pour determination, ſaid Palme · 
rin J pꝛomiſe pou J cannot diflike any thing you allow, and 
therekoze J pꝛay pou get us liberty of the Giants fo enter: but 
if it be ſo that vou cannot ſped as you would, we will aſſiſt you 
if we ſ& any danger. P2. Platir, hearing the wozds of Palmerin 
would not trifle any longer time, but having dzawu his Swozd, 
and buckled on his Sher ld he went on nobly againſt the Giants, 
who taking their Maces in their hands, pꝛepared themſelves to 
receive Pꝛ · Platir, and when he had [et his feet on the firſt Rep, 
which was not paft the height of one cubit,one of theGiantscaft 
his Mace to the ground, aud coming t wo paces foz ward, as if he 
had ben a living body, tuk Pꝛinte Platir in his arms, and having 
thzown him down the two ſteps to the ground, returned again 
to his companion. 

Platir being greatly offended to-ſ& himſelf ſs uſed, came and 
made a ſecondaſſault,but he was ſerved as he was befoze. This 
Pꝛince Berolde beholding, he went and tryed his koztune, but 
he ſped as Platir did befoze. 

Palmerin being grie ved to ſe his friends ſo abuſed, deſired to 
revenge this ſpiteful injury, and ſo advanced himſelf to try the 
adventure, not knowing whether the Sage Aliart would hazard 
himſelf oz no but becauſe he would be one, he ſtepped bekoze the 
Pꝛince, knowing the adventure was not reſerved koz him, and 
making no account to bear his friends company in their fople, 
therefoze he went to it ſmiling, but the Giants ſhewed him ſo 
much favour,as they did but thzuft him koꝛth again, becauſe an i⸗ 
mage of Gold ( which ſtod at the doꝛ within ) eryed out aloud thus 
Take heed you ſuffer not the Sorcerer to enter the Chamber 
where my Treaſure lies, becauſe he is not worthy, 

Then ſuddenly theſe two Giants tok Palmerin by the arme; 
and thzuft him down one of the ſfairs, Which made him have an 
ill opinion of this adventure, and then hremembꝛen all his god 
koztunes paſſed;thinking now he ſhould make a concluſion of all, 
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ſteing he could not atchieve the conquef of this, which ſeemed to 
him lefle than any other he had attempted, | 

In the mean time his thoughts were occupyed in this conceit 
the Sage Aliart (that knew his in ward afflictions ) came to the 
gate again, moze to be partaker with his friends in their foyle, 
than koz any opinion he had himſelf to end the adventure, and he 
ns ſonsr offered to charge the Giants, but without making any 
ſhew of reſiſtance, they humbled themſelves at his fet,grauting 
him fre liberty to enter at his pleaſure. 

The ſight hereof well pleaſed the Sage Aliart, and as he ftod 
be holding the wozkmanſhip of the den, the Image (which ftwy 
there as a watchman)opened in the pzeſence of them all, a little 
Cheft, which the held upon her knees, and having taken a key of 
gold out of it,thzew it down befoze them on the ground, 

The Sage Aliart ſtoped and tak it up, and without any fur⸗ 
ther delap, opened the do2, then Palmerin, Platir and Berolde, 
coming to him, did all enter with him, they attributing the cauſe 
of their repulſe to this that Urganda had not left the adventure 
to be finiſhed by them, in that her wiſdome was diſcovered by lo 
ſtrange a mean: this firſt chamber being her Libzary,and theres 
in ſhe was alwaies wont to ſtudy, the ſight hereof did very much 
delight their eyes, moze than any thing elſe they had ſ&@n in the 
whole Ifland. 

This Libzary was round about garniſhed with boks, which 
this Sage Lady was wont to contemplate on, the bus lying on 
ſumptuous Desks of Gold, and the Desks being ſuppoxzted with 
beaſts of antique wozkybeing all of the ſame mettall. The cove⸗ 
rings of theſe boks were cloath of gold, having at every cozner 
placed pꝛetious ſtones of incredible value: but the Riches of 
this Chamber might not compare to the next the walls of that 
was round about decked with coltly pictures of Ladies,manifeft- 
ing moſt rare and ſingular beauty they being all in ſuch Robes 
and deviſes of Apparel, as one would have judged them living 
creatures,ſuch was the rare invention of Art, beftowed on theſe 
Images, oz Goddeſſes, aud divers other beautiful Ladies, The 
Pꝛinces gaz ing on theſe delicate figures, attributed to them ve⸗ 
ry great commendation, wiſhing that their Ladies were _ 
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p2eſent tu ſæ ſuch have and ſumptuous monuments : and the 
judged that the fight of the ſe veautifulPictures, did as well con. 
tent their eyes, as though ther had lien their bad beloved La- 
dies, being the better put in mind of them by.thele {emely 
ſhadows, All along one part of this Chamber, was the poz» 
traits of ſuch Kings andQuens,as lived in the time of this Sage 
Pagitian UIrganda, her own picture being likewiſe in the midſt 
of them he ſitting in a c hair of gold;haviag her bok lying betoe 
her, wher eon ſhe made ſemblance as though che read. On the 
right five of her counterfeit was placed Oriana,the daughter of 
K. Liſuart, K. of great Brittain, and on the other ſide was Brio- 
lania the Queen of Sobradiſa: then Leonorina, the Pꝛinceſſe 
of Conſtantinople, and with her the two fair Pꝛinceſſes Melicia 
and Olenda, each of them having their names impoſed under 
them in letters ol gold, Jud ſuch-was the rare beauty of theſe 
Ladies which J have here named, as not one of them was exalt- 
ed above the other, but all of them equal together; which maketh 
me to think · that they which raigned,and had the commendation 
of beauty in the time of the valiant king Amadis, had wozthily 
the pꝛaiſe is uſed of them, and their knights gained immoztal 
renown: in adventring ko them, In auother place was to be 
ſen Y cul, the fair Genevera Quen to King Arthur, and 
friend fo Sir Launcelot du Lake - V ſeul with the white hands, 
was acoompanied with many beautiful Ladies, which ſometime 
flourifhed in / great Britrain, and ot her Bcacando was ftudious 
to leave moſt wozthy repo2t, becauſe ſhe was highly eſteemed 
of him, In another place ſtod the Empꝛeſſe Polinarda,and A- 
griola the Empyeſſe of Allemain, Gridoaia,Flerida,and Frau- 
celina, figured ſo near their juſt pꝛopoꝛʒ tions, as there wanted 
nothing but lite it ſelt᷑: afl of them-wazthy high p2aile fo their 
delicate ſwet faces, but Flerida was ſuppoſed to ext them 
all. In another place of the Chamber was placed their ſhad⸗ 
vows, who (in the Court of the E mperoꝛ of Greece) canſed ma. 
ny Knights to take adventer ous travels on them ; the firſt was 
Polinarda, the Daugbter nt the vertuoas and magnanimous 
unte Primalcon, accompanied with fair Miragarda, Leonar + 
the Pxinceſſe þf Thrace, Altea, Sidelia Daughter to Ring 
Ternacs-. 
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Ternaes of Lacedemonia, and Arnalte Pꝛinteſſe of Navarte: 
as chiekeſt of theſe was placed the Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda, who 
ſ&med in beauty to be aivantagedabove the other. And there 
was the Pzince Florendos painted; to ſ(& if Foꝛtune wouldres 
ſpec him any moze in that place, and to ſpeak indifferently,ſuch 
was the wozkmanſhip beffowed likewife on Miragarda, as one 
could hardly judge whether Polinarda did excel her oz no. Ori- 
ana and Briolania were of ſuch equality together as it would 
have tryed a ſharpe wit to ſap, which of them was faireſt ; but 
vet the Poꝛtrait of the fair Oriana, was ſet foꝛth with moze 
ſhew of gravity, as well beſemed the daughter of ſuch a famous 
King, alluring you that her civil and gracious countenance, was 
able to have won the victozy of the pꝛeciſeſt eye. 

But what if upon theſe beautiful motions , each one of theſe 
Knights ſhould have fallen-from affecting his beſt beloved? Foz 
J p2omile vou that neitherGridonia,Briolania,Polinarda, Fle- 
rida, noz Mi ragarda was not to be compared to Vleul the fair: et 
not withſtanding, no one of them could be moved to that opini⸗ 
on, koꝛ eech of them was ſo deceitful-in regard to his Saint, as 
all other beſide did but offend their eyes. Foz thus they per lwa⸗ 
ded themſelves, that true and faithful hope being grounded in 
the heart, and firmly fixed in the eyes of any man, could not be 
removed by any linifter occalion,in that their thoughts were ſet⸗ 
led, and their liking ſatisfied : but they that are changed with 
every countenance, and every kace liketh them, but none con⸗ 
tenteth them, they are ſuch recreants fo2 Love; as thep are not 
wo2thy to come within his Court, | 

The Pzinces commended the beauty of Y ſeul, as it woꝛthilv 
deſerved,but pet they thought their own Ladies fairer then ſhe, 
and lo they tov marvelling at theſe delectable. inventions, 
where dn they could not gaze ſufficient-theirveſires were cour- 
ſing in ſuch an endleſſe Labyzinth. Bepond them all, Pꝛinte 
Paſmetin was raviſhevin affection ſteing the tounterfkeit of her 
that did ſo much toꝛment him, che being atty2ed in the ſame 
manner, as the was when dhe tal his fare wel ofHer 1 whereupou 
he fell into ſuch an ar togant coriceit, as though it wers his La- 
dyPolinarda indctd and fear ing he han mover her to .

pou, that J am he who onely lives to dye fog your ſake, Platir 
uſed the like language towards Sidelia, the Daughter to Ring 
Ternacs of Lacedemonia, to whom he was ſhoꝛtly after eſpou⸗ 
ſev, Berolde the Pꝛince of Spain, finding not his Lady aud 
Miſtreſſe in this place,failed not to p2aiſe her as though the had

the be abſent oz pꝛeſent, pet tocommend and extol his onelyfe- 
licity; and ſo did the Pꝛince Berolde think it great injury that 
any ſhould commend their Ladies abode his beſt beloved Qai- 
ſtalda, who did well veſerve her place among the other. 

And if the Sage Urganda forgot to plate her in her Study, it 
was fo2 no other occaſion, then becauſe the place was ſo furni- 
hed with them, who were eftemed the moſt ſoveraign in beau: 
ty thzough the whole Moꝛld. When they had ſufficiently con: 
kented their eyes with theſe bzave dows, the Sage Aliart ſpake 
unto them in this manner, J perceive my Loꝛds, that theſe J.

Palmerin ſpake in this manner, becauſe he would not. have 
his friends ſuſpect his amozous thoughts, t departing thence, 
they went again tothe Caſtle , where (pꝛoviſlon being made) 
they ſate down to dinner which being ended, they concluded to 
depart from the Jfland ; Mhereupon Palmerin cauſed Satra- 
ford to be called into his pꝛeſence, with the other Gentlemen 
that came in his company, when, Palmer in ſpeaking to his bꝛo.

Ehe P2intes Berolde ꝶ Platir, commended mar vailouſiy the 
liberality of Palmerin, whoſe pꝛeſence was moze able to 
Satraford, then the Sage Aliart, ſo that he would gladly have 
changed his Maſter : nevertheleſſe, he concealed his mind cloſe⸗ 
ly to himſelf, doubting leaſt he ould purchaſe the difpteaſure 
of his new Lon te whom he advanced himfelf to give him his 
Faith foz his dufiful obedience , pꝛaying the Knight of the Ti- 
ger, that he would continue him in his wonted noble favoz,Pal-

The Emperoz remained ſo joyful at theſe tydings as poſſible 
might bee and without making any anſwer he departed foxth 
of the Hall ſs raviſhed inwardly with joy and gladneſſe, as het 
could not tell (fo2 a pꝛetty while) whither to go: in like mans» 
ner it hapneth oftentimes to them, who have news bzought 
them of thoſe thengs which they are moſt defirous to have, At 
length hee came down the ſtairs into the spen Court, where hee 
ſate down in a Chair, until he might lee them come in at the 
Gates : in the mean while, many Rnights of his Court came to 
tell him of the arrival of his Son Potendos , but heÞ did not 
make them any anſwer, fo2 that his mind was bufied in remem⸗ 
bring how many mil⸗koztunes had come to him one on anothers 
neck, and yet(notwithſkanding) they have all come tos pꝛoſpe⸗ 
rous end, whereupon he humbly deſired the Heavenly Powers 
to continue him till in their wonted favourable pꝛotection, fo2 
it is the nature of men of god judgement, to doubt of danger 
after they have once received god ſucceſſe, fo2 that it Hath ben 
evermoꝛe ſon, that felicityand miſery do not equally happen, 
but a dzam of pleaſure,hath commonly a pound of pain.

When the Emperoz came to the Pozt, he ſaw on land, Po- 
lendos, Pelcar, Oniſtalde, with divers others, and that he might 
the better welcome them, he alighted from his Pozſe, being 
very much abached to lie his Knights in ſuch ozder, their Faces 
pale and black, their ſtrength weakned , and their beards and 
hair grown ſo long, as they which lam them when they depart- 
ed from Conſtantinople in the company of the Pꝛinceſſe Tar- 
gina» began now ſcantlyts know them: when they were all 
come on ſhoꝛe, the Emperoz entertained them with the ſelf 
ſame courteſie, as his mild nature did daily affod towards his 
eſpecial friends, 

Pꝛince Belcar preſented himſelf to the Emperoz, offering 
to kiſſe his Highneſſes hand, but he received him in his arms, 
imbꝛacing him very lovingly, and uſed ſuch — courteſie 
towards him, as her did unto Pꝛince Primaleon his Son, as 
well fo2 that her had been bzought up in his Court, as allo bes 
cauſe hee was the Son of his own Siſter, and the hardy Friſol 
King of Hungaria his Bꝛother, and e ſpecial god friend. As he 
continued this favourable uſage to Belcar, Oniſtalde, ſon to K. 
Recinde, and his own Son Polendos, came and kneeled down 
befoze him, then leaving Belcar he returned to them very gra⸗ 
ciouſlp, declaring in the fight of every one his incomparable 
bounty: ſo departing from the Poꝛt, he walked with them on 
bot towards the Palace» refuſing. to mount on hozſeback, his 
mind was buſied with ſuch excerding joy, as well fo2 recovery 
of them as koꝛ the Pꝛincely commendations Targiana had ſent 
him, whom he had now pꝛoved his ſpectal friend, Pꝛince Prma- 
leon went in the mid betwern Belcar and Oniſtalde, and the 
other Minces and Knights came lovingly communing with 
their friends, in which oder they all followed the Empero? : 
WMhobeingnoſoner come tothe Palace, but there hie found the

of his ambaſlage, which will cauſe you to loſe part of the con- 
tentment, which at this pzeſent pour Knights hath animated 
vou Withal, 

Certainly my friend (ſaid the Emperoz) J am ſoz2ry that J 
did not make moze remembzance of him, but let him commit 
the fault to my Knights with whom J will joyn in making 
amends to mozrow, becauſe J ſhall not ſ&@, him to dap, he be⸗ 
ing willing to reſt himſelf this night in his Gally. The El. 
quire departed with this courteous anſwer of the Empero2, who 
taking the Empzeſle by the hand, with-dzew themſelves into 
their Chamber, where they paſſed the night with greater-cou- 
tentment, then they had done of many dates befoze. 

But when fair Phobus in the mozning had diſplayed his gol- 
den face on the Earth, the Empꝛeſle walked to the Chappel to 
hear ſervice, the Emperoz and the Knights being far behind 
her, and ſervice being ended, they all dined with the Empzelle 
in her Chamber, fo2 that ſhe had determined to feaſt Polendos, 
Belcar, Oniſtalde, and the other Pzinces, who were ſerved at 
dinner with marvelous great ſtate, N I 45 
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Che Tables being withozawn, the Emperoz commanded the 
pꝛinciple Knights of his Court, to go welcome on land the great 
urkes Am baſſadaur, to whom he would ſhew himſelf honou- 
rable, as well fo that he would not be thought ungratekul, had⸗ 
tung recovered home again his Knights, as alſo to underſtand the 
Will of the great Turk. | 5 

Polendos, Belcar, and the reſt of them that had been P2iſo- 
ners, went fozemoſt, to receive him on ſhoze, becaule they 
would not have him think, that they had fozgotten the kindnelle 
he ſhewed them on the Seas: where Primalcon was ſomewhat 
diſpleaſed, becauſe his nature could not ſuffer him to uſe ſuch 
kindneſle towards them he knew his pꝛokeſſed enemies. 

Polendes with his company being come to the Pozt,(he with 
ſuch as hes thought god) twk a Barge, and went aboard the 
Gally to the Ambaſladoꝛ, and bzonght him on ſhoze with them 
very nobly, with ſuch a noyſe of dzums» phifes, trumpets, and 
clarians, as the Turks wondzed at this royal entertainment. 
The Ambaſſadonr noting the great courteſie of Polendos, who 
was diligent in ſhe wing him the greateſt hono2 that might bee, 
knew very well that this exchding humanity came from him 
that was their Low and Governoz: UAhereupon he conſidered, 
that a Pꝛince ſo well beloved of all, as the Emperoꝛ Palmerin 
was, ſhould find mote friends to aid him in his neceſſity, then 
enemies to moleſt him. 

All this while the Emperoz attended the Ambaſſadozs com- 
ing to the Empꝛelles Chamber, accompanied with his Son Pri- 
m leon, and many Pꝛinces and Knights of his Court, and the 
Ambaſſado2 (who was the ſame man that came befoze, to res 
queſt in the great Turkes name, the fredome of Albayzer, in 
change of thoſe Pꝛinces that were pꝛiſoners in Turkic) being 
in the pꝛeſence of the Emperoz, made him luch humble reves 
rence as his Majeſty well deſerved,and not uſing any ſuch pꝛoud 
behaviour, as he did at his firſt coming fo Conſtantin ple. 

The Emperoꝛ welcomed him very graciouſly, defiring him 
not to be offended, decauſe he did not accept of him the day be- 
foze as willingly he would have done.

liverance of them, mp Lozd hath bien ſo hardy as to truſt to 
your gent leneſle, onely at the entreaty of his Daughter Tar- 
giana, he having no aſſurance fo the Pzince Albayzeri his 
Daughters Mus band, but onely the. wezd of her whe is your 
great friend: and deſireth that vou would now ſend home. her 
beloved Lozd Albayzer, of whom the great Turk himſelf willed 
not mee to ule any ſpesch, having joyned mer to ſpeak of thoſe 
things which will but a little pleaſe vou in the hearingof them; 
the Emperoz returned this anſwer, 

JF know not what the great Turke pour Loꝛd hath determi⸗ 
ned to make me acquainted withal, but J am ſo accuſtomed to 
doubtful occaſtons, as let his malice ffretch. never ſo fav, and 
his deviſes. purchaſe what ſcope he can, yet have they na power 
to make mee fear. But fo2 the Princeſſe Targiana, Yam to 
think myſelf highly in her debt, in that her earneſt intreaty 
won the liberty ot my Knights, and furely it grieveth me, that 
ber Father ſhould be ſo envious towards me, who would with 
all my heart have his daughter again in my Court, that A might 
recompence ſome part of her geutleneſſe ſhe hath uſed: to me,

your manifold courteſies And my Lov the Tuck (in regard of 
your noble fave; toward his Daughter) would gladly (in any 
thing he could) witnefle his benevolent mind to you, fo2getting 
all injuries paſt, fox his fair Daughter Targianaes ſake ; but 
withthis-condition-by the way, th it your Bajeſty offer him nos 
thingagatnlt right oz reaſon, foꝛ if pon do, he ſhall be conſtrains 
ed by fozcible ſtrength, to revenge the ſhame and injury he hath 
rereived bp the Knight of the Savage man. 

And fo2 the ſubſtance of his mind it is thus in bꝛiek, he do (ls 
reth pou to ſend unto him the Knight your Nephew, becanſe hir 
would chaſtiſe him-fo2 his hainous offence, And if pou refuſe to 
latisſie his requeſt, he commandeth me to let you underſtand + 
her 
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ber is pour enemy, and will ſo revenge that Knights abuſe; as 
all the Mozld ſhall take example by hint, | 

J cannot beleve(ſaidtheEmperox)that'the Turk yout Lozd 
will ſeem to thzeaten htm, at whoſe hands he requireth nothing 
but Juſtice, the which J being very willing to do cannot think 
well of your pꝛeſent pzoceding>fop that you demand no Juſtice. 
Beſides, it is not reaſonable to grant what your Lozd requi⸗ 
reth, fo2 if Florian be accuſed fox bzinging away his Daughter, 
J anſwer, that hee did it at the earneſt intreaty'and'defire of 
her ſelf ; So that pour Lozd (J percejve)travelleth in vain af- 
ter my Nephew the Knight of the Savage man, whom J will 
not ſend unto him, ik J wilt he ſhould be as welcome to him as 
to mp ſelk.

J was aſſured befoze (ſaid the Ambaſſadoz) of the anſwer 
vou would make me : therefoze having fulfilled my charge, J 
nednot koꝛ this matter hencekoꝛwards uſe any moze words. 

hen the Ambaſſadour had thus concluded, Polendos deſt: 
red the Emperoz, that he would ſuffer himto entertain the 
Turkiſh Infidel, while he (taped there; whereunto the Empe⸗ 
rour gladly conſented, and Polendos bunginghtm into his lod- 
ging, failed not to let him ler, that enemies were better wel. 
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comed in the Empero2s Court, then Friends were to his Lozy 
the great Turke. : 

Primalcon remained very well contented, having heard the 
anſwer of the Emperoz his father,as alſo fo that he had ſo de- 
fended the cauſe of the knight of the da vage man,fo2 the love of 
whom the Pꝛinceſle Leonarda was diverſely moved,fearing leſt 
he chould fall into the great TI urkes hands, who would appeaſe 
the anger of his ſtomack, in Dacrificing the god and hardy 
Kntght to his Gods, 

The ſudden dumps of hiv yan Pzinceſſe was well percet- 
ved by her ſweet friend Polina: da, who hid her knowledge there:

And ou my woꝛd pou may aſſuredly build, the Knight of the 
davage man is onely pours, and he would not follow the adven⸗ 
tures he hath enterpꝛized but onely in hope to gain your favou- 
rable acceptation : wherefoze, J pꝛay you let the conſideration 
of that J have ſpoken, cauſe you to fozſake the conceit you have 
of my Couzin. 

Madam (anſwered Leonarda) pou have won ſuch power over 
mer by pour friendly wozds, as J am fozced to fozget my foz- 
mer imaginations: but yet it is to be doubted that your Couzin 
will be inveigled, ſ&ing he hath the conducting of ſo many La- 
dies through the Realm of Spain. 

Gov (wert Lady (ſaid Polinarda) J pꝛay pou let not your 
ſpirits be troubled with thefe ſuſpitious paſſions,foz your knight 
is not of ſo weak judgement, as any other ſhould make him to 
forget you, fo2 ſuch adventures happen commonly to travelling 
Knights, tomet in many places with Ladies and Damoſels, 
the company of whom make them to have the better remem⸗ 
bꝛance of thoſe, who rule their thoughts by the ſoveraignty of 
Love: as foz my Couzin, J dare give you mp faith, that hee is 
1 but pours, and thereof (on my woꝛd) Your may aſſure pour

© Theſe ſpeches that Polinarda uſed, did ſo perſwade the 
young Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace, as ſhœ quite fozſok her jealous 
thoughts, which befoze was tarrped with ſo many contraries, 
as there was hardly any place foz reaſon to harbour. As it often 
hapneth to them, who play the wantons with the little blind 
Bop of the Godveſle Cytherea.

How the Knight of the Savage man (accompanicd with the 
Damoſels) arrived in the King of Spains Court, and of chat 
which hapned to him there, againſt Prince A/bayzer. 


he Ambafſadoz from the great Turk, ſtayed certain daies 
in the Court of the Emperoꝛ, in the company of Pꝛince 
Polendos, who made better account of him there, then his enter- 
tainment in Turkic deſerved, and many a long lok made the 
Ambaſſadoz) waiting koz the coming of Pzince Albayzar, the 
02 and Primaleon could not ſufficiently commend the 
courteſte of the P2inceſſe Targiana, in that her tears ranſomed 
the Chꝛiſtian Pꝛiſoners from their trouble.

The Eſquire being 
acquainted with the will of his Lozd, pꝛeſently went into the 
Palace, where he was bzought to the Queens Chamber, the 
King himſelf being there, fo2 he had dyned there in the compa- 
ny of the Quen and her Ladies, whom the Eſquire beholding, 
judged them very fair and beautiful, he found a great difference 
between them, and the Ladies he had ſ&n in the Court of the 
Emperoꝛ Palmerin.

Madam, a ſtrange Knight in whoſe company J came to your

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Court, having paſled thozow pour Realm, is now deſirous-fo try 
himleik in Arms againſt the Knights of you Royal Court, fo 
the great deſire he hath to do ſervice to the King your hus band, 
but luch is his intent, as he ptocedethon the requeſt of certain 
Ladies he hath bzought in his company, Which pzevaileth ſo 
much with this god Knight, as (if your Majeſty accept of it) 
he would venture to Juſt with the Knights of your Court, who 
will maintain the beauty of their Ladies, to excell them he hath 
bzonght with him. Aud that he might pzoced in his enterpzize, 
he rather intended to agke leave of pou then the King, becauſe 
he knows he ſhall not any way offend his Excellency, The 
Ring and Queen were very glad of this news in that Foztune 
bad ſent them the tryal of thoſe matters they moſt deſired , 
Which was in a manner very dainty there, koz the Emperours 
Court of Greece carryed ſuch a bzave repozt, that all the noble 
Knights in the wozld went thither to try their valoux. Be ſide, 
if auy adventure were appꝛoved in the Realm of Spain, they 
were altogether done at the Caſtle ok Almarol: ſo that theſe 
two afoze-named places, had the general trpal of fa 3 Rts, 
The King of Spain ſ&ing theQuen returned the Eſquire no 
anſwer, he ſpake to her in this manner. Truſt me Madam you 
ought not to refule the gentle offer of the Knight, as well to ſa⸗ 
tisfte their minds, which have deſired to le ſuch haughty exploits 
as alſo to avoid the ſecret hard judgement - of your Ladies, who 
(J am ſure) would gladly ſ& the courage of their favoured 
Knights, the Queen mildly returned this auſwer. Since it lik⸗ 
eth you ſo well (my gracious Loꝛd) that the requeſt is to be al: 
lowed, thou mayeſt{Eſquire)ſay unto the Knight, that the King 
and J do think very well of his coming to our Court, and that 
we do permit him the liberty of the Juſt, againſt any that will 
enter the field with him, whether it be fo2 the Juſt oz Combate, 
that is as the occaſion ſhall happen, but howſoever it bæ, the king 
alloweth him the krerdom of the field, and ik the Knight deſire 
to reſt himſelf, he ſhall be moſt heartily welcome, then ta moꝛ⸗ 

row mo2ning he may put his intent in erecution, 
The greateſt reſt 02 quiet (ſaid the Eſquire) the Knight mp 
Haſter deſireth to have, is that he may find ſuch — on 
whom 
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whom he may beſtaw the bzeaking of ſome Lances, but ſince 
potrr Ma je ſty hath ſo freely granted him the Juſt, J will not 
fail to let him underſtand pour gracious pleaſure : in themean 
while 7 hope yout Knights will put themſelves in a readineſſe, 

The Eſquire was no ſoner departed, but the King went and 
loked fozth at one of the Aindows, and ſeeing the Knight in 
the field, among ſo many Ladies, he ſaid to the Quzn ; Ma: 
dam, come hither, and you ſhall ſe the ſtrangeſt adventure that 
ever pou did in all pour life, CertarnWWuid the Queen (when 
ſhe had well beheld the Knight andthe Damoſels) it ſhould 
ſem they have a god opinion pf the Knight. they behave them- 
ſelves ſo amiablp in his company, and one of the Ladies appear- 
eth in ſtature, as it were a Opantefſe, Indeed laid the Ring, her 
ſtrangeneſſe makes mee to eye her the moe, and koz the knight, 
J judge either he is very fwliſh, oz elſe he is compelled by the 
command of ſome great Pꝛinceſſe, to lead about with him theſe 
Damoſels. 

Chile the King and the Queen ſod thus jeaſting on the 
Knight andthe Damoſels, Pzince Albayzar (who was given 
to underſtand of this adventure) came fo2th of his Cikrather and 
when he came to the Palace Gate, he mounted or Pozſeback, 
and came to the Mindow where the King and Qucen loked 
fozth, and having given them the lalutation ok the dap, and que- 
ſtioned ſomewhat about the enterpzize ofthe Knight, he deter. 
mined to try the Combate with him. But his haſty intent was 
ſtaped at this time, fo2 that a Knight very well armed came in: 
to the field, mounted on a luſty Cour ſer, and bearing fox his de. 
vice in his Shield, a white Dart in a field ok Sable. The Kt. 
being in the place where the Juſt was determined. the Eſquire 
ho had been befoze ſent with the meſſage to the Queen)ſpake 
unto him in this ozder. | 

Sir, the Damoſels Rnight,ſaith that he is not accuſtomed to 
Juſt, without having his recompence if he remain Uicoz. 

Mherefoze J pꝛap pou let him underſtand, what ſhall be his 
deſert if he chance to conquer you: fox if the victo)y fall on your 
ſide, he will yeild the Damoſel unto you, which pou ſhall think 
beſt on in all the compyany;the Spaniſh Rnight'replyed thus. 
2 3 The 
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The Knight (my friend) as it ſems to me, is far beyond 
the ſcope of my mind, in that hee would trouble other folks, 
with them that he would be gladly rid of himlelk: wherefp2e 
you map ſay unto him that J am ſuch a Ladies ſervant,towards 
whom J have not pet ſo well deſerved, as (ik J were vanquiſh- 
ed) to y ld her up into his Cuſtody. And J come fo2 no other 
cauſe into this place, but to let him well and trulp underſtand, 
that the beauty of thoſe Damoſels, may not compare with the 
Peavenly face of mp And if my Foztune pꝛove ſo god as 
my trpal ſhall pzevatl, will content my ſelf without expect- 
ing anysther recompence at the Kuights hands: therefoze tell 
bim, J would gladlp know, koz whom he pzeſumeth to hazard 
the Juſt, 

The Elquire having bꝛeught the Spaniſh Knights auſwer 
to his Lozd, he did content himſelf very well therewith ; Mars 
ry tell him (quoth-he ) that J have not the leiſure to name the 
Lavy, in whoſe cauſe J fight-but if he be ſo happy as ts conquer 
me, J will with all my heart ſatisfte his requeſt. The Eſquire 
went to himagain with his Maſters mind, which when the Spa- 
niard head, he pꝛeſently entred into theſe wozds, J perceive 
that thy Maſters pꝛoud and haughty ſtomack, which made him 
ſo bold to enter the field, cauleth him now to be {o bzave in ſpe- 
ches: therefoze J mult take pains to alſlwage his courage, be⸗ 
cauſe J will help him away with one of his Damoſels, 

King Recinde, and Albay zar, who marked well their large 
language, deſiredto ſe ik their deeds would countervail their 
woꝛds, eſpecially if the Damoſels Knight were ſuch a one as he 
made himſelf to be, 

At laſt they bzo:ched their Hozſes with their Spurs, and ran 
together with ſo great fo2ce, as the Spaniſh Knight, who was 
the ſcrvant ts Policia, the Daughter to Duke Ladiſlart, recei- 
ved ſuch a pleaſant ſtroke (the Damoſels Knight having bzoken 
his ſfaffe ſo juſt upon him) as his Shield was raced thozow the 
middeſt, and himſelf th2zown to the ground with his heels up⸗ 
ward: but her recovered himſelf quickly like a god Knight, and 
dꝛau ing his Swoꝛd, came to revenge the foyl he ſuſtained in 
the Tult, which the Damoſels Knight beholding, he ſtayed him 
with theſe ſpeeches, Dir 
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Dir Knight, came not to crave licence foz the Combat with 


the Swozd, wherefoze J pꝛap you pacifie your ſelf, and let me 


Juſt with theſe fie Knights, who J e attend foʒ me, and if J 
be ſa happy to eſcape aut of their hands, not diſ-advantaged, J 
ſhall be content to pleaſure you in your own deſire, | 

The Spaniſh Knight was ſo offended at this miſhap, as her 
cared not if he had dyed there pꝛeſently, but that the King com: 
manded him to avsid the place. | 

Then one of the five 2 entred the field, but hee was 
welcomed like the fürſt, and lo in bzief did they all bear one ano⸗ 
ther companp: which Albayzer ſœing, ſaid, that the Damolels 
might not be won without great pains were beſtown, they ba⸗ 
ving ſuch a god and hardy Rnight ts defeud them, The Dam- 
ſels Knight having bzoken four Lances, with-dzew himſelf, 
attending when his Eſquire ſhould bzing him another. Then 
Albayzar (ſ&ing the Knights neceſſity,) ſent him one of his 
own Lances, which was black, and the head was of pure Gold, 
but the Damoſels Knight would not receive it, ſpeaking to him 
that bzought it in this manner. 

Thau mapeſt ſap unto Albayzer,that the little love and &wd- 
will Jbear him, maketh me diſdain to receive any thing he 
ſendeth, Advancing himſelf kozwards, he toka Lance that

then the Pꝛince returned back again to the place where Albay- 
zar ſate to behold the Juſt, who came and ton him by the arm, 
uling theſe ſpxches to him. Sir Knight, J judge that the lit⸗ 
tle knowledge you have of mee, hath made vou to diſpiſe and cen: 
temn the Lance J ſent pou, but pet J pardon pour folly in (a 
doing. 

J deſire you{ſaid the Damoſels knight) to belæ ve the words 
J ſent you by your Eſquire, and per lwade pour ſelt, that q knew 
vou to be Albayzar the Souldan of Babylon, with whom J 

would 
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would willingly eater the Combate ; Albayzar hearing theſe 
. wozds, an{wered him thus, 

Jam content (becauſe yau know mee ſo well) that you ſhall 
not take a ſurfeit, by loſing your deſire, and if you will ſtap till 
my Armoz be bzought hither, J will bzeak this Lance on pou, 
becauſe pou pꝛeſumed to refuſe it;and afterwards, J will enter- 
tain you with the Combate, when J doubt not but to give ſevere 
chaſtilement, to your pꝛoud and mallepert ſtomack. + 

J would with all my heart,(anſwered the Damoſels knight) 
that thou wert Armed, foz my malice is ſuch againſt the, as J 
cannot tell it, but thou ſhalt fel it, Albayzcr pzeſently ſent 
fo2 his Armoz, and the Ring ſxing their fury, and noting the 
high wozds that had paſſed between them, came down to the field 
to them, to the end, he would not that Albayzer ſhould fall into 
any miſ-foztune,befoze he had been firſt in theTmperozs Court, 
to which place the Turk had ſent the impuſoned Knights, be⸗ 
cauſe he would recover home again Albayzer ſafely ; fo2 which 
cauſe King Rec inde would not permit them to try the Combat, 
and ſcantly would he ſuffer them to Juſt together, ſo greatly he 
fcaredleaſt the Damoſels Ruight, ſhould endanger the perſon 
of Pince Albiyzcr, | 

The Queen was very well pleaſed, in that by the means of 
the Damoſels Knight, ſhe perceived the valour of the Knights 
of the Spaniſh Court, and the Damoſels (albeit they rejoyced 
not in their ill koꝛtune which were unhozſed) pet they greatly 
commended the p2oweſle of their knight, that had defended them 
ſo well. And ſtill they looked fo2 the coming of the SHaniſh Las 
dies to them, delighting that they had no better ſervants to 
venture fo2 them, but the Ladies themſelves grieved, to ſee their

J perceive then (aul wered the Damoſels Knight) that vou

Upon theſe wozds he paſſed the River, and having placed his 
Lance in his reſt, ran valiantly againſt the Damoſels Knight, 
who entertained him with ſuch a puiſlant ſtroke, as he was com- 
pelled to fetch an errant in the duſt, being ſo greatly amazed 
with the fall, as he had not the power to ſtir himſelk, a great

How Trefolaut and the other three Knights yeilded themſelves 
in the Spaniſh Court. And how the Damoſels Knight arri- 
ved at the Caſtle of the Gyant Almarol. 


JE was long befoze the Damoſels Knight could reach tothe 
Caſtle of the Gpant Almacol, betauſe che was hindzed in his 
way by many Knights who ventured themſelves to take the 
Damolels from him, which he had taken charge of, in conduc: 
ing them. But it chanced as King Recinde ſtd pleaſantly talk⸗ 
ing in his Aindo w with the Quen; and many Knights in the 
Chamber with him be ſide, he beheld to enter a gon tali Kt. 
his face being covered with bis Helmet; his Armour bzoken in 
many places; and ſo beſpꝛent with his blod, as the fine deviſes 
thereon could hardly be.difcerned, Dis Shield which was car⸗ 
ryed after him by his Eſquire, was ſhivered in the (elf ſame 
manner, and becauſe his De wie therein routy not well bee ſen 
every one was in great admiration ot him: but hee: went with 
ſuch pꝛoud jeſtures, as he made eſtimation of never a Ruight 
there (who came to entertain him at the Palace gate) but pal. 
ſedon till he came into the Chamber where the King was, to 
whom when he had made-obeyſance, he returned to the Quten 
with theſe. wozds, Den v2 154 ; IL ILL ore n Off! 
Madam, J have-Combated with a Knight, who not long 
ſince was in this Court, and Juſted againſt Pꝛince Albayzer, 
he hath in his company uine Damoſels, and I deſired. him to 
beſtow the one half of them on mee, whereta ho-would bp no 
means conſent, hut made me anſwer, thathe could wich, J had 
as many Ladyes in conduct as he had; lo then wauld he take 
mine from mee, to bear his Ladies company in travel. Upon 
this p20ud anſwer, J intended to take them from bim perfazce, 
Wine would not ſuffer, but made ſuch rr ſittance againſt mie. 
n the end J wap yot one ly conquered, but in qt eat danger to 

loſe mp like, had not this valiant and redoubted Ruight granted 
me 
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me mercy, upon condition Þ ſhould ; perkoꝛm what he did com- 
mand mer. But ſuch was his great humanity as he would adjoyn 
me no other punichment then this, that J ſhould come and pꝛe⸗ 
ſent my ſelf ts your Majeſty to crave pardon (on his behalf) that 
he would not let himſelf be known when he was in your Court, 
but at his return, he will not fail to come in better acquain⸗ 
tance with your Highneſle.; in the mean while, he craveth that 
you would pardon him foz his offence paſt. my 
JT know not (ſaid the King) how J could remit this injury, 
in that he hid himſelf from me, who moſt of all deſired to know 
him, and moze earneſt J am now, ſee ing pour Armoz ſo much 
defaced, My Lozd (anſwered the Queen) J deſire ycu not to 
be offended at that which is paſt; foz J canuot think ſuch a Kt. 
as he is, would deſire to paſſe unknown to pour Gzace, without 
he were compelled ſo to do by ſome earneſt occaſion, : 
Then ſaid the Ring tothe Knight, J pzay pou Sir tell mee 
who porrare » Thoſe that know mee (ſam the Knight) call me 
Trofolant the Fearful. I have(ſaid the Ring) oftcu heard much 
talke of pou, and the Knichtly deds which vou have atchieved : 
aud fo2 this cauſe would J the moze gladly have knowledge of 
the Damoſels Knight, wherefoze J pꝛay you tell me if pon 
know him, 02 can judge of whence he ſhould be, y 
My Lozd ſaid Trotolant, J pꝛomiſe pon J never ſaw him in 
all my life till now, but J judge him to be one of the Sons of 
the Pꝛince Don Edoard, foz J am perſwaded that no one Bt. 
elſe could have conquered me, whereof J am not a little aſha⸗ 
med, yea, and ſo much grieved thereat, as J take my leave of 
your Highneſſe, now J have diſcharged his commandment. 

Quoth the Queen, J give pou licence to depart at your own 
leiſure. And J would no other thing with pou, ſaid the Ring, 
but that you would take a better Armo2 at my hands, becauſe 
your own is not in caſe ts do you ſervice ; beſide, J would not 
that any of the Knights which ſerve the Emperour, ſhould de⸗ 
part my Court deſtitute of Hozſe oz Armoz. 

My Lopw(anſwered Trotolant) J think my ſelf highly bound 
to your Majeſty, foz the Pꝛincelp offer pou have made mee ; but 
Jam determined to go even as vou * me, becauſe J will de⸗ 
B ride 
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ride Foy tume to her face, and ſo He departed, The Ring gave 
the Queen fo vinderffand, that Trotolant was regutenus god a 
Knight as any other : but he would not bebeve, that any of the 
Sons of Pꝛince Don Edoard would come into his Court, and 
depart again without his knowlevge, | ; 

Chile the King was commending the valour of the Damo- 
ſels Knight, Gravonel,'Bribofan aud Ciaribard entred into the 
Chamber, who having made reverence ts the King and Quin, 
came and p2eſented themſelves befoze the Ladies, to whom they 
rehearſed their great miſ-foxtunes, and that which the Damo- 
ſcls Knight and Polipheinia had commanded them. x 

The Ladies knew that Poltphemia had received ſome injury 
by the Knight, whoſe noblenefſe made the King to fpeak thus. 
Gentlemen, J pzomtſe pou J de fire to know the Knight who 
bath thus vanquiſhed'pou, and J intendto ſend ſome of my Ktg, 
after him, that they may bziug him hither once moe. 

If it chall like pour highneſle (anlwered one of the Knights) 
he, whoke god foztuneſerved him to overcome us, your grace 
miſt well think, that it will be hard to bring him hither except 
he lift hrmſelf, Truſt me (ſaid the King) it makes me marvel 
very much, that he is accompanied with fo many Damolels, in 
that one Knight cannot long endure to be patient, being in the 
converſation of but one Woman. | 

With theſe words the Ring departed from them, and the 
Rnichts with dꝛew themſelves into their Chambers, being not 
offended that the Damoſels Knight had vanquiſhed them, be - 
taufe he had ſhown ſuch inrredible pꝛoweſle in that Court, a- 
gainſt Prince Albayzcr. 

But return we to the Damoſels Knight, who made ſuch ex - 
pedition in his journey, as he came near to the Caſtle of the 
Gyant Alm rol, wherefoze he ſtayed a while by the River 
Taeſin, ſpeaking to the Damoſels in this manner. Me are 
now arrived at the place (fair Ladies) where it is convenient

ſelves aſunder, aud bethink pour felves under whoſe name J 
fhall enter the Combate» and be pou all pzelent by, foz J know 
IJ hall purchaſe ſome advantage by pour company, 
olyphemia (who had the greateſt opinion of beauty in her 

ſelf amongſt them all) ſpake to the Pzince in this ozder. A 
know ver ywell (Sir Raight)that the vicozy which they gain, 
that enter the Combate foz P2zinceſfe Miragarda, procebeth 
of their fozce and loyal friendibip, which truly is very farre off 
from you: wherekoze, if Foztune chance to kozſake you in the 
Combate, ſhe doth no moze then pou deſerve, ſœing the great 
tncouſtancy of you towards them, on whole behalf pon ſem to 
enter the Combate, | 

The other Damoſels were {ome what a baſhed, hearing Po- 
ly phemia ſpeak ſo plainly, whereupon Pzince-Florian return? 
ed her this anſwer, J perceive Lady. that you are verp in ſu⸗ 
rious towards me, without any great occaſion, and pou offer 
truly great diſcourteſie, to conceive ſo bad an opinion ot mee: 
wherefoze, to put pou out of ſuch an ill ſeſpition, J am deters 
mined to enter the Combate under the f nur of pour beauty, 
when you ſhall well perceive, that you were in a very contrarp 
judgement, | 

So riding on: they came at laſt to the Calle, at what time 
Miragarda and her Ladies came forth, to recreate her ſelf ups 
on the water, being accompanied with the Giant Almarol.The 
Damoſels knight no ſ@ner beheld the beauty of this fair PÞ21ns 
ceſſe, but his heart was pꝛeſently depꝛived ok liberty: yet had 
he a god quality, fox the paſſions-that tozmented him by the 
beauty of Ladies, was of no longer continuance then while they 
were bekoze him. 

After that Miragarda was gone a pꝛetty diſtance off, he ſaid 
to the Damoſels : What ſap you to the beauty of this gallant 
Pꝛinceſſe⸗ Me ſay(anſwered Poliphemia) that pou ſhould not

Florendos (who was not far off) being armed fo2- all aſlails, 
was ſomewhat moved, ſ&ing her that made him live in conti⸗ 
nual longing ; and the Gyant Almaiol- beholding him befide, 
knowing well that Miragarda did greatly delight, to ſæ him 
Combate with ſtrange Knights, called to him with theſe wozds, 
Sir Florendos, do that which your duty commandeth vou, foz 
the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda ſtayes only to behold you 

Florendos taking god view of the Damoſels, and ſzing the 
Knight p2epare himſelf to the Juſt, he pzelently mounted on 
his hozſeback, and coming to the Knigbt he began in this man- 
ner to ſalute him, J pray you Sir Knight to tell me upon 
what occaſion you are come hither - if ſo be you are compelled 
to bzing theſe Damolels to this place, as pour pennance, and 
would be gladly delivered of them,peradventure J may koztune 
to do you ſuch a pleaſure , 

J pꝛomiſe pou Dir Florendos (anſwered the Damoſels Kt.) 
T came not hither fo enterp2ize to take the guard from you , 
whereof pou make ſ9{{eat eſtimation ; but onely to le, if theſe 
Ladies did repoſe a Ftruſt in the proweſle of him, who hath 
conducted them thozow many Countries. 

IJ cannot tell (ſaid Florendos) what anſwer J ſhould make 
him, that hath ſo god knowledge of mer, nevertheleſſe, J would 
deſire you bꝛeak a couple of Lances with mer, that we may give 
a little pleaſure to the Pꝛinteſle Miragarda. And if it ſo fall 
out, that theTuſtbe moze hindꝛance to the one then to the other, 
it ſhall be lawful fo2 him to enter the Combate ; the Damolels 
Rnight anſwered thus. 

Sir Florendos, q would be loth fo Combate againſt you, als 
though J dare be ſo bold to Juſt a little, as well fo ſatisfie pour 
deſire tothe Pꝛinceſle Miragarda, as to delight theſe Damo⸗ 
[els that bear m company: fo2 whoſe ſakes, J will likewiſe 
break two Lances with Sir Almarol himſelf, and fozce not 
greatly to enter the Combate with him afterward,” J know 
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very well (ſaid Florendos) that the aſſurance you have in peur 
own derds, makes pot ule ſuch hardy language: Therekoze F a- 
are to whatſoever you judge reaſonable, and you may aſſure 
pour ſelf, that Almarol will not fail to accompliſh pour deſire,

Of the Juſts that were enterp ed between the Damoſc:s 
Knight, and he that kept the Shi, oft the Princeſſe Mira- 
garada: And of the Combate winch the Damolels Knight had 
with the Gyant Almarol. 


V Hile theſe Knights were preparing themſclves to the 

Juſt, Almarol ſtepped bet wen them, deſiring them to 
ſtay a little till the Pꝛinteſſe Miraga da who was beneath on 
the ground) might go up into the Caſtle, and take her place at 
the Window, The Knights( who were ready to Juſt) ſet their 
ſtaves to the ground, and ſtayed till the Pinceſle Miragarda 
was come fo the Mindow. Florcndos contemplated on her face 
a while, and having taken his leave on her, gave his Do2ſe the 
Spurs againſt the Damoſels Knight: who met him in the mid- 
deft of the Cariere, with ſuch great fozce, as the trunchions of 
their Lances flew up into the Air, and they paſted on, nothing 
ſhaken at all, Then their Eſquires bzought them new Lances, 
wherewith they ran together again couragioully, and burſt their 
ſta ves as nobly as they did bekoze, whereupon they pꝛepared fo2 
the third tryal. ; 

Florendos was ſomewhat grieved, having felt the pꝛoweſſe

0nquering one of your affectionate ſervants, who verily would 
ve loꝛty, that pou ſhould receive any miſ-fo2iune at his hands, in 
that it might hinder pou, in place of moſt hope, Mherekoze, 
J p2ay pou give mee leave, to bzcak two oz thzee Lances with 
Stir Almarol, which will peild ſome contentment to theſe La⸗ 
ders that bear me company. 

Floicndos returned him this anſwer, J percetve,Sir Knight, 
you have ſo little veſire to deal with me, as you fear nothing 
that may happen to vou, vou witneſle to well pour Knightly bez 
haviour, wherefoze J pꝛap you do not kozſake me in this ozder, 
befoze pou tell me of whence and what pou are. To tell pou mp 
name ſaid the Damoſets Knight, and afterward to Juſt agaiuft 
You, is much againſt my will, ſo that J cannot reſolve mp ſelf, 
upon which of theſe two points I ſhould ref; neverthcleſſe, be⸗ 
ceuſe J would gladly content you, J am well pleaſed to venture 
again with you, 

Then theſe two Pꝛinces ran together with ſuch fozce, as 
they burſt their ſtaves to their hands, whereupon their Þozſes 
hurt each other ſo cruelly, 6s both they and their Maſters fell 
to the ground ; the Damoſels Knight having the ſhoulder of 
bis Dozſe bꝛoken, but Florendos his Hozſe was flain out right, 
which did ſo greatly vere him, as he dzew fozth his Swoꝛd, be⸗ 
ing verp willing to enter the Combate, which the Damoſels 
knight perceiving, he ſtayed him with this friendly language.

us unwoꝛthy of his gwd will, 


Truly my friend (anſwered Poly phemia) you have ſaid that | 


which is moſt certain, and J beleve our Knight is of the ſame 
opinion himſelf ; Florian ſmiling, made them this anſwer, I 
(@ very well now (fair Ladies) that the pains J have taken in 
conducting You, is made of no account at all; nevertheleſſe, I 
have this advantage, that pour enticing wozds want power to 
deceive me, fo2 J am, and will be maſter of my ſelf, 

Theſe woꝛds akbeit he ſpake them ſomewhat ſoftly, vet the 
Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda did well underſtand them, by reaſon where- 
of, ſhe tk him pꝛelently to be one of a lender fidelity: but He 
judged Florendos to be one at liberty. and that love had no po- 
wer over him. But he himſelf deſtred nok to live in ſuch liber⸗ 
ty, if he could have compaſſed any remedy fo: ſuch a great to2-

Truſt mx(ſaid che Damoſels Knight) J have already deter⸗ 
mined with my ſclf.to beſtow her upon ſuch a Knight as J make 
god account of ; yet will F accept this Doyle, if fo be the victozp 
fall on my ſide: and if it come to paſſe that Jam vanquiſhed, if 
the Lady her ſelf can find in her heart to ſatisfie pour requeſt , 
pou ſhallnot find me to hinder it any thing. Jam content (an⸗ 
[wered Almarol) hearing you ſpeak ſo reaſonably, fo2 J pꝛe⸗ 
ſume, that ſhe will not refuſe the Knight who is ſo willing to 
do her [crvice. | 

So (without any moze wozds) they placed their Lances in 
their reſts, and being covered with their ſhields, gave their 
Hozſes the Spurs and encountred together ſo bzapelp, as the 
Damolels Knight fozſok both his Stirrops, but Almarol was 
caſttothe ground with his Saddle between his legs, who was 
not a little offended to have ſuch a diſgrace,eſpecially in the pꝛe⸗ 

lence of his new choſen friend. 

The Damoſels commended greatly this gallant beginning, 
but chiefly they whom Florian won from the Knights that

I (x now (mp god friend) chat they which have adventured 
to this place, have not beſtowed their labour in vain; fox moze 
willingly would J loſe mp life foz her, whoſe heavenly viſage 
this ſhteld repzeſents, then to content my ſelf with hope of any 
further gloꝛy. J aſſure pou (ſaid the firſt Knight) J intend not 
to depart from this plate, without A carry this ſhield with mer:

thineſſe, againſt him that durſt deny mee fo take it hence. So, ad. 
vancing himſelf to the tree where the ſhields were placed, he

The Damolels Knight perceiving his intent, and knowing 
that Florendos was buſie about the hurts of the Gpant Alma- 
rol, he wouldnot ſuffer, that in his pzeſence any ane ſhould of: 
fer lo great wzong to Pꝛince Florendos : wherekoze, in regard 


of the god will her bare him, her bzoached bis Vozſe with the

Brandamot be ing tome into the Chamber of pzeſence, the 
Ring and the Queen being there both together, he opened his 
Helinet, andkneling vomn befoze. the Quern, rehearſed the 
whole circumſtancr ot his charge, as concerning the behavioz of 
the Damolels Knight. 85 V | 

In the'repozting of this great mif:foztume, ſœing ſo many 
of his frienvs-pzeſent, the colour aroſe ſo red in his face, as 
neither the Ring nd the Queen knew him, no, not thep that 
had been daily converfantin his company, but generally thep 
reputed him fo2 ſome ſtrange Knight: ſo that the Queen des 
manded of him, who he was, and foz what occaſion he enterp2iz- 
ed to Combate with the Damoſels Knight, Brandamor, then 
gave her to underſtand, how the Damoſels Knight had flain 
his companion Sigerall and how befoze he had vanquiſhed them, 
he julked againſtthe-Rnight that guarded the Pzinceſſe Mira- 
gardacs ſhield; like wiſe that he Combated with the Spant Al- 
marol, and had bzotight him in very great danger of his lite. 
Mhereupon, the King entred into theſe ſpeches, 
-:- Certainly; J cannot .chuſe. but wonder, hearing the noble 
pꝛoweſle of the unknown Knight, and J pzomiſe thee Ruight 
thou deferveft to have the ſame puniſhment which hath hapned 
to thy Companion, and J aſſure thee, J would ſe& it executed on 
ther my ſelf, if J did not perſwade my ſelf, that the beauty of 
the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda hath raviſhed the minds of other Kts. 
2 boaſt of better aſſurance in themſelves then her 
could. 
At theſe wozds, Brandamor came and kiſſed the Kings 
hand, by which occaſion the Ring knew him, which made him 
to ſudge'the moze wopthilp.of the Damoſels Knight, and hee 
tommanded· his Chtrurgions ſhould uſe god teſpea unto Bran- 
gamor-, pettsſe he had well deſerved by his valeur in times 
vaſt. But ſrantly was — their pꝛeſente, when the 
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two Knights that (would have raviſhed Silviana) arrived at thy 
Court, they being ſo feeble and weak, as they were conſtraine 
to lean on their Eſquires ſhoulverg,till they came to the Ring 
p2eſence, where he that had the leaſt hurt, began to ule his lays 


guage in this manner, 
My gracious Lozd, the Damoſels Knight, who 


ſe renown is 
ſo highly commended in this Court, having vanauiſhed us in the 
open field, commanded us to come and it our ſelves to 
pour excellency, to be judged accopding as dur des have deſers 
ved: in reſpect whereof, we come to p2eſeut our ſelves to the 
Ladies of this Court, whom we intreat ſo to wozk on our be- 
half with your Paſefty, as the offence may be pardoned, which 
our fleſhly wills pzocured us to tommit. Then theſe two Kts, 
—— at large, bow —5 thing had happened to them, up⸗ 
on which occaſton the Ring fpake. oh 
Surely, it doth not a litt le content me, that God hath ſuffe- 
red you ta receive puniſhment fox pour miſ dæds, by the hands 
of the renowned Damoſels Knight, on whoſe behalf, and foz 
the love J bear him, J will. pꝛocted againſt you, accowing as 
Pour hainous offences hath wo thily deferved ; and J aſſure you, 
the moze F hear the noble valour of this Knight, the-moze ves 
firous J am to have knowledge of him, 

My Loꝛd (ſaid the Knight) you have very great occaſion to 
eſtæm of him, fo2 J am of the opinion, that all the wozthinefle 
which ought to be in a Knight; is in him: ko his ſake: therefoze, 
we humbly intreat your Mateſty ta uſe ſuch perſwaſion with 
the Ladies. as they will ſuffer my'companion aud. me to beat 
Arms, which were fozbidden by the Damoſels Knight, untill 
the Ladies of your Court have pardoned the imurg, which wes 
— to the Danioſei, whom this; Ruigbt dy his hardineſſe 
tok from us. Nr 

J pꝛomiſe you my friend (ſaid the Ring) my god wilt is ſo 
ſlender in this caſe, as vou ſhall teceive no favour by my aid. 
The Knight noting the Kings anſwer, deſireth the Ques that 
it might ſtand with her pleaſurt to command her Ladies, ta en, 
tertain them into theit favourable: udgementst and they mould 
ſo witneſſes their godaſt dien, towards them that don ay 
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they lived; they would be ready to ſpend their lives ko; them · 
The Queen had not the leiſure to make them any anſwer » 
becauſe the knight that would have carrryed awap Arlencea , 
came andhymbled/himlelf on his knees befoze the Ladies, de» 
clarinig to them how the DamoſelsKnight had commanded him, 
to come and render himſelf to their mercy, without which, hee 
would not permit that he ſhould wear Armoz any moze, the 
conceit-thereof was ſo grievous to him, as he to the har dineſle 
to treat the Quen to alliſt him in his fute : whereto the re- 
turned this anſwer, - ''' a 

It ſEmeth to mee, that the Ladies ok my Court remain 
great ly indebted to the Damoſels knight, ko whoſe ſake J will 
not ſem to hinder poi, dut commit you all thze to their diſcre» 
tons, to-whom yd are ſeut. The Knight which had laſt of all 
den vered his meſſage; no ſoner beheld the other two, but her 
pieſentiy knew them: the one was called Ferrobreck, and the 
other Geneatorr,they being both diſcended of a Gyants race the 
light of them cauſed him not to take his miſ-foztune lo heavily, 
as he did all the white befosze. 

The Ladies — 1m Ba pleaſure of the Queen, con⸗ 
cluded ko 1 them leave to wear their Armoz, warning them 
en peril of their lives, not to ule them in any places, where 
Ladies oz Damoſels ſhould be infured , but to paſſe on and let 
them alone, whether the cauſe were juſt oz unjuft, they ſhould 
not infermedvle withal. | 

This charge ſeemed very unfriendly to the Knights, but they 
dirff not fem to dillike thereof: whereupon they were conſtrain⸗ 
ed toallow of their ſentence, afterward they twk leave and de⸗ 
parted from the Court. 

A god ſpact'it was, befoze any moze tydings came to the 
Spaniſh Court of the Damoſels Knight, but at length thz& 
Knights Armed very bzavely- arrived at the Palace, about the 
Evening tide, the Bing, the Queen, and the Ladies, being walk- 
ing in a fair Gillery, the pzofpect whereof was ont into the 
Court. where they might behold theſe thze knights, whoſent 
an Eſquire, ts declare their Mills to Ring Recinde. 

The arrival of the Eſquire, cauſed many to affemble info 
the 
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the Gallery, where the Eſquire being come befoze the Ving,he 
humbled himſelf on his knees with theſe wozds. ,Kenowned 
Paince, theſe thz& ſtrange Knights, commanded. mee. to let 
yourPÞighneſſe underſtand, that they bave travelled a long time, 
in the ſervice of the thꝛe Daughters af Galiaſter, Duke of Ar- 
ragon, who were judged fair in the eyes of theſe th Knights, 
albeit they were found very falſe in their love. Foz they (after 
they had long time entertained theſe Knights as chief ok theix 
affections) were marryed unto-thz& other Gentlemen, who 
were bzought up in their Fathers Court, and with theſerecei⸗ 
ved great contentment, not conſidering the offence they have 
committed, in being ſo fozgetful of their own hono}, as to mar⸗ 
ry with ſuch as beſæmed not their degrees. 

Theſe thꝛeꝛ Knights are ſo highly. offended - hereat, as they 
have concluded never to eſpouſe any other Damolels, but qti« 
ly ſuch, as being weary of their own lervants, will vouchſafe.to 
admit them entertainment. But if any ſach as are fo2ſaken of 
their Ladies, ſhall alledge, that this change is not equal, theſe 
the Knights will juſtifie the tryal thereof againſt them by 
Combate, | 1 

Aud becauſe theſe Ladies may favour them in their demands, 
without any pzejudice totheir renown : J will declare to pou 
the eſtates of theſe Knights. The firſt is named Luſtramar , 
the eldeſt Son to the Barqueſſe Aſtramor, The ſecond is cal- 


led Arpian, Son to the Duke of Archeſte, The third is Gra- 


dian, the Count of Artaſia: they do altogether humbly deſire 
theſe Ladies (by your Mighneſſes licence) that they would ſhe w 
their god wills unto them, betauſe they are ſo defirous to make 
known to them. the haughty valour of their invincible ſtomacks: 
koꝛ here will they abide all this dap, in the ſame manner as you 
lee to make p2wf of Arms againſt their amozous ſervants. 

But if it ſo fall out, that they find the Ladies ot this Court 
moze deſirous to kep their old Servants, then to entertain 
theſe ſo newly come, they will be content to depart hence, even 
as they came hither, and being once gone from- hence, they 
will viſit moſt of the Pzinces Courts in Chzſtendome, ta try it 
Foxtune will be ſo favourable to them, as to knit up their — 
ue 
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neft defires to their contentment. Ring Recinde was greatly 
abached at this ſudden news, and the Knights were moved much 
at this adventure, eſperially, regarding the eſtates of them that 
would Combate foz their Ladies: and fo2 them thus much J 
can ſay, that there were many among them, who would gladly 
have kozſaken their old favoured ſervants, on condition they 
might marry with thele thꝛer noble Princes. 

The King and Qucen allowing well their wozthy enter⸗ 

zize, they ſtayed a great While, lwking when ſome one knight 
oz other of the Court, would be ſo venturous as ts deal with 
them: but ſ&ing none would come, they pzepared themſelves 
- depart, at the very inſtant as the Damoſels Knight arrived 
tyere, 

This valiant and renowned Knight was no ſwner eſpyed, but 
they that knew him, came and met him, letting him underſfand 
the enterp2ize of the ther ſtrange Knights: which being re⸗ 
hearſed to him, the Damoſels received very much joy thereaf , 
fo2 that they being weary of him, and hope to depart with theſe 
thze Knights, and the Pꝛince underſtanding their intents , 
ſaid unto them, Pou ſhall now do what your ſelves imagine cx: 
pedient,and J will recompence my ſelf by theſe means on theſe 
thze Knights ,fo2 the great travel A have taken daily in pour 
ſervice. J have been ſo greatly deceived in your love (ſatd Ar- 
teſia) as J am content to change pour company, And we are 
of the ſame mind (ſaid they, whom he had won from the Knights 
in the Fozreft) upon this, he ſent them to the thzee Knights, 
(who were pꝛeparing themſelves to the Juſt) and willed them 
to come and deliver them out of his hands, who would compel 
them to ay in his company. 

J fear me (quoth the King) that theſe Knights will not at⸗ 
tain the chief sf their enterp2tze, againſt the hardy Damoſels 
Knight. Arteſia and her companions fozſok the company of 
Arlencea,and put themſelues a part from them: which the La. 
dies of the Court perceiving, they could not chuſe but marvel 
thereat, knowing very well the pꝛowelle of the Knight that had 
conducted them, Some judged the occaſion, to be the Dams. 
lels deſire of themſelves, that they might be at their own liber⸗ 
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ty: others reputed the cauſe to ſome unfaithfulneſſe they had 
found in their Rnight, | * 

Gradian ſcing the day waſte a pate, twk the hardineſle to ad. 
vance himſelf kozth firſt, making how of the Juſt: which the 
Damoſelg Knight beholding, be gave his Pozſe the Spurs and 
encountredGradian with ſo great fozce,as be made him fetch an 
errand on the ground: then he came to Arteſia with theſe wazds, 

It is neceſſary that once again you come and obey that 7 
ſhall command You, Then he received another Lance, that one 
of the Rings Pages bꝛought him, and with it he unhozſed Ar- 
pian, becauſe he had not learned to ſit faſt in his Saddle. Luſtra- 
mar was very angry at the milſ-foztune of his friends, wheres 
foze he encountredthe Damoſels Knight ſo noblp, as he cauſed 
him to fozſake one of his ſfirrsps, but himſeif was ſent to keep 
bis fellows company, 

Theſe tha Knights, ſ&ing the diſhonour they had received 
in the Juſt, offered to try the Combate with the Swozd, and 
chiefly Luſtramar did ſeem moſt deſirous of it: but the Damolels 
Knight excuſed himſelf,ſeing the dap departing ſo ſpedily and 
the darke night ready to overcharge -them, yet would not Lu- 
ſtramar be content with his. anſwer, which when Poliphemia 
perceived, the came unto him with theſe wozds. 


J pꝛay pou (Sir Knight) conteut your ſelf, and ſens fur 
ther occaſions at this time,foz Haſfure-yon,- that our guide is 


ſo little wont to be conquered;'as they that deal with him, are 


very well contented (having felt him indeed) to put un the foyl 


of a fall. habe found ſo ſmall aſſurance(anſwered-Luſiramar) 
in Wowens woꝛds, as (fo pour counſe ) J will nat fozbear to 


follow my enterpzize. Then J pꝛemiſe you (ſaid Arteſia) pon 


mill not boaſt of pour bargain in the end. 

TAbile theſe two Knights prepared: themfelde 
bate, King R<-cinde(being deſirous to knomthe Damoſels Kt.) 
came himſelf to the place, where theſe two Knights were of- 


fering to charge one another, then he canſed them:tobe parted, 
aud they all kour were very honourably brought into thePalace; ' 


The Damoſels Knicht humbly faluted the Queen; and hav⸗ 


ing taken oft his Helmet, her kne led down to kille her hand: 


but 
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but the King (who knew him pzelently)imb2aced him very lov« 
ingly, ſpeaking thus to the Queen, Madam, J pꝛay You to make 
god account of the deeds of honour. you have received by this 
Knight, foz he hath finiſhed as rare adventures as ever did any: 
aſſuring vou, that he is Pꝛince Florian of the Forreſt, others 
- wiſe called the Knight of the Savage man, Son to the Pzince 
Don Edoard, and the Pꝛinteſſe Flerida your great friends, The 
Quen hearing theſe wozds, tok him up in her Arms, and im 
bꝛacing him verpgraciouſly.charged him with his great diſcours 
teſie, when he paſſed by the Court, and would not ſuffer himſelf 
to be known, | 

Luſtramar and his companions, knowinc that he which had 
vanquiſhed them, was the noble Rnight of the Savage man, 
they made no account of the foyl they had received: but on the 
next mozning when they departed thence, they deſired the Pz. 
to eſteem of them as his unkained friends, | 

Two dates after, the Knight of the Savage man, was veſts 
rous to leave the Court of Spain, whereupon he took his leave 
of the King and Queen, leaving Silviana there in the Court, 
becauſe ſhe was well known, as alſo Arteſia, and her compaui⸗ 
ons, who wept at their parting, foz the loſle of that they could 
not recover again, The Queen tok her leave friendly of the 
Gpyanteſſe Arlencea, becavſe Pzince Flotian did make ſo god 
account of her, and Ring Recinde bzought them fozth of the 
City, where taking a courteous fare wel on all fides, with chars 
ging him to do his commendation to the Emperoz, and his chiles 
dꝛen in the Emperozs Court, the Ring returned again into the 
Citp, and the Pꝛince rode on his journey.

ing his device inthe Shield * man ſtill, becauſe he 
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had greater delight therein, then in any other: in this manner 
he travelled atchieving many rare and ſtugular adventures, 
which (foz bzevities l. ke) J let paſſe, becauſe they were, not of 
ſuch impo2:ance, as to be placed among his other Knightly 
dckds. After he had csaſted thzough divers Countries, it was 
his foztune at length to arrive in a plesſant Ualley,cven there 
where the Calle of the Pꝛinceſſe Arnalteſtod ; ſhe being rid as 
bzoad, on hunting, as allo to ſæ aCombate fought between Dro- 
g. lant, the Son of Drapos, and another Knight, that would 
not confeſſe the Pꝛinceſſe Acoalce to be the faireſt Lady on the 
earth. And J aſſure you, that the pzeſence of Arnalte gave ſuch 
encouragement to Drogalant, as he vanquiſhed his adverſary , 
without any great endamagement of perſon 02 Armour: which 
was of Azure colour, and bearing in his Shield the ſame deviſe 
which Miragarda had enjoyned him, when he came ith the 
Piinceſſe to the Caſtle of Aimarol, where he loſt the hononr 
of the day, and upon which occaſion Arnalte did greatly ſtomack 
him. But the Kuight being beautiful, gractous, and often foz⸗ 
funate in tryal of adventures, continued in ſuch earneft affection 
ofſervice to her, as ſhe in the end began to favour his courteous 
deds, With moze regard then ſhe had done befo2e, 

But returning to the Knight of the Savage man, whom the 
Pzincelle (being in company with her Damoſels) had el⸗ 
pyed coming a far off: whereupon-ſhe came to Drogalant, and 
Kraciouſſy ſaluting him, ſhe Cid, Behold; here comes the onelp 
man in the Wold, who is mp crueb enemy and of whom J de- 
fire to be ſeverely revenged: ther ekoꝛe, / my eſpecial god friend) 
J defire now to fee the verp utmoſt of pour redoubted behavte 
our. And if Foztune regard pou with ſuch hardinc ſſe, as pou 
enjop no danger in the fight, J will not fail to recompence you 
in {uch (ozt, as you ſhall be thoꝛswly ſatisfied and contented, 

The pzomife which pou make me (ſaid Drogalan:) is of 
ſuch eſtimation in my thoughts, as pour wozd is able to aſſure 
mee the victozy. albeit Foztune ſhould ſem to ſet her ſelf a- 
gatnſfme, And perſwade your ſelf, that it is unpoſſible fo 
me to be vanquiſhed, if you continue mee in pour acceptable fa- 
vour ; in hope whereok, J will. not onely enter the 3 
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with the Knight (foz the deſire A have to revenge pour wrong) 
but J will likewiſe depzive -him of his Ladies, yea, and of his 
life, if it ſhall like pou ſo to command mee, -- 

While Drogalant ſpent other amozous ſpxches- with the 
Lady and Miſtreſſe of his conquered thoughts. the Knight of 
the Savage man and his company, came to the place where they 
ſtayed, then Drogalam (to content the humour of the Pꝛinceſſe) 
advanced himſelf kfozward With thele wozds. 

Sir Knight, Jam to tet you know, how pou. are atrived in 
the place, where it is thought meet that you make tryal of mp 
valour, which you ſhall ftnd of ſuch authozitp, as will eukozce 
you to obey the commandement of this Pꝛinceſſe: whom J 
will cauſe you to confeſſe, that ſhe is the faireſt Lady living on 
the earth, and is beſt woꝛthy ol Knightly ſervice. And when 7 
have diſpopled you of pour Armour, you ſhall go and ſubmit your 
ſelf to this my Lady and Miſtt eſſe Arnaſte, the Pꝛinceſſe of 
Navarre, who ſhall accept into her ſervice thaſe Damoſels in 
your company, becauſe we pity ta \ſ& you ſo overcharged: wheres 
to Pzince Florian thus replyed. 

Tf the Pꝛinceſſe of Navarre (my friend) be ſo deſirous to be 
ferved with my Damoſels, it is very great ſhame to vou, that 
you have not ſought me befoze this pꝛeſent, fox yow might have 
found me better acquainted with the Damoſels, then J am 
now, and by whom the Pzinceſfe Arnalte might have received 
far moze honour : but as fc: theſe, whichare with me, J think 
J hall defend them well enough from comming in her ſervice, 
Mozeover, ik J houtd be lo impudent' as to confeſſe the karge 
title pou have made of her, J ſhould imagine my ſelf depzived 
of my wits : fo2 J am (myſelf) the ſervant of ſucha gracious 
Lady, as the Pꝛinceſſe Arnalte may no way equal in beauty) 
and that J ſhall make you confeſſe befoze J depart. 

Drogalant being offended to hear the wozds of the Rnight 
of the Savage man, tak a ſtrong Lance from his Eſquire, and 
bowing himlelf to the Pꝛinceſſe to aſſiſt him with her favour, 
he bꝛoached his hozfe againſt the Pzince, who.like wiſe p2epared 

mſe lt to the Juſt : and they encountred together ſo valiantlp, 
as Drogalant bzeaking his * on the Knight of. the Sa-

who p2eſentiy unarmed him, and conveyed him into the Caftle 
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Lage! mans Shield; lifted him upon the crupper of his Hale; 
ut Dr 


lanc-himſelf was caſt fozth of his Saddle. Upon this 
Pꝛince Florian caſt himſelf from his Pozſe, and Drogalant ha- 
ving recovered his fæt, they began to charge one another furi- 
ouſly, fox Drogalant intended to accompliſh his pꝛomile, oz her 
would fight till the Knight of the Savage man were depzived 
ok his like. 

But he found himſelf greatly deceived, fo2 the noble Florian 
handled him in ſuch ſozt, as the Pzinceſſe Arnalte well percei⸗ 
ved, that the ftrengthof her Knight began to fail, and no mar⸗ 
vel, fo2 he was grievouſly wounded in many places: whereat 
the Rnight of the Savage man was greatly offended, And fear- 
ing he ſhould kill him out-right, he pauſed a while, becauſe her 


would ſuffer him to take bzeath, when, her defired him to give 


over the Combate, and return to the paſſage which he had en⸗ 
terp2ized to guard: but Drogalant gave him this an{wer. Pour 
counſel (Sir Knight) were neceſſary to be followed, if I made 
mo2e account of my life, then the honour of the fight ; therefo2e 
7 let you underſtand, that J intend not to give over the Com: 
bate. Then began they the Combat afreſh, wounding one anos 
ther ſocrueily, as Arnalte and the Damolels did greatly pitp 
to ſe& theRninhts ſo cruelly bent, that their blod altered the 
colour of the graſſe where they fought ; in the end Drogalant 


not able to cndure any longer, fell down at the Knight ol the 


Savage mans ft, ta whom the Pꝛinceſs came pteſently,fearing 
he would cut off the head of her friend, ſhe ſpake to him in this 
manner, | 

J pꝛay you (Sir Knight) do not take bis life from him, con- 
ſidering, the victo}y is ſufficient fox an Honozable mind. I pꝛo⸗ 
miſe yon Madam (ſaid the Knight of the Savage man) J will 


not hold mp hands, without he retant his fozmer woꝛds, 02-pou 
pꝛomile mee a guift that J intend to demand of pou, J pꝛay pou 


(ſaid Arnalce) let him riſe, ko J am content to grant what ex 
ver vou requeſt, provided alwaies, that you tem not to im- 
peach mine honour. Then the Knight of the Savage man gave 


Drogalant into the hauds of the PzinceſſeArnalraes Damoſels, 
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fo have his wounds d2effy the danger whereof was not ſo grie⸗ 
vous to him, as the conceit of his mind, becauſe her was again 
conqueredin the er of his Lady. 

The Knight of the Savage wan lodged without the Eaffle 
CArnalte now thinking, that ſhe ſhould never be revenged on 
him) and there he ſojotirned th} dates, at the end whereof. he 
came to take his farewel of her: and fiuding her in Pꝛince Dro- 
galancs Chamber, he fell in conference with her, ſhe rep2oving * 
him, fo2 the fmall account he ſemed to have of her, whercupon 
he made her this anſwer, : 

Madam, if you were as firm and conſtant, as you are both 
kind and beautiful (which is a thing moſt neceſſary iy you) J 
durſt warrant you, that pour Knights could not be convicted in 
this manner: beſide, there | fon Rnight, but would willingly 
jopn with them in doing you ſervice : and J aſſure pou, that had 
you not offered to compel me againſt my will. J would willing: 
ly have granted pour own defire, ſo deſirous Jam to do fair 
Ladies ſervice, remembying alwaies that ſuch os von are, ought 
to be well eſtæmed and not fozccotten, And pet underſtand, that 
J have been both in the Court of England and Spain, which are 
not alittle renowned by the beauty of fair Ladies, that there 
are nouriſhed, Likewiſe J have ſeu Florenda, Daughter to 
Arnedes the King of France, whoſe beauty is honoured of a 
great many ; but ſhe whom pour Champion named, and thoſe 
that J have rehearſed to you my ſelf, may not compare with the 
Ladies of the Emperoz Palmerins Court. 

There have Aten Gridonia, Polinarda, Leonarda , Pꝛin⸗ 
cefſe of Thrace,andSidelia,Daughter to RingTarnacs of Lace- 
demonia. A have ſenalſs the Princeſfſe Targiana» Daughter 
to the great Turke, foʒ whokelove Albayzer the Soldan of Ba- 
bilon, hath fuffered very dangerous travels: all thefe (in my 
ſudgement) are highly advanced in beauty beyond you, and ſo it 
wikl be granted of any, that is not weddey in affection towards 
111 | 

But let it not offend you, that J ſpeak'plainly, it is pour 
critelty and pꝛide together,that-voth ſo deface pour title of beau; 
ty, which you cannot deny pour ſelf, making lo light account as 

you 
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you do of ſir Drogalant, not remembzing that her is a wozthy 
Rt. and Sou to one of the mult valiant Pzinces on the earth. 

It this tryal is not ſufficient to cauſe you love him-faith- 
fully, truſt me, J muſt needs ſap, that he hath put himſelf in 
danger, foz an unfaithfull perſon, whom neither knightly boun⸗ 
ty, np2 regard of her own duty hath 2 to move. In reſpect 
therefoze that pou made mee pzomile to grant what A requeſ- 
ed my deſire is, that in recompence of his noble deſerts, you 
would accept of him as your Lozd and Mus band: ſo ſhall you 
both fulfil your pꝛomiſe to mer, and accompliſh the commands 

ment. which the King pour Father charged pon ſhould fulfill ; 
' Inowerpec pour anſwer, to ſ& if a man ſhould build any aſ- 
ſurance of pour wozd, Sir Knight (ſaid Arnalte) do mee the 
favour to tell mee firſt who you are, and afterward, J will do 
my god will toſatisfie pour requeſt. 

The knowledge of mee fair Lady (ſaid the Rnight of the Sa- 
vage man) ſhall be no hindzance to the matter, therefoze J 
advertiſe Page that J am called Florian of the Forreſt, Son to 
Don Edoard, the Engliſh Þzince,andFlerida Daughter to the 
 Emperoz Palmerin. Drogalant hearing theſe woꝛds, ſpake thus, 

Ik in the victo2p pou have obtained (Sir Knight) J ſhould 
lole nothing elſe, but the reputation of a god Knight, J could 
not be any jot offended, being vanquiſhed at his hands, who al - 
wates returneth from the Combate conquerour : but ſ&ing A 
am fruſtrate of the hope that ſhould peild me content, J cannot 
chuſe but complain on foztune, who hath cauſed mee fall into ſo 
great perplerity. 

Arnalte, underſtanding that the Knight of the Savage man, 
was the Son ok the noble Pꝛince Don Edoard, ſhe began to 

bluſh, remembzing-what had paſſed. between her and him, and 
very deſirous ſhe was to match with him in marriage, but ſ&. 
ing ſhe might not do as ſhe would, ſhe contented her ſelf with his 
requeſt, declaring her mind in this manner. I did not think (ſir 
Knight) that he which could ſo nobly vanquih the enterpꝛize of 
- Rnights, would ſtudy and pꝛactiſe how to deceive. pz ſimple 
Women, nevertheleſſe the behaviour of Pzince Drogalant en. 
foxceth me to obep pour deſire, Upon this eh” ry 
in 
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within one pear, you and he ſhall bzing mer to the Court of the 
Emperour Palmerin, as well foz the unfained reverence J bear 
to his Pajeſty,as alſo to be acquainted with thoſe gracious Las 
dies which vou have named. 

God fozbid Madam (ſaid the Knight of the Savage man) but 
F ſhould agree to this lawful requeſt, and the rather, becauſe 
IJ know pour pꝛeſence will greatly honour the Emperours 
Court, Then Florian offered fo kiſſe the Pꝛinceſſe Arnaltes 
hand, but ſhe imbzaced him verp courteouſly, and Drogalant 
would have humbled himſelf at his feet, but he would not ſaffer 
him to riſe from his bed, koꝛ he made ſuch eſtimation ok him, as 
he ſent foz the chief governours of the Realm: who having 
knowledge of the Knight of the Savage man, judged the mare 
riage ofDrogalant and the Pꝛinceſſe to be accoꝛding as it ought, 
and to do them the greater honour, the Pꝛince Florian cauſed 
the marriage to be ſolemnized p2eſently in the Caſtle. 

Dn the next mozniag, he came to take his leave of J9zince 
Drogalant, and Qucn Arnalte, to whom having made pꝛomiſe, 
that he would not kaik to accompany them to the @mperours 
Court, he tok his way on his journey, where wee will kozſake 
him a while, and ſpeak ſomewhat of Pꝛince Albay zer.

How Prince Albayzer embarked himſelf, to (ail into Twrkie 
after he had preſented himſelf ro the Princeſſe of Thrace, 
AST the Soldan of Babilon, was deſirgus to leave the 

King of Spains Court, thꝛæ daies after ha had tryed the 
Jult againſt the noble Pzince Florian of the Forreſt, and tak» 
ing hisfarewel of the King the Queen, the Ladies, and thoſe 
Knights of the Court, who were his friends, he ſet fozward on 
his way, accompanied with two Eſquires, making ſuch ſperdy 
haſte as it was not long bekoze he attained to the City of Con- 
ſtantinople. 

Then coming to the Palace, with a very proud and ſkately 
jeſfure, he entred the Chamber of Pꝛeſence, where he found 
the Emperour, the Empzelle and her Ladies, beſide the chie* 
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W2inces and Knights of the Court: he making no reverence 
to any, ſtod viewing among the Ladies (whom he had ſeen be⸗ 
foze)which of them he might repute fo2 the Pꝛinceſle of I brace. 
At laſt, judging her to be the Pꝛinceſſe, that ſate next unto the 
fair Polinarda, he came befoze her, and kneeling down ſaluted 
her with theſe ſpeches. 

Madam, at the very inſtaut J was about to depart from the 
Ring of 5pains Court, a Knight arrived there, being accompa⸗ 
nied with nine Damoſels, and he trying the Juſts with the moſt 
redoubted Knights of the Court, unhozſed them bzavely one 
after another. The ſight thereof made mee deſirous to hazard 
my foztune, but ſuch was mp ill hap, that he ſerved m& as hee + 
had done the other Knichts ; aud having thus conquered mer, he 
enfozccd mee to make my faithful pzomiſe, that J would come 
and ſubmit my ſelf bekoze pou, & declare the meſſage he would 
command me, fo2 the condition was ſo made on either part 
when we began the Juſt. This Knight charged mee to {ay un⸗ 
ta you, that it was no ſmall griefuuts him, fince foztune would 
not-p2eſent him with any eſpecial occaſion, whereby he might 
declare the god will he bare pon: nevertheleſle, he deſired pou 
very humbly, that you would make acceptance of this his firſt 
ſervice : though it be not of lo great eſtimation as your ſingula⸗ 
rity deſerves. And now A remain to know, in what cauſe it 
{hall like you to implop mee, that J may do you fervice, Albay- 
zer being well known in the Emperours Court, great joy was 
made on all ſides foz his arrival, and the Emperoz himſelf was 
very well pleaſed, to ſæ him come in lo god diſpoſition, fo2 the 
Kod regard he Md of the Pꝛinceſſe Targiana his Lady, whoſe 
vertuons deſerts had bound him to be very careful of Albayzers 
health, p2oſperity, and ſafe deliverauce, | 

The Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace aroſe and taking Albayzer by the 
hand, ſpake thus unto him: J pzap you (Sir Albayzer) to do 
what it ſhall pleaſe the Emperoz tocommand pon, which J 
fudge Hall be nothing hurtful unts you, ſeing the great deſire 
he hath to re ſoyce the Pzinceſſe Targiana with pour pzeſence, 

Albayzer tok in very god part the gentleneſſe which the 
Pzinceſle of Thrace uſed towards him, and having gion her 
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hearty thanks foz het courtefle, he came and ſaluted the Ems 
p2eſſe, and the Pꝛinceſſe Gridonia, after he came to the Ems 
perour, who taking him in his arms, entred into theſe ſpeeches, 

J am aſſured (Sir Albayzer) that the Soldan Olorique. pour 
Father , received moze contentment when J imbzaced him 
then J can do: pet am I deſirous to do you all the Honour I can, 
as well fo2 the friendſhip J bear to your Father, as to recom⸗ 
pence ſome part of the great courteſte, which J have received 
by the Pꝛinceſle Targiana, your eſpouſed Lady, who may come 
mand any thing ſhe ſhall think god in my Court, and J am ſozry 
that you cannot perſwade pour ſelf, you may do as much. 

My gracious Lozd (anſwered Albayzer) J am not of ſo fims 
ple underſkanding but J can well perceive what great honour 
you havealwaies affozded nie: but pet J cannot foꝛget the 
ſhame J received here in pour Court, when J was vanquifhed; 
and likewiſe, how yon have not done juſtice to Pzince Florian, 
fo2 the in furp he offered to Pꝛinceſſe Targiana,albeit the great 
Turk her Father requeſted it at your hands, which is no moze 
but right and juſtice, and which pou dailp permit to everp one, 
but kindzed pꝛevaileth ſo in you towards him, as von will not 
hear what juſtice calleth ſo, 

IJ ſ& well then (laid the Emperour) that reaſon cannot pꝛe⸗ 
vail with you, J certifie you once moze pet that the Pyinceſſe 
Targiana came hither moze on her own god will, then com: 
pelled oz enfozced thereto by Florian of the Forreſt, my nephew. 
But referring this talke, becauſe it is not to be uſed among 
friends, J pap you imagine pour ſelf welcome, and go reſt pour 
ſelf in pour Chamber, while the Gallyes bee provided which 
have expected here yonr coming, ſince my Son Polendos and 
the other Knights arrived at Conſtantinople, My Lo2d(ſaid 
Albayzer) J tak? the time ſo commodious fo2 mee now fo ſail , 
as J will not loſe ſo god oppoztunitp and therefoze J intend 
to ſtay no longer in this Country. Even as pleaſe you fo that 
(ſaid the Empetoz) it is not met that J ſhould viſfwade him 
that is ſo reſolute, 

The Ambaſſador (who had ſtaped there all this while) came 
very reverently tothe Pzince Albayzer, and told him the Gal: 
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lies were ready, the Sea in god caſe , and the wind very well 
foz their voyage, Pꝛince Albayzer twk his leave of the 
Emptroz, the Empzelle and her Ladies, and being accompanied 
with the Pzinces, brimalcon, Poleados, Belcar, the Gpant 
Dramauſiand, and others, they came ts the Pozt where the Gals 
lyes lap: but the Gpant Dramuſiand, ſœing the ſmall account 
Albayzer made of the Pzinces that bare him company, he ſpake 
unto him in this manner. J & well Albayzer, that the Em⸗ 
perour is wozthy to be blamed, koz ſhewing hanour to ſuch an 
unthankful perſon as pou are, who (ems not to regard Prince 
Primeon, he (at his Fathers requeſt) coming to grace por 
with his company,albeit he needed not to abaſe himſelf ſo much. 

Tuch Sir (anſwered Albayzer) it is long ſince J knew the 
ſmall gad will thou couldeſt allow mer, but this J tell the, that 
a noble mind dildaineth familtarity to them, whom he account 
eth foꝛ his bitter enemies, and thus thou map perſwade thy ſelf, 
that J am an enemp to all of the Emperours Court, and ſo 
thou mapeſt tell him from mee: wherefoze then ſhould Jule as 
ny courteſie to Pꝛince Pcimaleon, ta whom J will hew the ves 
ry wozit J can, TWherefoze (Sir Dramulſiand) grieve not to 
ſe me bchave my [elf as J do, among mine enemies, koz J p20- 
mile pou, J will return with as much expedition as J can, to 
witnefle befo2e the Walls of this City, that whioh J have at 
this hour in my mind, | 

J could wiſh (ſaid Dramuſiand) that thou hadſt ben where 
thou wouldeſt be, and wert returned hither again, that J might 
revenge the injurp thou dideſt me, when thou waſt ſo bold, as 
to carry away the ſhield of the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda; Albayzer 
was a bout to make him anſwer, but Pꝛince Primaleon tok 
Dramultand by the hand, and with the other Knights returned 
to the Palace, where thepgave the Empero2 to underſtand , 
What god will Prince Albayzer bare him. The Gallyes be⸗ 
ing lanched into the dep, the Marriners hoyſed their ſails, havs 


ing their Wind ſo at will, as in ſhozt time they reached the 
great Caire, where the great Turk made his abode, he judged that 
the Empertur Palmer in would be offended, fo2 the bad enters. 


tainment he gave his Knights. 
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But when he had knowledge of the arrival of the Galleps, 
he was ſo joyful, as he came himſelf to recewe the Pꝛince at 
the Haven, being not deſirons to queſtion of the Emperozs ho⸗ 
neft uſage towards him,fo2 then he feared leſt his oWk intent of 
treaſon would tepꝛove him. 

Albayzer remained a certain time in the great Turks Court, 
attending the coming of the pꝛincipal eſtates of Babilon, whom 
he would have there pꝛeſent at the ſecond ſolemuizing of his 
marriage, which was honoured with the pzeſence ok the Soldan 
of Perſia, the King of Bythinia, the Ring of Gaſplia, the King

CHAP, XXXI. 
Of that which happened to the Knight of the Tiger after hee 
was departed from the Perillaus Iſie, taking bis journey to- 
wards the City of Conſtantinople, 


'T ve Knight of the Tiger, (of whom our Piſtozp hath been 
filent a long-time)entred the Foiſt with Argentao (the go. 
vernour of the Protouad Iſle) at what time the ind was ſo 
contrary, as he was kain to take Landing in the ſame Tſe , 
where he {ojourned fo2 certain daies, at the earneſt impoztunity 
of the inhabitants, who could think themſelves never enough 
{atisfied with his company : but yet the long deſire he had to ler 
the City of Conſtantinople, made him imagine the time to 
tedious till he came thither, At length (with much a doe) hee 
departed thence in a Galley, accompanied with his friend Sil- 
vlan, being in a new Armour which he cauſed to be made inthe 
Profound Hle, but keping his deviſe of the Golden Tyger, which 
was renowned thzough allCountries in Chziſtendome: having. 
Cailed a long time; he came at laſt to the Coaſt of Scotland, 
where his mind ſerved him well to go on ſhoze, 
After he had travelled thꝛe dates in that Country, he came 
F 3 into 
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into a godly Ualley, along the middeſt thereof was a great Ni- 
ver, and not far off, he beheld a fair houſe ſtanding on the Kiver 
ſide, having a b2zidge foꝛ pallage to it, the which was kept by a 
Knight in green Armour, who bare in his ſhield a white Bull, 
which deviſe made hiin laleck that it ſhoutd be his Pzether 
Pompides. 

On the other ſide the bꝛidge, which crolled over another part 
of the River, he eſpyed another Knight, who ſeemed as hardy 
a man as the Knight of the Bull, being in very rich Armour, 
and he might not pale the Bꝛidge, without he did firſt Combat 
with bim that defended it: as koz him that would not endure 
the fight, he mult yeild himſelt to Armiſia the King of cots 
Daughter, to whom the houſe belonged. This ſtrange Rnight 
attending while the other got on Yozſeback. he put his foztune 
in trpal to ſet at liberty the paſſage. but he tatled in his intent 
as pou ſhall hear hereafter and rendzed himſelf to the mercy of 
Armiſia : who oꝛdained the cuſtome to this end that ſhe might 
have her houſe furniſhed with Knights of god courage. whereof 
ſhe knew the ſhould get a number, becauſe this paſſage was one 
of the chiefeſt in all Scotland, and none could get ts theother 
ſid? of the River, without they paſſed at this bzidge, which was 
ſo large, as four Knights might eaſily Combate thereon, and 
it was lo well fenced on either fide, a5 they could not be in dans 
ger of the River while they keughe the Combate. 

The Knight of the Tiger ſtayed a while, to ſœ the end of the 
Combate between theſe Knights, and viewing well the knight 
of the Bull. who had liftev up the Bever of his Helmet, (to 
(peak to a Damoſel which ſtod lwling forth at a Window) he 
was thea perfectly perCwanded, that it was his Bzother Poms 
pid es, who having concluded his familiar talke with the Das 
moſel. tak his Lance, and came further kozth upon the bridge, 
whereupon the ſtrange Knight ſpake to him in this manner, 

I fear mee (Sir Knight) that we ſhall be hindzed by the 
night which dꝛaweth faſt upon us, befoze wee can make an end 
of our Combate, whereto 7 ſ& you pzepare your ſelf, onelp to 
witueſſe pour ſervice to the Damoſel in the Utindow, What 
is that material to pou ſir - (ſaid the Knight of the Bull) if foz 
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her lake J enterpꝛize the fight, doubt not you but J will be as 
god ag my pꝛomiſe. 

So without any mo2e wozds, they ran together verp coltras 
ciouſly, and after they had bzoken their Lances, they met ſo 
fiercely with their bodies, as they fell both befive their Hozſes, 
to the ground. ; 

When they had recovered themlelves, they dzew their 
Swoꝛds, wherewith they fought a very doubtful and dangerous 
Combate, the advantage whereof fell to the Knight of the Bull, 
yet not ſo eaſily, but he was as glad to reſt himlelf as his enemy: 
which when he perceived. he leaned himſelf againff the Wall, 
giving theſe ſperches to the ſtrange Knight.

Dir Knight, J know as well as you, what profit oz danger 
can come fo me, if J ſhoulddo as You perſwade mee, therefoze 
I Pay you let this talke paſſe, and let us end what we have 

egun. 

And ſo without attending any anſwer, he began to charge the 
Knigbt of the ull again, who enterfained him in ſuch ſozt, as 
in ſhoꝛt time he felt Himſelf to fe ble, to re ſiſt the hardy ſtrokes 
his enemy gave him, ſs that in the end, being unable to continue 
any longer, he had loſt ſo much blood, that be fell down befoze 
the Knight of the Bull, who taking off his Helmet ſpake unte 
him in this manner. 8 

Pou ſhall under ſtand now (Sir Knight) that becauſe pon 
ſcozned to follow my counſel, you ſhall now whether pou will 
02 no) go ſubmit your felf to the Pzinceſſe Armiſia, and if you 
refuſe to do it, J will not fail to part pour head from peur ſhoul⸗ 
ders. J know not Sir (anſwered the ſtrange Knight) which of 
theſe two conditions J ſhould chule, wherewith you pꝛeſent 
mæ, 
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mee, ſo dangerous they both ſem to mer foꝛ J would moze wil: 
lingly receive nip death at pour hands then go ſubmit my ſelf 
to her, who can be pleaſcd with nothing elſe but adioyning mer 
a molt ſhameful death . 

The Knight of the Bull being ignoꝛant of the reaſon, why he 

keared ſo much to go render himſelf to the Pzinceſſe Armifia, 

delired that he would tell him his name. Truly Sir, (laid the 
ſtrange Knight) J intend not ſo much to ſatisft» your will ; fox 
it is pet ſome contentment to him that is vanquiſhed, when the 
conquerour hath no knowledge of him. 

The Knight of the Bull ling him ſo obſtinate, ſent his El. 
quire to the Pꝛincelle Armiſia, deſiring her, (if ſoit were her 
pleaſure) to grant this Knight his life. Armiſia who was al- 
wales very courteous to them that had any pꝛekerment in her 
favour, commanded one of her Damoſelsto go to the Knight of 
the Bull. and tell him that he ſhould give the Knight his life, 
after he had knowledge who he was.

The Knight of the Tyger marking her wozds, ſpake in this 
oꝛder ta his friend Siivian:J fre wel it is moze dangerous to fall 
into the hands of a Ttoman, who is deſirous of vengeance. then 
to deal with a hundzed god and hardy Knights. Mherekoze J 
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pap che tabe my hoxſe awhile; and A will go ſ&,if by my en⸗ 
treatance his life map be ſaved. Then came he to the Budge> 
and dcſirevthe Knight of the Bull that he would not; offer the 
Knight any moꝛe trueltꝝ:and turning to the Pzinceſſe Armiſia 
he ſaluted her with theſe ſperche ss. 

Madam, if auy ancient enmity cauſeth you to deſire the death 
of this Knight, J pꝛay pou admit to memozy that a Lady of ſo 
great calling as pouare, aught nat to be voyd of lenity and pittp, 
and chiefly at ſucha time, when peu have moſt power 80 exe⸗ 
cute the extremity of pour will. And if my reaſous be not ſut⸗ 
ficient to appeaſe your anger. I pꝛap you pet con der mich pour 
ſelf, that no per ſons uſe cruelty where they may ſhew pitty, but 
they repent themlelves after ward, when their cholozick man is 
over · blown and paſt. | 1 2: 

The honeſt and.vertuous language of the Knight of the Ty- 
ger, had not the power to move any pitty in the Pꝛinceſle Ar-

Y am well allured my gracious Lom, that the comfozt A re- 
ceived at this pzefent inſtant, will veface and ex tinguich all my 
fozmer miſhaps, Palmerin tek oft his helmet, and having im⸗ 
aced Pompides, began to perſmade him in god hope of his 
dy, who having no ſoner fop her anger, but ſbe repꝛo⸗ 
ved her ſelf of great unkindneffe, and then ſhe ſent to entreat 
Pompides that he would pat von her, and if ſv it were his plea- 
ſure, to bing the Knight into her honſe with him, whom cher 
ſawſo familiar with him. | ;

1 4 the Nuptials of Pompides were ſolemnized, to 
V the great contentment of the Ring of Scots, and his 
whole Realm. the Knight ofthe Tiger, tak his leave of the 
Ring; and the Pꝛinceſſe Armiſia, accompanied with his Bꝛo⸗ 
ther Pompides,:to whom (befoze he was embarked) he gave to 
underſtanding, the charge wherein all Pzinces were bound, that 
received ropal dignity, deſiving him very; earneſtly, ſince Foꝛ⸗ 
tune had bꝛought him to ſo great felicity, that he would uſe him: 
ſelf modeſtly and wiſely, becauſe koztune was is uncertain in 
her ſelf, that ſometime ſhe put thoſe perſons in greateſt fear , 
whom che had plared in moſt aſſurance , whereby ſhe letteth 
them under ſtand, that ſhe can quickly diſpoſſeſſe them of their

But to the end, pou may enjop pour dignity with moſt aſlu⸗ 
rance, J counſel you to entertain your ſubjects with amity, ads 
miniftring Juſtice rightlyunto them, which let bee done with 
do god zeal, ag it be not converted into rigour and cruelty, 
whereby port ſhall cauſe them to ſap, that their Governoz is be- 
come ty2annous and unmerciful to them. 

My Lozd, (anſwered Pompides) your woꝛds ſavoureth of ſo

ding in Hungaria. Then he hadpaſſed through divers places 
of the Country, it was his chance to arrive in a godly Fozreft, 
where at length he came to a very fair Fountain, which was 
covered with an Arke of marvailous ingentous woz'manſhip, 
and becafiſe the Meather was erceding hot, he alightedfo re- 
krech hiniſelf at this Fountain. Jn the mean while Silviau ſuf. 
fered his hozſesto graze in the paſture, and when the Prince 
had waſhed his hands and his face, he eſpyed a little from him 
down further in the Foreſt. a Damoſel running very ſpedily, 
with her hair hanging about her ſhoulders, and tearing her fair 
viſage with her nails, crying and weeping out of meaſure : at 
laſt che eſpyed the Knight of the Tyger, to whom ſhe came run. 
ning a great pace, and caſting her ſelf at his ftet, he remained 
fearfully loking about her a god while, having not the power 
to ſpeak one wozd, 

The Knight of the Tyger ſ&ing her perplexed caſe, began to 
pity her very much, and doubted leaſt hee that a 
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tHorld make pur ſute after her, he called foz his Helmet; which 
he had no ſoner claſped on his head, but he beheld coming the 
way that the Damoſel came, a Gyant very ſtrongly Armed, car 
rying in his hand a huge Mace, he ſlæing the Damoſel, had de⸗ 
manded ſuccour of the Knight of the 1 yger; ſpake unto her in 
this manner, Truſt mee Damolel, you betake pour ſelf to very

h& gave the Gyant ſuch a blow on the arm, as afterward he 
could hardly ſtrike to any great purpoſe, The Damoſelremains 
ing ſtill in extream fear, fo2 the cruel intreatance the Gyant 
had uſed to her, would have departed to hide her ſelf in the foz- 
reft, becanſe ſhe fudged the Knight of the T yger unable to ſubs 
due her enemp: which Silviao perceiving, came to her and 
connſelled her to ſ& the end of the Combat, whereupon ſhe gave 
him theſe wozds, F p2ay pou gentle Eſquire and mp kriend, that 
ort would not ſem to hinder mee, fo2 this Gyant, nap rather a 
evil (whoſe fo2ce none is found able to reſi) will aſſuredly 
put mee to death, after that he hath ſlain your maſter. A would 
pet (ſaid Silvian) that you would tay to ſæ the end ok the fight: 
fo perad venture it may happen otherwiſe then pou expect. 
The night of the Tiger (who was deſtitute of a Shield. to 
avotd the cruel fkrokes of his ſtrong enemp) behaved himſelf ſo 
politickly and nimbly, as he leut the Gyant many ſoze blows, 
who was conſtra ined (becauſe he could not lift his Mace in his 
right hand) touſe his left, thinking yet to deal well enovgh 
with the Rnight of the Tyger : but the Pzince was fo fierce up: 
on him (having given him many grievous and moztal wounds) 
as his heart began to fail him, ſo that he retyꝛed, not able to re⸗ 
fi ſo many weighty ſtrokes, nevertheleſſe, the Pꝛince ſ&ing he 
had almoft.b2ought him-to-obey, let fly ſtill ſo fiercely on him, 
as he could not have the mean to charge him again; The Gy⸗ 
ant perceiving himtelk in ſuch extremit p, leaned his back a-

that the Pzince could hardly reach to hurt him, he waged fight 


every way ſo pꝛeciſely with his Mace, which her held in both

The knight of the Tyger, ſeing he might not pꝛevail againſt 
the Gyant, without hazarding his perſon in great danger, he 
went and refted himſelf againſt a Tree likewiſe, which when the 
Gyant beheld, he ſpake unto him in this oder, J p2ay thee Sir 
Knight let mee find ſo much friendſhip at thy hands, as to let 
me underſtand what is thy name, becauſe J have evermoze 
thanght that no ten of the beſt knights on the earth, could do as 
much as thou haſt done, neither that they could have been able 
to reſiſt me half this while. a | | 

Jam content (anſwered the Knight of the Tyger) to ſatisſie 
thy will ſo much; on condition thou wilt pꝛomiſe to tell mee thy 
name, and the cauſe why thou doſt purſue this Damolel. So 
much (quoth the Gyant) thou fþalt command at my hands, 
therekoze, thou ſhalt underſtand that J am. called Vaſcalion of 
Otrance, Son to the Gyant Lucran, who was flain at Conſtan-

Palmerin being very glad, when he perceived the Gyant had 
fozſaken the Tree, which ſerved him all the while as a Ram- 
pier of defence, allailed him with ſuch furious ſtrokes as the Gy⸗ 
ant would gladly have reſted himſelf again: but the Prince fol: 
lowed him fill fo earneftly, as at length he tumbled on the 
ground befoze him, when (not content to ſ& him ſo conquered) 
be ſet his kot upon him, and when he had taken off his Helmet, 
he p2eſently parted his head from his ſhoulders, The ſight heres 
of made the Damolel ſo glad, as ſhe had now fozgotten the fear 
wherein ſhe was when the Gyant purſued her, and then came 
the Knight of the T yger to her with theſe TWo2ds, - 

Fair Damoſel, J judge that the five Knights who are in 
Contbate foz pour occaſion, cannot otherwiſe chuſe but be in 
Dh great 
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great danger: wherefoze, J will go ſ@k them kozth to ſuccour 
them, in the mean while you map come fair and ſoftly after 
with mp Squire, who (foz your better gale) ſhall take you up 
behind him on his PÞozſe. Then tek he that wap which he ſaw 
the Gyant come, when he purſued the Damoſel, and it was not 
long befoze he heard the clanching of the Swozds, whereupon 
he gave his Yozſe the ſpurs, and never left galloping till he 
came to them, where he ſaw they had ſlain four of the Gyautg 
Raigl/ts, and of the other (ire, there were but two that could 
defend them(clues to any purpole, : : 

The Knight of the I ygcr. knew Dramian Ring Recinde's 
Sen by his Armoz and the Deviſe he bare in his Shield, then 
alighting from his Pozſe, he put himſelf among his friends, 
charging one of them that fought ſo ſtoutly as he tumbledreæl - 
ing to the ground! which the other five perceiving, they were ſo 
greatly dilmaped as in ſhozt time, the Knight of the Tiger and 
his companions made an end of their wꝛetched lives, 

The Damoſel arrived there very.ſ@wnafter, when the ſight 
of Silvian made the Knight of the Lager pzeſently knaum to 
theſe five Knights, who were not a little glad ot his companp, be⸗ 
ing all his known and appꝛoved friends. 7 | 

The firſt was Dramian, Son to King Recinde, the other 
were Fritol, Son to the Duke of Drapos of Normandy, Luy - 
man of Burgundy, Tremoran and Brandedon: all theſe five 
nights were conducted by-their Eſquires».to.a; little village 
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not far from the Fozreſt / where they were carefully attended 


till their wounds were healed. 

The Knight ol the Tyger kept them company two oz thi 
daies, when afterwards he tok his leave of kene koꝛ ward 
the next way he could deviſe, to bzing him to Conſtantinople, 
where the Emperour was pzeſently given ta under ſtand, of the 
death of Vaſcalion and his ten Knights, which news were highs 


ly welcome to all in the Emperours Court. 
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CH AP. XXXIII. | 
How the Knight of the Tigey arrived in the Emperours Court 
of Conſtantinople, and ot an adventure which was offered to 
him at bis arriyal, 


Peaſe Pꝛince Palmerin was deſirous to be at Conſtan- 
tinople, he left the company of the Damoſel and the five 
Rnights of the Emperours Court, continuing ſo long in travel, 
as at length he came into the Empire of Conſtantinople, with⸗ 
out the finiſhing any adventure wozthy the rehearſal ; koz J 
aſſure you; the Deviſe of the Tyger he bare in his ſhield. made 
ſuch repoꝛt of him in all places abzoad, as very few oz none 
would willingly meddle with him. But the nearer the Pꝛince 
app2oached to Conſtantinople, the moze he found himſelf paſ- 
ſioned fo2 the love of his Lady, remembzing her unkind ſper⸗ 
ches, and the ſharpe entreatance the uſed to him, when he depar⸗ 
ted from the Court, which were now ſo earneſt in his thoughts, 
as he dur ſt hardly now offer to come again in her pzeſence, Sil- 
vian labouring as much as he could poſlible, to cauſe him foꝛſake 
that fond humour, perſwading him that the Pzinceſſes fury 
could not chuſe but be now thozowly fozgotten, and he durſt 
warrant, that ſhe had repented her ſelf many times ſince that 
ſhe had uſed him ſo ungently, 

The Knight of the Tiger hearing the wozds of Silvian, be⸗ 
gan to comkoꝛt himſelf indifferently, and riding on, they came 
at laſt to have the City in their ſight, which the Pꝛince fwd and 
beheld a great while, with tears running down his ch&ks, and 
many a ſcaldiug ſigh ſent from his heart, beholding the Cham⸗ 
ber wherein his Lady and Miſtreſſe lay, | 

Mhen he had paſſed this cogitation ſo well as h& could, her 
flaſpedon his Helmet, and taking his Shield and his Lance, 
he commanded Silvian to go befoze into the City, andpzovive 
ſome place where he might alight, becauſe he would come un⸗ 
known, ik ſo be any adventtire might be pzeſented to him. when 
he arrived at the Court, And fo it came to paſſe, that a Anight 
came to the Emperours Court, the day befoꝛe the arrival of 
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The Second part of che Hiſtory 
Palmerin, having two Eſquires attending on him, who carrped 
his Helmet, Shield and Lance: and comming very pꝛoudlp 
into the Emperours pꝛeſence, h& uſed his language in this 
manner. 

J give the to underſtand (moſt redoubted and famous Em⸗ 
perour) that J Arnolfe, Lozd of the Aſtronomical Iſle, and the 
pant Bravorant, were very great friends together,fo2 that our 
governments were ſomewhat near one another, and to confirm 
this friendſhip long continued between them, my Father cons 
cluded, that J hould marry with Arlencea, Daughter to the 
Gpyant Bcavorant : but becauſe both my years and diſcretion 
ſerved not as then, they pꝛolonged our marriage foz the ſpace 
of five years. In which time Bravorant departed this life, ſo 
likewiſe Camboldam, Calfurnien, Brocalant and Baleato, who 
were ſlain by the two Sons of Pꝛince Edoard of England, your 
Nephews. And to aboliſh altogether the honour of Bravorant, 
Collambra his Wife(by the counſel of the Magician Alternao) 
ſent Lady Arlencea her Daughter into that Countrey, to the 
end, that by their deceit, they might cauſe the Knight of the 
Savage wan to fozſake this Court, that revenge might be tas 
ken on him foz the death of her Sons, which would remedy her 
inward ſozrows, ſeing him bꝛought into her ſubſection, 

But now it is thought impoſſible to help this miſ-foxtune, 
fo2 Alfcrnao is ſlain by Collambracs means, who thzew her ſelf 
head long down in the pzeſence of her enemies: thus are they 
not onely depꝛived of their lives, but that which is woꝛſt of all, 
Arlencea is utterly loſt, beiug in his keping that hath Cain her 
whole lineage. And becauſe J have deſire to find her, J enters 
P213ed to travel hither, being minded to deal with the Knight 
of the Szvage man, and not doubting but to diſcharge him of 
bis like: but he is not now in this Court, whereat J am not a a 
little offended, fo2 if Foztune refuſe mee, J ſhall not account it 
any injury to be vanquiſhedat his hands, who is daily wont to 
remain vico in all places where he comes. | 

Beſide, if J be depꝛived ek my life, J ſhall make an endof 
thoſe careful thoughts, which maketh me deſirous to be dilſſol⸗ 
ved: and koꝛ this purpoſe J intend to wait his coming. Now if 
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in the mean while, your Paſeſfy will give mer leave to make 
ſome tryal at Arms, againſt the Knights of pour Court, J ſhall 
count mp ſelf highly pleaſured: the Emperour returned him 
this an{wer, 4 

Truſt me (mp friend) pou have enterp2ized to ſk pour own 
ruine, wherefs2e J Would counſel pou to give pour mind to ſich 
things, the fruit. whereof may peild pou moze commodity then 
this is like to do. And J aſſure you that neither Florian, no2 
Palmerin his Bꝛother, is at this inſtant in my Court, whom A 
could with to be here: nevertheleſſe, if in the time pou expect 
their coming, vou be ſo defirous to make known your valour, J 
grant pou the liberty of the Field, where the Knights of my 
Court ſhall not fail to vilit you, 

F. deſire nothing moze (ſaid Arnolfe 4 ) And ſo without any 
moze woꝛds he entred the Field, where he Juſted againſt the 
Knights, two of them being unhozſed, and the third vanquiſhed 
in the Combat with the Swoꝛd: then the day declining they 
gave over fo2 that time. 

Da the next mozning he entred the Field again, being in 
black Armour, and having painted in his Shield little flames of 
fire in a field of Sable. The Knight ok the Tyger ſtayed not 
long, befoze he came and ſhewed himſelf in the Field, Armed 
as he was wont to be, but very much diſguiſed with hadows , 
leaſt he ſhould bee known, and his De vile of the Tyger was ſo 
dekaced, às one could not judge what pzopo2tion it ſhould be. 

As he paſſed along by the Empꝛeſles Chamber 7indow, he 
chanced toſee his Lady Polinarda, whereat he was ſomewhat a- 
bathed : but ſ&ing that Arnolte was ſo ready to Juſt, hi let 
paſſe all fond conceits, and pꝛanced into the Lifts to know the 
fate of the enterpꝛize, which was pꝛeſently declared to him bp 
one of the Judges of the Field, whereupon the Pꝛince advan- 
ced himſelf to the Gpant Arnolfe, ſpeaking unto him in this 
manner. 

Thou ſhalt underſtand Arnolfe, that thou art now to deal 
with a kinſman to the Knight of the Sayage man, therefoze if 
thou haſt any thing toſay unto him, revenge it on mer, who is 
one of his lineage, Arnolte was ſo jocond when he heard theſe 
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'wo2ds, as he pzeſentlygave his Hozſe the Dpurres againtt the 


Raight of the Tyger, they eutountted together with ſo great 
koꝛce, as the P2ince foto one of his ſtirrops, but Arnoltc was 
ſent to the earth with his h#1s upward. : 

This bꝛave beginning cauſed the Emperoz and Primalcon 
to rejoyce, they judging the ſtrength of Arnolte unequal to bee 
comparedwith the Knight of the Tiger, who alighting from 
his Hoꝛſe, came and received Arnolfe at the point of the ſwozd, 
he being not a little moved at his ſoze fall, eſpecially, having 
received ſucha fopl at his hands, who was allied tothe Knight 
of the Savage man. The Combate began and continued with 
great fury, which moved the Emperour ts theſe wozds, J per⸗ 
cetve now, that Arnolp3c might have uſed leſſe boaſting of his 
p2owelle, becauſe he (emeth far unable to make reſiſtance a- 
gainſt the Knight that fighteth with him. It is reaſon god, Fa- 
ther (ſaid Primalcon) that evil perſons ſhould be puniſhed that 
eramp{e map remain to others, ts beware how they meddle in 
luch undutiful attempts. Arnolfe and the Knight of the Tiger 
ſo hacked one another, as their Armour witneſſed their cruel 
rage and furp, eſpecially the Gyant, whoſe fleſh was ſo cut and 
mangled in many places, that the blod trickled a pace down 
his Armoz, the great loſſe thereof cauſed him give over to take 
bꝛeath a while, when he deſired the Knight of the Tyger to fell 
him his name: whereto he returned him this anſwer, / 

I tell the Amolte (ſaid the Pzince) J am a very near kinſ- 
man to the Knight of the Savage man, having no leſſe deſire to 
end thy curſed like then J have to de the like to all ſuch as thou 
art: Araolte replyed thus. Jam in the place where of long J 
deſired to be, and J aſſure thæ, J receive no [mall contentment 
in dealing with the : fo2 if J be ſo happy as tu depzive thee of 
like, J ſhall perſwade my ſelf to be revenged on mp greateſt 
enemy. But if Foztune give thee the power to vanquiſh mee, 
I Hall be likewiſe well content, becauſe J Hall the ſoner vis 
ſite Bravo ant and his Sons + to revenge whoſe death; J will 
either end thy dayes with my Swoꝛd, oz offer up mp ſpirit here 
at thy fœt. WT 

The Knight of the Tygcr perceiving him ſo obſfinate, be : 
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to charge him moze roughly then as pet her had done, fol- 


| — his intent ſo gallant ly, as he never left him till he tum 


bled on the ground befoze him ſtarke dead ; when, taking ok hes 
pelmet, and ſ@ing he had us life left in him, he kneeled down, 
and thanked God fox his vicozp. | 
Then came Primalcon, and other Pziuces, who conducted 
the Knight of the Tygcr into the Empꝛeſſes Chamber, where 
taking off his Pelmet, he knelev down vefoze the Croperour , 
who werping fox joy to ſe him, imbzaced him in his arms-very 
gracioufly, pard he came and humbled himſelt be feze the 
zelle, with killing her hand, doing the like to Or donia, 
aud the other Ladies: but when he came to his Lady and Mi⸗ 
ſtreſle, ſuch Bas his ſperch and behaviour, as it cauſed ſuſpition 
of their lobe, to all then pꝛelent. ;

Of the talke which Prince Palmerix: had with Princeſſe Poli- 
var da his Lady. | 


8 greatly bulied was Pꝛince Palmexin fo certain dates, in 

ting his friends, as her could not attain the feticity his 
heart deſired, Which toꝛmented him ſecretly; though he bare it 
kozeh wir a god countenance: fo neither could hee find the 
means to fpeak with his Lady, noz with Dratnaciana her Gen- 
tkewoman, that he might dilcover his griel to her. To the end 
tberekoze, that he might ſomewhat remedy hes affections, he 
made his caſe known to Silvian, who entring the Empzeſſfes 
Chamber, vefirey Dramaciana toſpeak a wozd o2 two with her: 
and ſo well did Silvian handle the matter, that Dcamactana' 
came to ſpeak wih Prince Paltherin, at her Chamber Min⸗ 
dom, which was undernearhher Ladies Chamber, and ſo ſha⸗ 
dowed by the Arches of fone towards the Garden, that one 
might very hardly perceive him. 

Palmerin receiverns leſſe contentment, in ſpeaking with: 
Dramaciana, tien he would if it had ben to his own Ladys 
who made her Gentlewoman acquainted: with ali her ſecret 
paſſtons ; whereupon he judging that che hour of his god Foz - 
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tune could never come to paſſe, without the aſſiſtance of this 
Damolel,opened his whole mind to her whereon when ſhe had 
lufficiently ſcanned, very modeſtly ſhe gave him this anſwer, 

You may well think (moſt famous and renowned Pzince ) 
that the who is ſo willing(as you perceive by me) to do you ſer⸗ 
vice, would be loath to hide any thing from you: that might re- 
turn you benefit, avd this you may perſwade your ſelt that 
the dutiful god will J bear you, maketh me ſohardy at this 
time, not knowing whether I chall be deceived, oz if you intend 
otherwiſe then J make account of, It is not met my friend 
Dramaciana (ſaid Palmerin) neither doth the time ſo permit, 
that J ſhould be ſuch a ſhameleſſe perſon, as to render injury 
fo2 courteſie neither would J wiſh pou to judge me ſuch a one: 
wherefoze, (ſetting all ſuch doubts aſide) I deſire you to certis 
fie me, what end(as you think) will my long ſervice come une 
to: to the hope J have received bp pour means, hath evermoze 
luſtained me until this pzeſent, from the cruel extremities, 
which elle had been ſufficient to kill me, 

Pe that knows ſo well (ſaid Dramaciana) how to declare 
bis grief, ſhall never make mk beleeve that he can be depzived 
of god hope, conſidering alſo. that your noble behaviour cannot 
be blemiſhed by fo2getfulneſſe. And this you may build upon, 
that the Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda hath ben as grievouſly paſſioned 
during the time of pour long abſence, as pou have been daily 
tozmented with fearful and diſpleaſant thoughts, as you ſap 
you have ſuffered. Jftheſe news (anſwered Palmerin)ought to 
be ſufficient to content mee, then J pꝛay pou to waſte no moze-+ 
time but acquit pour (elf of the promiſe it hath pleaſed you of- 
tentimes to make me ; fot it is not convenient that theſe wozds 
(whereby you do ſo highly pleaſe me) ſhould ba changed into 
flattery and deceit; which might grow to ſuch a ſevere cauſe, as 
might be both the loſſe of me and my Lady: well then (quoth 
Dr:2maci:nad T have already provided the place, where vou 
may {peak yeur mind to the Pzincefſe my Lady, which ſhall be 
at a cloſe and ſecret Window, wherete you map come as vou 
enter the Chamber, by the Pꝛinceſſe Fleridaes Garden, And 
J p2ay pou to behave your (elf in ſuch ozder, as you ſhall

not ned to ſpeak together again ſo ſecretly, becauſe the place 
and the honoz of the Pꝛinceſſe cannot agre together, without 
occaſion of your great danger. I may now perfectly behold(an- 
ſwered Patmcrin) of what account your god wil{Hhath been al - 
waies to mee, which when J call to remembꝛance, it caufeth mee 
to abandon all the unhappy occefions, wherewith J have been 
to long acquainted, and envious deſpight can no moze moleſt 
mee, having your favourable furtherance on my ſide. But when 
A conſider the (wet contentation J hall receive having the 
means to ſpeak with my gracious Miſtr elle, J finde my ſelf 
thꝛown intomany doubtful perplexicies, in reſpec of my une 
wozthineſle and her honourable vignity:ſo that J ſhall be abaſh- 
ed, and fear that her diſpleaſure wil with hold mee from diſcours 
ſing my long and tedious travels foꝛ her ſake.Certainly ſir Pal- 
mer in (ſaid Dramaciana) it were fond you ſhould conceal the 
Pꝛincely deeds, wherewith ſo many Renowned Potentates 
have been acquainted;foz if you have ben ſo valiant andhardy , 
as to ſpend your time hithertoin travels of exceding danger, 
and pet have finiſhed them all wozthily> it is needleſle you ſhouly 
now diſmap pour ſelf, pꝛeſenting pour perſon in the place, that 
is free from any hazard oz miſ:-foxtune. And if you will tell me, 
how this fear and affliction was ſo coupled together, J will tell 
you what remedp J can foz it, but J would have pou to ftrive 
with pour ſelf. that all fear map be out of your mind, when port 
come to reveal pour ſecret thoughts to my Lady and Miſtreſſe. 
Palmer in well noting the friendly woꝛds of Dramaciana, made 
known unto her the very depth of his amozous affections : but 
that night dzawing on a pace and the talke of the Pꝛince (in a 
manner endleſſe, ) they bꝛake off their conference at that time, 
ſhe ſhewing him the place, and appointing him the hour to ſpeak 
with his Lady. Palmerin taking leave of Dramaciana, went ta 
his Chamber, where he ſpent the night in thinking on the talke 
had paſled between the Gentlewoman and himſelf, aud the god 
hope he had through her means, made his heart not ſo ſozrow⸗ 
ful as if was wont to bee, but ſomewhat he behaved himſelf 
pleaſantly, remembzing the hour of his felicity dzew near. The

had the power to dep2ive him of his wonted courage, and could 
dzive him to ſo trait a point, as no refuge he might have to fly 
unto, but her Pzincely and favourable bounty, which it ſhe did 
not = him, he could not make account of any Conqueſt, 
Then offering to appꝛoach the Window, he eſpyed the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe comming, whoſe light abaſhed him with ſuch ſudden fear, 
as he found his voyce to faint to ſpeak, and the judgement 
where with he had ben alwaies acquainted, was now {o weak 
and ſimple, as one would have taken him rather foz a Ghoſt 
then living man: the which ſhe perceiving and greatly pitying, 
with-dzew her ſelf a little from the Window , remembying 
the god counſel that Dramaciana had given her. At laſt hee 
ſteyped to the Window, which the Pꝛinceſſe ſ&ing, advanced 
her ſelf to him, when,after a little pauſing, he entredinto theſe 
ſpxches. | 

Madam, if this hour of-god Foztune would allow mer the 
retompence, to end my long and labourfome: travels, Iſhould 
have no occaſton ts find mp ſelf agrieved, foz well J aſſure mp 
(elf, that pour pꝛeſence hath the power to make me foꝛget all 
the pains J have ſuffered, during the time J have bozn the poke 
of love, to whom J have alwaies remained faithfal and obe⸗ 
dient, in regard ok her favour that bzougtht mer to that place 
where J received unſpeaka ble content: in requital of my paſs 
ſed afflictions in tfavel, which J effeem of no impoꝛtance, in 
compariſon of the dignity now pꝛeſent befoze mine eyes, which 
is of ſo high and honourable authozity, as J eſtem my foꝛtune 
to exceed all others, But J could wich, t hat this golden face of 
beauty. which is to ſplendant to my dꝛoping thoughts, might 
never be ſhadowed with anp cloud of miſ-foxtune, in that my 
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joy, honour, and felicity hath evermoze ben in making eſpecial 
account of pour excellency, who J judge will pity toe mer 
live in continual ſervitude, And ſince the extremity of griet᷑ 
hath compelled me to take this boldnelle on me, J would des 
ſire you to think, J come pet with this regard: as well to a⸗ 
void auy impeachment that might happen to blemich pour re- 
nown, as foz the deſire J have that pour gracious favour might 
end my careful and continual vexations, which you muſt judge 
to be great, if you conſider all things paſt adviſedly. Fo? ſuch 
hath ben my dutiful remembꝛance of You as if my conceit did 
imagine any thing to your honour, J neither kozſek grief, dau⸗ 
ger, trouble, oz any mil⸗koztune whatfoever, ( theſe having 
ben alwaies the familiars of my like) that J might eterntze 
pour name fo? time of memozp, repoſing ſo god hope in pour 
noble ſelf, that the end of my travels ſhall agre with pour gen- 
tle acceptation, which J am enkoꝛced earneſtly to requeſt. But 
albeit my labours have ben great and grievous in pour ſer vice, 
pet am J not ſo fozgetkul of my ſelf, but J repute this preſent 
gracious favour of your excellency, to be karre beyond that J 
have done, and the rather. becanſe J know pour wert and ami⸗ 
able nature, will not ſem altogether left unrewarded.

luch and ſo great is the content J receive in the travails I have 

done fo2 pour ſake, as no Wind can blaſt me if your bounty ſas 

dow mee, noz any fear foyl mx, if your favour ſtand by mee : to 

which woꝛds the Pꝛinceſſe thus anſwered, 

J did not think Sir Palme in) that you would cauſe me 
to come into this place, to hold mie with theſe frivolous 4 ned 
leſſe wo2ds, and J pꝛomiſe you but foꝛ ſome reaſons, Þ ſheuld 
think my ſelf fo'deceived, as J could hardly with⸗ hold my ſelf 
from leaving peur companp. The firft is, becanſe pou were 
nouriſhed and bꝛought up in this Court, being like wife my kinl⸗ 
man ond friend, which hath made mee the moze willing to re⸗ 
gard pour travels, The other to ſatisſte the earneſt intrcaty 
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of Dramaciana, to whom J pereeive pou area greater friend 
then tene: but ſœiug the fault is in me, J will rather blame 

mine own timerity then you,though pou ſ{&k to latisfie pour de, 

fire, without any conſideration ok my honour, whereby pou let 

mee ſufficiently nnderſfand, what (mall regard you hive of the 

danger, wherein You map fall ſwner then pou think koz, onelp 

thzough pour unadviſcdneſle, J cannot deny, but J am great- 

ly indebted to pou, pet in no ſuch dep ſumm, but J can eaſily 
come foꝛth of it, without any pꝛejudice tomy renown : foꝛ J 

do not eſtem it reaſonable, to recompence pour noble ſervice 

with mine own diſadvantage, becauſe the god kame and com⸗ 

mendation you have gotten, may content pou, ik you have no 
other reward. But if your god will be ſo great towards mee, 
as by-pour ſpeeches pou ſem to make it, it is meet fo2 you to 
make it known to the Emperour your Gzandfather and mine, 
as alſo to Pꝛince Primaleon my Father, not doubting but they 
will be very willing to match us both together, as foz mee, J 

ſhall ef&m it the greateſt god foztune that may happen to me, 
having gained the love aud liking of you, whoſe pzoweſſe and 
Pꝛincely deſerts, are wozthy moſt gracious eſtimation, Thus 
if conſent knit up the long deſire of us both, wer may joyn in 
one agreement of gladneſſe ; and. this J pzay you to accept as 
my apſwer, fo2 without their god TUuls, J neither may no2 
ran acco2d unto pou. 

I pzomiſe you Madam (ſaid Palmcrin) it is very hard foy. 
mee to receive contentment in their commending my deeds , 
whom J cannot regard oz make any account of, and if I ſhould 
ſem torefuſe to go to the Emperour and the Pꝛince Prima- 
leon, J might be thought very unwiſe ; but firſt J would bee, 
perſwaded thozowly of your god Till, which is the principal 
in this action, And if it ſo fall out, that they will not conſent 
upon the wozds J ſhall uſe to them: pet when J am reſolved of. 
Your acceptation, J ſhall take the boldneſſe on mee (ſ&ing time 
and place ſoſerving) to let them underſtand. our ſure and invios, 
{able conſent and loyalty together. 

And albeit my fond timeritp uſed towards vou, may cauſe. 
vou judge me far unable to ſpeak with ſuch audacity in _ 
Caule, 
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cauſe, I would have pou pet to think on me now that the faith- 
ful affection, wherewith J have continually ſerved pon, will 
compel me enter in this boldneſſe to them, as J tell you, And 
if they do not ſ@m to leave me to be contented, by ſuch lau⸗ 
dable recompence as J may reccive at others hands, it is the 
regard they have of mp travels and adventures, daily uſed in 
the honour of pour name, and no other, maketh me think to 
deſerve this great favour, But if your nature cannot then agree 
when they would be loth J ſhould be any othcr wile rewarded , 
J muſt and will content my fslf to obep your plealure, yet ſhall 
7 find mp ſelf deceived in the opinion J have hitherto concet- 
ved, in that to be depzived of the p2eſence of his Lady, is the 
chiekeſt misfoztune that can happen to a faithful Lover, 
What then is left to comfozt ſuch a careful mind » None 
but this, that the abſent friend hath this commodity, to fit and 
rip up many ſad and ſo2rowful diſcourſes , wherewith be may 
chaſe away the remembzance of their deceits, whole pꝛeſence 
was dearer to him then life it ſelf, But yet luch is the cuſtome 
of love, to mingte-among the ſharpeſt conflicts ſome hope: It 
it be but onely to [werten their mouths a little, with ſome de⸗ 
Ughttul taſte, who waſte their time in jcaſt and dalliance, un- 
der hisamozous Enſign. And with this gay foyl, he graceth 
his Copper fo2 current gold, being the onelp mean to thavow- 
his deceitful dealings: pet a number that ſpend their lives in 
his ſervice gain ſuch knowledge in his trumpery, as in the end 


they are glad to foꝛſake him. TAhich J dare not take the har⸗ 
dineſſe on meer to do, fo) that Jam bo ſurely bound to him as 


when J ſhall leave him, J deſire to be loved of none but pou, in 
regard of whoſe god Till, J have thzuſt my ſclf into all dan⸗ 


gers whatſoever, returning vico2 rather bythe aid of pour in 
comparable beauty, then by the kozce oz valour that remained 


in mp [elf ; there pauſing, ſhe replyed in this manner. J did not 


think (Sir Palmerin) to receive any ſuch anſwer foz the woꝛds 
J gave you, wherefoze you make me judge that they are ok no 
eſtimation at all with you, 


But ſince J perceive that love hath lo kondly blinded pou; 


as he will not ſuffer you to ſe, the moze then modeſt readineſſe 
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in me to pleaſure you, J am content to give pou yet a further 
andgreater aſſurance of mee : foz J would not that ſuch a noble 
and renowned Pzince-as you are ſhould depart from mee offen- 
ded oz injured, perſwadivg my ſelt that pau will not ſem to 
enterpzize anything, whereby but a motion of impeachment 
map come to mine honour, 62 if pou did, J ſhould think very 
hardly of the diligent ſcrvice pou have done mee all this while, 

Therefoze once again J humbly entreat pou, to ſpeak to the 
Emperoz, und P.iumalcon mp Father, to know the eſtate of 
their god Wills whereof if vou ould fail, J give pou perfect 
allurance of min: ik this anſwer(which truely duty accounteth 
but bad obedicuce to my ſuperiours) will not ſuffice you, J will 
verily perſwade mp ſelf. that the love pou ſ&m to bear mee, is 
rather to diſgrace, then pꝛeſerve my honoz. 

Tf now wet Madom (ſaid Palmeri'') J refuſe to do as pou 
adviſe mee, it were but reaſon you ſhould thzuſt mee fozth of 
yortr ſervice, knowing (as 7 do)that the overthzow of mp blille, 
and creating me to happineſce, conſiſteth duelp in mp gracious 
Miſtreſſe. Thus concluding; he twk her by the hand, which he 
kilſed a number of times together. not without the erpence of 
many a ſalt tear and reekiiin ſighs, which made the P1inceſle 
bluſh and grieve at inwardly, pittying to ſe the great humility 
of Pzince Palmcrin. to whom He betroathed her ſelf in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of the Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace and Dramaciana (who gave 
him counſel to uſe the matter in that oꝛder, and by whoſe means 
P. ſinarda was ſon contented.) They being altogether at the 
TWndow: the matter was knit faſt fo2 the moze aſſurance, and 
there did Palmeri kep them company all that day, and moſt 
part of the night till pittying to le his Lady ſtand ſo long,com- 
pelled him to take his leave fox that time. 


CH AP. XXXV. 

How cericin Knightsarrived ar the Court of the Emperor Pal- 
merin who were advertiſed how the Terkes had provided a 
great army, i: come and beſiege Conft antinonle. 

Uring the tiwe this great joy was in the Court of Con- 
tau. iu ple, fo; the coming ot Pyince Palmerin, the Em- 
perour 
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perour had tydings bꝛought him, how Pꝛince Albayzer had le. 
vied a great and mighty Armp, to come and beſtege the City: 
and affured the Meſfenger, that his Lozd (who was the Soldan 
Bellagris) was pzeparing himſelf in a readineſſe to come end aid 
him. 

: The Emperour being at this time overcharged with age, 
kound himſelf far unable to deal in theſe affairs, the conſide⸗ 
ration thereok did not a little diſpleaſe him. Nevertheleſſe her 
failed not to make pꝛoviſion (as wiſdome willed) to entertain 
the enemy, whereupon he wit to the S Idan Beil:gris, frnding 
him hear ty thanks koꝛz the god fozwarvneſſe he ſaw in him. el. 
pecially in a time ſo needtul and when the Meſſenner tothe $ !. 
dan was diſpatched, the Emperour ſent pꝛeſently to inkozmof 
theſe news, Arnedes Ring of France his Son in Law, Recinde 
Ring of Spain, Don Edoard Pꝛince of England, the Emperoz 
Ver-:Aar of Allemaign, Majortes, and many others. 

The Army of the Turkes was no ſoner heard of, but the 
Knights (who followed their noble adventures) returned to 
Conſtantinople, knowing they ſhould make better tryal of their 
valonr there, then in any other places: and ſuch was the rumo2 
ſpꝛead abꝛoad of the T urk's intention, as in ſhoꝛt time the City 
of Contantinople was kurniched with many noble and redonbt- 
ed Knights where adventures was pꝛeſented to them, day by 
day: but the Emperdur would not ſuffer them to purſue after 
(ch occaſions, (becauſe they were nothing elſe but decert and 
villany) waiting fill foz the time when he chould be aſſaulted by 
Albzyzcr, who was now ſetting fozward on the Seas, being 
accompanped with divers appzoved Knights at Arms, as alſa 
a number of cruel and blody minded Gpants intendiag to make 
a general ſpoil of all the Emperours Dommions. 

But till we have better occaſion, we will leave them a 
while and return to Pzince Palmerin, who (turing the beuit ek 
the Turk's Army) was advertiſed of the death of Sarrator . the 
Bovernonr of the Perillous Iſle, being taken by Trof ane the 
Fcarful, who was deſcended of Gyants kindzed. And as it is 
rehearſed in th? firff volume of this Diſto2y, that Trofolanr 
was vanquiſhed in the Tournament by Pzince Florendos, and 
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had the like miſ-hap the day following, by the Þzoweffe of the 
Ruight of the Savage man, who guarded the chield ok the Palm 
Tree, in the Forreſt of the Clear Fountain, which the Damoſel 
from the Sage Aliart bzought to the Emperour Palmerin, that 
he might deliver it to the Knight his Nephew, who had won the 
honour of the day in the Tournament, 

It was likewiſe his foztune after, when he travelled to the 
Caſtle of the Gyant Almarol, to be vanquiſhed there, by Pꝛince 
Fiorendos, who guarded the Shieldof fair Miragarda: and re- 
turning thence, he met with the Damolels Knight, when ok⸗ 
fering to take one of the Ladies from him, they fell to the com- 
bate, and in the end was likewiſe vanquiſhed, The conceit of 
his ſo many and ſund2y fopls,and all by the Knights of the Em⸗ 
perozs Court. cauſed him to deviſe by what means he might 
wozke ſome injury to them that belonged to the Emperoz, in 
reſpec he was ſo ſeverely bent againſt them, as he would take 
upon him to revenge the death of Calturnien, and his Bꝛethzen. 

But to the end he might the better execute his treachcrous 
enterpzize, he tw; his way to the Profound Iſle, thin ing there 
to invent ſome treaſon by the aid of Collambra: but his intent 
was there diſappointed, koz it was told him, that ſhe was 
bꝛought to the Emperozs Court of Greece. Then he determi⸗ 
ned to go to the Peri lous Ile, being accompanied with two 
Knights that were his kinſmen, with them he knew well how 
to diſſemble the treaſon on his ſtkomack: and Satratord thinking 
them to be of the Emperours Court of Conſt+ntinople, enter- 
taines them very lovingly in his Caſtle , where when they 
had ſojcurned fo2 certain dates, they murthered Satraford and 
ail his houſe hold, 

But the pleaſure of this victozy was very ſhozt to them. fo2 
Argentao the Governour of the Profound Iſle. came by a ſecret 
wile ſuddenly on them with his power, and taking Trofolanc 


in the Fozreſt, ſent him preſently to the Emperours Court: 


where was no little jay of his coming, in that he ſaved Palm: rin 
a journey who has taking his leave of his friends, becauſe hee 
would go to take the tratto2s that had done ſuch villanp. 

T: vfolant Was condemned by the Law, and publickly exe⸗ 
cuted 
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of PALMERIN of England. 
cuted acco2ding as his treacherous dealings deferved : and Ar- 
gentao was honourably recompenced, that he might have the 
better occaſion to be careful and circumſpect in his office, So 
ſon as Trofolant was put to death, the Sage Aliart arrived at 
the Court of Conſtantinople, whoſe pꝛeſence gave greater aſs 
ſurance tothe Emperour and his Knights, aud he gave them 
hearty thanks, in that they were lo ready ts go to recover the 
Perillous Jfle, After Sage Aliart, there came to the Court, 
me Floraman, Albanis ot Frieze, Reccamon, Luyman ot 
urgundy, beſide many other Pꝛinces and Knights, who had 
every one fozſaken their ſeveral Countries, to alliſt the Empe⸗ 
ro2 of Conſtantinople with their aid, becauſe they had heard of 
the Turks pꝛeparation. 

The very ſame day was tydings bzought to the Court, how 
Frederick the King of England was dead, which news cauſed. 
no ſmall grief among the Pzinces, eſpecially the Emperour 
himſelf, who being as aged as Ring Frederick, was judged him. 
ſelf not of long continuance behind him, in that this was a ſpe⸗ 
cial pꝛeſident fo2 him to regard, Ring Frederick being one her 
made molt chief and high account ok. Pꝛince Edoard was then 
Crowned Ring of England, to the great joy of all his ſubjects, 
he being _— vertuous and magnanimous Pꝛince: and the 
Funerals of Ring Frederick was ſolemnized in Greece, with 
very great ſtate, their Beacons burning, and Bonefires made 
thꝛough the whole Empire, accoꝛding as it was the cuſtome in 
that Country, 


CH AP. XXXVI. 
Of an adventure which happened (during the troubles at Con- 
ſt ant inople) in the Realm of France, — after what manner 


it chanced. 


T e Hiſtozy repoꝛteth that certain Ladies in the Realm of 
rance, envying the Renown of Polinarda of Greece, Mi- 
ragarda of Spain, and Leonarda of Thrace, (whoſe beauties de⸗ 
faced greatly the Ladies in all other Countries) began to come 
plain very much on the French — either by the __ 
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The Second part of the Hiſtery 
of courage, oz their little regard ol love, their beauties remain- 
ed unknown in other Realms, Countries and Piovinces. 

Upon this occaſion they found themſel ves ſome what grie- 
ved, and to the end they would remedy the cauſe, four Ladies 
of the Ring of France his Court, (thinking to excel all other 
in beauty) enterp2ized to eſtabliſh an adventure, to move the 
minds of many Knights to come and endure their tryal, againſt 
luch as would maintain their beauties, The firlt of thele La. 
dies was called Manſia, the ſecond Telanſia, the third Latra- 
nia, and the fourth Torſia, each of them having a Caſtle called 
after their own names, to the end that thoſe Knights who veſi- 
red to ſæ them, ſhould come to the Caſtle where they remained. 

Many and ſundzp Trange Knights travelled to theſe Caſtles, 
and hewepſuch rare and incredible pzoweſſe, that the renown 
of theſe four Caſtles ſhall never be fozgotten ; as you may at 
this day pet behold in France, where the Caſtles of - theſe four 
Ladies are pet honoured with moſt ſpecial eſtimation. 

Theſe four Ladies being covetous of their on glozy, would 
know which of them was advantaged in beauty above the other, 
Telanſia ſerved the Pꝛincelſle Oraciana, the ſerond Daughter 
to Arnedes King of France, having ſuch an opinion in her (elf, 
as ſhe thought ſhe exceved all the Ladies in the TUozId in beau⸗ 
ty, Manſia, Latrania, and Torſia, whs ſerved the Queen, were 
koꝛged in the ſame ſtamp with Telanka : but Manta held her 
ſelf of greater reputation then all the other, becauſe ſhe was 
higher in the Rings favour, 

It came ſo to palle, that thꝛe of theſe Ladies were married 
io ſon as they began this adventure, which neverthelefſe. they 
would have continue ſtill, fearing leaſt any other Ladies Gould 
take the pꝛeheminence above them. Torfia who remained un 
married, perſwaded her ſelf to exced the other thzer: in biet, 
theſe Ladies were ſo earneft in their intents, and ſo willing 
to ſe the iſſue thereof, as they concluded ta entertain no t 
iuto their ſervice, befo2e his koꝛtune ſervedhim to ſe them all, 
fo2 then after ward he might the better ſubmit himſelk in o⸗ 
be yſance to her. whom he judged the chiefeſt in his affection. 

Moꝛeover, they azda ined that the Knight ſhould ants 
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bind himſelf, to endure the Combate againft four ſervants fo 
any other Lady, one after another: and if he pzoved ſo foztu- 
nate as to vanquiſh them, he ſhould then be called her Knight, 
fo2 whom he had fought the Combate. Beſide, this Knight 
ſhould not be licenſed 40 go lk adventures afterward in any 
ſtrange Country, becauſe his“ Lady remained the vicozeſle , 
carrying the true title of ſupzeam beauty, Thele four Ladies 
were agreed to eftablicy this adventure in the ſm: manner 1 
have told pou, that their beauty might purchale like commens 
vation as Pꝛinceſſe Miragardulcs did, by the noble trpal of her 
Shield, which was kept at the Caſtle of Almar«l, 

The Ring of Cra ncc his Sons( who were accounted the moſt 
patiſſant at Arms in all that Re. Im) b:cauſe their affections 
were placed elſe wh re made no account of this adventure, 
neither Germain of Oi leance, becauſe his mind was likewiſe 
at Conttantinople. The other French Knights remained do!tbts 
ful to pꝛove this adventure, remembzing with what conditions 
theſe Ladies would be ſerved. As foz them that were ſo hardp 
to venture, they having ſen the beauty of the firſt, were ſo 
caught captive, that they pꝛomiſed to endure the hardieft peril 
in obtaining her love. But when they had ſen the ſecond Lady, 
they pꝛeſently committed the firſt to fozgetfulneſſe, making 
the ſame pꝛomiſe, that they would loſe themſelvcs to purchaſe 
her; then loking on the third, their wits were ſo buſied and 
their thoughts were ſo la boured, as then none but ſhe was fair 
in their ſudgements. At length, when they came to ſe the 
kourths ſweet and delicate face. all the other thy» were coun⸗ 
terfeit in reſpect of her, and they ſerved but as foyls to ſet her 
beeuty out to ſail : ſo that from the firſt to the laſt, their opini⸗ 
ons were ſo variable and their minds ſoraviſhed in contempla⸗ 
ting them all, as not koꝛcing what might happen ts them either 
trouble, miſerp danger, oz death it ſelf. theythzewthemſelves 
into the face of Feztune. And many Knights that had ben 
vanquiſhed, by his pow e that defended ſo nobly the Syielp 
of M ragarda, did yet adventure boldly to try this enterpzize: 
bn* they could not vanquiſh the four Knights theſe Ladies pꝛe⸗ 
ſented to them, who tok upon them to be the ſervants of any 
| Kk 2 Lady, 
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The Second part of the Hiſtory 
Lady, ſo that this adventure continued a long time, befoze that 
any of theſe Ladies could viunt of the conqueſt, 

And J aſſure you, the renown of this famous enterpꝛize, was 
ſo blazed abzoad in all places, as the Knights travelled to this 
place early, and laboured very earneſtly to deſerve the favour 
of theſe four Ladies. 

Þ2inceFloraman of Sardignia travelling thzough the Realm 
of E. ance; intending to go offer his aid to the Emperoz of Con- 
fantinople. met with a Damoſel, as he entred inte a Foxreſt, 


ſhe having in her company two other Damoſels,and becauſe ſhe 


was deſirous, that the Jince of Sardignia ſhould behold her 
beauty, ſhe tok off her Mask, and gave it to one of the Damo⸗ 
ſels, Fioraman who travelled continually mourning in his ſpi⸗ 
rit, fo2 the loſſe of fair Altea his Lady, paſſed on giving them 
no ſalutation: which when they perceived, one of them follows 
ed him, and ſpake unto him in this manner, 

J would know (ſir Knight) what you mean, to paſſe ſo by 
theſe Ladies, offering no ſign of courteſie oz ſalutation » per⸗ 
baps you did not ſ&@ mp Lady as you paſſed by, which may at 
this time well ſerve toercule you, And becauſe your ſadneſſe 
maketh my Lady to think, that your heart is paſſioned oz move 
ed by ſome occaſion, ſhe deſireth you to take your lodging foz 


this night in one of her Caſtles not karre hence, where ſhe will. 


not fail to entertain you. in the moſt gracious manner ſhe. can 
deviſe.; to which wozde Pꝛince Foraman thus anſwered. Fair 
Damoſel, if J have been any thing kozgetful towards your La, 
dy, J humbly deſire her lo pardon mee, fo2 ſhe may perſwade her 
ſelf, that not ſ&ing her. J paſſed by, without uſing any cour⸗ 
teſie rather then by any other occaſivn, 

So turning his Ho2le, he ride with the Damolel after her 
Lady. who was entredinto her Caſtle .befoze ' loram.Iin had the 
power to overtake her, whereat he was greatly grieved: and 
coming to the Damoſecl that bzough him thither, he pzelently 
entred into theſe ſpeeches, 

I pap pou (fair Gentlewoman) tellme the name of this 
Caſtle, which in my judq:ment ſemeth one of the faireſt that 
J have ſen in all my life: and J pꝛap you,what Lady was 2 

which 
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which entred in ere J could ſhew her my duty, 

The Caſtle (anſwered the Damoſel) is farre moze beautiful 
within then this ſumptuous building which you le without,aud 
qJ aſſure pou , the Knight hath god occaſion to rejoyce, that 
can paſle by here without ſome adventure happen fo him. But 
becauſe you may account my wozds of truth, and that it is im⸗ 
poſlible fox you to depart hence, without trpal of your pzoweſle , 
AF eſpy thze Knights under the green tres on your left hand, 
who will not pzeſume. ſo near this Caſtle, but they have ſome 
further meaning, As foz the Caſtle, it is Called the Caſtle of 
Latrinia, which is the Ladies name whom pou law to enter, on 
whoſe behalf many Knights put themſelves in danger againſt 
them that defeuded tht other Ladies of the Frcach Court, only 
being in contention koꝛ their beauty. But to the end pou may 
give the ſounder udgement in this caſe, and be the moze earneſt 
in trying the Combate, on the behalf of the beauty of my Lady 
Latrinia, Y will wozꝭ the means that you ſhall ſe her: aud if 
it come to paſſe that pou be afterward vanquiſhed, pou may the 
better know, whether it be by your own imvecility, oz the im- 
perkecton of her beauty fo2 whom you enter the Combate : Flo- 
raman returned her this anſwer, 

J have ben al waies ſounfo2tunate (fair Damoſel) in mains 
taining the like enterpꝛizes, that J will not now make it dain⸗ 
ty in hazarding the inconfſkancy of flattering Feztune. J have 
often heard ok Madam Latrinra, and J take her to be one of the 
four Ladies of this Realm, who erced all the other in ſove« 
raignty of beauty: J could wi h (if it were poſſible ſo god hap 
might come to me) to be entertained into her gracious ſervice, 
but the greater part who are given on the other ſide, maketh 
me fo be a-2ubttful herein, accowing as it is permitted to the fre» 
dome o' a mans will, | 

As the Damoſel aud Floraman continued this talke, they 
came befaze the Caſtle, and as they offered to paſſe on, theſe 
thze Knights ſtepped befoze them, tfing theſe wozds to the 
Pꝛince Floraman, UWe would know Sir Knight, if vou be de - 
fermined to implop vonr ſelf on the behalf ok zap of the four 
French Ladies, becauſe that each of us being na ſervant to her 
Rk 3 whole 
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The Secoſſd partef the Hiſftory 
whoſe cauſe you maintain, ſhall then be conſtrained to enter the 
Combate with you. Sir(ſatdFlorama'i) J may lawfully refuſe 
the Combate, becauſe J have not feen any ok thele four Ladies: 
one of the the Knights replyed to him again thus. 

If it be ſo ſir, that as pet pe have not len theſe Ladies, pou 
hall be ſuffered to enter the Caffle, where pou may contem⸗ 
plate the beauty of Latrania: and if it chance you to remain 
affe miouate to her, as many other have done befoze you, wer des 
lite younot to enter her ſervice, becauſe you may lo hun the 
danger of the Combate. The Knight laying his hand upon one 
of his Companions, ſpake thus to Floraman. Yer whom J hold 
my honour by, thep that have the ſight of them all four, would 
chuſe my Lady Manſia fox his Miſtteſſe : then another of them 
laid. And my ſelf with this Knight, wer are altoge ther ade 
diced to the ſervice of Tclanſia, and fs2 this cauſe wee abide in 
this place, to ſe if any Knight that holdeth on the other part, 
dare be ſo bolo as to come into this place, that we may try our 
fo2tunes in gaining the recompence the Ladies have o2dained foz 
him; who ſhall be ſo happy as to remain victo?. 

Flor-man(who was greatly enflamed towards theſe Ladies, 
remembzing ſtill the loſſe of his fair Altea) entred the Caffle , 
where Larrania received him very graciouſly, he ercuſing him: 
ſclf towards her, bec uſe he did not his duty to her as the paſ- 
ſed by him in the Fozreſt: and J affure pou, Floraman judges 
ed the Lady of the Caſtle ſo fair , as hee could willingly have 
offered himſelf to ſuſtain her quarret, but that he feared leaſt 
he ſyculd be reputed unfaithful, unto his beft beloved Altea. 

There he ſtayed in the Caftte till the moꝛning. when he would 
have departed thence, the Lady unwilling to ſ& him, ſhee was 
ſo much off:nded that he had not offered to maintain her beauty, 
Upon this, }loram-n went fozth to the thz&@ Knights, when 
one of them came unto him, and demanded ik the beauty of as 
dam Lata ja, had won any power over him: to whom hee an- 
ſner'd No. | 

Ccitainly.ſaidthe Knight J greatly deſire to deal with thee, 
ther 7 me gire due coxrection to thy pꝛoud ingratitude. Gen, 
tlemen (auſwcred Floraman) J pjay pou put your ſelves in a 
readineſſe

the ancient Knight) it is the Quen, who came abzaad to ſol- 
lace her (elf with the King hee being ſomewhat higher in the 
Fozreſt with his courtly attendants, hunting the wilde Part. 
J pꝛay pou then tell me (quoth the Knight of Savage 00300790

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what occaſion are the Knights Armed that keep her company · 
Hou ſhall underſtand Dir (laid the ancient Knight) that they 
are ſervants unto four Ladies, who kep themſelves in this 
manner, to adveniure the Combate with him, that dare ad- 
vance himſelf-to pzove the adventure, but J pzay pou Sir be 
not offended that J part ſo ſon from you,fs2 J le J mult away, 
and ſo the ancient Knight left him. .

Arnat was fo-{e2e wounded, as the Ladies 
were conffrained to unarme Him to d3eſſe his wounds, which 
wete very dangerdus, and Torſia tek pains to bind them up 
with his ſhirt fleeves, The ſtrange Knight (&ing the gracious 
conrtefie theſe Ladies uſed to Arnar, began to pitty him very 
much; eſpecially beholding Lorſia to ſhed tears: but they were 
not very manp, fo French Ladies do not uſe to weep much. 
While theſe Ladies were thus buſie about Arnar, a night ar.

hearing the pzoud wozds of the Knight ok the Spear, mounted 
on hozſe-back, and taking a Lance from his Eſquire, came unto. 
him with theſe wo2ds, s. 

Sir Knight, J have pzomiſed theſe four Ladies, to guard the. 
paſſage of this Ualley fo; eight daies ſpace : the two firit dates 
in the ſervice ok Minſia, the Lady that ſitteth on pour left 
hand : the third and fourth foz Telanfia: the fifth and ſixth foz 
the Lady whom pou like, called Latrania : and the two lat 
da pes ſhall be altogether imployed, in the honourable ſerviceof 
Madam Tor ſia.

down among the green leaves, and folding his Arms croſle os 
verthwart his tomack, he entredinto theſe diſcourſes, 

7 know well that lov? is envious at my liberty, fo2 that J 
have ſ&n the Dames of England, of Greece, of Spain, and of 
Navatre, without remaining affectionate to any of them: but 
now being in France, J am ſuddenly inveigled by four Ladies, 
who onely delight to depzive me of like. And that which toz⸗ 
menteth me moſt, is this, J love them all, and am as much af 
fected to one of them as J am to all the other tha: koz when 
F regard the one, my heart bideth mer fo2ſake all to peild to 
her: and beholding the ſecond, J find mp ſelf in the ſame alte- 
ration.

Thus diſcourſing to ont another, at laſt thep departed all to⸗ 
ether, being in their petticoats, and their mantles wzapt about 
them, to ſhield the dew from falling on them, After theſe four 
Ladies were come to the place where the ſtrange Knight lap la⸗ 
menting, they having ſaluted him, Manſia began thus, 

It is ſo Sir Knight, that we are deſirous to know who you 
are, and upon what occaſion you utter theſe complaints ⸗ and if

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J pꝛap pou Sir (ſaid Torſia) da not moleſt your ſelf ſo, foz 
he that is accuſtomed to travel Countries can ſhake off theſe paſ- 
fions Well enough J warrant ye, I think it gad that you grant 
to ſatisſte Madam Latraniaes deſire, is, that you would 
conduct her to the Caſtle of Almarolz. ure you mult enter the 
Combat under her favour, againſt the Knight that kepeth the 
poztraiture of Miragarda: oz elſe that vou travel toſek the 
Knight of the Savage man, from whom you mult take by kozce 
sf Arms, the Damoſels that are in his company, 

You will me Lady, a charge againſt all duty, foꝛ J advertiſe 
vou. he that Guardeth Pꝛinceſſe Miragardaes ſhield, is not now 
at the Caſtle of Almarol: but J am well content ta ſearch the 
Knight of the Savage man, and to enter the Combat with him, 
under the favour of Madam Latrania, who ſhall bear me comes 
Pany, and peu all likewiſe, fo; J cannot live, being depz ved of 
pour p2elence, 

J perceive (ſaid Latrania) you can ercule pour {elf well e- 
nough: but J hope the Knight of the Spear will revenge the 
lquemiſhneſſe pou uſe towards me, Latrama thus; breaking off 
her purpoſe, they all four tok their leave.of the ſtrange Knight, 
becauſe the defire of flep compelled. them lo to do, and being

A kept within his Tent, not having any occaſion to Arm 
himlelf ; which the Ladies perceiving, they were deſirous to be 
gone, Man ſia advancing her ſelf as chiefeſt of them,ſetting fo2th 
her countenance to the uttermoſt: and becauſe that dap was 02- 
dained fo2 her honour, ſhe behaved her ſelf moſt bꝛavely in the 
p2elence of the other Ladies. | 

The ſtrange Knight knew well the intent of Manſia, how 
glad ſhe was to ſw the tryal of her beauty that day, whereup⸗ 
on he framed his language to her in this manner. J would wil: 
lingly (Madam) diſcern ſome kind of imperkection in pour 
Cotrtly bravery, that thereby you might receive occaſton to re⸗ 
[vec ſomewhat with pity, the man that is extreamly afflided 
in thinking how he may compaſle the means to win pour god os 
pinton -- koz you being adozned with ſuch rare and erquiſite 
beauty, do even lengthen their lives, who takes pleaſure to bes 
hold you. But J(god Madam) cannot be ſo h:ppy as to be one 
of thoſe, in that J am he, to-whoin vu take d:i:oh) to conceal 
pour (elf: but this day J deſire you to v2epare your ſelf as gal; 
fant as may be, foz your beauty map happen to win the eſtima⸗ 
tion above all theſe other Ladies, becauſe it is unknown what 
Knights will come. 

Theſe woꝛds of the ſtrange Knight did not ſo well pleaſs 
Mianſ1a as he judged they would have vone,fo2 the twk them very 
diſdainkukly, and gave the Knight to underffand; that he was: 
not reſerved fo2 him.

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. Latraniaſ&ing him ſo earneſt in contemplating the brauty 
of Manſia, ſpake unto him in this manner. I ſ& well Sir, that 
the regard you have of Manſia, cauſeth you to be foꝛgetful of all 
the reſt, Not ſo Lady (ſaid the ſtrange Knight) and if you will 
do mee the honour to hear mee ſpeak, you ſhall ſ@n perceive 
pou are in a wzong opinion.

Chile the ſtrange Knight uſed theſe and ſuch other like ſper⸗ 
ches to Latrania, the Knight of the Spear lifting up his el, 
met, came tothe Tents, and ſaluted the Ladies very gract-

And becauſe they had not the mean, to make tryal of their 
valour in the Foreſt againſt the ſtrange Knight, when he be⸗ 
haved himſelf ſo bzavely in the Kings pzeſence, they concluded 
this day to hazard their Renown, which was the laſt day the 
ſtrange Knight enterpzized to ſhew his puiſſance koz the hoe 
ntur of their Diſtreſſe. Theſe thz& knights being come befoze 
their ſweet Saint and Lady, were in a manner dep2ived of their 
wits, her beauty was of ſuch ſtately pzeferment in their eyes : 
Which the Rnight of the Spcar beholding, and noting well their 
amoꝛous paſſions, he ſpake to Manſia in this manner. 

Dou cannot deny fair Madam, but you are moze beholding 


ts this ſtrange Knight, which hath kept you company ko cer⸗ 


tain dates, then to theſe Knights which are come to ſerk pou: fox 
that 
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that in my judgement they rather ſ&m to peild themſelves con⸗ 
quered by pour p2eſent ſight, then any deſire J can perceive in 
them to the Combat, but it may bee your bzave apparrel hath 
moze dazeled their eyes, then your ſingular beauty, which is of 
ſufficiency to ſet the whole Wozld to wozk. 

Sir (anſwered Bravor) if you are ſo buſie to deſcant on gur 
meanings, and that pou will ſem to judge of our inwatd 
thoughts, prepare pour ſelf to the Juſt, and J will not fail 
to give due chaſtiſement to pour laviſh ſpeeches, Truſt me 
Sir (anſwered the Knight of the Spcar) J am content to ſa « 
trsfie pour deſire, on condition this Knight ſhall think it lo con⸗ 
venient, 

I p2ay pou Sir (ſaid the range Knight) that you would not 
ſem to hinder mee in mp enterp2ize, which being once atchiev- 
ed, you may afterwards make tryal of this Knights courage, 
which to allay, J judge pou ſhall not ned to travel pour (elf 
much. J perceive (anſwered Bravor) what the intent of pour 
ſpeches is: nevertheleſſe J hope the gallant bꝛaverp, where⸗ 
in J have this day beheld my Miſtreſle Mania, will not onely 
grant me the conqueſt over vou, but alſo be ſufficient koʒ me, to 
cozrec the pzide of this other Knight. J perceive now very 
well, (ſaid the ſtrange Knight) that your affection was onelp 
upon her gay cloathing, but mine ts on her wert ſelf, that wear. 
eth them: then caſting his eyes upon Manſia, he entred into 
theſe ſperches. Fair Madam ſince the honour of this day is de⸗ 
dicated to pour pꝛaiſe, I deſire you fo allow mee ſo much favour, 
as to behold the entertainment of this new come Gueſt ; fo2 7 
fear mee, mp blows will peild him greater diſadvantage, then 
he received content in beholding your beauty, 

Upon this they ran together couragioufly,and Bravor bꝛake 
his Lance wozthilp, but the ſtrange Knight encountred him 
with ſuch fozce,as he pierced him quite thzough the body, ſo that 
he kell beſide his Hozſe to the ground dead: his companions be⸗ 
ing as greatly abaſhed, as the Ladies did take it heavily,ſeing 
the miskoꝛtune of Brayor, whoſe body was carrytd to. the Mo⸗ 
naſtery to be buried. 

Alter of Amiens, and Gualcer of Amboyſe, notwithſtanding 

the 
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the death of their friend aud companion, determined to hazard 
the honour of this adventure: but Gualter of Amboyſe was the 
ftrit that pꝛeſented himſelf to Juſt, uſing this language towards 
his Lady. J deſire you heartily god Madam, that you would

upon he ſpake to Madam Latra ia, in this manner, This Rt, 
in my judgement, (fair Miſtrelle) is unwozthy the Love of a⸗ 
ny gracious Lady that dildaineth of His enterpzize bekoze her 
begin it. 

While he ſtod thus communing with his Lady, the two 
Ruights encountred together, but Gualter of Amboyſe was 
caſt foꝛth of his Siddle, being unable to move the ſtrange Kt. 
he having bzoken his Lance, addzeſſed himſelf to Alter of A- 
miens, who being very timerous and fearful, yet to ſhew ſome 
god countenance to his Lady, gave his hozſe the Spurs againſt 
the ſtrange Knight, who could not meet with him acco2ding as 
he would, Nevertheleſſe, Alter ok Amiens bzake his Lance in 
ſuch la2t, as the pœces flew about the ſtrange Knights Yozſe 
head, whereat the Hozſe ſo kumed as he gallopped with his Ma⸗ 


Ner violently thzough the field, whereupon the ſkrange Knight 


caſt himſeif befide him, commanding his Eſquire to ride after, 
to take him again. Alter of Amiens ſœing that Foztune moze 
fkabgured him then his other comyanions, was very deſirous to 
enter the Combat with the Swozd, fo2 which cauſe he alighted 
from his Hozſe, then Gualter put himſelf bekoze him, becauſe 
he had Tufted firſt ; but the ſtrange Knight handled him in ſuch 
oꝛder; as in ſhoꝛt time his companion was glad to come help him, 
whercupon the ſtrange Knight entred into theſe woꝛds, 

Yeu come Sir) even as well as heart can wiſh, foz J am des 


termined to lay claim to your Hozte, becauſe mine is run away 


frem mee. Then he charged him ſo furiouſly, as the Knight of 
the Sp-ar was covſtratned (pitying the ſtate wherein they were 
bought) to deſire Manha to give them ſome ſuccour;but befoze 
ſhe

ſhe could well perſwade her ſelf to do ſo, theſe two Knights 
came and rendzed themſelves at her fet, deſiring her to pitty 
their p2eſent caſe, not doubting but thep would apply their 
lives many other waies in her ſervice, The ſtrange Knight 
de ſirous to \ſ&@ what eſtimation Mai:ſ1a would make of them, 
came unto them with theſe wozd, You ſhall underſtand (Sir 
Knights) that Jam not determined to give you over, without 
the Lady entreat on pour behalf her ſelf : oz elſe the ſhall pꝛo⸗ 
mile to grant me one requeſt, which J intcud to utter to her. 
J aſſure you Sir Rnight (anſwered Manſi1) J do not intend 
to make pou any ſuch pꝛomiſe, giving you to underſtand, that 
you ought to beware how pou paſſe any further pour ſelf, fo2 
the hope which you have in mee, who by this means ſhall have 
perfect knowledge, of the love and god will you ſ&@m to bear 
me. J (& well(quoth the ſtrange Rnight)that you are deſirous 
to let me know, how pour nature is bent towards them, that ads 
venture themſelves in pour ſervice ; which is, that they ſhall 
receive better entertainment, then that which you uſe towards 
mer: whereat J have ſome occaſion to grieve, foz J would be 
he, that ſhould ouely receive pour favour : in that J practiſe all 
means poſſible to pleaſe you, But J le your intent is to uſe 
me with rigour, which J would wiſh. you Gould uſe to theſe 
Knights, whoſe lives are of ſo little p2ofit to pou, ſo that J 
count my ſelf happy, becauſe my life is far from your power. 
When he had thus ſaid, her offered to mount on Gualters 
Hoꝛſe, but the Ladies gave him to under ſtand, that he did much 
abuſe the Knight to offer him ſuch injury, by which means, theſe 
two Knights rid pꝛeſently away to the K. of France his Court, 
rc they made known the miskoztune that had happened unto 
em, « ri" >} | 
The Knight of the Spear, tok his way unto his lodging, and 
the Ladies to their Monaſtery: Manſia being greatly contents 
ed, that the ſtrange Knight had lo well acquitted himſelf fro 
wards her, as the other thz& did very much mar vel at the noble 
behaviour of this bzave Champion.

Ann the ſight of theſe Juſts, the Ladies having with- 
dzawn themſelves into the Monaſtery, the ſtrange Kuight 
entredinto his Tent, where he refreſhed himſelf with ſuch Ui- 
ands as the Nuns had ſent him. And koz that he Was ſomewhat 
{oze travelled, he was the moze deſirous to reſt: in the mean 
time his Eſquire returned from the ſearch of his Hozſe, which 
he could hardly take all that day, but his Maſter was glad when 
he ſaw him. | 

Then the ſtrange Knight, thinking the Ladies would walk 
abzoad, as they had done the nicht befoze, he tok his way to the 
green tres again: but they came not abꝛoad until the mozning: 
when, being mounted on their Palfreys, Manſia rid fo2moſt , 
having a Garland of flowers on her head, in ſigne of Uicozy ; 
Telanſia followed next her, being in god hope to attain the ſelf 
ſame honour, Latrania and Torſia came ſomewhat behind, u⸗ 
ling ſuch a Ma jeſty in their countenance, as the Knight was 
moze and mote enflamed towards them. When Manſia was

and ſhe will not ſo fon be gone from vou, J Warrant von: as 
£02 us, we will not bzeak our pꝛomiſe to you, till the eight daies 
be fully compleat, except ſome other Knight come, whoſe po: 
wer hall be ſufficient to cut off your determination, we 
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Mer thinks Lady (ſaid the ſtrange Knight) pon ſhould not 
wih him moze miskoztune, who endureth to much already fo2 
your ſweet ſakes : but mee thinks you ſhould rather with the vi⸗ 
ctoꝛy to fall on my ſide, then on any others, ko; the laudable 
commendation pott ſhall get thereby. While the ſtrange knight 
behaved himſelf amiablp, in the entertaining theſe gallant Las 
dies, the Knight of the Spear arrived there on the luddain, who 
ſhe wing his obeyſance to Madam Latrania, ſpake unto her as 
kolloweth. 

Fair Miſtreſſe never were any daies ſo troubleſome unta 
mee, as there which J endure at this pꝛeſent, earneſtly thirſt: 
ing and deſiring fo2 the time, when pour wert (elf may allow 
mee ſome favour ; Nevertheleſſe, J am very well per lwaded, 
that the Knight who honoureth you with his lervice, cannot ber 
eaſily vanquiſhed, foꝛ that he bears as great god will to pou as I 
do, adfopning hereto, that hee imagineth himſelf wozthy pour 
love, But ou may aſſure your ſelf, that J am ſo highly affect 
ed to you, as this Knight may no way equal: Nevertheleſſe, J 
cannot chuſe but take if heavily, fearing you will allow the like 
ingratitude, which J perceive you ule to him: To theſe woꝛds 
Latrania replyed thus. 

Your ſpech (Sir Rnight)is far different from the offer you 
made me, when vou firſt arrived in this place, when you were 
ſo liberal in pꝛomiſe, that vou would not tick (foꝛ my ſake) to 
conquer the whole Wozld. The ſtrange Knight being deſirous 
to make one with them, offered to advance himſelf to them: but 
he was hindꝛed by a Damoſel, who arrived there at that very 
inſtant, who deſiredhim tc ſhewher the Knight that guarded the 
paſſage of the Ualley : then diſcloſinghimſeif to the Damoſel, 
the ſaluted him with theſe ſperches. 

Having underſtod (Sir Knight) how vou are of the opinion, 
that theſe four Ladies are the faireft in all the Meld, J was 
ſomewhat deſtrous to travel hither, accompanied with theſe four 
Knights, which vou lee under this Tre : and they (to honor 
mer with their ſervice) have concluded to Juft with vou, n 
doubting but their pains will return greater p2ofit unto them 
ou my behalf, then that which vou beſtow koꝛ theſe Ladies. And

his you muſt underſtand beſide, that theſe Knights come not ts 
nter the Combate with the Swozd, in that J referve them fo2 
N affairs, which are to mee fo2 greater impoztance then 
this, 

Then the ſtrange Knight had well adviſed himſelf on the 
Damolels words (who bare her face covered) he anlwered her 
in th:5 manner, J Weuld J were in as great eſtimation with 
thele Ladies, whokepme here captive,.as theſe Knights (in 
potir comyany) are to you, And koz that pou uſe them with luch 
£avour, I delire that Madam Tclanſ1a may ſped no wozle then 
Manſia hath done, koz whoſe ſake J have already conquered 
thze Knights. J pay you Sir (laid the Damoſci)to ſhew me 
which of theſe feur Ladies you call Tcl.nſ11? After the Krange 
Knight had ſatisfied her requeſt, the entred into theſe wo2ds, 

Fn {wth (Sir) her beauty is ſufficient fo2 pou fo enterpzize 
great matters, pet J imagine, my Knights (hall not be anything 
moꝛe diſcouraged thereby, to do no ſervices. This Damoſe! 
was the very ſame.that came to ſuccour the vanquiſhed Knights, 
which were conquered by the frange Knight, in the King and 
Duegns pzeſence ; and becauſe the trange Knight, ſped alwaigs 
lo foztunately many Knights ſought ſeverely to injure him: 
which the Queen would prevent as much as ſhe could, cauſing 
this Damoſel to entice them to try theix-valour againſt the 
ſtrange Knight fo? her ſake, 2 Nin es gt ets 

Thereto they willingly conſented; neverthelefe,: the King 
had kozbidden them to enter the Combat with the Swozd: foz 
which canſe the Damoſel entreated the trance Knight, that 
he would hazard the breaking of one Lance, againſt one of her 
Lhampions. After that the Damoſel had thus:concluded, theſe 
four Knights (who bare fo2 their ſevxxaldevices in their chieldg, 
the Globe of the Aol, figured ina filver field) began to ad; 
vance themſelves kozward, which the ſtrange Knight perceiving, 
de coarted Telanſia with theſe ſpeeches, Jf the Wozld (fair 
Madam) were of no bigger quantity then this which the knight 
net eth in his Shield, J judge J might with eaſie travel oper⸗ 
come it, and make you the onelp Qucen of the Wiozld, Without 
n moze wors he gave the ſpurs ta his Hozſe, and encoun⸗ 
fred 
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tren the Knight in the midffof the carttere, lo bzavely, as both 
{Doz{e and Man went to the ground; then turning to the Dama- 
{el that conducted them thicher, ber (pake to bex as toilowety, 
You cauuot deny nom fair -Pamolel but pou have len me 
thꝛow the Mold to the ground, onely by the favour of Madam 
Iclanſia. Oh Sir (anſwered the Damoſel,) pou do but as pet 
begin, theſe other thze Knights knew very well the pꝛiowelle 
of this night to ve far greater then they thought fox; but ſince 
luch great miskoztune hath befallen him, pou (e the ſecond 
Knight defireth to revenge his Compantions wrong, and if hee 
fail likewiſe, theſe other two Knights will bear them compa- 
ny. But J perceive well (ſaid the Oamoſel) they muſt be try- 
ed Knights, which ſhall live in hope to conquer pou: pet map 7 
lay thus much withont offeuce, that pour courage is the moꝛe 
emboldned by the p2efence of theſe four; Ladies. Then taking 


off her Maske, the ſtrange Knight -pzeſently knew her, which 
made him begin in this manner. Jam very glad (fair Damo⸗ 
ſel) that vou can now witneſle my juſtneſſe and ſtability © but J. 


do greatly abaſh my ſelt ot the hope pou repoſed in theſe four 
Knights, who (foz any thing J can-ſe) bear no greater affecti- 


on to you; then to mee. Theſe Kaights deſired the Damoſel ta 


luffer them to depart, fo2 they were afraid leaſt they ſhould ber 


lo handled as their companion was. The King Ar:c.ics com- 
manded that night that a great dancing ſheuld bx, kept in the. 


Qutens Chamber, wher eat he was advertiſed of the ſundzy and 
high cod haps of the ſtrange Knight: which moved many Las 
dies to intreat their amozous ſervants; that they would bzing 
them ta the place where this Knight kept the paſſage, 

"Thoſe four Ladies entred the fte ld, accompanied with their: 
Champton; aud the/Knightof:the Spear, whom the Ladies de⸗ 
ſired that the King ſhould not be offended, by his entring the 
Combat with the ſtrange Knight: As koz the reſidue of their 
Servants that were in the -Tents, to encourage. them tobe 
gar neſt in deſiring tu enter the. Juſt, each ot them pꝛomiſed uu⸗ 
ie her night, a Our land pf flowers, ;if;the victo2y. chaucsd on 
his ſide; Ba'dwitofNatants, wh i was the affectionate. lervant 
tothe fair Abania, was the firſt that preſented himſeik.to-Juc 
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againſt the trange Knight, who would not ſuffer him to run be⸗ 
toze he had firſt craved leave of the Ladies, that it might ber 
their wills to Crown him with the Garlands of flowers that 
remained vicoz : the Ladies contented themlelves greatly with 
this requeſt, whereupon the ſtrange. Knight ſpake thus to Te- 
lanſia. Madam, koz that it is pitty pour golden locks, ſo gal⸗ 
lautly garniſhed with theſe fragrant Flowers ſhould be injured 
by any, oꝛ theſe Sarlands woꝛne by any other then your wert 
ſelf : J defire you to lay theſe Garlands by the Tree befoze you, 
and J doubt not but J ſhall have moze companions to them pze- 
ſently, Do laying, he ran againſt Baldwin, with ſuch fozce, as 
he ſent both hozſe and man to the ground on a heap, The Lady 
Aib1iniacs Garland was pꝛeſe tly'ſent to the ſtrange Rnight , 
which he immediately pꝛelented to Telanſia, uſing this language. 
It (ſweet Miſtreſſe) you will do mie ſo much honour as to re⸗ 
ceive in wozth this pꝛeſent J offer unto you: J will not fail to 
enterp2ize in pour gracious ſervice, to deck this Tree with flo⸗ 

bers of furpaſling beauty, 

Next to Baldwin was vdiſmonnted Bameran , the amozous 
ſervant of Lady Briſa : whoſe Garland of flowers was ſet next 
to Lady Albaniacs. Rion of Belze, Servant to Madam Ver- 
tuoſa, being diſcomſitted her Garland was a companion to La- 
dy Briſacs. The fourth was called Luſaman, ſervant to Lady 
Zepella, he wis likewiſe ſent to keep his fellows company: next 
to him was Riam, the ſervant unto kair Blas. And Alter of Bay- 
onne, ſervant to Mananſina, who ſeeking to revenge his friends 
injury, was caſt forth of his Saddle, with his arm broken, Gar- 
land of Bezicrs, ſervant to Mont penſier: Forſian of Granoble, 
ſervant to the Lady of Jury, Briſar, ſervant tu the Lady of Bur, 
ſiſter to Telanſia: beſide many other Knights, who were all 
vanquiſhed bythe ſtrange Knight. | 

Theſe Garlands were hanged on the boughs of the Tree,the 
aght whereof yeilded noſmall contentment ts Telanſia: but the 
other Ladies found themſelves greatly diſcontenter, thinking 
on this honour, and what had paſſed befoze , eſpecialty Manſia, 
who judged this day far moze tryumphant, then thoſe which 
the trance Knight maintained under her favour. _ -- _ 

orſia, 
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Torſia, were out of hope to attain ſuch bonnur as Tclanſia had 
done: So theſe vanquiſhed Knights departed pzeſently thence 
to the Court of Digeon.

The Ladies underſtanding the wozds of their Champion, gade 
no ſmall commendations to his Knightly deds, in the mean 
while, the Knight laid him to reſt; but ſo unquiet was his ſlp, 
| as he did not contain the fame mind he was wont, to go walke 

under the Ladies Chamber Window, to underſtand if they 
would come into the fieldagain, And J aſſure pou, theſe La. 
dies being parted but a little thence they imagined among 
themſelves, by caſting of Lots, which of them that night Gould 
go to him: the Lot fell unto Latranm, ha departed as bzav- 
ty garniſhed, as He vid the firft night.

Vou have oftentimes ſaid to me (ar knight) that there is uo 
one upon Earth, hath greater deſire to ds me ſervice than your 
ſelf : but J cannot conceive the ſame opinion, if pou will not at 
this inſtant let me know who'pott are. Madam (ſaid the ſtrange 
knight) if I were in the ſervice ot any other, then might J ea- 
ſily grant your requeſt: but J will leave pou to think what J 
will ds to mozrow, when J muft be employed in maintaining 
your beauty.

ferently eaſed, foz Latrauia had (in times paſt/ heard ot his 
inconſtant and unfaithful dealings, and kearing [caſt her honoz 
likewiſe might happsn to be impeached, ſhe failed not pꝛeſently 
to depart thence, pꝛomiſing not to diſcover him tothe other La- 
dies. 

After Lacrania was thus departed from him, he deviſed how

And if lo be he will reveal himſelf to 
none of us, I ſhall repute his paſſions not ſo trouvleſome as his 
complaints ſem to witneſs. 

Upon this determination the Ladies reſted,and as ſon as the 
Dun had hown his golden countenance on the earth, certain of 
the Rings Court arrived in the field, who cauſed Tents and pas 
vilions to be pzeſently ſetup, becauſe the King and the Quan 
would come toſ& the Juſts that day. The Ladies would not as 
pet come fozth of their Chamber, becauſe it vas to early, and 
that the Juſts ſhould not be begun befoze the Ring came: but it 
was not long befoze he and the Queen came to their Tents ac- 
companied with many honourable perſons, as Ladies and Da- 
mozels of great calling. 

The Judges of the field cauſed tables to be ſet up in the Ual- 
ley,that were covered with cloathes of marvellous eſtimation, 
there the King and Queen refrefhed themſelves, inviting into 
Q q their 
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their company the four Ladies, who were ſo ffately apparrelled 
this dap, as their beanty \ſ&med to excel all the Ladies that 
were come with the Queen. The ſtrange Knight went kozth 
of his Tent, that he might the better behold this ſudden afſem - 
bly, and ſitting dowfrat the rot ofa Tre, his Eſquire bzought i 
him victuals to bzeak his faft withal. After that the King was { 
riſen from the Table, theſe four Ladies (accozding to their | 
wont) mounted on their Steds,and ton their wap to the place 
where the ſtrange Knight remained, who even then was ready 
to fall to his daily ererriſe ; they courteonfly ſalnting him, went 
with the Queen to her Teut, and by the Kings tent the ſtrange 
Knight ſtwd, erpecing who ſhould begin the Juſt. And the 
King himſelf was greatly delighted in beholding the Garlands, 
which fo2 that they were the favours of the Ladies, and loſt by 
the Knights that were forled, he began highly to commend the 
Pꝛoweſſe of the ffrange Knight: who being jeaſting with the 
four Ladies, he eſpped at laſt to come along the Ualley, the Kt.

mong the other vanquiſhed. But rf the victozy happen on his 
ſide, he would not ſeek any other recompence at her. hands, but 
— thoſe other Garlands might be giwen him to beſfow on his 
kriends. 

Df this requeſt Lat rania uy glad, and deſiroug to reach 
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ſo high kelicitp whereof thiouſßhly perlwading her ſelf, and 
likewiſe to ſatisfie the Knight dk the Spears will, ſhee put the |

The Knight of the Spcar having under ſtod, how Latrauia 
made no mo2e regard of them that did her ſervice, and {Ting 
the Dice in foxtunes hand, either to his continual, honour, oz 
p2eſent diſgrace, pet ignozant' which of them ſhould be his 
chance, ran couragiouſly againſt the ſtrange Knight. they ens 
countring together ſo wozthilp, as they were both compelled 
to kozſake their ſtirrops. Upon this gallant beginning, they 
tok new ſtaves, where with they met again together ſo ſtrongly 
as the pieces flew whiſtling in the ap1e : and palling ko: ward, 
theſe Knights met ſo furiouſly with their bodies, as they were 
conſtrained to tumble to the ground. At this ſight the Ring 
was greatly abaſhed ; but Latrania contentedher ſelf very well, 
ſeing the noble and valiant behaviour ot ber Knight, wha ſhe 
thought as god in all points as the ſtranger.

It is long time enough (fair Damoſel) ſince J perceived 
the ſmall god will pou bear mee, but ſince I now perceive that 
mp misfoztune is ſo accreable unto pon, J deſire you to make 
known unto the Ladics, that J make no account of their favour - 
ing mer, being well aſſured, that they are wont to ule ſuch res 
compence towards them that adventure their lives in their 
Service.

Sir knight, if fo2 the ſuccour of the at- 
flited, Arms were firſt invented, J p2ay you, that the tears of

Madam (ſaid the ſtrange knight) koꝛ mer ta obey you in this 
cauſe, were verp fond and unadviſed, yet would J do it, if J 
were not buſied about eſpecial matters, foz you may perſwade 
pour ſelf, that the Bond wherein J have tyed mp ſelk, doth de.

Of that which happened to the ſtrange Knight, the laſt day he 
guarded the paſſage under the name of Madam Tera. 


He ſtrange Knight ſtayed fill it was after Non in his 

Tent, yet not one Knight entred the Uallep, which made 
him repozt to the Ladies, that the fear their ſervants had of

talled himlelk Lambort of Saxonie: he travelling to Conſtan- 
tinople; met with theſe two Italians, who perſwaded him to 
travel with'rhem to the Caſtle of Almarol, willing likewiſe to 
app2ove the Adventure, was \wn intreated to bear them com: 
pany, and their complexions being very different, they fell out 
by the way: then hearing ok the Adventure of theſe four French 
1 wies, they addicted their journey pꝛeſently to the French 
Court, perſwading themſelves to end the Adventure, wherein 
ſo many god and hardy Knights had failed. Aud being thus 
Armed all after one manner, they arrived in the Ualley now 
on the laſt day of the Ladies adventure. J know well (ſaid the 
ſtrange Knight ſo ſon as he had eſpyed them) that Foꝛtune did 
not intend to ſuffer mee this day, without ſhewing you (fair La. 
dy) the great deſire J have, to be accepted amongſt the number 
of your beſtfavoured ſervants : foz pou may perſwade pour ſelf, 
that no Knight whatſoever hath power to reſift againſt mee, 
when J have you [wert Lady in my pꝛeſence. 

Chile the trange Knight thus repoſed with Tor ſia, the thx 
Knights were arrived in the fietd, and after they had adviſevly 
Rr 3 beheld. 
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beheld the beauty of theſe four Ladies, they could not judge 
which of them did moſt excel in beauty. But ſo it was, that their 
affections was contrary;fo2 the twolcaiians ent erpʒiʒed the Com. 
bat fox Larrania,and Alemait was altogether inveigled with 
the beauty of Manſia. | 
Theſe Ladies was ſo well pleaſed as poſſible could be, that 
they ſhould be ſerved by Knights of ſtrange Nations, which 
made them uſe ſuch great courteſie and favour towards them, 
as they had not done the like to any of King Aracdes his Court: 
whereat the ſtrange Knight was lo moved, as he pꝛeſently p2e- 
pared himſelf to the Juſt, Brucie of Verona, one of the Italians, 
was the firſt that began the paſtime: but the ſtrange Knight met 
with him in ſuch ſoꝛt, as hee was lent to the Ground with his 
heels npward, 
Mhich the other Italian perceiving, who was named Trucic 
of Beroze, he gave his Pozſe the ſpurs - but in the Encounter 
he was ſent tokep his fellowcompany, This much diſpleaſed 
ambort of Saxonie, he was eftemed a god Knight, then ſet⸗ 
ting his Lance in a Reft,the two Knights met together lo bzav⸗ 
Iv, as Lambort was unhozſed with his ſaddle between his legs, 
and the ſtrange Unight was fo2ced to fozſake both his ſtirrops. 

Then Alemant calling tothe Combate with his Swo2d, the 
ſtrange Rnicht alighted from his Pozſe, but the two Italians 
would not ſyffer Alcmant to enter the Combate, fox thep ſaid 
the advantage belonged to them, becauſe they were firſt dil⸗ 
mounted. Upon this they fell at much variance among them: 
ſelves, which was incontinently appeaſed by the four Ladies, 
who o2dained, that Brucian of Verona ſhould begin the Com: 
bate firſt ; but he was ſo entertained by the ſfrange Rnight, as 
Trucic of Beroze was conſtrained to come help him, Mhereat 
the range knight was ſo moued,as in ſhoꝛt time he laid Brucic 
of Verona at his fet:andTrucic of Beroze was ſs ſoze hurt as he 
was glad to fly to the Ladies fo refuge, who deſired the range 
Knight to ſave his life.

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with him, and followed his intent with fuch nimble and b1ave 
behaviour, as Alemanr ford her dealt with one ſtronger than 
himſelf, Yet was he of this mind, that he rather 'defired to dye 
at his hands, then to demand any ſuccour of the* Ladies: who 
were fo greatly moved with pitty, fearing to ſee him dye bekoze 
them, as they came anddefired the ſtrange Knight to give over 
the Combat. 6 | 

At their requeſt he was contented, being very glad hee had lo 
well accompliſhed his pzomile, giving them to underftand, that 
to do them ſervice he could be perſwaded eaſily to enterpꝛize a - 
ny other adventure: but fox that it was night, they courteouſly 
tok their leave of him, and went again to their Monaſtery lea- 
ving him now in asxreatextremity of grief, as they had dont 
any of the daies befoze, And J muſt not koꝛget to fell pou how

The ſtrauge Knight remembꝛzing himſelf how Tor ſiacs turn 
came to viſit him, made no account of his paſſed travel, but 
went to his accuſtomed place, where he long loked foz the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of Torſia. And albeit he thought to conceal himſelf from 
her, yet was it not poſſible fo2z him ſo to do: fo2 he not onelp 
be wꝛayed his name unts her, but he would have diſcourſed his 
whole life to her likewiſe, if ſhe had been diſpoſed to have given 
the hearing.

and Nephew to King Frilol, as alſo to move the affection of his 
Queen Arnaltc, in ms2e ample manner to him, and ſo without 
any further ſtay, they went to met him.

i De Emperoz ſ@ing himſelf bzought into the extremity of 
age, thought god to joyn his Nephew in marriage, and als 

lo the other Pzinces and Knights that had bern nouriſhed in 
his Court: and that he might move a general god liking by ſo 
doing, he imparted his intent to the Empzeſſe and his Sonne 
cunalcou. When he underſtod how well they thought of the 
matter, he wit pꝛelently to Aruedes Ring of France, his Son 
in Law, that he would do him ſo much honour as to come with 
the Quen to his Court. In like manner his Majeſty de ſpateh⸗ 
ed Letters to Don Edoard, King of England, and Flerida his 
Daughter: to Recinde Ring sf Spain, deſiring him and his 
Queen to come to his Court, and bzing the Pꝛinceſſe Mira- 
guda in their company. The @mperoz Vernar was ſent fox 
likewiſe, and Tarnacs King of Lacedemonia,with his Daugh⸗ 
ter didelia, whole beauty carry@ſoms credit at that time, and 
the Soldain Bellagris, with Majortes, and many others, the Em: 
perour by his Letters invitedto his Court, But the firſt that 
came to Conltantinople, were the Emperoz Veraar, and Ring 
Edoard of England: ſam after came the Soldan Bellagris and 
Majortes, their entertainment being as their noble eſtates de- 
ſerved. Then came Ring Tarnacs with his Quel, Sidelia, his 
Daughter, and the ſozrowful Lady Pandricia, whom the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſle lodged in her own chamber, The two Rings, Arnedes 
and Recinde, arrived with their ſhips at the Pozt of Conſtan- 
tinople, and ſoundedtheir Trumpets and Dzums ſo gallantly, 
as the people were afraid in the City, fearing leaſt their Ene⸗ 
mies were come: but the Pꝛinces came to receive them with 
great jop, where they might behold the Ring of France in a 
ſumptuous Galley, covered with cloath of Gold of great value, 
wherein was himſelf, his Quen, Florenda and Graciana, his

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two Daughters, with many Ladies and Knights beſive, Ju a» 
nother Gallion was Ring Recinde, and the Queen. with a num:

Pzince Florendos, and many other Knights. Ring Recinic 
deing advertiſedthat the Emperoꝛ intended to nrirrp the P2in- 
ceſſe to his Nephew Florendos, with Ring Arvedeſcs conſent * 
(to do them the honour)cauſed their Gallion to marchfozemoſt, | 
as the Captain over all the other Ueſſels, The Emperoz was 
fo glad of theſe tydings, as he fozſok his Coach, and was 
bꝛought in a Chair to the place where theſe Pꝛinces ſhould land, 
and the Empzeſſe with the Quens, P2inceſſes and Ladies 
mounted on their Poꝛſes, being clad in moſt rich and coſtly har- 
neſſe, and ſo they rid to the Poꝛt of the City very ſtately, There 
was the Emperour accompanied with his Son Primaleo! , 
Ring Edoard of England, the Emperoꝛ Vernar of Allemaigo, 
Soldan Bellagris, Majortes, Ternaes Ring of Lacederaonia, 
Polendos, Eſtrellant, Pompides and Dragolant, and no little 
joy it was to him in his aged years, to ſ& himſelf ſo beloved of 
the moſt puiſlant Pꝛinces that were in the whole Mold: but 
albeit the p2eſence of theſe great perſonages was very pleaſant 
to him, pet could he not chuſe but take it heavily, ſeing the 
—ͤ— ſo ſoꝛe upon him, as long he could not be a companion fo 
them. 

Ring Arnedes, and Recinde, and Pꝛince [lorendos, being 
all come on Land, they kueled down to kilſe the Emperours 
hand, but he embzacing them in his arms, would not Tiffer 
them to honour him ſo mnch, then came the Queen of Spain,and 
the Queen of France, with her two Daughters, whom his Bas 
feſty welcomed very familiarly.

Aud fo2 this cauſe (noble Gentlemen) 
did the Emperour and his Councel call pou into this place, to 
the end you might perceive, the god zeal and love he beareth to 
you all. But let mee not fozget what his Majeſty hath ozdain⸗ 
ed, as concerning you noble Sir Dramuſiand, it is his will 
that you ſhall eſpouſe Madam Arlencea, as well to content the 
deſire of her love, as alſo to ſhew himſelf thankful, fo2 her be⸗ 
wꝛaping the treaſon of Alternao : and his Excellency hath cons 
cluded to beſtowthe Profound Iſle on pou, which ſometime be⸗ 
longed to her Father Bravorant, and is now in the cuſtody af 
my Son Florian pour Friend. Dramuſiand was ſurpzized 
with ſuch exceeding joy at theſe woꝛds, as he had not the power 
to attend till Ring Edoard had finiſhed his diſcourſe, but came 
aud humbled himſelf befoze the Emperoz,yeilding him a thou- 
ſaud thanks foz his gracious courtefie, King Edoard twk him 
up by the arms, deſiring him to have patience a little while, till 
he had ended his charge, and coming to the Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace, 
he entred into theſe ſpeeches. To you moſt excellent Pꝛinceſle, 
whom nature hath plentifully endued with beauty, and cours 
teſie, the Empers2,with theſe Kings and noble Lozds in his 
company, ds earneſtly deſire to give in marriage my Son Flo» 
rian, it fo be his deds might deſerve ſo well your god liking ; tt 
is likewiſe wiſhed by my Son Palmerin,to whom you are tyed 
in ſome point of obedience, accoꝛding as King dardamant your 
Szand⸗kather appointed it in his will, Palmerin who all this 
while had kept himſelf ſilent, humbly deſired the King bis Fas 
ther to vouchſafe him a woꝛd oꝛ twain; which being granted him, 
he came befoze the Pꝛinceſle of Thrace, and ſetting one of his 

knees to the ground, he began to her as followeth, 
J durſt not({MWadam )}take the hardineſſe on mer, to pꝛeſent pou 
my 
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my B2other Florian the ſirſt time you ſaw him, fearing leaſt 
vou ſhould think, that I was inclined moze to regard his profit, 
then pot honour: but J was the moze willing to dive it off 
till this 'p2efent, that you might have ſome knowledge of his 
Knightlp verds, wherein ik J perceived vou to take any delight, 
I might be the bolder in pzeſenting him fo2 pour husband and 
you the eaſier to entertain him. Let it then J pꝛap you ſem 
acceptable in your judgement, what the Emperoꝛ and his couns 
ſel hath determined on, in that J am perſwaded the hcavenly 
powers do think well it ſhould be ſo. Sir Palmerin (ſaid the 
Pꝛinceſſe) I am hee, who alwates covet the means, whereby J 
might ſhew mp lelk dutiful unto you, and if J ſhould ſ&m to 
uſe my ſelf otherwiſe, J were unwozthy to receive the Royal 
p2eferment, which the King my Szandkather hath appointed 
me? : beſide,my ſubjects might well exclatm on mee, if J ſhould 
go contrary to his will who hath the power over mee © there 
koze reſolve your ſelf, that J ſhall be content to grant to any 
thing, which you imagine fo2 the fulfilſtng of pour pꝛomiſe and 
mine honoz, Palmerin kiſſing her hand, aroſe immcdtately, be» 
ng not a little glad of the courteous anſwer the Pzincelle of 
Thrace had made him: then King Edoard turned to the Kts, 
and began again in this manner. Mou ſhall underſtand noble 
Gentlemen, that it is the @mpero2s will pou ſhould reveal to 
him, how vou accept of his opinion, and the Pziuceſſes and Las 
dies ſhall bewzap their intents to the Empzeſſe, becauſe his 
Ercellgncy would not enterp2ize any thing, but he will have 
all parties well contented therewith. Theſe Marriages were 
lo well thought on by every one pꝛeſent, as the Knights and 
Ladies told the Emperoꝛ they were all contented, eſpectally 
the Kaights who advanced themſelves one after another to kille 
the Emperoꝛs hand: the like they did to the Emperoꝛ Vernar, 
Bazilia, Gridonia, aud the Rings and Qucns, there pꝛeſent, 
and the Emperoz embꝛaced them every one, but when Palme- 
rin came to him, he held him in his arms, and ſpake thus. 

My Don, J have continually imagined with my lelk, how 7 
might wozthily recompence pour deeds, of ſo hich eſtimation : 
but now J perſwade mp ſelf, that both my deſire and peurs 
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ſhall be ſufficiently contented in giving vou the Jewel of 
my blille, and the honoz of thy trabe ls, my Nece the Pzinceſſe 
Polinarda, whoſe name JpaytheÞeavens; to imppint fo dæp 
in pour heart, as the Empzefle both hach ben, and is in mine, 
to the end, that you and I bearing ons dame. map beck alike in 
happinelſe and god Foztuns. IJ neven thought my gracious 
Loꝛd (ſaid Palmcrin) that my deds ſhould: purchaſe ſuch a high 
and happy felicity, as this which your Majeſty hath beſtamed on 
mie: but I le it is your godnelle. and not my doſerts, fo2 which 
J| am bound in duty during like. Prinalcon and Gridonia im⸗ 
bꝛaced him verp lovingly, being glad their Daughter was be⸗ 
ſtowed ſo honourably, 1 

After theſe joyful motions, both on the one ſide,and the other, 
were {ome what pacified, the Emperoz returned ts countel a- 
gain, with the Empers2 Vernar, Ring Edoard, Primalcon and 
the other Knights, letting them underſtand, that he did not in: 
tend to fozget the Lady Pandricia : whereupon the Soldan Bel- 
lagris was called, to whom Ring Edoard bewzayed all matters 
paſſed, how Bellagris under his name, entred Pandritiacs Cham. 
ber, and begot of her ſir Blandidon, whom every. one thought, 
and ſhe her lelk, to be King Edoards ſon, as you may read in the 
firſt Uolume of this Viſtozy, 

The Soldan Bellagris knowing the great erroz of his faith, 
and being aſſured withal, that Blandidon was his, Son, renoun- 
ced his Turkiſh opinion, wherein he had lived is long time: and 
to remain in the friendſhip of theke wozthy Mꝛinces, he conclu⸗ 
ded to eſpouſe Pandritia, to the greateft contentment of many 
Pꝛinces his friends, who likewiſe (by his converſion) came to 
know the Law of the living God. Df this god hap, the Em⸗ 
peroꝛ and all the other Chziſtian Pꝛinces, were very glad, and 
to continue Bellagris in his god mind, the Emperoz pꝛeſent ly 
aroſe from connſel, aud went into the Pꝛinceſles Chamber, ac- 
companied with King Edoard, where his Majeſty declared to 
Pandritia, what had paſſed between them and the Soldan Bel- 
lagris cauſing her to foꝛget her fozmer opinion, that Blandi- 
don was the Son of King Edoard, and tertifying her likewiſe, 


how the Soldan had renounced his Peatheniſh Faith, to * 
er 
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her amends bp marriage, which ſhe ought not to refuſe, as wel 
confiveringthe valoux: and riches: of the- Soldan, who was a 
mixht yamd.rendward Mex alſo that her Sn might know 
his no ut: Father. Pana ctia htavily loking; about her, was ſo 
ſo22 traute um it a grtat while ere the ſyake a W102d.; but 
after ſhe had better remembꝛed ber elf, ſpe earneſtlp heheld 
King Edoard, ſpeaking-to him in this manner, My bard de- 
ſtiny ( woꝛthy Nuince) hathgoncraled; this ſo long ; which you 
at laſt have vouohlated to hewgay, that my life map be hereafter 
mae ꝑleaſunt thewit bach bien: and this you map aſſure your 
ſelf, chat it IN han known of this befoze, J had given due cha: 
ſtiſement to my ignozant mil-koxtune, But ſince it is come to 
light at this time, both the lave of my Son the ſalvation of the 
Saiilan and his ſubjects; campelteth me to forget all matters 
paft, con deren alſo, that the fozce of Love made him deceive in 
The Emperoꝛ liked well of that he had ſaid, and the Em⸗ 
p2eſſe:tmbyated her many times, bein ſo glad as could bee pol⸗ 
ſible; that all things came to ſuch a:appyend, Blandidon was 
then called intopſeſence, who: was hety ſozrp when he knew 
King Edoard was not hi father; but the hope to be pzeferrey 
by the Soldans dignity, made him to foꝛget all fozmer occaſions, 
and take content in that pzeſent bekoze them. 
How the Sd Bella gris was Baptiſed: and how afterward the 
Emperour cauſed him to be married to Paxdritia, and how 
the other Princes of his Court were marryed allo. 


A Fter theſe Marriades were thus agreed upon, the Empe⸗ 
ro2 commanded the day following; that all things fo2 the 
ſolemnizing theſe honourable Rites, ſhould be pzepared in the 
moſt decent manner,becauſe he would have them all married in 
the great. Pall af His Palace. and there the Arch-Biſhop of 
Conſtantinople ſaid divine ſervice; after ward he made a learns 
ed Sermon, to give the Soldan Bellagris earneſt affection to 
the Law of Jeſus Chnift, publiſhing likewiſe openly, what — 
paſled 
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palſed bet ween him and the Lady Pandtitia, becauſe no ſuſpi⸗ 
tion ſhould ariſe by them, who were apt enough to conceive an 
evil opinion, Nlhen the Arch · Bichop had toncluden his Ser» 
mon, he Baptized the Soldan. The Emperoz and Ring Edo- 
ard of England were his God-fathers; and the two Empꝛeſles 
his God-mothers, And to hongur him the moze, the Emperoz 
would hade him firſt Marrped: ſo the Soldan Bellagris and 
Pandtitia being thus knit together in Matrymony, Blandidon 
humbled himſelf befoze them in ſign ok obedience; but the Sol- 
Jan emb1acing him, to; him up, rejoycing great ly that hee had 


lo god a Knight to his Son, and that he ſhould leave to his 


Subjects ſuch a woꝛthy Governour, After that Pandritia was 
thus Eſponſed to the Soldan, the Empꝛeſſe and her Ladies wal- 
ked with her, becauſe the Emperoꝛ would have Florendos any 
Miragarda matched next: which being done, his heart abandons 
ed all wonted care, and taking her by the hand, gave place 
to the other, the Queens of England and Spain, walking with 
them along the Yall, tocomfozt theſe new Married folks with 
their god counſel. Next entred the Pzincefſe Polinarda, led 
betwen the Empꝛeſle of Allemaign and the Mueen of France, 
Palmerin going befoze her accompanied with the Emperour 
Vernar, and the King Ternacs of Lacedemonia:and next them 
came the fair Pyinceſſe of Thrace, between the Queen France- 
lina of heſſaly, and the Quen Flerida of England, they being 
glad to ſ& her matched with Pꝛince Florian of the Forreſt, At- 
ter theſe two noble Engliſh Pzinces had Wedded their ſwret 
friends, the Pꝛinces Gracian, Berolde, Platir, and all the other 
PI} inces and Knights, were eſpouſedunto their Ladies. 

Then the new Queen of T race and Princeſle Polinarda ens 
tred, leadtng Arlencea between them, whoſe beauty ſhewed ve- 
ry ſtately, being ſet fozth by the p2eſence of theſe two Bin⸗ 
ceſſes : the Pꝛince Primaleon and Ring Edoard accompanied 
the Gyant Dramuſiand, who was married to Arlencea with 
orcat Royalty. CAben they were departed the place, the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſle Micagarda humbly intreated the Empero?, that he would 
give Gordigea, Daughter to the Gyant Gararin, (ſhe remain- 
ing in her ſervice) in marriage to the Gyant Almarol ; heres 
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to his Ma jeſty pꝛeſently agred, after he had underſtod the god 
will of Cordigea, ſo he gave her himſelf (to honour the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Miragarda the moze) to the Gyant Almarol, Ot this 
Cordigea,you may read moze at large iu the fecond Book of the 
notable Piſtoʒy of Don Kuoard of britraro, 

The Gpant Almarol was Lozd of another Fortrelle, pot 
far from theuce, where he has kept the Panceltz Mirage da, 
this Fo2treſſe being called Peautics Buda: whereof her 
made a pzeſent to his EſpouſefLedy Cordigcafon condition the 
ſhoxld call the Caſtle after hec own name, but return we again 
to our Piſtozp. | | 

As ſon as the Arch:BiJHop had ended all thete Ceremonies 
of theſe marriages, the Emperoz went into Queen Fleridacs 
Chamber, where the Dinner was pꝛovided to honoz theſe Pꝛin⸗ 
ces withal, and with the Ladies came in Floreuda and Gra- 
ciana the Daughters of King Arnedes: but Germaine of Or- 
leance, being the affectionate ſervant of Florenda, thought him: 
ſelf unwozxthp to come in pꝛeſence, becauſe he was counted but 
a Subject to the King of France, pet did the Emperoz make 
ſuch commendation of the Rnightly deeds of Germain of Or- 
lcance, as the Ring granted him to Marry with his Daughter 
Florenda, albeit his Daughter Graciana found her ſelf diſcon- 
tented, that ſhe could not get a Pusband, to joy with them fo2 
company, The feaſt was ſerved with ſuch magunificat honour, 
and the new Marryed Pꝛinces made ſuch high account of, as it 
was thought a heavenly life to be a Married man: koz Floren- 
dos, Palmerin, Florian, Platir, and the other Pꝛinces were re— 
[pected in the favour of the Gmpero2s and the Rings excevings 
ly, in like manner was Mir. garda, Leonarda, Polinarda, Side- 
lia, and the other Pꝛinceſſes, honozed by the Empzeſſes and 
theQueens, moſt ſtately to behold. Oftentimes they would re: 
create themſelves, though the City tothe no {mall delight and 
content of the Emperoz: who marking all his friends, and ſs 
ing Pꝛince Floraman abſent-from. their company, he demans 
ded what was became of him⸗Some made anſwer that he was 
a little from the Palace, fitting mourning under a Tre, 

Which when Florendos unterftwd, hee left the company and 
Ct went 
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went to him, and pyerſwaded him to come and rejopce with them, 
Floraman returnedhim this anſwer, Thy do you travel pour 
ſelf ſo, Sir Florendos, to have him be partner of the pleaſures 
you enjoy, who hath foz ever loft his comtozt + The great god 
will J unfainedly bear pou, doth not deſerve yon ſhould lo deal 
with me, in that mp ſozrows would be ten times moze, if 5] 
ſhould do as pou would have me ; therefoze J deſire you let 
me bear my grief quietly, ſ&ing J am he whom Foztune de- 
lighteth to toxment continually, Florendos deviſed all means 
polſible, to change him from this conceit, but ſxing his labo2 
was beſtowed in vain, he returned to the Emperoz, certifying 
bim of the grief wherein he had left Prince Florauman, at this 
news both the Emperoz and his friends was heavily paſſioned , 
and they continued in commenting Pꝛince Floraman, till the 
Gentleman Uſher called to Supper. hen the Supper was 
ended, and the Tables with-dzawn, theſe new Marryed Pꝛzin⸗ 
ces began to dance after the Greekiſh manner: and when all 
the Masks and paſtimes were done fo2 that night, each one 
went fo his Chamber, to receive content with them, who had 
cauſed them to endure ſo long trouble, 


CHAP. LI. 
How the Quecn of Thrace was conveyed away by a ſtrange 
adventure, while the Knights continued the pleaſure at Con- 
Hantinoplec. 


Ach of theic Pꝛintes delightinghimſelf with his wert La⸗ 

dy, fo2 wizoſe fake he had indured many ſharpe travails, at 
length determined (and ſo did divers others, though they had 
aot attaiued the ſame felicity, pet to witneſſe their ood will and 
affection to their frieuds) to ozvain a general Tournament, 
whereto came many range Knights, who laboured as mach 
as in them lay, to hew their Hardy valoz to thoſe Pꝛinces, that 
appointed the Tryumph. In the mean while this ſpozt conti- 
nued, there arrived a Knight Armed all in black, bearing 
Deadly Hope, figured in his Shield, his coat ⸗Armon black, and 
his Hozſe and Lance of the ſame colour: by which ſad habit e⸗ 
| very 
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very one conjectured, the ſmall joy this Knight had of himſelf, 
nevertheicſle, ſuch was his great Foztune, as fo? thze daits 
together, he remained Uicto2 againſt all that dealt with him. 
At length,becauſe he would not difcover his name to the Judges 
of the Field. Florian and Florendos went to Arm themſelves, 
being very deſirous to try the Combat with this Knight. But 
Dramuſiand perſwaded them to the contrary, giving them to 
underſtand that it was Pꝛince Floraman, whom King Edoard 
and his Son Palmerin bzought at laſt to the Emperoz, when 
his Excellency began to comfozt him, ſaping, that it was againſt 
reaſon her ſhould af flict himſelk in ſuch lot, eſpecially fo the 
thing her could not remedy, Mozeover by leading his life ſo pen⸗ 
ſively, he ſhould in the end not only ſhozten his own time, but 
alſo offend the judgements of his eſpecial friends, who would 
every one ber glad and fain to diſſwave him from the grief 
that did ſo toꝛment him, to which woꝛds Prince Floraman thus 
replped. 

A know well my gracious Loꝛd, that the honour it pleaſeth 
you to uſe mee withal, can never be recompenced by my deds, 
much leſſe can any ſatisfaction be made in woꝛds: but this J 
beſech your Majeſty conſider, that the faithful love J have al- 
waies bozn to mp Lady Altea, hath ſuch ſoveraign power over 
me, as it will not ſuffer me to change this humoz, And albe⸗ 
it J know the is dead, to mp no [mall grief and continual ver⸗ 
ation: pet either ſhall my tears revive her again, oz bꝛing my 
Ghoft to keep her company, Thus am 7 reſolved to remember 
my loſſe: in that my true love ought to remain to the end, and 
in the end, other wile it is to be judged, but light and unconſtant: 
therefoze J beſech pour Majeſty to ſtiffer me in mpcom⸗ 
plaints, foz J am ſo well inured with them now, as it is impol⸗ 
ſible fo2 me ts live any otherwiſe. 

The Emperoꝛ and the P1inces ſaw they travelled invain, 
in perſwading Floraman to fozſake his ſozrowful kind of life, 
who taking his leave of the Emperoꝛ, accompanied with King 
Edoard, and ꝛince Primaleon went to his Chamber, but they 
being not able to endure the ſight of ſuch heavinelſe, returned 


pꝛeſently to the Chamber of preſence, 
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And after theſe. Juſts and Tryumphs, were ended, theſs 
Þ2incez would ride abzoad with their Ladies into a Foreſt 
near the City, where they might chaſe the wild Boze.the Part, 
and other Beaſts fo2 their rotreatian: whereof, the Emperoz 
was very glad, and taking his Coach, he ton his way to the Foz» 
reſt in their company, where againſt their comming was let up 
very fair Tents, and the Tables being covered, and all things 
ready fo2 Dinner, they ſate down to take their repaſt befoze 
they went to their ſpoꝛt. ene + 

Dinner being done, the Hunters came audcer{ified. the Em⸗ 
pero2, how they had found the mightieſt TUild Boze that ever 
was ſcen, upon which news the Pyinces immediately aroſe 
from the Table, and mounting on their Pozſes, they rode with 
the Hunters to find the Game: and beginning to follow the 
Chaſe ofthe Boze, every one liked ok the plealantneſle of the 
paſtime, but this ſudden delight was mingled with a ſudden mil- 
chance, as pou map read in the diſcourſe following. 

The Pzinces and Knights earneſtly purſuing the Game, the 
Heavens began on a ſuddain to bee troubled, and fuch a var 
neſſe came upon them, as they could not dilcern one another, 
ſo that their Hoꝛſes fumed and fretted excediugly / being afraty 
by the thundzing and lightning in the air, as their Maſters were 
glad to fozſake them, and walk on kot. 

Beſide, in the Emperozs Tent was ſuch a marvailous bzuit 
and noyſle, as if Heaven and Earth would have gone together: 
but that which did moſt of all abaſh them in the Tent, was the 
wailing and pitiful voyce of a Woman, who was heard to cry 
very grievouſly calling foꝛ aid to the Knight of the Savage man.

The Knight of the Savage man in as great grief as could. 
be imagined, ſet foz ward on his jcurnep, and ſtayed not, til ha 
was bindzed by the dark night, which hee was glad to palle at 
the rot ofa Tre in the Foreſt: but in the mozning he mcoun - 
ted on Hozſeback, and many dates hx wandzed upand down in 
ſtrange Countries, pet not hearing news of her whom hee would 
gladly met withal, at which froward chance he was marvat- 
louſly abaſhed, ſo that he intended to take ſhipping, totrpif 
Fo2tune would that way ſpen him any better, 

After he had Embarked himſelf, putting himſelf even unto 
the mercy of the Seas, and ſo travailing to anp place, where 
the Marriners could wiſh him fo2 his beſt avail, one day above 
all other, he was aſſailed with an erceding Tempelt, the

d another Gate, which was made faſt with two great Chains 
of Tron, upon the Gate being Engraved many ancient Hiſto- 
ries, which were unknown to the Knight of the Savage man, 
and long her ſtayed not to behold this Gate, fo2 that he percei⸗ 
ved he travailed in vain, ik he ſhould offer to enter in thercat,

up the coverture of the Hall. | 

This Serpent held his neck ftretched out along, with his 
rountenance ſo vigozous and fearful. as (being made by very 
ſinoular TWotkmanthiy and cunning) it was able to afright 
them that did behold it, But the Knight of the Savage man 

(whoſe 
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(whoſe Heart no terrour oz fearful motion could diſmap) ap- 
pꝛoaching to this Serpent, and having viewed very circumlpec- 
ly, eſpyed a key kyed about his neck with a Chain of Gold, the 
Chain being wound about his neck in a great many folds. where⸗ 
upon hee p2eſently (magined , that in this key conſiſted the 
pꝛincipal adventure of this Caſtle, which when her had vitited 
in many places, he returned again to the bzazen Serpent, to 
mark if this key would further him in his intent. 

And as her came to take off the Chain with the kev, he per⸗ 
ceived in the Serpents neck a little chinck oz crevice at which 
tight he began ſomewhat to comkozt Himſelf, fo that hee tok 
the key, and having the means to uſe it at his own pleaſure, he 
opened therewith a little Mindow, which was made in the ſer⸗ 
pents neck, and loking in, he might diſcern the hollowneſſe of 
the Serpent round about, 

Then did he behold four Tapers of TWare, which tod on 
kour Candleſticks of ſilver, two of them placed towards the 
Eaſt, and the other two to the Meſt, and burning with a mars 
vailous ſplendant bzichtneſſe, pet the Ware ſ@med not to di⸗ 
miniſh any thing at all. Between theſe four lights was conch- 
ed on a pillow the fair Leonarda Queen of Thrace, and his 
Mike, and over her hung a fair Cannopp of green Uelvet : at 
this ſight the Knight of the Savage man was ſo abaſhed. as he 
doubted whether hee might give credit to the motion bekoze his 
epes oz no. 

But when her had taken god view ok her apparel, knowing 
it to be the very ſame ſhe had on when ſhee was carryed fozth of 
the Fozreſt, he perſwaded himſelf that it was he, whereupon 
hee called aloud to her, dellring her to uſe moꝛe regard unto him 
but he was never a jot the nearer his purpoſe, foꝛ ſhe was Ens 
ch anted into ſuch a ſound llerp, as ſhe had not the power to un⸗

Let this (god Madam) enter your courteous mind, how 
ſince pour ſtrange departure from the Emperoz of Greece, J 
have not failed to viſit many P2ovinces to find vou out, and e⸗ 
ven at the very time when J was out of all hope to find you, J 
chanced to the place where J may behold you, but pet to my no 
{mall grief, in that J cannot come to you, neither will you 
2 to hear me, in this extream affliction of my poz 

heart. 

Pere pauſing a while, hee began to ware marvailous angry z 
when, letting his hand to his Swozd, and ſnatching it furioufly 
foꝛth ok his ſheath, her laid many violent ſtrokes on the Serpent, 
thinking to deſtroy it in peeces, that he might come to his La⸗ 
dy: but hee was far deceived in his intent, koz the Serpent 
was converted into a flame of fire, and paſſed ſo ſuddenly away, 
as the knight of the Savage man loſt the ſight of it clean. 

Then fearing leaſt his Lady ould abide any cruel tozment 
becauſe the Serpent was lo changed away into fire, hee late 
doum on the ground in great heavineſſe, curſing his ill foztune 
very bitterly, and intending never to depart from this Caſtle, 
without hee might have the company of his Lady again, But 
While he was in this perplerity . his Bother and friend the 
Sage Aliart, (who Would not foꝛſake him in ſs great neceſſity) 
centred the Hall, atiy2ed after the Engliſh manner, not having

T7 perceive Sir Knight pou have altogether koꝛgotten mee, 
eſpecially in the place where you have moſt need of mp help. 

At theſe words the Knight of the Savage man peſently 
aroſe, and Embꝛacing the Sage Aliart, hæ returned him this an⸗ 
ſwec, My Lozd and Biother, J am ſure it is not unknown un- 
to you, that one occaſion of grief thozowly ſetled in the mind, 
cauſeth the party ſo vered to commit all things elle ts kozget⸗ 
fulncfſe:therefoze methinks pou ſhould not bee offended, though 
pou were not in my remembyance, J being pet in ſuch a ſharpe

extremity, from which J deſire to be delivered by your aid. 

Mozthy Sir (ſaid Aliart) he whoſe knowledge ſerved him 
to bzying Queen Leonarda into this place, hath done it by ſuch 
a marvailous means, as it is impoſſible to retover her hence lo 
ſpeedily ; but foztune reſerving pou to impiop pour valour, in 
adventures wozthy moſt high Renown, will not ſuffer his in⸗ 
tent that bought her hither, to be fully executed, but hath oz⸗ 
dained it in ſuch ſozt, as by mp art IJ hall end this cruel En⸗ 
chantment ; nevertheleſſe, it ſhail ber neceſſary, that pou keep 
me company, becanſe pour courage and ſtrength may much help 
in thts caſe, 

When her had thus ſaid,he commanded the Knight of the das 
vage man to ſhut the Tindow, ans hang the key in the place 
whence hee tek it, but firſt he loked in to ſe the eſtate ofthe 
Quen Leonarda: and Florian, he laboured very buſily, : 
tincuith the light of the Tapers, becaule, he could n r 
that their extream ſhining bzightneſſe ſhould dazel his eyes 
when he loked on his ſweet Queen and Tife, ſo that the light 
was ſome hindꝛance to him, when he thought to view her ex- 
cellent beauty: whereupon Aliart ſpake thus unto him. | 

I perceive (my Loꝛd) that you are ignozant of the vertue of 
theſe Tapers, whoſe light only matutaineth the life of Qucen 
Leonarda : fo2 lwk how ſon they ſhall be extinguiſhed oz con⸗ 
ſumed, even ſo ſon ſhall her life be fully compleat and ended. 

After this communication, theſe two Knights went fozth of 
the Caſtle, and ſo ſon as they were come into the open Field, 
the air began to be excedingly troubled,ſo that foꝛ a time a mar⸗ 
vellous darkneſſe over ⸗ſhadowed them: yet at laſt it cleared a. 
gain, when the Knight of the Savage man was greatly abaſhed. 
ſceing himſelf dep2ived of the Sage Aliarc,ond no company with 
him but a huge and Monſtruous Bull, who ſeemed as her had 
come to the top of the Rocks, upon this Bulls neck the Kt.

Dy Lozd and VB2other, ſince vou 
have done that which was ozdained fo2 you) refer the reſt be- 
hind to mer, foꝛ in deſpigbt of the perſon that delighteth to toz⸗ 
ment you thus, J will recover her whom you love ſo dearly. J 
know very well (auſwered the Knight of the Savage mag) that 
you alone can reſtoꝛe me my felicity : and if J Gould think cs 
therwiſe, J were unwoꝛthy to have pour furtherance in this my 
crtream trouble. 
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CHAP, LII. | 

How by the aid of the Sage Aliart of the Obſcure Valley, the 

noble Knight of the Savage man, delivercd out of the En- 
chamtment his Wite the Queen of Thrace, 


Beta the Sage Aliart would deliver the Queen of I brace 
out of the Enchantment, he deſired fo ſe all the places in 
the Caſtle, which when he had viewed, he made no account of 
any thing, but only the Libzary, and becauſe it was well woz⸗ 
thy of eſtimation, he made conveyance of all the boks (by his

the Sage Aliartread ſo carneftly on his Beck, as by the vertue 
of the wozds witten in the Bok, the Tapers cf Mare that 
were in the bell» of the Serpent, began to loſe their Light. 
Zut pet they did not extinguiſh altogether, fox if they had been 
put out allat oncinftant, the life of the Q. cf Thrace had been 
bought in great danger, fo2 they were framed by ſuch an arti⸗ 
fictol policy, s Ge ſweetly llumbzed in like by the vertue of

The Sage Aliart ſœing the Queen in ſuch extream heavi⸗ 
neſſe, he rehearſed to her how all things had happened alluring 
her that the Emperozs Court was in a general ladnelle by her 
abſence ;he alſo certified her how the Knight of the Savage man 
departed the Came day krom Conſtantinople, in her learch, wher⸗ 
at ſhe grie ved very much, fo2 ſhe was of the opinion, that whet 
perſon ſoever happened into that place, ſhould bee bzought into 
ſuch danger as he might not eaſily get out of it again. The 
Knight of the Savage man who could not endure to ſ& his Lady 
ſhut up ſo long in the Serpents belly, deſired the Sage Altart 
to deliver her out of that ertremity: upon which wozds the S ige 
Aliart put the candle into one of the Serpents noſtrils, which 
made him to leap, and caſt fire fozth of his mouth fo abundantly, 
as one would have thought the Wall would have ſhaken in pie⸗ 
ces, ſo great was the noyſe the ſerpent made.

bzing the ſmall eſtimation he was wont to make of Women , 
and now that he was become ſuch a faithful and reverent lub⸗ 
Jett to the God of love, After that he had thozowly recounted all 
the e matters to himſelf, he fell to reading on his Bok again 
lo devoutly, as at length the Queen of Thrace came fozth of the 
Derpent, ſo raviſhed inwardly in delight when ſhe beheld her 
loving Loꝛd and Yusband befoze her, as ſhe ran aud caught him 
in her arms marvailous joyfully, thinking thus with her [elf, 
that his valcur was ſufficient ts end any adventure whatſoever, 
aud lo pleaſant was the Knight of the Savage man, having his 
lweet Adike and Queen in his arms, as he thought himlelt, the 
only happy man of the UUozld. After they bad delighted them- 
le lves thus lo long as they pleaſed, the Prince and Sage Aliart 
went to ſhcw the ſingularities of this Caſtle to Queen Leo» 
narda, bzin ging her where the ſtately Pillars ok Marble were, 
and like wiſe to the gallant Libꝛary of Queen Melia, where the 
rich robes and ſtately apparel were pzeſented to ber view, 
which ſhe deſired as her own immediately, thinking that ſo ſhe 
ſhould be fully recompenced foz her paſſed mil⸗koztunes, if ſo 
be theſe ſumptucus Garments might be beſtowed on her, that 
ſhe might carry them with her to Conſtantinople. | 

This carueſt motion of hers, pzovoked the two Knights to 
depart this place. the Sage Aliart giving her to underſtand, that 
it was not neceſſary her mind ſhould be fulftfledin that re- 
gueſt, neither could ſhe carry any thing thence, albeit che liked 
it never ſo well, by reaſon that theſe rich Ueſtures were reſer- 
ved fo2 one of Queen Meliaes Daughters, who in beauty ſhould 
ercc{ all ofher time. The Knight of the Savage man, was 
ſomewhat moved with theſe words, fearing he ſhould not long 
entoy his Queen and Aike: but the Sage Aliart ſeeing theſe 
to Lovers refto2ed to their liberty, tek his leave of them to 
travel to Conſtantinople , where his preſence was long deſi⸗ 
red and loked foꝛ and he gave charge to the Knight ok the La- 
vage wan, that he ſhculd come thither with all ſped poſſible, 
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becauſe his friends'might be greatly furthered by his company. 
But to let pon underſtand: by what occaſion the Queen of 
Thrace was thus Enchanted, the iſtozy dilcourſeth, how the 
Punceſſe T argiana could not fozget her anger and heavy dil- 
pleaſure towards the Knight of the Savage man, but daily thir- 
ſting and deſiring koz revengement , entertaining as p-1iner 
in her purpole an Enchantreſſe,- whoſe dwelling was in the 
Realm of Perſia, named Drulia Vellonna, Targiana £rpecd: 
ing the time when ſhe might open her intent to this Enchan⸗ 
trelle, Druſia at length conſented to fulfil her mind, and one 
dap when the Pzinceſſe was bathing her ſelfat a Fauntain, 
Dcuſta came ſuddenly to her thoꝛow the UUiudow of an high 
Tower, and pzeſenting her ſelf ſo ſtrangely bekoze her, the 
Pꝛinceſſe I argiana was ſo amazed and frighted thereat, as ſhe 
called to her ſervants to come and help her. But Orulbia re- 
vealing her ſelf, the Pzinceſſe was quickly removed from this 
fear: whereupon, ſhe rehearſed her earneſt deſire to be reven. 
ged on the Knight of the Savage man, requeting her kavzur 
and furtherance in this cauſe, The Enchantreſſe being one that 
loved the Pꝛinceſſe well, and was glad to compaſſe any thing 

that might peild her content, [pake unto her in this manner. 
Madam, J have well pondered the matter where with pou 
have made me acquainted, and have deviſed the means tore: 
lieve pour over-charged and troubled thoughts, and very cafily 
might we be revenged on the Knight of the Savage wan if it 
were not fo2 his bzother the Sage Aliart of the Obere Vall y, 
whole great erperience and knowledge may be ſome hinderarce 
tous: nevertheleſſe, J have found out one p2aciſe, whereby 
vou may bzing him into great trouble and danger. Oh Vell na 
(quoth Targiana) it is the onely thing J deſire, to hinder oz of: 
fend him by any way whatſoever, Pou know well Madam; 
(ſaid Druſia velonna) that he is but flenderly affected to them, 
who not withſtanding love him with moſt eſpecial qodUill, ver 
is he ſo amoꝛous of the Queen of I hrace his UUife as it is not 
poſſible fo2 any man to be moze, therefoze J intend to convey 
her into ſuch a ſecret place, where the Sige Aliart ſhall have no 
power tohelp her, until the Empire of Greece be all ſpoiled 
and 
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and bꝛought to confuſion,neither ſhall the Knight of the Savage 
man be able to find her, but ſhall ſpend his time in ſ&king af 
ter her, pet ſhall his labour be beſts wed to noſuch end as he 
would, T argiana was very well contented with that the En- 
chantreſſe had told her, whereupon ſhe Enchanted the Queen of 
Thrace, in the manner as J have declared to you already, 

Afterwards ſhe returned to Pꝛinceſle Targiana, whom ſhe 
likewiſe conducted by her Art to the Caftle of Quen Melia, at 
that time Albayzet was gone unto Babilon - and when Tar- 
glan. had ſufficiently pleaſed her ſelf, beholding the rare and 
ſtrange alteration of the Quen of Thrace, ſhe defired Druſia 
to ſhut the dwz, and hang the key at the Chain about the Ser⸗ 
pents neck, whereupon Targiana departed thence ts the Pal⸗ 
lace of the great Turk her Father, and afterward tok her jour⸗ 
ney into Per ſia, being of the opinion that the Sage Aliart could 
not help the pitiful Eſtate of the Queen of T hrace.

Of that which the Chriſtians did in the City of Conſt ant inople, 
when the Princeſſe Targiana (ent tydings to the Court of the 
Emperour P.meris, ot the coming of his Enemies, 


| T is rehearſed in the Chronicle of the Emperoz Palmerin , 
how the Kings of England, Spain, France, Lacedemonia, 
and Theſlalie were deſirous to depart to their ſsveral Ring- 
domes, after the tryumphs and ſpozts fo2 the Marriages and 

their friends were ſomewhat over-blown and paſt. 
And cven as they were a p2eparing themſelves to their jour- 
ny Fortune (who would make them partners of the Emperois 
dancers 
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dangers towards) pꝛeſented them with ſuch occafions, as they 
were conſtrained to bzeak offtheir fozmer determination, in that 
Pꝛinteſſe Targiana ſent news at the very ſame inſtant to the 
Emperoꝛ, of the huge Ravp which Albayzcr had pꝛepared to 
beſiege Conſtantinople with al,, 

Mozeover, ſhe infozmed that the Army of the great Tuck her 
Father, was (as then) arrived in the Po2t of Armema, and 
ſtayed only foz the Mind: likewiſe, that the Turk her Father, 
had appointed Albayzer chief Captain General of his Army, 
becauſe he ſurpaſſedall the other in valour and courage. 

The repozt of this Armp, cauſed great aſtoniſhment in ma-; 
ny, aud chiefly to them, that were not able to endure the tra⸗ 
vail of Arms, and the Emperoz Palmerin himſelf was ſo over 
charged with pears, as he could not walk aut ot his Chamber, 
pet was he able to comfozt and encourage bis deareſt kriends 
with god counſel, whereby their minds were greatly eaſed. 

Primaleon, who was naturally given to be couragious and 
bzavely minded, did not make account of any miſ-foztunes that 
might happen to him, and the rather becauſe the valiant Pzin- 
ces and Knights in his company, could not bee ſummonedat a 
better time, to witneſle their Nobility. The Kings Court-ſent

Af ter the manner as J have declared unto you already,the 
Emperoz pꝛovided fo} the entertaining ok his Enemies, 
and as his Majeſty, was adviſing himſelf about theſe affairs, hæ 
was advertiſed that an Ambaſſadoz was arrived at the Pozt of 
the Citp, who demanded ſafe conduc befoze he would come on 
ſhoze. His Ma je ſty (with the counſel of the Kings and Pꝛinces) 
was content to grant his requeſt : Mhereupon the Ambaſladoz 
tok Landing, and being accompanied with four Knights, her 
Dy tok 
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tok his wap to the Emperozs Palace, 

The Rings and Pꝛintes determined the Ambaſſado2 ſhould 
rehearſe the cauſe-of fig arrival to Pꝛince Primaleon: befoze 
thop- wouldſt&r- him to tome into the Emperozs pꝛefente 
but divers were of a contrary opinions affirming that the pze- 
fence and nuble anſwer of the Empe rox melt would moze 
daunt and terrifie the Enemy, then all they were able to do, 
Upon this determination thep were agx@d,anv the Empero2 
was bought in his Chair into the great Hall, where the Am: 
baſſadoz ſcapto, who having viewed the frength bf the- City, 
knew well they chonld beſtow gor labour befoze they couldeon: 
quer it. The @mperoz attezding to his mild and Noble nature, 
received the Ambaſſadour krom his Enemy very gractonfly, and 
after'the Rings and W auces were in their due aun appointed 
places, and a Fenetal Mercy among them all,the Ambaſſadoz 
began in theſe" ſpeeche s 8 
Illunmtious and moſtpuiſſant Emperez, J could wiſh to le 
ther in the flour iſhing Rafe of ehy prats, as well ts partici⸗ 
pate it many triubles, imminenk fo them that date take upon 
the m to dekend thy Empire as alſo to en lurge the rontentment 
ol them ws walt be ſo happy as to gun khe victory; in the field 
of Battel, which is now pꝛelented to thy Majefſy. 

Jam to let thee underſtand that Albayzer the greek Soldan 
of Babylon, and Pꝛince of Tube, detompanieb with sther Sol- 
dans, Kings, and puiſſant Pzinces, hath ſent mer te ther, to let 
the know, that they aro determined with their ſtrength and po- 
wer to befiege this City, to revenge the death of many their 
eſpecial friends, who reteived diſhonour befo2e this City, 

Nevertheleſle the Soldan Alvayzer having not fozgotten the 
gracious cc te thou d tat ſometimes uſe towards Oloriqac, 
Alchidiana, ad ee TH aua chath thut ancluved fear- 
ing to be noted of ingrid ) te make the this öfter: either 
to ſurrender the City of Conſtanrinbple, and the Knight ol the 
Savage man, R. of Thrace thy Nephew, inte his hands, v2 de⸗ 
tartandlenve thine Empire, ſitbject te his power, without ok⸗ 
keringanpre ſiſtauce to his determind ton. 

Du this conditton he will not bing his Army into thy Em⸗ 
pire, 
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pire, and he thinketh it moze neceſſary foz the, rather to loſe 
one City then the whole Anpire, any better it were fo2 thee to 
deliver.one man into his hands, then te ſ the death of a num - 
ber thy eſpecial krienda.

Arnedes Ringo Faber had the oder ing of: ve hundzed, be - 
ing attended on likewile by his Sons, Gracian, Guerin and 
Germain of Orleance, veſide fifty god and hardy French Rts, 
A thouſand five hundzed moze were conducted by Recinde Ring 
of Spain, the Pzinces Berolde and Oniſtalde dis Sons waiting 
on him, with the Gyant: Almaro), and ont hundzed Spaniſh 
Knights. The Soldan Bellagris was Captain over four hun⸗ 
dꝛed Knights, being his own Subjeas, and fo2 the Guard of 
his own perſon, he had pzovided one hundzed of the chiefeſt kts, 
of his Court, among whom was his Son Blandidon, whoſe 
noble behaviour deſerved commendations. To Belcar Duke of 
Pontus and Durace, was committed the like charge, 2 the 
ings 
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Kings Recinde and Arnedes, having fox the Guard of his own 
perſon;Don Roſuel and Bellizart his Sons, 

To Ring Ternaes ot Lacedemonia, (who was an ancient 
and noble Pꝛince) was given the Guard of the Palace, and foz 
the moze ſecurity of the Empꝛeſle and the other Quænus and 


» Ladies, he had attending on him two hundzed Knights. Prima- 


leon was choſen Lozd General koz the City, having in his 
charge ſeaven hundzed Knights, wherewith he had regard as 
well to the ſteld as to the City. 

Palmerin, Florendos, Platix and divers other Knights, had the 
charge of the outer Tings of the Army, to give ſuccour where 
they perceived moſt neceſſity. Thus was the Eniperozs Court 
well Rozen with noble and renowned Knights, yet his Majeſty 
and Ring Edoard greatlydeſirep the pzeſence of Pzince Flo- 
rian of the Forteſt in whoſe abſence both the Dozfe-men and 
Fot⸗men, were ozdained as J have already declared. 

On the next mozning, Ring Edoard commanded to ſtrike up 
Allarum, foz he was given to underſtand that the Enemp was 
within half a league of the City, and that they pꝛepared them. 
ſelves to take landing, and the Empero2 cauſed himſelf to bee 
cartped'try intoa high Tower of his Palace, becauſe hæ would 
ſe how Fo2ture diſpoſed of his happineſſe. 

Ring Edoard was no ſwner arrived where the Enemy was, 
but he placed his Army on the Seathoze, to hinder the Guemp 
kromtoming on Land: but therein he was deccived,fo2 the mul⸗ 
titude of the Galleys and Ships were ſuch,as it was impoſſible 
fo) him to do as he would, 38 1 

Albayzer, who was accompanyed with the moſt renowned 
Knights of his Army, and two of the moſt ugly and fearful Gy« 
ants that ever was ſ&n, made offer to take Land firſt of all: but 
they of the Emyerozs Court ſtepped befoze them, and enter: 
tained them in ſuch ſoꝛt, as divers both of Turks and Chziſtians 


were verp dangerouſly Mounded. 


Albayzer was ſo offended, becauſe he could not have liberty, 
to get fozth of his Galley, as he commanded the Gvants to ſtep 
into the Water, whoſe commandment they pzeſentlp obeyed,and 
with their Paces ok Jron they began fo to bzeak thozow the 
Yy 3 pꝛeſſe 
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pelle, and they which befoze hindzed Albay zer from coming on 
ſhoze, began to give plate as it were foz his Landing. Which 
when Dramuſjand perceived, he ſtept into the Mater up tathe 
Na vil, and cobering/himſelf-with bis ſhie ld, her acountres the 
Gyaut that advancedhimſeif fozemoſt,and Ring Edoard Teaped 
into the Dea, to hinder the other Gyaut from dealing with 
UDcamuſiaud : but while thefe four were thus Encountring fo: 
gether, the other Knights of the @mperozs Court ſe ing their 
Captain on fot, began to follow after, ſo that Albay zer was 
confkrained to come near the Gyants, becauſe he thought they 
would want his aid. 

Palmerin ot England being buſy on the other ſide, ſœing the 
Yozſeg round about the field without their Maſters, doubted 
leaſt ſome mil foꝛtune had fallen to his friends, wherenpou he 
gave his Hoſe the ſpurs. and galloped to the place where he 


lam the greateſt bickering ; and ling Ring Edoard his father 


ſtanding in the Sea, dealing with ſuch an ugly and monſterous 
Giant, he pꝛeſently came to him and ſtepping befoze him, entred 
into theſe kperches. RI PET Oe | ;

Ring Edoard eſteeming light the 0920: of his; Son, would 
not leave:the Gpant, ſo gr eat ly he deſired, to remain Uicoz : 
but the neteſlity wherein he perceived divers of his krien ds. cau⸗ 
ſed him to ſtep back, and give place to the noble Palmer in of 
England, Albayzer behaved himſelf in ſuch bzave manner, as 
divers were glad to hun his pzeſence ; which when Florendos 
deheld, hee advanced himſelf to him, audſuch Rnightly pꝛo⸗ 
welle was chown on either fide, as between them began a cruel 
and dangerous Combat. Dramuſiand pʒevailed ſo well againſt 
his Enemy the Gyant, as hee tumbled down dead befoze him: 
but himſelf was ſo ſoze UUounded,as Ring Edoard commanded 
him to be carryed into the City. 12 

And Palmer in of England flew the other Gyant likewiſe: 
which his Father left him fighting withal : but himſelf was ſo 
dealt 
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dealt withal, as in five dates aftey he could wear no Armoz. 

Albayzer nd ſwner perceiving the Spants flaiu, but he pꝛe⸗ 
ſently rety2ed into his Gfley, and ſo did divers of the Tucke> 
befide; bat when Edoatd law the Turks betake themlelbes to 
their Galle ps again, her mounted on Hoxſeback, giving a ſign 
to his company, to with-dzaw themſelves, deſiring the Soldan 
Bellagris, King Arnedes, Ring Recinde, and Pzince Beicar 
(whp were dealing with another Uefſel that ſought to take 
tan ag) to follow him: buf they gave him to imderſkand how 
Florendos, Platir, Blandidoñ, and the Gpant Almarol, were 
carryed into the City To ſo2e hurt, as they were not able to ſu⸗ 

Ring Recinde, Palmerin and Belcar, were lie wiſe grievcul- 
ly Wounded, which made King Edoard deſire them to go into 
the City, and in the / mean while Primalcon entred the field, 
accompanied with ſeaven hundzed Knights, deſiring earneftly, 
that Ring Edoard and his train, would with dꝛaw themſelves, 
that they — come with a freſh aſſault on the Enemp. But 

ing Edoard wouls not ſuffer it hould ber ſo, therefoze they 
went altogether into the City, being very much grieved, that 
the p2incipal Knights of their F077 ſo ſoze Mounded. 
Of the ſorrow made in Conſtantinoplo, for the dangerous eſtate 
where in the Gyant Dramuſiand was brought: And how the 
Twrkes placed their Camp before the City oſConſtantinop le. 
Hen the Emperozs Captains were thus come into the 
City with their trains, they palled the night in viſiting; 
them that were ſo foze wounded ; at whoſe ill luck, Primaleor 
greatly grieved,foz Hee judged the want of their help to be ſuch. 
as he was out ok hope to defend the Enemp from entring on 
Land the next day. And moſt of all, fo2 that Palmerin of Eng- 
land, Florendos King Recinde, Belcar, Berolde, Don R.oſuel , 
and Bellizart were in ſuch caſe, as they could not endure to bear 
Arms again ſo ſon. Upon this her concluded to let the Enemies 
take Landing, and to ſuffer them fo build their Tents, and pꝛo⸗ 
vide fb2 the fteld,in the mean while the wounved perſons would 
bee in better dilpoſition, and the fucconr they loked fo2 would 
ber 
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be likewiſe arrived, where with they had cod hope to bid the E⸗ 
nemp a bzave battail , in the mean time, they daily gave Al- 
bayzcr and his company ſundzy aſſaults. Ring Edoard going 
to viſit the wounded perſons, found Pꝛince Palmerin talking 
with the fair Polinarda, whoſe company made him foꝛget the 
griefof his hurts, ſo in like manner hee found Florendos and 
Miragarda,PÞlatir and Sidelia, Polendos andFrancelian,Berolde 
and Oniſtalda of Normandy, Gracian and Claritia, Don Ro- 
{uel and Dramaciana, Bellizart and Deniſa, Francian and Ber- 
narda, Guerin and Clariana, and divers others of the Kuights 
with them, ts whom they bare moſt affection, 

But Dramuſiand was not in like caſe as theſe fo2taunate Lo⸗ 
vers were, foz his wounds were ſa dangerous, as he could not 
enjop the ſwet company of his beit beloved Arlencea, towards 
whom her remained marvailous affectionate ; ſo that J aſſure 
you, the Emperoz and all his Court were, ſo ſozry foz his mil- 
foztune, as if the City it ſelf had ben bzought into extream 
danger. 

King Edoards mind was not on ſuch pleaſure, as he made 
any account of reſt oz quietneſſe, kept his friend Dramuſiand 
company, having his Wife and Queen Flerida with him, to 
comkoꝛt the heavy and penſive eſtate of Arlencea, whoſe ſad caſe 
may be eaſily judged by young married Lovers, Florendos and 
Miragardsa, viſited the Gyant Almarol, whoſe danger almoſt 
was in the ſame eſtate with Dramuſiand, pet her was able to 
walke, and behave himſelf moze pleaſant in company then the 
other, whoſe caſe was pittyed and lamented of all in general, 

Sou after arrived there the Sage Aliart, by whoſe p2eſence 
the fozmer fearful and uncertain doubts were ſomwhat calmed, 
in that he certified the @mperoz , how Florian would not bee 
long abſent from thence : which news did much joy his Majeſtp, 
as he caught the Sage Aliart in his arms, and Embzaced him 
with a gracious countenance, | 


Then came the Empzeſfle ta entertain him with the ſame ka⸗ 
vour, the like did Bazilia the Empꝛeſſe of Allemaign,Gridonia, 
Palin-r42 and the other Pꝛinceſſes and Ladies: among whom 
Quean Ficrida was moſt glad of his pꝛeſence, as well to pers 

ceive 
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ceive the love King Edoatd her Husband bare him, as alſo be- 
- carifſe hehadſundzy times pzeſerved the life of her Childꝛen by 

The ſame day came to the Emperozs Court Prince Flora- 
man, who travelled to find Pꝛince Florian of the Forreſt, and 
being advertiſed how the Enemies had laid ſiege at Conitanti- 
nople, he left his Realm of Sardiguia, giving charge to the Go- 
vernours he had left there, that they ſhould leavy a great Army 
with all expedition, and ſend them after him to Conttantinople, 
as you may read moꝛe at large hereafter, The ſame day like⸗ 
wiſe arrived Ring Eſtrellam of Hungaria, accompanyed with 
two thouſand Hozſe-men, and ten thouſand Fot-men, being un⸗ 
der the conduct of Pꝛince Friſol his Son, 

Albayzer was greatly grieved at the loſſe of his men, there- 
foꝛe he gave charge to the Chirurgions in his Camp, that they 
ſhould be careful and reſpective to them that were Wounded, 
and commanded the flain to bee buriev. And when all things 
were accompliſhed that he thought expedient, he called the P2itts 
cipal eſtates of his Army to councel, with whom her concluded, 
that all perſons ſhould be vigilant and careful of themſelves 
that night, becauſe the next mozning they ſhould take landing, 
at a certain Watch:wow he would give them, 

The day had no ſwner chaſed away the uncomfo2table, and 
obſcure night, but the Ships, Galleys, Bꝛigandines, # Galliots, 
and other p2oviſion fo2 War, tok landing about a league dis 
ſtance from Conſtantinople, being not hindꝛed oz fozbidden by 
any: whereupon they ſounded the Ozums, Trumpets, Coznets, 
Clar ions, and other inſtruments, wherewith they made ſucha 
tryumphant nopſe, as the people in the City was much amaz⸗ 
ed thereat. ; 

The Sage Aliart and Floraman, deſiring to ſ& the Camp of 
the Enemy, requeſted the Empero2,thathe would licence them 
to go thither, which his Majeſty would not grant to any: pet 
had he ſuch aſſurance in the knowledge of the Sage Aliart, as 
in what place ſo ever he was, he needed not to fear him, Theſe 
two Knights thus departed ihe City, being Armed with noo⸗ 
ther dekence but only their 2 and becauſe the day was 

3 fair 
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fair and clear, they betwk thomſelves: to a; little Hill, where 
they might at pleaſure behold the Enemies Army, Divers 
thought it god to ſcout-out and to take them, becauſe by them 
they might underſtand the ſtrength; of the City, but A payzer 
would not grant it ſhould be ſo $ wherefoze he fent an Clquire 
unto them, (who attended on him when he was in the Empe⸗ 
rozs Court) to let them underſtand, that ik they would come 
near and ſe his Camp, he, who was then in aughozity to comes 
mand them, was ſuch an indiffefent friend unto: them, as they 
might come and depart without aup danger. 
Theſe two Knights gave ſuch credit to the meſſage Albay- 
zer ſent them, as they went in the Eſquires company, which 
Albay zer perceiviug, hæ came kozth (with two Pages in very 
rich apparel, attending ou him) to receive them. Afterward her 
went with them thozꝛow the Camp, becauſe: they ſhould ſer the 
mighty ſtrength thereof, and he declared to them the names of 
the Pꝛinces in his company, among wham were very many Gi⸗ 
ants, as terrible and ugly as they which were flain by Dramu- 
ſiand and Palmerin of 782 3 Croft eng] (- - 
All this while Albavzer had diligent regard to theſe two 
Chziſtian Knights, to ſer ik all this ſight he had ſhown them 
could diſcourage them with fear oz doubt ok their welfare: but 
they contained ſuch a ſtout and undaunted countenance as they 
ſeemed to diſdain thoſe occaſions. which Albayzer thought ſhould 
moſt diſmay them, whercat he did not a little marvel; $ 
After they had len the whole Army, Albayzer.acompanied 
them very near the City, deſiring them to ſalute the @mperoz 
and Empꝛeſle from him then taking his leave courteouſly of 
them, he returned to his Camp, and they walked on verp ſadly, 
eſpecially, the Sage Aliarr, who having fozeſ@n what would 
Happen, could not hide the ſozrow He conteived in his mind. 
'Jevertheleſſe, th pbehaved themſelves pleaſantly at their en« 
trance into the City, becauſe thep would not dilcourage the 
minds ok the people: but when they were come to the Palace.

AndFfoz that h@ would have ſome knowledge of the .va{our of 
his Enemies, he appointed his pxincipal Captains in places - 
impoꝛtante, foz moſt aſſurance of his Camp, and atter wards by 
the conſent of his Counſel, he ſet his Gallys and Ships on fire, 
reſerving but a certain number ok his (wifteſt Bzigandines : 
So that the ſight of the fire made ſuch aſtoniſhment in Con- 
ſtantinople, as they fullyreſolved and determined to hazard their 
lives, oz to ſubdue the pomp and glozy of their Enemies, ſ&ing 
they pꝛeſume d ſo much on themſelves, 

The Emperoz ſitting in his Chair in one of the Turrets of 
his Palace, perceived very well, that her ſhould not d2ive his 
Enemies out of his Empire, without great effuſion of blond. and

The Emperoꝛ and his Counſel, appointed, that they which

a ſafe conduct from Pzfnee Al bayzer) to f theſe Juſts; to them 
came Albayzer mounted 81 Hozlebick being Unarnted; except 
only a Lance which her carryed in his hand being attompanted 
with five other Princes and a Gyant, Mhen they were come 


near the Pꝛinces that came krom the City, Albayzer ſaluted 


them very gracigully: but the Knigbt that came with the Lady,

upon pou. In troth Dir (laid the ſtrange knight) J am ſo uns 
acquainted with this Country, as i know not at whoſe hands J 
might requeſt ſuch a favour ; pet fo2 all my want is great, and 
your offer very courteous, J cannot with god will make choyce 
of your hozſe, My friend (ſaid Dranuiſiand) foz that JJ think 
well of your behaviour, I pꝛay pou accept this hoꝛſe whercon J 
am mounted, God Sir ( ſaid the ſtrange knight) in that you 
grant him ſuch courteſte,that is a ftranger and unknown to you, 
ene will in the offer, would highly impeach me, ik J ſhould 
rekule it. | 

Do her alighted from his hozſe, and mounted on that Dra- 
muſiand had ſent him,giving a ſign to the Soldan, that he ſhould 
defend himſelf, 

Then each of them taking a Lance, they encountred in the 
m1dt of the Careire lo bzavely,that the Grange knight loſt both 
his ſtirrops, but the Soldan of Perſia, was thzawn to the Earth 
- _ hurt, as th:re came four knights to carry him out of the 

eld. | 
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The ſtrange knight returning again, hee came to Pꝛince Al- 
bayzer with theſe woꝛds. Pou ſe Dir, that J have accompliſh. 
ed the challenge that J pzeſented to you on this Ladies behalf; 
therefoze, Sir Albayzer, if you will grant licence to any moze 
of pour knights, to deal in the ſame triall with mee, J will at- 
tend them the Juſt here till night, oz ſo long as my hozſe is a⸗ 
ble to hold out. 

F perceive Sir, ſaid Pꝛince Albayzer, the pꝛide vou are acs« 
companied with, maketh pou ſo gallant in ſpxches ; but J aſ- 
ſure you, it doth not a little grieve me, that J am General of 
this Army, which is a hinderance to me fo dealing with vou. 
Nevertheleſs, fo2 the deſire J have to pull down your glozious 
ſtomack, Jam content that all my Knights ſhall hazard their 
foztune againſt von. Ring Edward and the other Pꝛinces with 
him, did highly commend the courage of the ſtrange knight: and 
but that her ſpake the Greek language ſo perfectly, they ſhould 
have judged him to be Pꝛince Florian of the Forreſt, 

It mas not long befoze four knights (from pz. Albayzer) 
pꝛeſented themſelves in the ſteld, very bzavely armed, whom the 
Strange knight unhozſed one after another pzeſently ; where, 
at Albayzer was much offended, ſo that he deſired the knight 
to reſt himſelf a while, to whom he thus replyed; 

Pou ſe Sir, J have two Lances yet left, and J am very de- 
ſirous to beſtow the bzeaking of them: therefoze (lend the Gi⸗ 
ant that ſtandeth next pou, and hee and J will try our foztunes 
together. Alaſs Sir (ſaid Albay zer) pou are to foꝛ ward in de⸗ 
ſiring Foꝛtune to turn her face from you, therekoze J pꝛay the 
Framultant ( quoth Albayzer) that thou wilt grant the knight 
his honeſt requeſt. | 

The Giant was ſo glad to do any thing that might content 
Albayzer,as he armed himſelf tmmediatly, and giving his ho2ſe 
the ſpurs againſt the Knight, they met together ſo kozcibly, as 
the knight was conſtrained to catch hold about the neck of his 
hozſe, being ſozry to receive ſuch a foil in the pꝛelence of fo ma- 
ny god Knights. 

Wherefoze, to revenge himſelf on his enemy, her tok the ſe- 
cond Lance, wherwith he encountred the Giant ſo noblp, as _ 

elf 
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ſelf was almoſt caſt out of his laddle, but ſuch was his foztune 
againſt the Giant, as the point of his Lance entred the Beaver 
of his Helmet, whereby he caſt him on the crouper of his hole, 
and the Giant thinking to recover himſelf, puld the bzidle of his 
horſe ſo ſtrongly to him, as the hozſe fell down backward upon 
him, which fall did ſo aſtoniſh him, as he was carryed out of the 
field dep2ived of his ſenſes, This miſ-hap diſliked Pzince Al- 
bay zer, to whom the ſtrange knight ſpake thus, 

Ik pou think it god (Sir Albayzer) J will now depart into 
the City, fo2 that the Lady defireth me ſo to do: it dꝛawing to⸗ 
ward night, and the entertainment you will give me, I judge 
ſhall be very ſlender, J ſx then (ſaid Albayzer) it is not your 
will to uſe me in auy thing, nevertheleſs, koz the pzoweſs J ſe 
in you, J am content to accompany the Lady to the Gate of the 
City, not doubting of mp aſſurance, being licenced by Ring 
Recinde and theſe other Pꝛintces. King Edward and his friends 
tok in gd part the woꝛds of Albayzer, ſo when he had bzought 
them to the gates of the City, he tok his leave of Ring Recin- 
— and all the reſt, deſiring the ſtrange knight to tell him who 
her was. 

You demand the thing, ſaid the knight that J koꝛce not greats 
ly to ſatisfy pou in, therekoze pou ſhal underſtand that J am the 
Knight of the Savage man, pour pꝛincipal Enemy,and this La⸗ 


dy is the Queen of Thrace, my Wife : then he tok off his Bel- 


met, laying, he was glad to met him in that place, where her 
ſhould have occaſion to deal further with him. At theſe words 
Albayzer was ſo offended, as he would not ſpeak to any all that 
night. King Edward and his friends rode into the City foyful- 
ly,certifping the Emperour of the arrival of Florian. The Qu, 
of Thrace was very gracioully entertained bythe Emp1eſs and 
the other Ladies, that marvelled much at her ſtrange apparel, 
it being the wozxkmanſhip of Queen Molin, whereof cher deter 
mined to make a pꝛelent to one of the Daughters of King Ar- 
mato her Bꝛother, as J have already declared to pou, The Em:

A S lan as Pꝛince Florian had recovered his Queen and 
Mike, by apd aud aſſiſtance of the Sage Altarr, he follow- 
cd Adventures a certain time, becauſe ſhe& ſhould perceive his 
valtant and noble diſpoſition ; but when her ynderſtod the hard 
cale that his der Friends at Conſtantinople were bzought in: 
to, he changed his fozmer determination, and cauſed his Queen 
to deck her (elf in the Turkiſh attire, and tok his way to the 
place where his troubled Friends remained. And becauſc hee 
could not enter the City, but he muſt firft paſſe the Camp of his 
enemies, he diſguiſed himſeif very Wrangely,covering his ſhield 
with the Savage Deviſe, and carried the ſhield whereof J have 
ſpoken already,that he found in one of the Chambers of the Ca- 
ſtle, where Queen Leonarda was Enchanted, 

In this manner he pzeſented himſelf befoze Pz. Albayzers 
Tents, where he ſped in Tuſting as pou have heard befoze, and 
after he had reſted himſelf two dapes, he dcſired the Emperour 
to give his Enemies BatteU, becauſe he thought every dap a 
year, till he might encounter with Pꝛince Albayzer, but his 
Majeſty deferred the matter ſo long as he could, becauſe her 
would be aſſured of the god diſpoſition of all his Army.

Moſt pmiſant ECmp-:roz: the Soldan of Per io, my Sovereign - 
Lord. with the licence of Pzince Albay zer his Captain and the 
couſent of the whole Luk ſh Armp, ſaith, that he is greatly 
offended at what hath hapned, in the ſeveral Juſts againſt pour 
Nephew Florian, with whom he would once moze gladly hazard 
himſelk, on condition that you will ſuffer twelve Rts. of pour 
Court to come into the fiely ts mozrow mozning. to Juſt and 
Combate againſttwelve Turks, ot which company my Lozd wil 
be the Captain, And thus much we will grant, that the Cam- 
vate ſhall be fought bekoze the @mpzefles Chamber window, to 
the end, thoſe Pzinceſſes and Ladies, may ſx the v lour and 
pꝛoweſs that ſhal be ſhown on both ſides, and they will agree to 
give over, and end the Combate, when theſe Ladies ſhall think 
god ſo to commandthem. Bozeover,he humblyd*fires the Em⸗ 
pzeſſe, that it may ſtaud with her pleaſure ( after the Jufts are 
ended) to give them leave to dance with theſe Ladies, The Em⸗ 
perour returned him this an{wer, 

Thou mapeſt (mp friend)ſay unto thy Loꝛd. J am content to 
grant his requeſt, and the twelve knights of my Court, ſnall not 
fail to meet them in the field at two hours warning: beſide, the 
Empzeſs ſhal give them leave to dance with theſe Ladies, who 
I truft will agree to what J determine.albeit they know them 
fo2 their ſwoʒn enemies. But if any other Knights come in com. 
pany with the twelve, thou mapeſt ſap to the Soldan thy Low 
that they are fo2bidden to come in Arms, the like J pꝛomiſe of 
ae nights of mp Court, that none but themſelves all come 


ed into the field. The Eſquire returning with this anſwer 
tothe Soldan of Perſia, both he and his companions, began pꝛe⸗ 
ſently to pꝛepare their Deviſes and Armour. 
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CHAP. LX. 


Of che Combate between twelve Turks, and twelve Chriſti- 
ans, which the Ladies cauſed to be given over preſently, 


——— the knights of the Emperours Court aroſe a great 
controverſy, becauſe every one ſtrove to bee of the number 
of the twelve, and very hardly could they be quieted ſuch was 
their earneſt deſire to deal with the Turks: yet in the end they 
were glad to obey the determination of Florian, that choſe the 
twelve accozding as he named them, The firſt was Palmerin of 
England his bzother, Pꝛince Florendos, Gracian, Berolde,Flo- 
raman of Sardignia, Blandidon, Platir, Pompides, King Eſtrel- 
lant of Hungaria, Don Roſuel, Francian Son to King Polen- 
dos, and Don Roſian de la Bronde : Theſe twelve knights 
were armed very richly, having their Coats of Arms made by 
their Ladies, Ring Edward, Arnedes, Recinde, the Soldan of 
Bellagris, and the Giant Dramuſiand, they being all unarmed, 
accompantedtheſe knights into the field, it being the place that 
the Soldan of Per ſia had appointed, becauſe the Empꝛeſs and her 
Ladies might ſ& their behaviour, 

Then came the Soldan of Perſia, and the eleven knights of 
his companp, they being honozed by the pzeſence of the Rings of 
Camba, of Sparta, of Armenia, and the Giant Framuſtant, they 
being all unarmed, The Soldan of Perſia deſired greatly to uns 
hozfe Pꝛince Florian of the Forreſt, he coming fozemoſt with 
the King of Ætolia, that was thought the moſt valiant : againſt 
him Palmerin of England determined to Juſt, fo2 hee knew him 
by the Devile in his ſhield, being a Golden Tower, in a field of 
Sable. The Soldan of Perſia clapt down the Beaver of his Hel⸗ 
met, and the King of Armenia gave him his Lance, ſo being all 
readp to Juft, at the ſound of the Trumpets they ran all t 
ther couragiouſſp, and met one another with ſuch fozce, ag 
molt of them was caſt to the ground. Palmerin of England eu. 
countred King of Ætolia ſo bzavely, as he was ſent to meaſure 
his length on the ground, and himſelf was ſo ſhaken, as hee foz⸗ 
ſok both his ſtir rope. Florian aud the Soldan of Perſia encoun⸗ 


tred

fred with ſuch fozce, as they were both caſt fozth of their Had- 
dles, Florcados.unhoziedthe Prince of Artaſia, named Argea- 
lo: in bziek, they were all unhozſed, except Palmerin, Platir, 
and King Polcndos, who deſiring to accompany their friends, 
alighted from their Hozſes to charge their Enemies. The Sol- 
dan of Petſia, and the Ring of Ætolia, being moze offended at 
their misfo2tune than all the other,pzeſented themſelves befoze 
their Enemies, and With the ayd of their companious, they be 
gan the Combat with the Swozd, but they ſped no better there⸗ 
by than they did at the Juſt, which the Ladies pittying, andſe- 
ing the Soldan of Perſia in great danger, by reaſon that Florian 
had won the advantage over him, likewiſe that Palmerin and 
Florendos had bzought their Enemies into ſubjection, conclud- 
ed, the Pyzinceſs Miragarda, accompanyed with four other La. 
dies, and King Tarnacs of Lacedemonia, ſhould go to the field 
to ſeparate them; but as ſon as the Combatants had eſpyed her, 
they would not (ſuffer her to come to them, but gave over their 
Combate, and came fo met her, 

Pzinceſſe Miragarda thought her ſelf greatly honoured by 
their foxbearance of the Combate, and having very graciouſly 
thanked them all, her returned back again holding Pꝛ. Floren- 
dos by the hand, and they all by degres followed in decent o2« 
der. Mhen they were come to the Palace, the Soldan and his 
company were very honourably entertained by the Emperour, 
the Empꝛeſle, Miragarda, Gridonia, Flerida, and the other 
Pꝛinces, that gave Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda to underſtand, the Sol- 
dau of Perſia thought very well of her. 

The Empero cauſed them to be bzought into the Chamber 
of P2elence, being richly hanged with cloathes of ineſtimable 
value: but when the Turks entred the Chamber, their mindes 
were raviſhed with behol ding the ſtately manner thereof, King 
Edward, Recinde, Arnedes, and the other Kings, entertained 
the Turks with ſingular humanity, which made them judge, the 
co:irteſte and bounty of the Emperours Court, could not bee 
matched in all the wozld beſide : But when they beheld the 
rare and excellent beauty of the Ladies, they imagined that 
their knights pꝛevailed moze by their heavenly feature, than by

ſilt viewing Pzinceſſe Miragarda, tok her ts be the fair Poli-

— nora in talk with him, which made him pzeſently recall 
is £rr02, 

As fo2 the other Turkiſh Pꝛinces, whoſe minds were only to 
ſ&k the ſpoyl of the City, they tok their leave and departed,and 
when they were come to the Camp. they p2acized how to wozk 
their trapterous intents, The doldan of Perſia tok the Pzin- 
ceſſe Polinarda to dance, the King of Etolia tok the beautiful 
Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda,and the Soldan Albayzer tok QuenLeo- 
1arla ; knowing that Pꝛince Florian would ſcautly be pleeſed 
therewith ; but the King of Cal pia, albeit he was young him 
ſelf, yet hee refuſed all the other Ladies, and tok the Qu. Fleri- 
da: lo falling to their Courtly paſtimes after they had danced 
ſo much as pleaſed themſelves, in courteous manner thep depar⸗ 
ted thence. But as they were going koꝛth of the Chamber, the 
Giant Framuſtant (who had all this while well viewed Arlen- 
cca) wes ſo raviſhed in affection towards her, as he challenged 
the Combate againſt Dramuſiand on the mozrow : and becauſe 
they would not dally on either ſide, they th2ew down their Ga⸗ 
ges, which the Emperour cauſed to be taken up, alluring them 
the field on his behalf,and the Soldan Albayzer made them the 
ſame pꝛomiſe. In this manner they tok their leave one of ano« 
ther, every one wiſhing the night was paſt, becauſe they had god 
hope to ſæ a notable Combat, and this you ſhal underſtand by the 
wy, that Framuſtant was the only Giant on whoſe kozce Al- 
5147-2: Wholly repoſed himſelf, 


CHAP. LXI. 
Of rhe noble and valiant Combite, between Dramu ſi aud, and 
the Giant Frannſtant, 


the nert moming Dꝛamuſiand adt zeſſed himſelf to the 
place where the Combate ſhould b: feuxht,accompanyed by 

the Emperour Vernar, and Ring Edward and his Sons, of 
whom 
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whom he was ntoze loved and honoured,than of all the other. 

It was not long after, befoze the Giant Framuitant came, 

being attended on by divers of his companions aud friends, he 
being in an Arms? very rich and ſtrong, as it was neceſlary fo2 
him, dealing with one of ſuch valour as was the Giant Dramu- 
ſiand, that he exc&@ded far in hugeneſs of ſtature, being mounted 
on a luſty Courſer, that made Albayzer and his Friends ima- 
gine that the Uictozy would happen on his ſide : but they that 
had experience of the noble pꝛoweſle of Dramuſ1and judged the 
contrary, | 

Certain wozds were uttered on both fides, but they contint's 
ed not long, foꝛ Dramuſiand being very earneſt in deſire, to ch: 
ſiſe the pꝛond behaviour of Framuſtant, gave his hozſe the ſpurs 
againſt him her likewiſe pzepared himſelf to entertain him: and 
they encountred with ſuch exceeding koꝛce, as they were glad to 
catch hold about the necks of their hozſes to ſhun the fall. 

But they immediately recovered their Saddles again, and 
ſs dzawing their (wozds, they began tocharge one another with 
furious ſtrokes, as ſurely the combate ſœmed to bee moſt dange⸗ 
rous; but ſ&ing they could not met ſo cloſely together on hozſ- 
back as they would, they alighted, and Dramuſiand behaved 
himſelf with ſuch expert and nimble dexterity in fight, as Fra- 
muſtant conld faſten very few ſfrokes on him, but hee laid on 
load on his Enemy; and ſuch was the eagerneſſe of their quarel 
on either ſide, that it could hardly ber judged to whom the advan⸗ 
tage would happen. 1 

So long endured the Combate, as their ſhields were ſa bzs; 

ken and defaced, that they could finde but little defence in them, 
and their Armour was ſo crueUy cut aud mangled, as their bo» 
dies were wounded in many places: Which made all the Re» 
gardants of this minde, that this combate deſcrved as great tom. 
mendation as ever did any: yea, the Combate between Dramu- 
hand andthe Giant Barocant, might not compare with this foꝛ 
that Framuſtant ſhewed himſelf ms2e ſufficient in power than 
the other was. | 

In bziek, the donbtfulneſſe of this combate was ſuch,as victo- 

rp was not to bs hoped fox on either five; fo2 Fortune (who re- 
BDU b {erved 
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ſerved theſe Champions foz actions of greater moment) would 
not ſuffer that combate to endure any longer: foz at that very 
inſtant time, there arrived in the field the Pzinceſſe I argiana, . 
accompanied with the Pzinceſſe of Armenia, and divers wozthy 
Knights, being advertized that the City of Conſtantinpple wag 
beſieged,veſired to travel thither,toſ& Pꝛince Albay zer; but 
befoze they came thth of their Kingdomes they left ſufficient 
' Governours to take the arge of them, and after ward (accom: 
panied with two thouſan Knights)they journyed till thep came 
befoze the Walls of Con{antnople. 

The Pꝛinceſſe Targiava bearing great god will to theEm: 
per oz, fo2 the honour he beſtowed on her in his Court, began to 
werp, t take it heavily, ſœing her friends ſo troubled & bzought 
into danger:but when ſhe had knowledge of the combat betwen 
Framuſtant and Dramuſiand, ſh& would not alight from her 
Poꝛſe, but entred the field; the Pzince Albayzer being with her 
( being not a little glad of her arrivall) the Pzinceſſe of Ar- 
menia, the Soldan of Perfia, and ſundzy other Knights in her 
company, 

In this manner the came where theſe two Spants fought the 
Combat, and appꝛoaching to Dramuſiaud, He laid her hand on 
his right ſhoulder: then taking her Mask from her face, ſh& 
ſpake unto him in this manner. Mer thinks it were reaſon (ſir 
Dramuſiand) that all fozmer quarrels ſhould be ſet apart and 
ended, at the pꝛelence of her who is pour lopal and unfained 
fciend, Dramuſiand calling her to his remembzance, at length 
returned her this anlwer. 

* Certainly Madam, he might be accounted of an ungentle 
mind, that would refuſe to be vanquiſhed, on condition that pot 
thought it agreeable to your nature:and J judge you do advan- 
tage me verp much, in wiſhing me ts give over the Combat, el. 
pecial lv, ſæ ing J am matched with ſuch a ſtrong and puiſſant e- 
nemp. J know well ſaid Framuſtant) that theſe glozing woꝛds 
are not ſpoken from the heart, but on ly (as it were) to flout and 
ſcoʒn me;nevertheleſſe,y hope to make pou find them true in 
the end.

Albayzer tommanded Framuſtant to with-dzap himlſelf,and 
in the mean while the Emperoz Vernar, Ring Edoard, and di- 
vers other Pꝛinces came to the Pzinceſfe Targiana, Lutgglori- 
an of the Forreſt hunk away into the City,(becauſe he Would 
not have her know him) and after they had ſaluted her as her 
dignity deſerved, ſhe willed them todo her humble duty to the 
88 the Empzeſſe, and all the other Pzinceſſes, her 

rtends. 

So the tek her leave of them, they returning into the City 
with Dramuß and, and ſhe departing with Albayzer and the 
Pꝛinces ta their Camp, where ſhe was received marvailous 
ſkately'on all ſides, they being very glad to have the company 
of Ladies, as well as the Pꝛinces hand in the City. 00 

The Emperour of Allemaign and Ring Bdoard, ſpent their 
time in diſcourſingon.the beauty of the Princeſle Armenia, 
who exceeded far the Pzinteſle N and continuing the 
commendation of, this fair Lady, they came to the Palace, the 
Emperout reſopcing gteatly'at the arrival of the Pꝛinceſſe

g ana, and ſo he was.carryed with them to the Palace, where 
entring the Empꝛelles Chamber, ſhe was enterkained with gra⸗ 
cious courteſte, bath the and all her company belive, After they 
had embzaced one another, the Pzinoeſſe Polinarda preſented

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Quæn F erida to Targiana, whom (he held by the hand, ufing 
many gentle ſolutations to her: but after the had knowledge of

The Pyzinceſſe of Armenia fitting bes 
twen Miragarda and Leonarda, was very much abaſhed, in 
that he was not acquainted with any of the Ladies,of the Em.

nourably, thus they continued their Pzincely courteſies one to 
another, till the night dzawing on, 1 arg!iana. twk her leave of 
the Emperoz deſiring his Pajefty to excuſe her fo2 the warre,

The Empzeſle and the Ladies bzought them ts the Palace 
gate, where (on each ſive) they parted with ſuch heavineſſe, as 
they could not ſpeak to one another: but the Empergur him⸗ 
ſelf accompanyed them without the City,and becauſe Targiana 
ercuſed her ſelf of the Mar which Albayzet had enterpzizeda⸗

me, it cannot diminiſh one jot of the god will J bear pou but 
this J aſſure you, you map diſpoſe both of me and my Court at 
your plcaſure-and may make your ſelf as boldandwelcome here, 
as if you were in the great Turk pour Fathers Court, 

Do bzeaking off, and laluting each other with great 1 
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fie, the Emperour was carryed back to his Palace, and Targ!- 
20a was cormugedſgfhe £2 p, accompanied with the Empe- 
rour Vcroas, the Ringe t Exgland, Fraiice and Spain, and Mas 
ny other Pꝛinces of the Emperozs Court, who-haviag bzonght 
her to the Camp, twk their leave and returned to the City, devi 
ſing ſeverally emong themſelves, to whole lot Targiana, and 
the other Ladies ſhould fall, if ſo be the 8 chances on their 
ſide ; fo2 it is oftentimes the nature ok. Soutdiers to hare and 
divide the ſpoil among themſelves, befoze Foztune hath deli⸗ 
vered it into their hands, : 


CHAP. LXII. 
Of che battel between the Chriltians and che Turks, and of that 
which happened. 9 eee 


Ot many daies after the Arrival of the Piinceſle Ta: gia- 
Ina, the Pzinces(as well on the one ſid as on the other) 
contluded to joyn in battel, the Chziſtians were moze deſirous 
thereto, then the Turks, becauſe the. viauals: began to ware 
ſcant within the City: beſides, Albayzer came oftentimes, and 
p2ovoked them alſo with his. Standard and Enſigns diſplayed, 
which urged the Knights to cry and call to their Commanders 
and Captains, to ſuffer them to ſally kozth of the City: foz it 
was a grief to them to be ſo encloſed wit hin and their enemies 
come daring Wer fo then mubent, Upon this, Frimalcon 
would gladly have iſſued fozth,if the other Pꝛinces would have 
ben ruled after him, but they would not adventure ſo raHlp, 
becauſe many of them were weak and ſickly in. travelling on 
the Deas, therefoze they determined to recgver themſelves in 
perfec aſſurance of their health, befoze thep would thzuſt them, 
ſelves into the kace at danger, „ 
After they had well reſted and recovered. themſelves , and 
found that they were Grong and able to deal with the enemy , 
the Commanders {ummoned their traing into the field, and

the wh 66 255 commanded 
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whom was committed five thouſand god Souldiers, being all 
his own Dubjcas, The ſecond was given in charge to Recinde 
King of Spain: who had the conduct of thzt thouland, then ſent 
him front the Kingdome ok Spain. The third was led by Ar- 
nedes Ring offrance,who hav the charge of the like number as 
the King of Spain had, with the two thouſand⸗Souldiers that 
were ſent him from France. | 

The fourth was under the Conduct of Polendes K; of Theſ(- 
{aly, who had attending on him the like number. The fift wag 
in the charge ofthe Emperour Vernar of Allemaign: and the 
ſixt and laſt (being four thouſand) was conducted by King Edo- 
ard of England. Primaleon would not this day take upon him 
any charge, that he might the better give ſnccotir to thoſe pla - 
ces where he perceived moſt danger, becauſe he judged it a pol: 
licy to be uſed in ar. 

All theſe that kollow were bxavely ſeen in the Field this dap, 
Belcar, Drapos of Nortnapdy , Majortes, otherwiſe called the 
Great Dog; Palmerin of Biege Florian of the Forreſt, Flo 
rendos, Plarir, Blarididon erolde by nce of Spain, Floramih 
of SardiSnia, Gracian of France; Don Roſuel, Bellizatt, Omi. 
ſtalde, TFencbrant, Frantian, Pompides, the Sage Aliart, the 
K Eſtrellanr,Prifol, Albanis of Frieze; Rodamont, Dtogalam 
King of Navar, Luyman of Burgund Germain of Orleance, 
Tremotan, Don Roſian de a Bronge,Drimuſiznd;Almarol, 
and all the moſt Nendwned Rulghts of the Emperozs Court, 
who were in the Squadzon Under the conduct vr the Soldan Bel. 
1191is, they all conckuding with themſelves, that fo ſon as the 
Battel ſhould be begun, hey wont each of them take part on 
that ſide. where qty nd affecion did brffferve them. 
Ring Terhaescactompäntkt with man vatiant Unights)had 

committed to his charge the defency.of the City, and ak the fot- 
men were thoſe ftp thoukand, uch as were actounted the ous 
wiſe and.erpert Souldrers, that were under the 'tondncting o 
the Ring Terra%s,th ply ta pzevent any danger tmminent'ty 
the ity King Edoatd himtelk. Veing very bzave-aydyrat- 
we armed 7 05 d rhar ge ot 5 mey, and 
nik wile he cam among ehe tung Princts and Knights en⸗ 
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couraging them in noble (peches, and with a countenance be- 
waying the invincible-mind of a conquerour, defiring them to 
remember their RKnightly devs paſſed, which might bean occa- 
ſion to ſtir them up moze noblp, in defence of the flower of all 
Chziſtendome. 

Vith theſe and other luch like ſperches, he did fo animate and 
embolden all his Train, as they that were the moſt fearkul and 
had leaſt mind to deal with their enemies, ſemed as willing 
and fozwards to the battel, as he that was the bzaveſt Soul⸗ 
dier in the field; which when the King perceived, he with dꝛew 
himſelf and his company, commanding the Soldan Bellaęris to 
give the firſt aſſault, | 

Albayzer divided his Hozſe⸗ men into nine companies, giving 
to every Squadzon five thouſand men. The firſtSquadzon was 
conducted bp the Soldanof Perha, who was accompanied with 
the Gpant Framuſtant, and about five hundzed well appꝛoved 
Souldiers, The ſecond was given in charge to the Ring of 
Trebizonde : the third to the King of Cal pia:the fourth to the 
King ol Armenia: the fift,to the King of Cambaithe ſixt, to the 
King of Sparta:the leventh, to the King ol Bichinia:the eight to 
Pꝛince Argelo of Arfa ſia: the laſt, was conducted by the Soldan 
Albayzcr himſelf, with whom were ſeven Gyants fo the guard 
of his perſon, 

But lo ſon as Framuſtant eſpyed Dramuſiand in the foze- 
front, of the Chziſtians Army, being defirous to appꝛove him» 
ſelf againſt him only, he went ( by the licence of Albayzer) to the 
fozemoſt Squadzon of the Turks, becauſe he thought by this 
means to encounter with Dramuſiand. The young Pziuces in 

bayzers Camp, were divided ints four parts, each part con. 
tained five and twenty thouſand: and they that were left be⸗ 
ſide, were (ent to the Paviliona, foz ſafeguard of the Pꝛinteſſe 
Targiana, and the Pꝛinceſſe Armenia. | 

As fo2 the richneſs of their Armour, and ingenious De viles 
which theſeRnights(as well on the one fide as the other) bare in 
this conflict, would trouble the eloquent tongue of Marcus Tul- 
lius Cicero, to make a true and ſufficient diſcourſe thereof, But 
to pield the greater contentment to thoſe friendly Gentlemen,

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who take delight in reading of this famous Hiſtozp. J will re- 
bear ſe the names of them that were bzaveft in the Field: and 
firſt J will begin with the Chyiftians, whereof they were ſom. 
times two oz the together, whoſe Armoz and Deviſes were 
like in colour oz p20poztion, 

Ring Edoard,.and ths Emperoz Vernar,and the Soldan Bel- 
lagris, had their Armoz in Scarlet, white and black colours, 
with mighty Chains of gold croſſing their bodies, and in their 
ſhields they bare a flying Griffon, in a field of Silver, and un- 
derneath was wzitten in Letters of Gold, the names of ſuch as 
theyeſtemed to be their beſt beloved aud moſt famous friends, 

Primaleon and King Polendos, were in white Armoz, and 
in their Shields was poꝛtraped in a ſilver field, a cloven Rock, 
which Devile Primaleou was wont to bear when he was amo⸗ 
20us of the Pꝛinceſſe Gridonia his wife. Recinde, Arnedes, and 
Francian, were in guilt Armoz, and two Lyons Rampant in 
their ſhields, in a field of Azure. The Ring of Hungaria, E- 
ſtrellant, and Belcar his Unkle, were in black Azmoꝛ, ſhadowed 
with little ſtreams of gold, becauſe it was not long ſince the 
deceaſe of Ring Friſol and Ditree, and koz their deviſes they had 
figured in their ſhields a golden Tree, in a field of Sable. 

Palmerin ot England, and Pzince Florendos, were in'gren 
Armoz, very thick beſet with little fillets of gold, and in their 
ſhields was figured Foztune in a ſilver field, whereby was un- 
derſtod, that they did pet repoſe (ome truſt in her, 

Pꝛince Floraman of Sardignia, and the Knight of the Savage 
man, had their Armozs of an Indian coloz, all wzought over 
with little ſhꝛubs of gold: but the deviſes of their ſhields were 
contrary: foz Floraman had poztrayed in his Shield, Death, 
holding a Lady by the hand, in a field of Sable, and Florian 
kept his Savage Deviſe, where with he had atchieved ſo many 
honojable vicozies, Drogalant Ring of Navar, and àlbanis of 
Frieze, Ring of Denmark, were in red Armoz, with cirrles of 
ſilver, croſle thwarting every way: and in their ſhields was pi⸗ 
ured in a field of Sinople; Love, holding a Knight underneath 
his feet: for this'deviſe PriritefleMnagarda cummanded Dro- 
galant to carrpallhis-Hife time, when he was vanquiſhed,” bp 
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Pꝛince Florendos befoze the Caſtle of Almarol. | 

Pꝛince Berolde, and Oniſtalde his Bꝛother, were both in 
guilt Cozflets, but their Baſſes were black, and in their 
ſhields was figured little flames of fire, in a field of Sable, Po- 
linarda and Muncalion, had their Armsz of gren and Carnas 
tion Coloꝛs, and in their ſhields was diſplayed a Silver Sea, 
in a fteld of Sinople, Blandidon and Friſol, were in black Ate 
mog, carrying fo their Deviſes in their Shields, two golden 
Griffons, tn a field ok Gules, Pompides aud Platir were in 
green Armoz, and each of them carryed in his ſhield a ſilvet 
Bull in a field of finople; fo; Pompides tok very great delight 
in this Devile. | | 

The Armoz of Pꝛince Gracian, and that of Guerin his bꝛo- 
ther, was of Gen, Scarlet, and white colours, with fillets of 
gold, croſle ſtrikt to ſeparate the colsur, and in their thtelds 
was figured a Garden of Flowers, in a-ſilver ſield. Rodamonr 
aud Bellizarr, had their Armoz of Uermillion colour, and in 
their Shields they carryed Hope, in the habit ofa Moman, but 
depzived ok life, this deviſe was in a field of Gules, 

Don Roſuel and Dramian were bath in white Armoz, very 
thick befet with Roſes of Gold, and in their ſhields was pictu- 
red a diſplayed Enſign of ſilver in a golden field, 

Baſilliart and Didon, his Bzother, were in Azure Armoz,all 
wꝛought over with little ſilver ſhzubs, and in the ſame manner 
were their ſhields, Luy man of Burgundy, and Tremoran, had 
their Armoz of Tawny colour, a colour confozmable to their as 
moꝛous thoughts: but becauſe Tremoran was out of hope to 
eſpouſe his Lady, he carrped his Deviſe accozding to his ill hap: 

and Luyman ot Burgundy, being in the ſame caſe, was the 
moze willing tokeep him company, and therefoze they carried 
foꝛ their Deviſes in their ſhields Siſiphus tumbling his reſtlels 
ffone in a field of ſable, The Sage Aliart of the Obſcure Vale 
ley, and Don Roſian de la Bronde, were in white Armoz, and 
this was the manner of their deviſes in their ſhields, The Sage 
Aliart had the figure of God Apollo in his ſhield in a field of S's 
nople, and Don Roſian had in his ſhield, (he Tower of Nimrod, 
from whence he was linea{ly 3 Majortes and the Gy⸗ 
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ant Almarol, were in black Armoz,and their ſhields of the ſame 
colour, without any manner of Devile. 

The Gpant Dramuſiand was in a ſtrange Armoz of Azure, 
and his Shield of the ſame manner: of whom the Chziftiaus 
made eſpecial account, becauſe theyknew the noble valour he 
was eudued withal, Divers other were very bꝛave, both in their 
Armoꝛ and Deviſes,of their ſhields, which made a gallant ſhew 
among the Chziſtians: but J let them paſle at this time, to a- 
void pꝛolixity. 

And now we will ſpeak ſomewhat of Pꝛince Albayzer, who 
was very gallantlyp mounted in a green Armoz, which was 
thick beſet with Spheres of Gold, in ſign ok victozy, and in his 
ſhield was pictured in a field of Sinople, the lively and natutal 
fozm of Pꝛinceſle Targiana, The Soldan of Perſia, was in a 
Carnation coloured Armoz being very thick beſet with pze- 
cious ſtones of incredible eſtimation, and about the skirts of his 
Baſſeswere framed diverſity of fine and curions artificial knots 
of gold, in the middeſt whereof ſtod two Letters of P. P. which 
he had cauſed to be placed there, onely fo2 that they were the 
firſt letters of the name of P1incefſe Polinarda,towards whom 
he was marvailous affectionate, and he was in god hope to bee 
re warded with her, if they won the victo2y ; in his ſhield was 
figured Hope in a gre&u veſture like a young beautiful Lady, aud 
underneath her was Whitten in letters of gold, the name of 
Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda, The Ring of Caſpia was in Tawny Ar: 
mo2, ſirculated over in divers places, with black, in ſign that he 
had been vanquiſhed in the Combat paſt ; and in his ſhield he 
boze fo; his Deviſe, a Bear, having his claws all blody, ina 
field of Sable, whereby he gave them to underſtand, that he 
had crowd hope, to bathe his hands in the blod of his enemies, The 
King of Trebilonde, was in red Armoz, all over figured with 
» little ſilver birds, having their wings ſpꝛead abzoad, in manner 
as they were flying, and carryed the picture of the God Mars in 
his ſhield, with the Minotaurs head, that he conquered in Creet: 
this deviſe was in a golden field, The Ring of Sparta was in 
white Armoz, and in his ſhield was poztraied a Lyon tozn in 
pieces, becauſe he had tozn a Lyon himſelf, when he was in his 
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pouthful time. The Ring of Xcolia was in black Armoz, bear- 
ing fox his deviſe in his ſhield a black Bull, in a field of Gules. 
The Ring of Armenia was in Azured Armoz, wꝛought all o⸗ 
ver with Koſes of Gold, and in his ſhield was figured a Phonix 
in a field of Azure ; whereby his meaning was, that his Lady 
was the onely Phoenix of beauty in the woꝛld, to whom no other 
might equal her ſelf, The King of Gamba was in guilt Ar- 
moz, with his Baſles of Silver, and in his ſhield was pictured 
a golden Lyon in a ſilver field, The Ring of Bythinia was in 
green Armoz, croſle ſtreaked with bands of filver, coupling in 
manner of knots ; and in his ſhield he carryed a golden Tiger 
Rampant,againſtaRock ofChzyſtal,in a field of Sinople, The 
Pꝛince Argelao of Artaſ1a, had his Armoz like to the Ring of 
Bythinia. Many other of Pꝛince Albayzcrs Knights came in- 
to the Field being very bꝛavely Armed, but J will let them 
paſſe un⸗ named at this time: aſſuring you, that Framuſtant and 
the otherGpants were Armed very gallantly and behaved them. 
ſelves with ſuch repoꝛt in the field, as they thought verily to diſ⸗ 
may the Chziſtians countenance, 


» CHAP. LXIII. 
Of the firft Butcel between the Chriſtians and the Twrkes, and 
the ſucceſſe thereof. 


He Armies on either ſide, being appointed in god and de⸗ 
cent manner, the Potentates, Kings, Pꝛinces, and pers 
ſons of moſt authozity (would nerds go place themſelves in the 
kozemoſt rank) holding this opinion, that in ſuch a renowned 
battel wherein the peril of all Chziſtendome conſiſted, they 
which pzeſented themſelves the kozmoſt in fight, ſhould deſerve 
the greateſt honour and glozy in the field ; which conſideration 
made the Captains leave their charges to their Lieutenants , 
and come in place themſelves in the face of the Battel. 
Then the Dzums and Trumpets ſounding gaklantly on ei⸗ 
ther fide,the Soldan of Perſia marched on with his Train to re⸗ 
cetvs the firſt Squadzon of the Chziſtians, and meting toge⸗ 
ther, Primaleon encountred the Ring of Caſpia, and bake his 
Cec 2 ; Lance

Lance ſo bzavely on him, as himſelf fozſok both his ſtirrops: 
but the Ring of Caſpia had ſuch a fozcible ſtroak as he was ſent 
headlong to the earth, very ſoze wounded, Palmerin of England 
{crved the Ring of X:oiia in the ſame manner» albeit he was 
reputed amongſt the Turks fo2 an eſpecial god knight at arms, 
Florendos and the King of Armenia failed in the ud, but they 
met lo fozcibly together With their bodies, as both they and 
their Yozles tumbled to the ground: Pꝛince Florendos reco- 
vered again quickly, but the Lor k was ſo amazed with his fall, 
as he could hardly tel where he was wherupon his twoCouzins 
came punto him, and conducted him between them to his Tent, 
Berolde of Spain and Floraman of dardignia, addgeſled them- 
ſelves topꝛinte Argelao and the K. of Bythinia, and encountred 
with them ſo furiouſly, as they were all caſt fozth of their Sad⸗ 
dles, being not able to mount themſelves again, becauſe the 
number was ſo great, and the fight ſo hot where they were. 
Rccinde and Ati des ran against the Kings of Gamba and 
Sparta, they being all unhozled, except the Ring Recinde, who 
kept his Hozſe valiantly. The Soklan Bellagris and the Ring 
of Trebiſonde met together, and bꝛake theirLances very bzave⸗ 
Ip, not being any thing ſhaken in the Encounter. 

The Soldan of Perſia, who deſired ts have himſelf ſœn in the 
field. had no ſancr eſpyed the Knight ofthe Savage man, but 
he gave his Hozſe the ſpurs, and encountred with him ſonobly, 
as the Knight of the Savage man loſt both his ſtirrops, which 
he recovered again pzeſently ; but the Soldati was ſo ſoze ſhake 
en, as he lay along on the neck of his Pozſe, and had tumbled to 
TP ground, if one of his train had not immediately ſuccoured 

m 

Among them that dealt in the firſt encounter, Dramuſiand 
and Framuſtant, was moſt to be regarded, foz they failing at 
the bzeaking of their Lances, met in ſuch couragions manner 
together with their bodies, as both hozſes and men were ſent to 
the ground: and recovering themſelves nimbly again, they be« 
gan afurious and cruel Combat, and to the example of all other 
knights, charged one another with moſt puiſlant ſtrokes, 

All the Pzinces of theEmperozs Court were at this firſt en. 

counter, 
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counter except Ring Edoard, the Emperoz Vernar, and Ring 
Polendos, who wouldnot dephrt from their Squadzons, fears 
ing leaſt their men would diſperſe themſelves out of ozder, and 
the Gyant Almarol kept them company likewiſe, becauſe hee 
ſaw no moze Gyants in the fozemoſt Ranck but Fcamultant, 
with whom Dramuſiand fought very callantly, 

After they had thus encountred with their Lances and many 
Knights thzown to the earth, ſome ſlain out-right, and others 
ſome in little better caſe ; they dzew their [wozds on all ſides, 
and began the moſt cruel battel that ever was ſen, and the 
Captains returned again to their ſeveral charges, becauſe they 
would not have them fall out of oder. Argclao, and the King 
of Bythinia, fighting on fot againſt Floraman of Sardignia, and 
Berolde of Spain, were ſuccoured by the Soldan of Perſia, who 
like a noble Captain pꝛaunced among the Ranks to animate 
and encourage the minds of his friends, aud aſſembling them in 
ſundzy companies, he came where theſe four continued the fight 
fill fiercely : but the Soldan Bellagtis with his Train, ſhewed 
ſuch pzowelle-on thefreſh commers, as within a while, both 
the Soldan of Perſia himſelf, and the company he bzoucht with 
bim. were enkozced to give them place againſt theis wills, leav: 
ing Argelao andthe King of Bythinia in ſuch danger, as had not 
the King of Trebiſonde, tome upon them with the ſecond Tur- 
kiſh Squad2on, they had been flain by the hands of Floraman , 
and Pꝛince Berolde, The Soldan of Perſia was fo greatlygrics 
ved, ſeeing his men ſo vanquiſhed, and they that were left ſo 
out of heart, as he crped fo2 ſuccour to the Ring of I rebiſonde : 
with whoſe aid, he returned to recover what he had loſt, and at 
length made the means to get Argelao, and the Ring of Bythi- 
nia thozww the pꝛeſſe. 

But he that had then len Pzince Primalcon might plainly 
have diſcerned his willingneſſe to pzevail againſt his enemies: 
fo2 he laid on load ſo on every ſide , and following upon them 
with his train ſo nablp, as not one durſt ſtand befo2e him to ens 
dure his fury ; by this means he recovered Hozſe again to Flo- 
raman and Berolde, butthey were ſo wounded, as they were 
glad to get fozth of the battel, Primaleon, Palmerin of Eng- 
Cee 3 land,

land, and Florian of the Forreſt with their trains, held the king 
of Trebiſlonds ſecond Squadzon ſo hot play , as they wiſhed 
the mſelves a little further off, But on the left Hand of this 
Squadꝛon was the moſt dangerous battel, between Framuſtant 
and Dramuſtand,who had gotten great advantage of his Ene- 
mie, by reaſon that Framuſtants wozd was bꝛoken, to his 
hand, but Albayzer ſent two hundzed knights on fot to help the 
Gyant, which when Prim..lcon perceived, he ſpake to Palmerin 
cf England in this manner: J pꝛay you ſir, gs with me to ſuc⸗- 
ccur our friend Dramuſiand, foz J will never return into the 
City, except J have him with me, {Uithout any moze wozds 
the y laid about them luſtily, and knockt down everp one that 
nod befoze them, until they came where Dramuſiand was: thi: 
ther like wiſe came to defend him againſt his Enemies, the Kt. 
of the Savage man, Florendos, Platir, Polinarda, Pompides, the 
Sage Aliart, Majortes, Friſol, Blandidon, Den Roſian de la 
B onde, Belcar, and his Sons, being likewiſe accompanied 
with twenty of the moſt renownedRutghts in all theArmp:and 
to aid Framuſtamt came the Soldan of Perſia, andthe Ring of 
Treb . ſonde, accompanied with a hundzed Knights of great au- 
thozity and valour, thep being all on kot. 

ben Primaleon ſaw his friends without their Hozſes he 
alighted likewiſe, and ſo did Pzince Palmerin: but when the 
other Chzifftan Knights heard that Primaleon fought on fot , 
they fozſok their Pozſes, and came haſtily running to defeny 
him, and now began ſuch a cruel and fierce battel,as on all ſides 
it remained very donbtful and dangerous, Dramuſiand and Fra- 
muſtant ſo laid upon each other with their pummels of their 
SWo2ds, as they were at length ſo ſoze travelled, as their 
ſtrokes could but little burt them. Primaleon and the King of 
Trcbifonde buckled together, but ſuch was the fierceneſſe of 
their fight, as in the end they were conſtrained to pauſe a while: 
the like happened to Palmerin of England and the Soldan of 
Perſia: but the Knight of the Savage man flew two Knights, 
ho came traiterouſly and ſtroke him behind his back, and Flo- 
rendes with the reſt of his companions ſtuck ſo cloſely to their 
teckling, as many of the enemies tan like dogs away. 


But 
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But Majortes was ſo compaſled in with his enemies, as none 
of his friends might come to help him, ſo that he had ſuch grie⸗ 
vous wounds given him, as (having flain ſo many of his Ene⸗ 
mies as durſt abide him) he kell down dead to the ground him⸗ 
lelk. 

Florian of the Forreſt, was ſo grieved when he ſaw him fall , 
as the tears trickled down his cheeks, and albeit he was in ex⸗ 
tream heavinelle, yet he followed on them that had killed Ma- 
jortes, and revenged his death nobly, becatiſe the death of ſo 
brave a noble man, was much lameutedof them that knew his 
valiant mind, but moſt eſpecially of his Son Dridan, who with 
anguiſh of mind caſt himſelf amongſt his Enemies, and within 
a while he behaved himſelf ſo well, as the Turkes knew to 
their coſt his extream grtet fox the death of his Father: pet ſuch 
was his unhappy Fo2tunein the end, as being beſet among the 
thickeſt of his enemies(and many cruel wounds given in divers 
places of his body) he fell to the ground, his vital ſpirit fozſake 
ing him, and made him follow his Fathers dead Ghoſt, which 
wazno (mall grief to the noble Ring Edvard of Eaglan4,: in 
reſpect of the great friendſhip and love, that had remained of 
long time, between him and Majortes. 

And becauſe he judged, that fighting thus on fot would ber 
the death of many ok his dear friends, he commanded his hardy 
Hoꝛſes to bzeak thzough the Ranks, whereto they pzeſentlp o⸗ 
beped, and ſcattered the trops of their Enemies in ſuch loꝛt as 
all his friends were mounted on Yozſeback again, and Dramu- 
ſiand and Fram iſtant were ſeparated aſynder » but at this ſe- 
condencounter, the Ring of Trebiſonde, was flain by the hand 
of the noble Palmerin of England. Dramuſiand and Framu- 
{tant were ſo daugeroully wounded, as they were not able to 
hold out the fight anp longer: wherefoze, they were conveyed 
thence, the one to the Tuckcs Tents and the other to the City 
to be tendered withpzeſent regard, accozding as their dange- 
rous eſtates required. Then the con flit was thus bzoken, di⸗ 
vers that hadentred with the firſt Squadzon , retyred to take 
breathing: but Primalcon, Palmerin, noz any of the Empes 
vos Court beſide, were any of them: koz it was a pleaſure to 
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them to endure the travels of Arms, ſuch mall account they 
made of thetr hurts, and their enemies, Q 

The Empzeſle and the Ladies (@ing ſo great cruelty, and 
the loſſe of lo many noble Gentlemen, -with:dzew themſelves 
into their Chambers, where they lamented in ſuch grievous 
manner, as if thep had ſen the enemy entred into the City, 
whereupon, many Ladies of great aut hozity (hearing their pits 
tikul lamentations)came unto the Palace, repoſing altogether 
their hope in the aged Emperour, if the Knights iu the Field 
Hould fail of the vico2y, 

King TI arnags would have dznye> the Ladies entrance into 
the Palace, but it was moze then he could well do: fo2 hardly 
can any man govern the common people, eſpecially, when a ge; 
neral fear\of their lives is thzcatued befoze their epes. 

The Emperoz himſelf, whoſe debilitp in years, and grief of 
mind, (conceived by this unlokt koz ſtratagem) depzived him of 
his wonted god judgement, and politick means to pꝛevent ſo 
great miſchief, as he could not imagine with himſelf how to re, 
medy this ſudden mil⸗koztune: but even with a Momans ffo- 
mack, rather then the invincible mind hee had alwaies bozn 
heretofo2e, fell into puſillanimity and doubtkul fear with him⸗ 
ſelf, ntterly fozccetting the Ancient Adage ; Audaces Fortuna 
j wat, and Targiana, the Pꝛinceſſe of Armenia, and all the 
Ladies of the Turkes Camp, were ſo kearkul and doubtful of the 
victo2y, as the Ladies in the Emperozs Court, 

Ring Edoard being General of the Chziſtian Army, deſiring 
to witneſſe his noble valour in the field, (having reſted himſelf 
a pretty ſpace)diſmounted the Knights one after another with 
one Lance: afterward dzawing his Swo2d, he charged the ene⸗ 
mies on all ſides about him ſo valiantly, as they were glad to 
avoid and give him place. And Pzince Albayzer likewiſe, ſeek: 
ing to honour himſelf this day with the Renown of the field , 
came upon the Chziſtians with incredible p2oweſle ; and ſuch 
reſiſtance he made with his freſh company, as the battel endu⸗ 
red a long time very blwdy aud cruel, ſo that a man could not 
judge Which fide had the moſt advantage. 

But then came a new aſleult upon the Chziſtians, by a great 


number 
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number of Turkes on the left Ming among whom were fit 
monſterous and terrible Gyants, which afſault was ſo hot fo2 
the time as the Chziſtians were enkozced to retire, The Gy- 
ant Almarol (who had all this while kept company with Ring 
Rccinde his Low)ſeing the Chziftians with:dzaw themſelves, 
add2eſſed himſelf to one of the Gpants, called Dramorant, and 
with a mighty Mate that he had gotten in the Battel, he kept 
him ſuch rough play, as he could not paſle on fozwards, as he 
willingly would have done. And Ring Recinde ſ&ing another 
Spant named Trafamor, coming to ſtrike at Almarol behind 
his back, ſtepped befoze him to hinder his determination: but 
he being aged and feble, and not able to reſiſt the mercileſſe 
ftrokes of this blody minded Gyant, Tratamor, was ſo pitifullp 
wounded, as he fell down at — — tet, who tok his [wo2d, 
and thzuſt it to the heart of Ring Recinde. 

Which when P2ince Palmerin perceived, he was very ſorry, 
and comming fn a rage to the Gyant Trafamor, never left him, 
until ſuch time, as he laid him down dead on the ground: but he 
was ſo ſoze hurt himſelf,as he was glad to get fozth of the bat» 
tel, and by the commandment of Pꝛince Primaloon,he was cares 
ryed into the City, where they made great doubt of his like, by 
reaſon he had loſt ſuch abundance of his blood. 

Almarol and Dramorant were ſundzed, whereupon the death 
of RecindeRing of Spain, was blaized thzough the Army, which 
was ſuch heavy news to Arnedes, King of France, his Comin , 
and ſingular god friend, (as making no account ot his life) he 
thzew himſelf amongſt his enemies, where (tc king to revenge 
the death of the king of Spain) he loſt his own like, and by him 
was flain Oniſtalde, Son to King Recinde, who followed Ar- 
nedes, to revenge his fathers death. 

King Edoard and the other Pꝛiuces, were ſo offended, when 
they ſaw their deareſt Friends thus caſt on the ground, as they 
ran amongſt the thickeſt of their enemies, and laid on load like 
deſperate men: the Knight of the Savage man likewiſe on 
whoſe ſhield no manner of Deviſe could bee diſcerned, it was ſo 
- backed and bꝛoken in pieces: came unto the Gyant Dramorant 
and handled him in ſuch knightly oꝛder, as hemade him tumble 
down dead befoze him, Odd Belcat 
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Belcar and King Polendos, entring on the Ring of EZcoliacs 
Trop, were in the end enfozced to pay the ſharpe tribute which 

Death demandeth of Nature by duty: this unfoztunate ſucceſſe 
wtauled no littie heavineſſe among the Chziſtians, but eſpecially 
to Pꝛince Berolde of Spain, who underſtanding that Ring Re» 
cinde his Father, and Oniſtalde his Bzother, were (lain by the 
Enemies, he ruſhed in fiercely upon them, determining either 
to revenge their loſſe, oz leave his life among them fo2 compa⸗ 
ny. 
"and Pꝛince Floraman of Sardiguia followedcloſe after him; 
butchering the Turks on every ſive, whereby he manifeſted to 
Pꝛince Berolde the entire god Mill and affection he bare him: 
but the valiant Florendos did moſt of all injure the enemp this 
day, fo2 the Knightly ſtrokes that were to be ſeen on his ſhield, 
delivered a true teſtimony of the greatdangers he had eſcaped: 
all which he made of no account, ſuch was his earneſt deſire to 
revenge the deathof his dear friends, So that this battel may 
be reputed fo2 the moſt cruel and perillous that ever was ſn, 
in that ſo many grievous and tragical ſpectacles, were to bee 
ſ&u that diſmal day, with the loſſe of a number of famous P2in- 
ces and moſt renowned Knights: koz there you might have 
fenDonRoſucl andBcllizarc to bzeak hardily thzoucch the pꝛeſſe 
of their enemies, without either fear oz regard of their own 
lives, to lok fo2 their noble Father Pzince Belcar ; and Fran- 
cian on the other ſide came to ſearch fox his Father, Ring Po- 
lendos ; which the enemies perceiving, and knowing them to 
be near allied to the Emperour, followed fiercely after them, 
to ſe who could ſirſt mur ther them. 

Pꝛince Berolde was no ſoner come to the place, where his 
Father lay ſlain, but he ſaw — Gpant Almarol had loft 
his Helmet, and his face ſo pitifully belmeared with his blod, 
as it was a great grief to all that beheld him, foz he had in that 
place laid ſeven hardy Knights flain at his fwt, and determined 
not to foʒſake the dead body of the Pꝛince, befoze he had loſt his 
own life likewiſe in that place. 

The enemies reſiſted Pꝛince Berolde ſo ſtrongly, as had it 
not been fcz the ſucceur of the Emperoz Vernar, 8 : 
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Florendos, and Blandidon, he had been ſent to keep his Father 
compaup: and Primaleon laboured very earneſtly toget the Gi⸗ 
ant Almarol fozth of the battel, becauſe he was deſtitute of a 
Velmet, his Armoz bzoken very much, and his body Wounded 
in many places, but ſuch was the love and fidelity he bare to his 
Pꝛince, as it was impoſſible foz Pcunaleon tocauſe him with 
dzaw himſelf, 

Upon this reſcue of the Pyinces to Berolde, the Enemies 
came running again to this place where they were, with the Sol- 
dan of Per ſia, conducting them, who hearing that Almarol con- 
tinued mankulty killing all that came bekoze him, galloped tho⸗ 
20w the Ranks till he came at Aimarol : but who ſo had ſen 
the gallant behaviour of Primalcon and Florendos his Son, in 
defending Almarol from the Eaemies fury, Would have ima⸗ 
gined the very type of Kuightly valour to conſiſt in theſe two 
famous Champions, who were not a little grieved to ſeæ A ma- 
rol ſo willing to ſ&k his own death, and could not be perſwads- 
ed from that mind by any of his friends, 

The Gyant Gramato (who came in company with the Sol- 
dan of Perſia) advanced himſelf to deal with *1lmarol, but har« 
dy Florendos ſtepped befs2e him, and had ſlain him ount-right, if 
Almaro! had not caught him about the body: but he being lo 
grievouſly wounded, as no ſuccour whatloever could ſave his 
life, fell down dead befoze the Gyaut Gramazo, whom Berolde 
afterward charged ſo roughly. as Gramato ended his life to ac⸗ 
company the Gyant A|marol, 

Now began the courage of the Chziſtians fo encreaſe wozthi⸗ 
ly, in that they were ſtronger in that place then the Turks, 
foʒ the Soldan of Perſia was conveyed fopth of the battel; by 
reaſon of a wound that he had received in the thzoat by the puſh 
of a Dwo2d ; ſo that the Soldan Bellagi1s found god oppoꝛtuni⸗ 
ty, to carry the bodies of the King Recinde and Oailtalde his 
Son fozth of the field, the Pꝛince Berolde helping to conduc 
the bodies, becauſe himſelf had loſt lo much blod, as he could 
ſcantly hold out any longer, 

Prcima'con having a — — to the Troops of men diſpearſed 
in the field, bcheld King Edoard and his train, dziven tothe 
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rityre, fo2 that Albayzer accompanied with thze Gyants and a 
number of Knights (\eing the Chziftians ſoze travailed) came 
upon them with a krech charge: but Bing Edoard met his pꝛoud 
Enemy with luch puillance, as he was glad to dꝛaw backto reſt 
himſelf a while, aſſuring vou, that the Bing of England behav⸗ 
ed himſelf ſo nobty in the field, as the whole Chziſtian Camp 
repoltd themſelves on him, : 

Pompides, Baſiliart, the Sage Aliart, Platit, Frilol, Germain 
pf Orleance, LuymanofBurgundy,Rodamont, Albanis of Frize 
Drogalant, Don Roſiran de la Bronde,Tremoran, Tenebrant, 
Don Rofucl, Bellizart, and divers other of the Chziſtian Rts, 
reſiſted the Enemy very valiantly , and followed ſo faſt upon 
Albayzar and his company, as (had not freſh ſupplies ftill come) 
they had made a notable conqueſt of their Adverſaries. 

Primaleon left to govern theſe, the Soldan Bellagris, and 
Blandidon went with Florendos and Floraman to the noble 
King Edoard of England, and as they would have appꝛoached to 
him, they eſpyed the Emperoꝛ Vernar, and Polinarda his Bzo# 
ther on fot, encloſed with ſuch a number of Turks, as their 
lives were greatly to be feared : fo2 the King of Bithinia had 
lain the Emperoz Vernars Yozſe, and falling to the ground, 
bzake one of his Maſters legs in the fall, ſo that the Emperoz 
Was fain to ſtand upon one leg to defend himſelf, in which hard 

caſe he was very near his death, but that his bzother Polinarda 
Rept pꝛeſently {befoze him, and defended him with ſuch manly 
pꝛoweſſe, as the Enemp could not any wap come to hurt the 
Emperoz, 

Primaleon ſ&ing the misfoztune of the Emperoz of Alle- 
maign, and how the Turkes ſought every way to take his life 
from him, was ſo overcome with inward grief, as the tears trick⸗ 
led down his cheeks ; and fearing now the utter ruine of Con- 
ſtantinople, he ran with ſuch courage upon the enemies, as down 
they tumbled dead to the ground on every ſide of him, And Flo- 
rendos thinking his armoz was ſhivered, and her had no Shield 
ts defend himſelf, yet (accompanied with Pꝛince Floraman) her 
followed his Father, ſbe wing incredible pꝛoweſle. Floraman 
ſetled himſelf againſt the King of Bichinia, and pꝛevailed ſo 


well 
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well againſt him, as he ſent him headlong to the ground depzi⸗ 
ved of his life: but Primaleon ſæing Floraman to be fomewhat 
ſoze hurt, deſired him to with ⸗dzam himſelf out ofthe-battel, 

Mhen the Turks that were conducted by theRing dfBichjaia, 

ſaw their Captain flain, they began to retire very ſpeedily; by 
which means Primalcon recovered and mounted Polinarda on 
Wozſeback again: but he could not imagine how to get the Em. 
pero2. Vernar out of the field: which made him adventure with 
his men in ſuch danger) as it was doubtful he ſhould have fallen 
into his enemies hands, Foꝛ the King of Armenia came upon 
them again with four thouſand men, hoping to recover that 

which the other Kings had loft, ſo that Primalcon was fain to 
alight from his Yozſe, foz the defence of the Emperoz Vernar : 

in like manner did moſt of the P2inces and Knights, fearing 
leaſt any harm ſhould come unto the Pꝛince and the Emperoz, 

but many of them were flain in this new aſlault, and ſo was 

the King of Armenia, with five hund2ed of his beſt tryed Doul- 

dlers. 

The Emperoꝛ Vernar {&ing death ready to entertain him, 
and that there was no means koz him to ſhun it, embꝛacedit 
mildly and patiently : but when the poung Piinces ſaw the 
Emperoꝛ lain, they carryed him fozth of the field, and bzought 
him with great heavineſle into the City which was nom become 
in a manner delolate. | 

The moſt vertuous and valiant Ring Edoard, ſœing himſelf 
left alone with the Soldan Albayzar, whom he dealt ſo ſtoutly 
wit hal, as Pompides, Platir, and the other Pꝛinces might reſt 
themſelves, and cauſe their friends that were there flain to bee 
tranſpozted thence, in the end he bzought Albayzer in ſuch e⸗ 
tate as he had killed him in the field, if he had not been the ſons 
er reſcued by the Gpants that came with him: Nevertheleſſe, 
he taught him his duty lo well, as he tok the Engliſh Pꝛince 
fo2 a very ſharpe Sholmaſter, 

chile Ring Edoard and Albayzar continued their fight, the 

night dzawing on a pace, the trumpets ſounded the retreat, ſo 

that every one haſted unto his enſign ; Ring Edoard ſummon⸗ 

ed his men together they all I fo well on their General, 
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as they judged themſelves happy to be under his leading, and 
' Goverument, Bellagris and Primaleon byzought their trains 
likewiſe to him, and after they were all placed in array, the 


Chriſtians betok themſelves to the City, and the Turkes retur- 
ned to their Camp. 4 


CHAP. LXIV. 
Of chat which they did at Con ſtaxtinople, before they gave the 
Enemies the ſecond battel, and of the great mistortunes 


which happened in the City, amongſt which chanced the un- 
timely death ot the aged Emperour Palmeris. 


Fter that the Chziſtianand Pagan Pzinces, with their 
£ X Fozces on either ſide, were thus retired to their (ſeveral 
holvs, by the conſent of Albayzer and Palmerin, the Pꝛinces 
and Knights that were lla in in the Battel, were carrped thence 
to be interred, and their funerals to be perfo2med ; but fo the 
grievous complaints made in the City, fo the loſle of ſo many 
noble and renowned Pinces, J leave them ts the judgement 
of the courteous Reader, who muſt needs think the griefts bee 
great, in that Chzitenvome received ſuch a lolle as in many 
years could not be recovered again. The confideration hereof 
entred ſo deep into the aged Emperoꝛs heart, as he foxſ@k this 
earthly vail of miſery, peilding his ſcul to God, aud his body 
to the bowelsof his mother, from whence it came at ſirſt: at 
which time, the enchanted bird that he kept in his Palace, ſung 
thꝛie times together with a very pittiful note, ſo that both old 
and young in the Court, did not a little marvail thereat, 

Df this bird, you may read moze at large in the notable any 
famous Þiſtozy ef the Emperoꝛ Palmerins life, which Bak is 
called Palmerin D'Ohiva, a Hiffo2y plentifully ſtoꝛed with dif. 
courſes of ſingular delight, being'foz the woꝛthineſſe thereof , 
eſtesmed of many Nations, as this Hiftozy is likewiſe : and 
thercfoze, koz the excetlency-of this aforeſaid Miſtozp, and in 
reſpee it dependeth on matters byiefly touched in this bk, ſs 
that it is accounted as a parcel of this Hiſtoꝛy, J intend{God 
atding mt) to publiſh it hoztly, when (J doubt not) but the 
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geetle Reader ſhall find it wozthy of the commendations that J 
have uſed of it in this place, The equies and Fugerals of 
the Emperoz were lolemntzed with great pompe and dignity ; 
in like manner did thep-honour-the Emperoꝛ of Allemaigne, un 
the other Rings that were ſlain in the battel.. 80% 43M 
Not many daies after, the Mounded Pzinces found thems 
ſelves in gwd diſpoſition again, where upon they determined to 
enter the field, becauſe the enemies demanded the battel ; but 
firſt of all they pꝛovided foꝛ the ſafeguard of the City, which was 
committed to the charge of King Larnaes of Lacedemonia 
and the Sage Aliart ot the Obicure Valley, they having in their 
conduct five hundzed Knights on Hole back, and four thouſand as 
ble Fof-men, and fox the reſt of the Chziſtians they were dis 
vided into ſix ſeveral bands. The firſt was conducted by Pꝛince 
Primalcon who had attending on him two thouſand and five 
hundzed Knights, The lecond Band, being of the fame num⸗ 
ber, was committed to P2ztnce Floraman of Sardignia, The 
third to King Eſtrellant. The fourth, to Albanis of Frieze. 
The fifth, to Drapos Duke of Normandy : all theſe five bands 
being alike in number. The ſixt was under the charge of the 
noble Ring Edoard, to whom came all the reſt of the Chziftian 
Souldjers, The Soldan Bellagris with his train, hid the 
charge of the outer Wings to give aid where he ſaw ned requi⸗ 
red, 
When theſe Knights departed from the City toward the 
field, they were all in black Armour, and their Shields of the 
lame colour without anp deviſes, their Hozſes were likewiſe 
trapped in black, and the moze to expzeſſe their inward heavi⸗ 
nelle, they would have neither D2um, Trumpet, noz any kind 
of Inſtrument uled in Mar with them. Nevertheleſſe, al beit 
this ſad pꝛoceding to the battel, declared their own Heavineſſe, 
yet was it like wiſe a fear and terrour to the enemy, ſ ing them 
coming far from them: and every man had cldſed the beaver of 
bis helmet, becauſe the enemy ſhould not perceive their moarns 
ful countenances, 
Mhen they were come to the place where the battel Gould 1 
be fought, they ſpꝛead therylelves abzoav in the Field, after | 
the 
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the vtvile of their Captains, without making anp manner dt 

noyſe at all. The:Fot-men came akter, being all attyꝛed in 

black like wiſe, and without either Dzums, Phifes, oz Trum- 

pets, whereby they gave the Enemies to under tand, What un: 

| fained love and affection they bare to the Emperoz, and how 
| they could not fozget, what gracious and friendlyentertatnme 
f he was wont to make to his very enemies, 

0 A thing which all Pzinces ought to have in regard, and in res 

I membzing the great vertue of this famous Emperoꝛ to govern 

their Kingdomes in luch ſozt ; as the people may rather know 

| what a grie vous loſſe they have by the death of ſuch a Pꝛince, 

i then to behave themſelves tn ſuch manner as their Subjects 

ſhall rejopce to be rid of their Governour, The Turks were 

q greatly abaſhed,ſ&ing their:enemiescome marching in this oz- 

der, thepknew well by their mourning Habits,that they would 

in this battrl, make no account of their lives. HT 
But Albayzar ſ&ing the aſtoniſhment of his Souldiers , 
came to encourage them like a noble Captain, laying befoze 
them the renown of the victo2p, which ſhould be the recompence 
of all their travels, and a ſufficient revenge fo2 the death of ma⸗ 
ny of their Parents and friends, who loſt their lives befoze the

Malls of Conſtantizople; ka which catiſe this Mar was fir id 5

; CAhen he had a god ſpace uſed theſe and ſuch like ſpeches to 
, them, they began to ware deſirous of the battel, and chaſing all | 
| their fozmer fears out of remembꝛance, thep marched on after 1 


the lame manner as they did in the firſt battel, ſaving that they 
. were under the charge of other Captains, fs2 that they which 
4 conducted them befoze were flain. Their Armour was very 
much broken and bzutiſed, and ſo dyed with the blod that iſſued 
from their bodies, that it was almoſt as ſtrange a ſight in the 
field, as the Chꝛiſttans ſad and monrnful habits of black, 

Ring Edoard Ming his men placed in decent o2der, and the 
back- wings in ſuchregard as he thought meteſt,he gave charge 
to Primaleon to give the onſet with his company, koz het had 
with him the noble Palmerin of England, Florian of the For- 
reſt, Florendos, Platir,Pompides, Blandidon,Don Roſucl,Bel- 
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{izart, Drogalant, King of Navarre,the Gyant Dramuſiand, and 
the moſt renowned Pꝛinces of the Court. 

On the enemies lide,the King of Ætolia was firſt in the field, 
becanſe he conducted the fozemoſt troope, wherein was the moff 
—— Knights in all the Turkiſh- Army' beſides the Gpant 

ramuſtant; who de ſired above all other thingsto pzevail againſt 
Dramuſiand. The Chziſtians finding themlelves in a readi- 
neſſe, the Turks ſounded their Dzums and Trumpets to begin 
the battel : but ſuddenly came on them lo great a Tempe, as 
they returned back again, being not able to joyn in fight, koz 
the ſpace of two hours after, | 

In the mean time while this Tempeſt continueth let us res 
turn to the City of Conſtantinople, which(as you have heard be: 
foze) was committed to the charge ok Tarnaes King ot Lace- 
demonia, and the Sage Aliart of the Obſcure Valley, who find⸗ 
ing by his Art that the City ok Conſtantinople would bee 
bzought to deſtruction, and that Ring Edoard of England , and 
the Pꝛince Primaleon with the reſt of the Pꝛzinces and Knights 
that maintained the Mar, would ſtand in great hazard ok loſes 
ing their lives, being not able to avoid the cruelty of the Turks 
who would get the City into their polleſſion ; upon thele akoze⸗ 
ſaid conſiderations, he determined to p2ovide koz the ſafety of 
the Pzinceſſes and Ladies of high authozity, who were (moſt of 
them)great with Childe,aud near the time of their deliverance, 
Wherefoze that the fruit of their bodies might not periſh in 
this extremity, he raiſed a very darke and obſcure Cloud, which 
ſhadowed the light of the firmament in ſuch lo2t, as not only 
they in the field were covered therewith, but alſo the City was 
ſo wꝛapt in the Cloud, as it was not poſſible fog them to del⸗ 
cern it. eee . . JTh 

In the mean while, both the Armies remained in great a- 
mazement by this darkneſſe, as they had not the power to met 
together, Aliart conveped through this darke Cloud, the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſle, the P2inceſſe Polinarda, and all the other Pzinceſſes 
and Ladies beſive, to the Perillous Ile, which Pꝛince Palme- 

rin of England had beſtowed on him: and he ſhidowev the'Hle 
likewiſe (by his Enchantment) — ſuch manner, thatit/remain- 
| ec ed 


The Second part ef the Hiſtory 
ed (as it wete) inviſible, until Aliart conceived ſo well of the 
time and ſeaſon, as he thought gwd ta dilc ever it, Thele Ladies 
wert ſurp2ized with marvailous admiration, when they found 
themſelygs.not in Conltantinople, but in a ſtrange Land, where 
they could not have their company, who had endured ſo many 
hard and dangerous conflicts fog their ſakes, this (above all os 
ther cauſes) did moſt offend andtrouble their conſciences, yet 
at length, when they ſam na other remedy, they were glay to 
p2acile and content themſelves, with often viliting each other 
in their Chambers, to expel all other cogitations that ſæm irk⸗ 
fome unto them. WE 

Thus will we leave the Empꝛeſle and her Ladies in the Pe- 
rillous Iſle, aud return to King Tarnacs at Conſtantinople, 
who (after the Cloud was vaniſhed away , and the dap clear a- 
Tü den the Empzeſle with her Ladies, and the Sage- 
liart had kozſaken his company, couceived ſuch extream grief 
within himſelf (doubting leaſt ſome miſchance had befallen 
them) as amidſt his pitiful lamentations he peildedup the 
Shot) leaving the City a comkoztleſſe and deſpairing within 
themfelves, ag they defired-to finih their lives fozſaking quite 
all hope in them that were in the field, to whom happened what 
Fo2tnue had opdained, as You may read in the Chapter follow; 
ing. 


Of the ſecond battel between the Chrsftians and the Twrkgs , 
and what happened therein, | 


Tee darke Clond being gone out of ſight, aud the Sage Ali- 
A- art having bzought the Empzeſſe aud her Ladies to the Pe- 
tillous Ile, the day began to waxe clear again, and the Armies 
marc hed fo ward to met together. But as they were about ta 
enter the gkirmich, they heard a moſt lamentable and pitiful 
out-cxy, which made them tay their hands, and. loking about 
ro ſe tie canſe at this noyſe, they law a great many Ladies and 
Damolels.come fazth ef the City, with their Dair diſperſed 
Abend over their ſhoulders, and wzinging their hands 5 very 

grievous 
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grie vous manner. Aud-foz that they had loſt the Ring Tarnacg 
aud the Sage Atiar, whom'they knew were left fo2 their ſuceour 
and defence : they came wtothe Chziftian Camp, to their Paſs 
bands, Bzethzen, Sons, and Kinſ\men 4 Fox (img they could 
32omife to themſelves no aſſurance iu the City, they Would live 
and dye with them in the Field, 


King E40ard aud Primaicon were ſo amazed at the clamour 


of theſe Momen, as they cauſed their Enſigns to ſtap, and com⸗ 
mandes the Pozſe men not ta bzeak their Arrap, till thep had 
under ſtwd the cauſe of this diſoꝛder. but when tt was told them, 
how that King Tarnaes and the Sage Aliart had fozſaken the 
City, they were both dziven into a great admiration with thems 
ſelves, whereupon they ſent Pomptdes, aud Plarie, tuts the Ci- 
ty, ta hing them certain tydings of this unloked ko miſchance; 
Mhen theſe two Knights were come into the City) and 
heard after what manner King Tarnaes dyed, as alſo hom the 
dage Altart was gone, no man could tell whither ; they began 
to think within themſelves, that both they and all theit Train 
were bwought ta fuchertremity , as Foꝛtune had concluded to 
finiſh the memozy of their Rnightly deeds by delivering their 
lives to the Swoꝛd of their enemies. They did like wile per⸗ 
ſwavethemſelves, that the Sage Al iart abſented himſelf fo2 no 
other occaſion, but only becauſe he perceived their. general des 
fraction was at hand: and in this reſpec, they ndged h had 
pꝛobide u ſomt refuge foz the Empꝛeſſe and the Kits, that 
their Enimies might not triumph in their miſ⸗koztunes, tot 
great diſtontentment of their Lozds and Hugbands, i 
With theſe heavy news they returned to the Camp again 
certifping King Edoard and Primeon, how the Sage Allart 
was ue partes: Mhetrenpon they concluded by generat deter⸗ 
mination, to with dꝛaw themſelves into the City, to make pꝛo⸗ 
viſion fo: the defence thereof,bcfoze they would enter the battel 
with their enemies. 1 
But J aſſure pou, it was a pittiful ſight to behold, how the 
Men, Women, andChildzen, came and fell down at the Pins 
cesfe#t, andthe ancientCiiizens, with their gray heaus, and 
white beards, being lo weak and f He with! age, asthep were: 
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glad to ſuppozt themſelves with their ſtaves : making all their 
humble requeſts, that they might rather enter the battel, and 
there to end their lives, then to be deſtroyed at home. with their 
Wives and Childzen by the Enemy, 

King Edeard, Primaleon, and all the other Pzinces were not 
a a little abaſhed, finding the Palace in ſuch a deſolate manner, 
neither the Empzeſle, the Pzinceſſes, noz any of the other La- 
dies to be found, this vexed their minds „with unexp2eſſeable 
grief, Thep went into their accuſtomed Chambers, and not 
finding them there to whom thep were moft/ affectionate, their 
very ſouls were ready to fozſake their bodies: fo2 the poung 
Pzinces: enjoying their ſwet Ladies ſo ſhoꝛt a. time, fo2 whole 
ſakes thep had ſuffered ſo manp bitter bzunts , they thought 
themſelves not able'tolive any long time, being depzived of 
their company, whom thep honoured with moſt pure and unfar- 
ned affection, Foz now their pains were greater then ever they 
had bern befoze, and this miſhap. was moze irkeſome to them 
then all the dancers paſt , becauſe their Ladies were the re⸗ 
wards of their Knightly vicozies, but having thus loſt them on 
luch a ſudden, they were out of hope to enjoy the ſight of them 
any moze, wherefoze they ſemed as men depzived of their ſen: 
ces, loking gaſtly and fearfully one upon another, knowing not 
which way to comfozt 02 red2efle their pꝛeſent heavineſſe. 

In this caſe the Chyiſtian Pꝛinces remained fo? the ſpace of 
the daiss, having no mind at all to give their enemies battel, 
during which timePcimaleon made convepance oftheaged men, 
with their Mives and Childzen in the night time, to divers of 
his Caftlesan®Foztrefle near adjoyning, knowing them karre 
unable to help in this extremity, aud then he cauſed the Walls 
——.— to be beaten flat to the ground, which was thought 
go by the advice of everp one to bx* ſo done, and that fo2 two 
eſpecial cauſeg. The firſt, that it weuld moze animate and im⸗ 
bolden the Chziſtians in the time ok battel, ſ&ing themſelves 
diſpoiled of the place, wherein they repofed their: aſſurance of 
ſafety; The other, that the'Enemies ſhould not vaunt how 
they had deſtroyed the City, but that it was defaced by the Chzie 
Mans themſelves, ib ſo be keztune ſuffered them to enjoy the 
bicozy, Thep 
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They of the City ſ&ing the Malls ſo ſpoiled, even tothe 
very firſt foundation thereof, conteived ſuch hatred againſt the 
Turkes (whom they reputed to cauſe the ſubverſion of their 
ſtrongeſt defence) as thep p2epared themſelves altogether to 
enter the field, to revenge themſelves on their pꝛond anduſurps 
ing Enemies: and lo they marched all with. the Pzinces, into 
the field, who went in the ſame manner as they did befoze , 
whilſt Aliart conveyed the Empꝛeſſe and her Ladies from Con- 
ſtantinople to the Perillous Iſſe. 

Albayzer knowing well the intent of his Enemies, comman⸗ 
ded his Captains, to place their men in array, akter ward, the 
Trumpets ſummoning them bzavely to the Battel, hee com⸗ 
manded the King of Xtolia to give the onſet with his Band to 
the Enemy; whereto the King pꝛeſentlp obeped, and coming on 
gallantly with his Trap ot men, Pꝛince Primaleon pzepared 
himſelf to receive him, and giving his Yozſe the Spurs, he 
pꝛevailed ſo foztunately in the Encounter, as he made the K. 
of Ecolia meaſure his length on the ground, but he was quick: 
ly ſuccoured by his men, otherwiſe Primaleon had given him 
his deaths Wound, Palmer in of England ran againſt Pꝛince 
Argclao, and met him with ſuch puiſſance, as his Lance peirced 
clean thzough his body, ſo that He fell to the ground, ſtarke 
dead: the like did the Knight of the Savage man to a valiant 
Knight named Richard, who was eſtæ med a ſingular Captain 
amongſt the Turkes : Pzince Florendos, Platir, Gracian, Be- 
rolde, and the other Knights, flew them out right likewiſe that 
encountred them in the Juſt. Dramuſiand and Framuſtant 
bzake their Lances, but yet they kept their Mozſes valiantly ; 
whereupon they dew their Swo2ds, and began tocharge each 
other very furiouſlp, 

The Chiifſtians behaved themſelves ſo wozthilp at thisfirſt 
encounter, as the Ring of Ætolia (whoſe train were twice ſo 
many in number, as they with Pzince Primaleon) was glad to 
retire, being not able to endure the hardy ſtrokes of the Pzin» 
ces, Palmcrin, Florian, and Florendos : were fain to betake 
themſelves fo2 refuge to the ſecond Squadꝛon, which mas con. 


ducted by the King of Caſpia, who came bꝛavely up - 
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Icon and his company, pet not able to enfozce them to retpze 
one kot back from them, fox Balmcrin and the other Puinres 
maintained the fight ſo ſharpelp againſt them as they were once 
moze compelled torecopl backward: UUhich the Soldan of 
Pet ſia perceiving,he came to aſſiſt them with his company, when 
in {wth he had made a great flaughter of the wearied Chziſtic 
ans, if it had not been fo2 the Pꝛince Floraman ; who ſœing the 
Soldan of Perſia, came ſo faſt foxward with his ©quad2an, h& 
ruſhed in upon them with his band of men, and reſiſted them in 
very gallant manner. 12 

Palmerin bare great malice to the Soldan of Perſia, becauſe 
he was ſo amozous of the Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda his ite, where⸗ 
foze he ran fiercely againſt him, and bake his Lance ſo biavely 
on him; as the Soldan tumbled headlong backward out of: his 
Saddle: but the I urks laboured earneſtly to maunt the Ring 
again, and Primalcon went to aid Pꝛince Fioraman, who was 
likewiſe caft beſive his Moꝛſe. 

Thus were they he lping one another of them neareſt at hand, 
lo that they had foꝛgotten Dramuſiand and Framuſtant, who 
having foꝛſaken their hozſes,fought ſo long together and in ſuch 
cruel manner, as their bodies were Wounded in many places, 
but Dramuſiand was like to ſuſtain the woꝛſt, in that Fra mu- 
ſtant was aſſiſted againſt him by another Kuight, named Gran- 
tor: and Dramuſiand had ben flain between them, if it had not 
ben fo2 Pꝛince Florian, his dear friend, who came and buckled 
with Grantor in ſuch ſoꝛt, as he laid him dead nt his kœt im- 
mediately. 5 

ben the Turks beheld that Grantor was flain, they envi⸗ 
roved Pꝛince Florian and Dramuſiand foterrible on every ſive, 
as their lives were bzought into ſome danger: butRingEſtret- 
lant of Hungaria (who had the charge. of the third Thaiftian 
Squad2on)-entred upon the Turks, and dzove them back pers 
force, till they ſaw thetr friends bzought into ſafety again, and 
Framuſtant us very near diſcharged of his life, but the Sol- 
dan Albayzet {ing his danger. commanded them altogether 
ta run on the Chaiſtians, the like did Ring Edoard to his men, 
becaulethey ſhouldhelp their fellows in their uecceſſity, Flo. 
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rian ſ&ing Albayzarcoming with his Lance charged in his reſt, 
ve his Pozle the ſpurs, te met him, and theſe two wopthy 
Enights encountred together ſo nobly, as Albayzar was glad 
to catch hold about the neck of his ozſe to ſhun the kall: but 
the Wine Florians Hozſe was ſo weary with travail, as he fell 
to the ground under his Maſter, who leapt out of the Saddle 
quickly, ſo that he ſuſtained no harm by the fall, Albayzar las 
haured very earneſtly, to get Dramuſiand and Pzince Florian 
within the ranks of his men, becauſe he ſaw how cruelly they 
hacked andhewey the Turkes, that he thought himſelf happieſt 
who could avoid their pzeſence, but yet ſuch a company of men 
had Albayzcr hem'd them in withal, as the loſſe of their lives 
were now determined, if the Soldan Bellagris and Polinarda 
had not arvived there with expedition, foz they walking up and 
down with their bands of men, to give aid where they perceived 
neceſſity required, ſaw the dangerous eſtates of Dramuſiand 
and Florian, and thzuſting in upon the Turkes with great puiſ⸗ 
ſance, they reſcued Dramuſiand, and bzought him fezth of the 
Armp to reſt himſelf a while, and they mounted Florian on 
Dozlebackagain, notwithſtanding all the pꝛaciſes ak the Ene⸗ 
mie to the contrary, but they were glad to convey Framuſtanr 
kozth ot the battel likewiſe, foz they ſaw him ſo ſoze travelled, 
as he was ſcant able to ſtand on his fœt. 
Akter that. theſe two-Gyants were out of the field, the grea⸗ 


teſt hurlp.burly-was by the Pꝛince Primaleon, becauſe Palme- 
rin of England and the Soldan of Perſia (they being on fot ): 
fought marvailous fiercely together, the like did Polinarda 
with a ſtoxt Turke named Ferrebrocque, which cauſed the men 
on all ſides to haſten to this conflict, The Ring of Etolia ac- 
compa eee eng Knights on fot, came to reſcue: 
the Soldan of Perſia, but Berolde of Spain, remembzing the 
death of King Recinde his Father , joyned in fight with the Ring 
of Ætolia, Ring Edoard came thither with bis trap of men , 
to aſſiſt his friends, and ſo did Albayzar ou the behalt of the Sol- 
dan of Perſia, he bzinging with him many Knights, beſide four: 

ſtout, and cruel Gyants, whole pzeſence did much tetriſte the 

Chziſtians, ſo that many of them durſt not enter the fight with 


ſuch Monſters. Det 
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Yet could not all theſe Knights and Gpants diſmay the no⸗ 
ble Palmerinof England, but he continued in fight ſo bzavetp 
with the Soldan of Per ſia, as he would not leave him till he ſaw 
him lain at his fot ; fo2 whoſe death the Turks lamented ve⸗ 
ry much, in that he was the pzincjpal Captain under Pzince 
Albayzar, who likewiſe t ok the Soldans death ſo heavily, as he 
came with his men upon the Chziſtians like a mad-man, 

The vicozyof Pꝛince Palmerin againſt the Soldan, was but 
little comfozt to him, in that he ſaw Pꝛince Polinarda, (who 
fought ſtili againſt Ferrebrocque) fall downe dead to the 
ground, and Ferrebroque with divers other Turkes fall 
down ſlain on cach fide of him like wiſe ; but the death of Poli- 
narda was very grievous to his friends and companions, in that 
the Emperoz Vernar his Bzother was killedin the firft battel, 
and the Empzeſſe Bazilia (ſeing her Lozd and Husband gone) 
repoſed all her hope and comfozt on the Pꝛince Polinarda.Flo- 
rendos, whoſe grief could not be expꝛeſſed foz the death of his 
friend Pe linarda,becauſe they had ben nouriſhed all their pouth 
together in the Emperoꝛzs Court, to revenge the death of his 
dear friend and companion, he ran fiercely amongſt the thickeſt 
of his enemies, and the firſt he met withal was the Gyant Pan: 
dolfo, who holding a mighty mace in his hand, advanced himſelf 
ts receive Pꝛince Florendos. 

Then began a fierce andferrible Combat between them, ſo 
that within a while, the Gyant Pandolfo railed and exclatmed 
againſt his Gods hozribly, finding himſelf not able to reſiſt the 
fozce of one Knight, he being wont to vanquiſh every one that 
entred fight with him: but Florendos not regarding his rail- 
ing woꝛds, bꝛought him into ſuch feeble eſtate, as at length hee 


fell down on his knees, when Florendos taking off his Helmet, 


ſtroke off his head from his ſhoulders. Berolde- of Spain, likes 
wiſe flew the King of Fcclia, which when Albayzar perceived, 
he came running on Berolde, and twenty Knights with him, 
ſo that they had murthered the Spaniſh Pꝛince amongſt them, 
but the Soldan Bellagris hindzed their determination : fo? he 


came with his band of men and reſcued him, commanding four 


Knights to catry him fo2th of the battel, fo2 that he ſemed ra: 
ther 
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ther a dead man, then one that had anp life left in him, and in 
this o2der he was bzoucht to Pacentio the Emperozs chief 
Chamber lain, who had the charge given him koz the Wounded 
perſons, becauſe he was very skiltul therein, and being a man 
of very ancient time, he was not judged fit to enter the fight, 
Pꝛince Berolde's mif-foztune was ſuch grief to his friends, as 
they rather deſired to beat him company, then to live in hope of 
an uncertain vtctozp, which was the moze 'doubtful to them 
when they remembꝛed the loſſe-of the Emperour Vernar, Ring 
Recinde, and the other Pzinces, 7 

But the Knight of the Savage man ſeeing the great flaughs 
ter that Albayzer made of his friends, p2icked- thozow to the 
place where he was, and came unto him with theſe wozds.

quarrel be ended between the and me, aud let not thoſe (who

J am ſo glad (ſaid Albayzar) that it is my god hay to met 
with the at this time, as J would not change my pꝛelent Foze 
tune fo2 the moſt renowned eſtate in the Wold, 

So bzeaking off, theſe two valiant Pꝛinces began a fierce 
Combate, wherein Albayzar was bzought into great danger, 
but that a Gyant named Altrope came and defended him, which 
Gpant the Knight of the Savage man ſwn depꝛived ok his life, 
and would have gone afterward fo2th of the battel to reſt hims 
ſelf a while, but the King of Sparta came with a great many 
Knights.and compaſſed the Ruight of the Savage man in ſuch 
ſozt;-as he was fully vetermine to loſe his life among them. 
Not ſo it chanced that Primaleou and Palmerin, {who ſaw the 
hard caſe of his bzother Florian) arrived there, and at this bicks 
ering they fle wthe Ring of Sparta, Luimeno his San, and Ans 
tiltes his bother, veſide many other Knights and per ſonages of 
great actount: and on the Chzickians ide were lain Tenebrant 
and Frahciari, Whoſe loſe the ChziSians div very much lament. 
Then was tybin gs brought to the Soldun Bellagris, that one 
had kilied his Won — report was ſo grievous to

him, as he bzake thozow the thickeſt of his Enemies, till har 


came where his Sanne lap: then pꝛeſently hæ alighted from 
bis Hozlſe, and coming to his Son he made ſuch, ſozrowful la⸗ 

mentations over him, as would have moved a ſtonp heart to-pit« 

ty. Blandidon, who had pet ſome life left in him, hearing the 

voyce of the Soldan of Nequec his father, opened his eyes, and 
offered to lift up his head to ſpeak unto him: but ſuch was his 
febleneſſe, as he could not move his head, whereupon he was 
carryedfozth of the field;and committed tothe cuſtody of the old 
Pacentio. 

Bellagris twk the matter ſo heavily fo his Son, as he con⸗ 
cluded. to finiſh, his daies in that place, and ſo cruelly was he aſ⸗ 
faulted, by his euemp, as he likewiſe reſigned his vital (pirit, 
after he had killed the Gyant Malcarque, 

In this conflict were ſlain of the Turkes, the Ring of Gamba, 
and his tws.Bzothers,theGyant Piſiſtrato, the Ring of Cal pia, 
the GyantFramuſtant, who was ſlain by the noble Dramuſiand, 
beſide a number of kamous Turks; and on the Chziſtians ſive 
were flainGermaine of Orleance, Luymanof Burgundy, Pom. 
pides the King of Scots, and divers other wozthy Chziſtian

But then to amaze them the moze, a number of Citizens of 
Conſtantinople, bʒought fo2th ſuch richneſſe as was left in the 
City, and ſet it on fire befoze the enemies face, to the end that 
if the enemy remained-victoz, he ſhould not vaunt of the ſpoil 
of their gods: but they being not ſo content, when they had 
burnt their riches, went and ſet on fire the bzaveſt buildings 
in the City, and one after another brought them all into Cin- 
ders, which was no ſmall” grief to the Chꝛiſtian Armp, ſ&ing 
ſuch a renowned City ſo ſet on fire, which had tryumphed over 
all other Nations, "4 

Albayzer ſ&ing the Chyiftians ſtricken in a maze at the ſight 
of the kre, came with a freſh band of men upon them, and the 
Knight of the Savage man ſ&ing Albayzer comming, buckled 
himſelf againſt him, where on either ſide was ſhown. incredible 
pzoweſſe-: but in the end, the Pzince Florian p ſo well 


againſt his Enemy, as he yeilded up the Ghoſt at det which 
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the Turkes beholding, they began to faint very much, in that 


their whole hope and rekuge lap in the Pꝛince of Babylon, ne⸗ 
vertheleſſe, ſuch was their affedion to him, as they would not 
de part from his dead body, but hem'd in the Knight ok the Sas 
vage man {6 hardly on every-ſive, as they had almoſt flain him, 
but that he was reſcued by divers of his friends, who in thozt 
time got the better of.the Turks, aud the Knight of the Savage 
man wascarryed to the old Pacentio, who judged him almoſt 
paſt recovery, 

Thus did the Chziſtians obtain the victozy of the Turks, als 
beit with little pleaſure to themſelves, fox ſuch (mall account 
they made of the honour they Md gotten, as no man had any 
mind to go fetch the riches which was lekt in the Turkes Tents 


ſo grievouſly did they take the tolle of their kriends, aud the abs 


ſence of the Ladies, whom they thought never to ſe again. 
The common Minds and Boxes of the Country, came fo 
ranlack the Turks Tents, and becaufe they had moze knows 
ledge of the Gold, then of the tnfimite riches of the p2ccioug 
ſtones. and other Jewels, they twk their fill of the wot, eav⸗ 
ing thole things behind them of greater eftimation : not much 
unlike to Klops Cock. that foꝛſał a pꝛecious ſtone, foz a Barlp 
£o2n,butit-is tobe committed to the bzuitiſhneffe of the people, 
in that they had not ben bzought up in places of knowledge and 


good judgement.

Fn the mean while Argentao, the Gevernour of the Pro- 
found 1ile (whom the Sage Aliart had commanded to come) ar-

Now, fo2 that the Childe is very poung, 
and beſive, he is a great way hence, J wiſh port would get vou 
ſuch a Governcur as map be thought wozthy of ſo great a 
charge, and whom pou may be well contented withal, until poung 
Primalcon come to ſufficient pears, that he may be able tore: 
ceive his royal Scepter of Government.

The Citizens of Conſtantinople tak in very god part thele 
friendly ſpeeches, but they were not a little agrieved, that there e 
was no greater aſſurance of the Emperoz Primalcons life: 
wherefoze ſ&ing the Sage Aliart, excuſed the matter ſo well, 
they requeſted ok him, that he would tell them in what place the 
young Pꝛince was nouriched, that they might come lometimes 
to viſit him as their Lozd and Soveraign. 
Pour requeſt (ſaid Aliart) is very great, pet will J ſome⸗
